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monish of future events (not as if wee could shun them by this 
mcanes,or fo much asknow them ditincllic, by any dire@ and 
certaine note) but that when.they are come to pafle, wee may 
know they fell not out by chaunce, as ignorance and infidelity 
vfe to fpeake, but by the prouidence, order, and fpetiall'directi- 
on of God, who fignified the fame beforehand by fome extra~ 
ordinary figne of his.Sothe Lord fends fignes, but referues the 
meaning to himfelfc, and the reafon heereofis rendered’ Efay, 
48.7. They are created now and not from the beginning , euen 
before the day when thou heardest thems not ; left thou fboulaft 
fay, Behold Iknew them, The atrogarice of Man , isa cauie of 
his ignorance. Sometime the Lord fends fignes to warne men’ 
to beware, &reucales the feacret of thofe fignes to his feruants; 
as Ezech. 33.2.3. where che watchman feeth the fword, and A- 
mos the 3.7. Sometime the Lord fends fignes after the deliue=- 
rance,that men may know how that the Lord did 'performe the 
worke; as Efay. 37.30, And fometime the Lord ‘fendeth fignes 
that wee vaderftand not tillthey beaccomplished, but then they 
manifeft that God was the contriuer & difpofer of thofe works,, 
and that they were performed by his direction. Thus doubtles. 
all the vifions shewed vnto S. John in the Reuelation, are to let: 
vs fee,when they are accomplished, that Gad from the beginning. 
ordered and directed them for his glory, that the faithfull might 
not shrink. from, Chrift, whilft they fee Antichrift preuaile, but 
attend the end patiently and conftantly ; and that the fimple, to: 
whome God reueales this feacret of Avtichrift, and to whome- 
he vnlocks the msyflery of the man of finne,. might not be held: 
in fufpence, by feeing diuerfe learned men inuolued and inuclo 
pedin the fame Common cloud of Antichriftian errorand Idu~- 
latry, butrather praife the mercy of God that he refpecteth their:

EEK FO2K learned mightie men,lelt their.arrogance should fay, wee knew it 
before.as Efay 48.7, 


Now thofe things which this Knight deliuered' concerning: 
the Comet, were only generall coniettures, out of former ob-- 
fervations: 
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{eruations,made by wife & learned nien vpontthe like appatiti~: 
ons. And yet thisComet,with thefe conftru@ions & Comments 
vponit, trobled:men the more when they beheld the variable 
changes & violent pecipitations of all things in this age, through 
the world, (efpecially in our Iflc) the like whereof many former 
Ages had not produced; when they faw thofe fodaine combufti« 
ons kindled in Germany, and the feares they conceaued at home 
increafe, the rather becaule D. Didacus Sarmiento De Atuna 
Count of Gondomar, Ambafladoure for the King of Spayne,who 
for hisable parts and great feruices to thar State, ftiled himfelf 
Gentis Hifpania decus, was.in {peech to returne into England a- 
_ gaine,from whence he was nucly departed the fame yeere (161 8) 
where he had long beene to the greefe of many good men,han- 
ging in their cyes, like a prodigious Comet,and threatning worfe- 
effects to the Church and State, then this other Comet could ef 
fect or prefigure,if it had beene effectual, as fome mainetaine, or 
- meercly figzal/as others iudge, For whil(:he continued heere,, 
no ecclipte of the funne could more damnifie the Earth to make: 
it barraine, and the beft things abortive, then did his interpofiti- 
on, betwixt the glory and grace of foucreignty, and the difttefled 
eftate ofthe Commonalty, infomuch as-the * Wolfe or Bafi- tnoaetee 
' Lifke could not effec more with their-eyes (if what. men write of Fabulas 
them were true) then this man could doe and did, in filencing: 
the tongues, aftonishing the fenfes, and (u biecting the Spirits of 
all {uch as appeared prone, or might be doubted apt, to oppofe 
his purpofes in the left.point. The plough food :ttill, or witha 
fruitlestoyle was conflrainedand drawne forward by: neceflitie: 
only, with generall complaint and fighing : The Shepheardand: 
the sheepe grew. both naked and ragged,as ifan euilland exwions 
eye had looked vpon them; yea.the wooll was eaten vp withthe 
moth,or fpun out without profit, & the whole web was v0. bere. 
ser then the [piders, TheComon wealth complained of the Mare 
chant, and the Marchant ofthe cuftome. The Eaft complained 
ofthe Weft, andthe Weftofthe Eat, The Clergie felt.the fury: 
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of the afpect, and that the (peech, and manners, and apparell,of 
fach as feemed to thrive beft, did plainely ‘bewray. The Contt 
‘it (elfe kept not the native and naturall vigotre and {plendor, 
the gloffe and glory of Nobilitie and gentilitie were fullyed, the 
Genius of Britanie {cemed to bee kept in awe,as Marke Aniony 
had wont to bee when he playde with Aveufius. No other rea- 
fon could be ginen but that Gondomar was prefent,who brouglit 
the imperious Genins of Auftvia and Spaine , linked in league 
with the Catholik Genius of Rome, to outface the tnodeft and 
bashfull Genins.of England , Scotland , and Wales ; {o that as he 
wrot himfelfe Gents Hifpanie Decus; he might with leffe'arto- 
gance write; Gentu-Britannie Dedecus: For never could Spaine. 
before boa ft fo much, nor peede this (1 hope) hearren them toa 
fecond inuafion. For fincehis departure,itis well knowné ‘and 
feene,that'our eyes, whieh he thought blind, did but attend vpon 
his Maieftie ro fee what he ‘would doe, our cares, which he 
thoughtwere deafe, ‘becaufe they neglected his fcorties ahd (cof 
fes, were liftning to heare his’ Maicfties refolution,who was our 
oracle of State; our handsand knees , ‘which be thought feehle 
and faint, were bur lifted’vp and bent downe to begge divine 
_ayde, and our hearts, which he thought deade with feare, were 
but contraGing force to repay his indignities with ample inrereft, 
Wee might be then diftraéted, but wee were not diffolued. Ye! 
for my part, me thought, I founda grear change in my courag ¢ 
vpon the change of ayer and earth, being out of his blaftiug, For 
in England I was heany, dull, flauish, and heartlefe; bat affoone 
as | paft the riner Twede and recouered the Scottish foyle and ay- 
cr, my {pitits reuiued from deatli,or returned fiom exile , and 2 
became more iocond, fresh, and agill, ‘Then it was that] tooke 
penn in hand, and wrot that vifion which | had feene amoneft 
( the people; which, as I did it freely , fo I defire men would ra: 
ther imputeit to my ingenuitie, then to any other motiue, 

Thofe Pamphlets which haue followed therevpon , may per- 

haps exafperate and gine more offence then Vox Popul¢ it felfe

ig? commandement that prefently ypon 
the returne of Seigneur Gondomar, 
his Lieger Embafladour from Eng- 
ASE, land (1618) afpeciall mecting of all 
APY the principal States of Spaine (who 
g2 2 were of his Councell) rogither with 
ts of the Councell of Cafti/e, of Arragon, of 
Italy,of Portugal,of the Indyes,of the T reafure, of War, 
and efpecially of the Holy Inquifition, should be held at 
‘Moufon in Arragon,the Duke of Lerma being appoin- 


ted Prefident. Who should make declaration of his Ma- 


iefties pleafure,take account of the Embafladours fernice, 


and confult touching the Stateand Religion re{pectiuely; 
to giue fatisfaction to his Ho/ynelfe Nuntio (who. was 
delired to make one in this affembly) concerning certaine 
ouertures of peace and amitie with the English,and other 
Cartholike proiects, which might engender fafpition and 


iealon fie betwixt the Pope and his Maieftie,if the m yite- 


ri¢ were not vnfolded,and the ground of thofe Councels 
difcouered aforchand, 

This made all men expeét the Embafadours returne 
witha kind of longing, that they might behold the iffue 
of this meeting, and fee what good for the Catholike 
caufe the Embafizdours im ployment had effected in Eng- 

B land,

land,an(werable to the gcherall opinion conceived of his 
wifedome,and what further proieét would be fet on foot 
to become matter for publike difcourfe, 


At length he arrived, & had ptefent foticégiuett hin 
from his Maieftie, that before he came to thé Court he 
should giue vp hisaccount to this affembly. Which com- 
mand he gladly receiued, as an earneft of his. acceptable 
feruice, and gaue thankes, that for his honour he might 
publish himfelfe in fo iudicious a prefente. 

He cate firft,vpon the day appointed, to the Counccll 
Chamber ( except the Secretaries ) nor long after all the 
Councell of State andthe Prefidents met, there wanted 
onely the Duke of Lerma, and the Popes Nuntio, who 
were the Head and Feet of all the Affembly. Thefe two 
ftayed long away for diners refpects : The Nuntio,that he 
might expreffe the greatnefle of his Mafter,and loofe the 
Sea of Rome no te{ped by his ouerfight, but that the ben- 
ches might be fall to obferué him at his approach. 

The Duke of Lerma, to expreffe the authoritie & dig- 
nitie of hisowne perfon,and to shew how 4 Seruant put 
in place of his Mafter,exacts more [eruice of his fellow Ser- 
nants then the Mafter himfelfe. , 

Thefe two ftaied till all the reft were weary of waiting, - 
batat length,the Nnutio (fappofing all the Councell fet) 
launched forth, & came to roade in the Councell Cham- 
ber; where (after mutuall difcharge of dutie from the 
ompanie,and bleffing vpon it from him)he fate downe 
in folemne filence : griening at his ouerfight, when he 
saw the Duke of Lerma abfent, with whom he ftroue as 
a Competitor for Pompeand Glorie, 

_ The Duke had fent before, & vnderftood of the Nun- 
&0s Ocing there, and faved fo much the longer, that his 
boldneffe

beldneffe might be obferued, wherein he had his defice, 
for the Nuntio haning a while patiently driuen away the 
time with feuerall complements to feuerall perfons, had 
now almofi run his courtship out of breath, but that the 
Duke of Villa Hermofa ( Prefident of the Councell of 
Arragon ) fed his humoar by the difcharge of his owne 

-difcontentment, vpon occafion of the Duke of Lerma 
his abfence,& beckned Sezguear Goxdomor to him,viing 
this {peech in the heating of the Nuntioafter a {porting 
manner. 

How ynhappie are the people where you haue beene: 
Firft, for their Soules, being Heretikes ; Then for their 
Eftates, where the name of a Fauourite is fo familiar > 
How happic is our State, where the Keyes of Life and 
Death are fo calily come by ( pointing at the Nuntio) 
hanging at euerie Religious girdle, and where the Dore 
of Instice and Mercie ftandequally open toall men with- 
out re{pect of perfons? The Embafladoar knew this [ro- 
nicall ftroke, to be intended as a by-blow at the Nuntio, 
but fully at the Duke of Lerma ( whofe greatneffe began 

mow to waxe heauie, towards declenfion ) and therefore 
he returned this anfwer: Your Excellencie knowe:h the 
State is happie where wife Fauourites gouerne Kings, if 
the Kings themfeluesbe foolish,or where wife Kingsare, 
who haying Favourites, whether foolish or of the wifey 
fort,will not yet be goucrned by them. The State of Eng- 
land | howfocuer you heare of it in Spaize or Rome)is too 
happie ia the laft kind: They need not nauch care what 
the Favourite be ( though for the moft part he be fuchas 
preuentsall fs{pition in that kind, being rather chofen as 
a Schollar to be taught and trayned vp, then as a Tutor to 
teach ) of this they are fure, no Prince excecds theirs in 
| B2 perfonall 
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perfonall abilities, fo that nothing could be added to him 
in my wish but this one, that he were our Vaffaile, and a 
Catholike. 

With that the noyfe without gatre notice of the Duke 
of Lerma’s entrance, at whofe firftapproch, the whole 
Houfe arofe, thoagh fome later then other, as Enuie had 
hung Plummets on them to keepe them downe, The 
Nuntio onely fate vamoued. The Duke cherished the 
obferuance of the reft, with a familiarkind of carriage,to@ 
high for courtefic,as one not neglecting their demeanors, 
but expeCting ir, And,aftera filiall obeyfanceto the Popes 
Nuntio, fate down as Prefident vnder the Cloath of State, 
but fomewhat lower ; then after a {pace giuen for admi= 
ration, preparation, and attention, he began to {peake in 
this manner : 

The King my Mafter (holding it more honourable to: 
doe then ro difcourfe,to take from you the expectation of 
Oratorie vfed rather in Scholes & Pulpits,then in Coun= 
cels) hath appointed me Prefident in this holy,wife,lear- 
ned, and noble Affembly : A man naturally of a flow 
{peecht,and not defirous to quickenit by Art or Induftry, 
as holding Ad#ien onely proper toa Spaniard'as 1 am by 
birth,to a Sou/dier as am by profeffion,toa Kingaslam 
by reprefentation. Take this therefore briefly for declara- 
tion both of the caufe of this meeting,and my Mafter his 
further pleafire : 

There hath beene in all times from the Worlds foun~ 
dation, one chiefe Commander or Monarch vpon the 
Fatih. This needs no further proofe thena backe looking 
into Our owne memories and Hiftories.of the World : 
Neither now is there any queftion (except with Infidels 
an@ Meretikes )-of that one chiefe Cammander in Spiri« 
tuals ,. 
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tuals, in the vnitie of whofe perfon, the Members of the 
Vifible Church are included , but there is fome doubt of 
the chiefe Commander in tem porals,who(as the Moone 
to the Sun) might gouerme by:night as this by day,and by 
the Sword of luftice compel to come in'or cut off fach as 
infringe the authoritie of the Keyes. This hath beene {@ 
well vnderftood long fince, by the infallible Chayre, as 
that thereby,vpon declenfion of the Romane Em perors, 
and the encreafe of Romes Spirituall {plendor { who 
thought it vanaturall that their Sun should be fublunary) 
‘our Nation was by the Bishop of Reme, feleGed before 
other People,to conquer and vu/e the Nations with a Rod 
6f Iron, and our Kings to that end adorned with the title 
of most Catholike, asa name aboue all names uniter the 
Sun (which is) vnder Gods Vicar generall himfelfe the 
Catholike Bishop of Soules. To inftance this point by 
comparifon,looke firft vpon the grand Seigneur the great 
Tutk, who hatha large title, but not vniuerfall. For be- 
fides that he is an Infidel] ,hiscommandis confined with: 
in his owne territories,and he ftiled not Em perour of the 
World,but of the Turks and their Vaffals only. 
Among Chriftians, the Defender of the Faith was a | 
glorious ftile, whilft the King to whom it was giucn by 
his Holineffe, continued worthy of it. Bur he flood not in 
she Trath, neither yet thofe that fucceed hin. And be= - 
Sides, it was no great thing to be called what eucrie Chri- 
ftian ought to be, Defender of the Faith,ao more then to 
be filed with France, The moft Chriftian King,whercin 
he hath the greateft part of his title common with mott 
Chufiians.. The Emperours of RufGa, Rome, Germanie, 
extend not their limits further then their ftiles, which are: 
Jocall ; only my Matter, The moft Catholike King, is for 
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dominion of Bodyes, as The vniner{all Rishop, for domi- 
nion of Soules; ouer all that part of the World which we 
call America ( except where the English intruders vfurp) 
and the greateft part of Ewrape,with fome part of Afaand 
Africa by actuall poffeffion,and ouer all the reft by reali 
and indubitable right ; yet acknowledgeth his right to be 
deriued from the free and fatherly donation of his Holy=- 
neffe, whoas the Sax tothis Moone, lends infter by refle= 
ction to this Kingdome,to the King of Kivgs,my Mafter. 
W hat therefore he hath, howfocuer gotten, he may keepe 
and hold;What he can get from any other King or Com- 
mander,by any ftratageme of watre,or pretence of peace, 
he may take ; for it is theirs only by vfurpation,except they 
hold of him from whom all Czu:il power is derived, as 
Ecclefiasticall from his Holynefle. W hat the ignorant call 
T reafon,if it be on his behalfe,is Truth, & whar they call 
Truth, if it be againft him, is Treafon ; And thusall our 
peace,our warre,our treaties,our mariages,and whatfoe- 
ucr entendmentelfe of ours, aimesat this principall end, 
to get the whole poffeffion of the World, and to reduce 
all to vairie,vnder one temporal head,that our King may 
truly be what he is ftyled, The Carholike and uniuer{all 
King. As Faith is therefore vniuerfall, & the Church vni- 
uerfall, yet fo as it is vnder one head the Pope, whofe Seat 
isand mutt neceflarily be at Rome where S. Peser fate: fo 
muftall men be fubieG to ourand their Catholike King, 
whofe particular Seat is here in Spaiue, his vniuerfall euc- 
rie where, This point of Staze,or rather of Faith,we fee 
. the Romane Catholike Religion hath taught euerie 
i where,and almoft made naturall; (o that by a Key. of gold, 
| by znzelligence,or by way of confe(ien, my Matter is abie 
to valocke the fecreis of enerie Prince, and to withdraw 
7 theit

their Subjects allegiance ; as if they knew themf€lues ra« 
ther my Maftets Subie@s in t: uth, then theirs whom their 
birthes have taught to mifcall Souetaignes, We fee this in 
France, andin England efpecially, Where at once they 
learne to obey the Church of Rome astheir Mother,toac- 
knowledge the Catholike King as their Father, and to 
hate their owne Kingasan.Heretike and an vfurper. So 
we fee Religion and the State are coupled togither, laugh 
and weepe, flourish and fade.and participate of eithers for- 
tune,as growing vpon one ftocke of policie, I {peake this 
the more boldly in this prefence, becaufe | {peake here be. 
fore none but Natines,perfons,whoare partakers borh in 
them(elues and iffues of thefe Triumphs aboueall thof 
of ancient Rome, & therefore (uch (as befides their oaths) 
it concernes to be fectet. Neither need we reftraine this 
freedome of {peech for the Nuntio his prefence, becaufe 
that befides that he isa Spaniard by birth, he isalfoa Ze- 

fuite by profeffion ; an Order raifed by the pronidence of 

Gods Vicar, to accomplish this Monatchy the better, all 

of them being appropriate thereunto, & as publikeagents 

and priuie Councellers to this end. Wherein the wife= 
dome of this State is to be beheld with admiration, that as 
in Temporal! warre it imployes or at leaft trufts none bur 

Natines,in Caftile, Portugall or Arragon ;{o in Spirituals 

it imployes none but the lefuizes,and to imployes them, 

that they are generally reputed, how remote foeuer they 
be from vs,how much (oeuer obliged to others, ftill to be 
ours,and ftill to be of the Spanish faction,though they be 

Polonians, English French, and refiding in thofe Coun- 

treysand Courts, The Penitents therefore, and all with 

whom they deale and converfe in their Spiritual traffike, 
mat needs be fo too, and fo our Catholike King muft 
needs 
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needs have an inuifible Kingdome, and an vnksowne 
number of Subieéts in all Dominions, who will shew 
themfelues and their Faith, by their workes of azfobedi- 
ence, whentoeuer we shall haucoccation to vie that Zefa- 
tticall vertue of theirs. This therefore being the principall 
end of all our Councels (according to thofe hely diredti- 
ons of our late pious King, P//ip the fecond,to his fonne 
now raigning)to aduance the Romane Catholske Religion, 
asd the Catholike Spanish.Dominion togither, We ate 
now met by his Maiefties command, to take account of 
you ( Seigneur Gondomar) who haue beene Embaflador 
for England, to fee what good you haue effetted there 
row aids the aduancement of this worke, & what further 
proicct shall be thought fit to be fet on foot to this end, 
And this is briefly the occafion of our meeting. 
Then the Em ba fladour (who attended bare headed all 
the time ) with a low obeyfance began thus : This moft 
audable cuftome of our Kings in bringing all Officers to 
Juch an account, where a reuiew and notice is taken of 
good or bad fernices vpon the determination of theirim- 
ployineats, refembles thofe Romane Triumphs appoin- 
ted for the Souldiers ; and as in them it prouokedto cos- 
rage,{o in vsit titres vp to déligence.Out Matter conuer- 
{eth by his Agents with all the World, yet with none of 
more regard then the Ex¢/ish, where matter of {ach di- 
neritic is often prefented (through the feuerall humours 
of the State, and thofe of our Religionand Fa@ion ) that 
no inftructions can be fuflicient for fach negotiations, but 
much moft be left in truft, to the difcretion, indgement, 
and diligence of the Incumbent, fpeake not this for my 
owne glorie (I hauing beene teftravned,and therefore de- 
ferued meanely) but to forwarne on the behalfe of others, 
; that 
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that there may be more (cope allowed them to dea 
occafion shall require. Bricfly, this rule delauered by 
Excellencie wasthe Card & Compaffe by which I fa led 
T To make pr ofit of all humors,and by all meanes to ian 

be flate of the Romish Faith, and ihe Spanish Faction 
rogithersopo all aduantage erther of oaths,or the breach 
of them ; for thisis an old obferuation,buta true, ihat a

bleffe vs in the conqueft of the New World, and thus in 
Our pious per{enerance,we hope fill to be On eraets of of 
ae And to this end whereas his Exceliencie in his 
excellent difcourfe, (eemes to extend our outward forces 
and priuate aimes onely againft Heretickes, and reftraine 
them in true amitie with thafe of the Romish Religion : 
This I affirme, that fince there can be no fecistitie but 
Gach Princes though now Romish Catholikes,may turn 
Heretickes hereafter ; my aimes haus ever beene to make 
profit of all and to tke my Mafier,Mofter of all, who is 
a singe hfalland conftant Son of his Mother Rome,And to 
uis end I beheld the endeauours of our Kings of happie 
memoric,how they | haue achieued Kingd Siesaae ¢sa- 
Paes by | his policie, ie then by open hoftilitie, and 
that without difference, as well from their allies & kinf. 
folkes, men of tl he fi ame Religion and prof Kien, {ach as 
were tote of Naples, Fran ce, and Naar, though I do 
not mention Portugal now vnited to Vs,nor Senshi 
diy fipt from vs ) as of an aduerfe and heretical! Faith. 
Neither is this rule left off, as the prefent Kingdome of 
Franee,the State of Venice, the Tax Countreys, Bohemia 
{now all his Ins 
manifeft, This way 
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for life vnder our plots iF ap parantly 
therefore I bent my Engines in Exe- 
land, as your honours shall particularly heare, Neither 
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shall f need to repeat a Catalogue ofall the feruices 1 hane 
there done, becaufe this State hath been acquainted with 
many of them heretofore, by the intercoutfe of Letters 
and meflengers. Thofe only | will {peake of that are of |2- 
ter edition,done fince the returne of the Lord Roffe from, 
hence,and may feeme moft dire@ly totend to thofe ends 
formerly propounded by his Excellencie; thar is, the 4d- 
nancement of the Spanish State, and Romish Religion to- 
either. | 

Firft, Iris well obferued by the wifedome of our State, 
that the King of Evgland, who otherwile is one of the 
moft accomplisht Princes that exer raigned, extreamely 
hunts after Peace,and fo affects the true name of a Peace. 
maker, as that for it he will doe or fufferany thing, And 
withall they haue beheld the generall bountie and muni- 
ficence of his mind, and the neceffitie of the State fo ex. 
hau fted,as it is vnable to fupply his defires, who only feekes 
vo hawe that he wight give to orhers.V pon thee aduanta- 
ges they have giuen out their direCtions and inftructions 
both to me and others,and I have obferued them fo farre 
as [was able. 

And for this purpofe, whereas there was a mariage 
propounded betwixt them and vs ( how/foeuer 1 fuppofe 
our State too deuout to deale with Heretikes, in this kind, 
in good earneft, yet ) I made thata coner for {uch intelli. 
genee, and a meanes to obtaine whatfoener I defired, 
wilft the State of Enzland longed after that mariage, 
hoping thereby (though vainly) to fettle peace,and fill the 
exchequer, 

izere the Archbishop of To/eda, Inquifitor generall 
Rept vp and interrupted Gondamar, faying, that mariage 
was nat to be thought vpon ; Firft, for Religions fake, left 
| they 
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they should indanger the Soule of the young Lady and 
the reft of her companie,who might become Heretikes : 
Secondly ,for the State, left by giuing fo large a portion to 
Heretikes,they should intich and inable them for warres, 
and impouerish and weaken the Catholikes. 

To the firft obiection the Popes Nuntio an(wered, that 
his Holynefle for the Catholeke caufe, would difpenfe 
with the mariage,though it were with a Turk or Infidell. 
For firft, there was no valuable danger in hazarding one 
for the gayning of many,perhaps of all. Secondly, That 
it was no hazard, ince women (efpecially young ones)are 
too obftinate to be remoued from their opinions, & abler 
to worke Sa/omon to theit opinions, then Salomon to 
worke them to his Faith, Thirdly, That it wasa great ad- 
uantage to match with fuch from whom they might 
breake at pleafure, hauing the Gatholike canfe for acolor: 
and befides, if need were, to be atliberticinall refpeds, 
fince there was ne Faith to be kept with Heretikes. And 
if his Holyneffe may difpence with the murther of fuch, 
and difpofe of their Crownes (as what good Catholike 
doubts but he may ?) much more may he, and will he in 
their mariages to preuent the leprous Seed of HereGg,and 
to fettle Catholike blood in the Chaire of State. 

To the fecond obiection the Embaffador himfelfe an- 


fwered,faying, That though the English generally loathed _ 


the match, and would as he thought buy it off with halfe 
of their Eftates ( hating the Nation of Spaize, and their 
Religion, as appeared by an vproareand affault a day or 
two before his departure from London by the Apprenti« 
ces, who feemed greedie of fuch an occafion tovent their 
ewnefpleenes,in doing him or any of hisa mifchiefe)yet 
two forts of people ynmeafurably defired the match 
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might proceed. Firlt, The begging and beegerly Courty- 
ers, that they might haue to furnish their wants.Secondly 
The Romish Catholikes, who hoped hereby at left fora 
moderation of Fines, & Lawes, perhaps a so/leration.and 
perhaps a torall reffauvation of their Religion in Eng- 
fand, In which regard ( quoth he ) 1 haue knowne {ome 
zealous perions proreft;thar if all their Friends, and halfe 
their Eftares could procure them the feruice of our Lady 
(if she came to be maried to their Prince) they would 
frecly vfe the meanes faithfully to fight vader her Colors, 
when they might doe it fafely, And if it came 10 portion, 
they would, vaderhand.contribute largely-of their Eftates 
to the Spanish Collector, and make vp halfe the Portion 
out of themfelues,perhaps more. So that by this Mariage 
it might be fo wrought, that the State should rather be 
tob'd and weakened ( which is our ayme )then ftrength- 
ned,as the English vainly hope. Befides, ina {mal! time 
they should worke fo farre into the Body of the Strate, by 
buying Offices and the like, whether by Sea ot Land, of 
Tuflice Ciuill or Erclefiafticall,in Church ot State (all be~ 
ing for Money expofed to fale) that with the helpe of the 
lefuites, they would vndermine them with meere wit 
( without Gunpowder) & Jeaue the King buta few Snb- 
iects whofe faithes he might rely vpon,whil they were 
ofa Faith aduerfe to his, For what Catholjke body that is 
found atthe heart,can abide a corrupt cy heretical head? 
With thar the Duke Meding Sidonta,Prefident of the 
Councell of Warre,and one of the Councel! of State rofe 
¥p, and faid, his Predeceffors had felt the force and Wit of 
the English in Fightie eight, and he had caufe to doubt 
the Catholikes themfelues that were English,and nozful- 
ty lefuived, vpon any Foraine inuaGon would rather take 
| , part 
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part with their owne King (though a Heretike)then with 
his Catholike Maieftie a ftranger, 

The Embafladour defited him to be of another mind, 
fince firft for the perfons generally their bodyes by long 
difufe of Armes,weie difabled,and their minds effemina- 
ted by peace and luxurie, farre from that they were in 
Eightie eight, when they were daily flesht in our blood, 
and made heartie by cuftomarie conquefls. And for the 
affection of thofe whom they call Recnfants (quothhe ) I 
know the bitternefle of their inueterate malice, and have 
{cen {0 far into their natures,as I dare fay,they will be for 
Spaineagainft allthe World. Yea(quoth he)l affure your 
honouts, I could not imagine fo bafely of their King and 
State,as I haue heard them {peake. Nay their rage hath fo 
peruerted their iudgements, that what I -my {clfe have 
feene and heard procced from their King beyond admira< 
tion,euen to aflonishment,they haue flighted, miftepor- 
ted, {corned,and peruerted to his difgrace & my reioycng, 
magnifying in the meane time our defeds,for graces, 

Here the Duke Pa/fyrawa,Prefident of the Councell for 
Italy, fleps vp and faid, he had lately reada Booke of one 
Camdens,called his Anzalles where writing ofa treatie of 
mariage long fince betwixt the Fnglish Efzabeth & the 
French Duke of Aniou,he there obferues that the mari- 
age was not ferionfly in‘ended on either fide, but politikly 
pretended by both States, coun'erchangeably, thar each 
might effect their owne ends, ‘I here (quoth he)-the En- 
glish had the better,and I haue fome caufe to doubt, fince 
they.can diffemble as well as we,that they haue their aymes 
vnderhand, as we haue, and entend the match as little as 
we doe: And this(quoth he)I beleeve the rather,becan fle 
their King, as heis wife /e confult and confider, {ohe is a 
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confant Mafler of his word,and hath giuen trong teafons 
azainft marches made with per{ons of contrarie Religions; 
which reafons no other man can an{wer: And therefore 
Goubileffe he will not goe from,or counfell his Sonne to 
forfake,thofe ruleslayd downe fo deliberatly by himfelfe, 

Your Exceilencie miftakes(quoth the Embafiador)the 
aduantage was then on the fide of the English, becaufe the 
French fought the match; now it muftbeon ours, becanfe 
the English feeke it, who will grantany thing ratherthea 
breake off; and befides, have no patience to temporize 
and diffemble in this or any other defigne, asthe French 
have long fince well obferned : For their neceffities will 
giue them neither time,nor reft,nor hopeelfe where to be 
fupplyed. As for their King I cannot fearch into his heart, 
I muft beleeue others that prefume to know his Minde, 
heare his \Words,and reade his Writings ; and thefe relate 
what 1 haue deliuered. But for the reft of the people, as 
the number of thofe thatare truly religious ate euer the 
least,and for the moft part of leaft acceunt ; {ois it there, 
where ifan equall oppofition be made betwixt their truly 
rcligious and ours,theremainder,which will be the grea= 
teft number, will and indifferent,and fall to the ftronger 
fide where there is moft hope of gaine and glorie; for 
thofe twoare the gods of the magnitude & the multitude, 
Now thefe {ce apparantly no certaine fupplyes for their 
wants but from vs, 


__ Yes(quoth the Duke)for euen now you faid the zene- 
rall State, loathing this match, would redeeme the feare 
thereof, with halfe of their Eftates, Itis therefore but cal. 
ling a Parliament,and the buGneffe were foone effe&ed, 

A Parliament? (quoth the Embaffador)nay therein lies 
one of the principall feruices I haue done, in working 
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| fucha diflike betwixt the King and the Lower Honfe,by 
| the endeanour of that honourable Farle and admirable 
Engine(ature feruant to vs and the Catholike caufe whiltt 
he lined)as the King will neuer endure Parliament again, 
but rather fu ffer abfolute want, then receiue conditional! 
reliefe from his Subie@ts. Befides, the matter was (6 cun= 
ningly carried the laft Parliament, that as in the Powder 
Plot the Fact effected should haue beene imputed to the 
Putitans(the greateft zealots of the Ca/winian Sect){o the 
propofitions which damde vp the proceedings of this” 
Parliament, howfoeuer they were enuented by Romane 
+ Catholikes,and by them intended to difturbe the SeMfion, 
yet were propounded in fauour of the Puritans,as if they 
had beene hammered in their Forge. Which verie name 
and shadow the King hates, it being a fufficient afpertion 
to difgrace any perfon, to fay, he os fuch, & a (ufficient barre 
to ftop any fuit,and veterly to croffe it,to fay, #7 fmels of or 
enclines to that party. Moreouer,there are fo many about 
him who blow this Cole, fearing their owne ftakes if a 
Parliament should inquire into their ations, that they vie 
all their art andinduftry to withftand facha Councell ; 
periwading the King, he may rule by his abfolure prero- 
gatine,withouta Parliament, & thus furnish himtelfe by 
miaiying with vs,and by other domefticke proieéts, with= 
out Subfidies ; when, leuying of Subfidies & taskes, haue 
beene the only vie Princes haue made of {uch aflemblies. 
And whereas fome free mindsamongtt them,refembling 
our Nobilitie who preferue the priviledge of Subicéts. 
against Soueraigue inuafion, call for the courfe of the 
Common Law (a Law proper to their Nation) thefe other 
time-feruers, cry the Lawesdown,and cry vp the preroga- 
tine, whereby they prey vpon the Subie@s, by {uitsand 
} exactions,, 
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exactions, milke the Eftate, and keepe if poore, procure 
themfelues much fufpition among ft the betterand more 
judicious fort, & hate amon eft the oppreffed Commons, 
And yet if there should bea Parliament, fuch a cour is 
taken as they shall neuer choofe their Shiere Knights and 
Burgeffes freely who make the greater halfe of the Body 
thereof; for thefe being to be elected by moft voyces of 
Freeholders in the Countrey where fuch ele@ions are to 
be made, are carried which way the great perfons who 
haue Lands in thofe Countreys pleafe,who by their Les- 
ers Command their Tenants, Followers, and Friends to 
nominate (uch as adhere to them, and for the moft part 
are of our Facfio#,and refpe& theirown benefit orgrace, 
ather then their Countries good ; yea the Countrey peo- 
pie themfclues will euerie one ftand for the great man 
their Lord, or Neighbour, or Mafter, withoutregard of 
his Lonestie,wifedome,or Religion. That which they aime 
at (as I am affured of by faithfull intelligence) is to pleafe 
their Landlords,and fo to renue their Leafe,in which re- 
gard they will betray their Countrey & Religion too,and 
clect any man that may moft. profit. their. particulars, 
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ore itis vnlikely there should ener bea Parliament, 
and impoffible the Kings debts should be payd, his wants 
fuiciently repayred,and him(elfe left full handed by fuch 
a courfe,& indeed (as it is generally thought) by any other 
courfe bar by a matiage with vs, For which caufe, what- 
focuer proieét we lift to attempt, enters fafely at thar dore, 
whilft their policie lyes aflcepe amd will nor fee the dan. 
ger. haue made tryall of thefe particulars,and found few 
exceptions in this generall rule, 

Thereby I, and theiz owne wants togither, hane kepf 
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inerm fom furnishing their Nanie, which being the wall 
of 
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of their Hand, & once the trongeft in Chriflendomesfies 
now at roade vnarmed and fit forruine. If cuer we doub- 
ted their flrength by Sea, now we need not, there are bue 
few Ships or men able to locke abroad or tolineina 
ftorme, much leffe ina Sea fight. This I effe@ed by beax 
ting them in hand the furnishing of a Nauiebied fufpiti« 
oninmy Mafter, and fo would avert his mind from this 
match ; the hope of which rather then they would loofe, 
they would loofe almoft their hope of Heauen, 
Secondly, AU their voyages tothe Eaft-Indies 1 permit, 
rather with a colourable retiftance thena ferions;becaufe 
I fee them not helpefull bat hurtfull to the State imgene: 
tall, carrying out Gold and Siluer, bringing home Spice, 
Silkes, Feathers, and the like toyes,and infenfibly wafting 
the common ftocke of Goyne and Bullion, whilfti: fillcs 
the Cuftomehoufe & fome private Parfes ; who thereby 
are inabledto keep this di{commodirie on foot by bribes ; 
elpeciallyfo many great per fans ( euen Siatef:men): being 
Venturers and Sharets in the gaine, Befides,this waster) 
their Mariners, not one of ten returning, which Iam 
gladito heare,for they arethe men we ftand in feare of. 
Thirdly, As for their Weft Indian voyages, I withfand 
them in earneft,becanfe they begin to inhabite there & to 
fortifie themfelues ;and may in time there perhaps taife 
another Exe/and to withfland our New Spainein Ame- 
rica,as this old Exgland oppofeth our prefent State, and 
cloudes the glorious extentthetrcof in Eavope. Befides, 
there they trade for commodities without waft of their 
Treafure, and often returne Gold for Kniues,Glaffes, or 
the like trifles, and that without fuch loft of their Marti- 
ners.as in other places, Therefore I croft whatfocuer en- 
tendmecnts were proictted for Pir eives or the Bermudas; 
| D becaufe 
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becaufe I fee they may be hereafter really helpefbll vito 


them, as now they ferne for draines to vnloade their po- 
pulous State, which elfe would ouerflow itsown bankes 


by continuance of peace, and turne head vpon it felfe,or 


make a body fit for any Rebellion. And fo much I] pres 
wailed herein,as I caufed moft of the Recufants,who were 
Shavers,to withdraw their venters and difcourage the 
worke, fo that befides private perfons vnable to effea 
much, nothing was done by the publike purfe. Andwe 
know by experience fuch Voyages & Plantations are not 
effected without great meanes to {uftaine great difficulties, 
and with an vnwearied refolution and power,to. meer all 
hazards and difafters with {trong helpes and continuall 
fupplyes,or elfe the vndertaking prouesidle, 

Fourthly, By this meanes likewife I keptthe volaztarie 
Forces from Venice, till it was almoft too late:to fet out; 
and hada hope that worke of feacrecie should haue bros 
ken forth to action, before thefe could hane arrined to 
fuccour them. Mh 

Fifthly, | put hard for the Cauttonaric Townes ( which 
our late King Philip of happie memorie fo aimedcat, ac- 
counting them the Keyes of the Low Countreys) that they 
might be deliuered to his Catholike Maieftie, as to.the 
proper owner, And had perhaps preuailed, but that the 
profeft Exemize to.our Stateand Church,who died shortly 
after, gaue counfell 10 reflore them to the rebellious 
States ;as one that knew Popular Common-wealthesto be 
better Neighbors, furer Friends,and lef[e dangerous Ene- 
anies,then Monarchies; and {fo by his pradliferefcued them 
from my hands, & furnished the Exchequer from thence 
for.that time. Neither was | much grieued.at this; becanfe 
the aependancie they had before of the English {eemed 
ROW 
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now to be-cut off, & the entercftihe English -hadin them 


and their caufe toe taken away + which mutt be fully 
and finally effected, before we can hope either to conquer 
them or Evgland, who holding togither are too trong 
for the World at Sea,and therefore muft be difunited, be- 
fore they can be owercome. This point of State is acknow- 
ledged by our moft experienced Pentioner & {ure Friend 
Monfieur Barnenelt, whofe {ucceeding plots to this end, 
slaall beare witneffe for the debth of his ludgement. 
Sixthly, But the laft feruice I did for the State, was not 
theleatt; when I undermroughe that admirable Engine 
Raleigh,and fo was the caufe his voyage(threatning much 
danger and damage to vs)was ouerthtowne,and himéelfe 
returning in difgrace,I purfued almoft to death, neither (1 
-hope) need I fay almoft, if all things hit right, & all Qrings 
hold. But the determination of my Commiffion,would 
not permit me longer to flay to follow him to execution; 
which I defired the rather,that by comcefion I might haue 
wrung from the inconfiderate English, 4x acknowledge. 
ment of my Mafters right in thofe places, punishing hins 
for atvempting there though they might prefcribefor the 
fir foot’: And this I did to flop their mouthes hereafter, 
and becaufe l would gaench the heave and valour of their 
Nation,that none should dare hereafter to vndertake the 
like, or be fo hardieas to looke out at Sea, or breath vpon 
our Coafts. And |laftly,becaufe I would bring to an igno. 
minous death, that old Pyrat,who is one of the lat now 
‘hing, bred vider that deceafed English ¥érago,and by her 
flesht in our blood and ruine. Todoe this I had many 
Agents, Firlt,diwerfe Cowrtiers,who were hungry and ga- 
ped wide for Spanish gold ; Secondly, fome that bare hins 
aé the heart for inueterate quarrels ; Thirdly, fome For- 
aw . D2 rainers 
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weiners who hauing in vaine fought the E/ixer hitherto, 
hope to finde it in his head; Fourthly, 44 men of the Re- 
mish Faith, whe are of the Spanish Faction, and would 
haue beene my Blood-hounds, to hunt him or any fach 
to death willingly; as perfons hating the profperitie of 
theig Country,and the valour,worth, & wit of their own 
‘Nation,in refpect of vsand our Catholike caufe; Laftly,! 
left behind me (uch an Inftrument compofed artifcrally of 
4 Secular underfanding and a religious profefiion,as he is 
eucrie way adapted to {crue himfelfe into the clofer of the 
heart, and to worke vpon feminine tenitie, who én that 
Countrey haue mafculine Spirits to command and pur{ue 
their plots vato death, This therefore Laccount as done, 
and reioyce in it,knowing it will be verie profitable to-vs, 
gratefull to our Faction there, & for the reft, what though 
it be.croffe to the people, or the Clergie? We that onely 
negotiate for Our owne gaine,and treat about this mariage 
for our owe ends, can conclude or breake off when we 
{ee our time, without refpect of fachascan neither profit 
vs, nor hurt vs; for I haue certaine knowledge that the 
Commons generally are fo effeminate and cowardly, as 
that they at their Mefters (which are feldonie and flight, 
tly for che benefit of their Mufter Mafters)of athoufand 
fouldiers,(carce one hundred dare difchargea Musket,and 
of that hundred, fcarce one can v¢ it like a Souldier -and 
for their Armes they are fo ill prouided, that ove Corfelet 
ferseth many men,when fachasshew their Armes vpon 
one day in one place, lend them to their Friends in other 
places 10 shew when they haue ve. And this if it be {pied 
is only punished by 4 mu/é# in che pur fe,which is the Of- 
ficets aime, who for his aduantage winkesat thereft, & is 


4.0 finde and cherish, by conniyence, profitable faples, 
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which increafe his revenue, Thus ftands the fate of that 
poore msiferable Countrey,which had neuer more people 
and fewer men. Sothat if my Maftershou'drefolue vpon 
an inuafion, the time neuet fits asat this prefeat, fecuritie 
of this mariage,and the difufe of Armes hauing caft them 
into a dead fleepe, a flrong and wakening Faétion being 
cucr amongft them readie to aflift vs, and they being vn- 
prouided of Ships and Armes,or hearts to fight,a vaiuer~ 
fall difcontentment filling all men. This I haue from their 
Mufter Mafters, and Captaines whoare many of them of 
our Religion, or of none, and [0 ours, readie to be bought 
and fold,and defirous to be my Mafters Seruantsin fee, 
Thus much for the State particularly, wherein I have 
bent my felfe to weaken them and ftrengthen vs,and inall 
thefe haue aduanced the Catholike caule, but elpecially, 
in procuring fauours for all [uch as fanonr that fide, and 
crofsing the other by all meanes, And this | practile my felfe 
and giuc out to be generally practifed by others, that what- 
foeuer fucceffe | find, 7 ill boast of she vidforie; which | 
doe to dishearten the Heretikes, to make them fapitious 
one of another, efpecially of their Prince and their beft 
State{men,and to keepe our owne in courage, who by this 
meanes increafe,otherwife would be in danger to decay, 
Now for Religion and for fuch defignesas fetch their 
pretence from thence, I beheld the policie of that late Bi- 
shop of theirs (Bancroft ) who ftird vp and maintained a 
dangerous (chifme, becween our fecular Priefts & lefuites, 
by which he difcouered much weaknefle tothe dishoncr 
of our Clergie,and preiudice ofour caufe. This taught me 
(as it did Barwzewe/t in the Low. Countries)to worke fecret- 
lyand infenfibly bi tween their Conformiftsand Non com 


formifts,and to caft an eye as faras the Orcades; knowing 
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that bufineffe might be ftirred vp there, that might hindee 
proceedings in Exgland as the French ener vfed Scotland 
to call home the Forces of England,and fo to preuent vhety 
conquefts. The eftect you haue partly feene in the Earle of 
cA rzile, who fometime was Captaine for the King and 
Church againft the great Marques Hunzley,& now fights 
vnder our Banner at Bruaxe/s,leauing the Croffes of Saint 
George and S. Andrew, for the Staffe of S, James. Neither 
doe our hopesend here, but we daily expect more renol- 
ters,at left fuch a difunion as will neuer admit folid recon= 
cilement, but will fend {ome to vs,and {ome to Amster 
dam. For the King (a wile and vigillent Prince) labouring 
fora perfeat vnion betwixt both the Kingdomes, which 
he feescannot be effefted, where the left difference in Re- 
ligion is continued(diuerfe sharpe and bitter braules from 
thence arifing, whilft (ome ftriuing for honor more then 
for truth prefers their owne way and will, before the ge= 
nerall peace of the Church,and the edification of Soules) 
he I fay feckes to worke both Churches to uniformitie ; 
and to this end made aiourney into Scot/and,but with no 
fuch fuccefle as he expected, for dinerfe of ours attended 
the traine,who ftitred vp humors and factions,and caft in 
{crupels and doubts to hinder and croffe the proceedings, 
yea,thofe that feeme moft aduerfe tovs, and anerfe from 
our opinions, by their difobedience and example helpe 
forward our plots, and thefe are incouraged bya faGtions 
and headie multitude, by a faint and irrefolute Clergie 
(many falfe brethren being amongft their Bishops ) and 
by the prodigall Nobilitie who maintaine thefe ftirres in 
the Church, that thereby they may fafely keepe their 
Church livings in their hands which they haue moft fa- 
creligioufly feafed vpon in the time of the firf deformati- 
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on,and which they feare would be recouered by the Cler- 
gic if they could be bronght to brotherly peaceand agree- 
ment ; for they haue feene the King verie bountifull in 
this kind, hauing lately increafed their Pentions, and {etled 


the Clergie acompetent maintenance ; and befides, out of 


his owne meanes, which in that kingdome is none ofathe 
grcateft, hauing brought in & reftored whole Bishoprikes 
to the Church, which were before in Lay-mens hands, a 
great part of the Nobilities Eftates con fitting of Spiritual 
Lands,which makes them cherish the puritanicall FaQi- 
on, who will be content to be trencher fed with {craps, 
andcrums,and contributions,and arbitrarie benenolences 
from their Lords,and Lairds,and Ladyes, and their adhe~ 
rents and followers, 

But ( quoth the Inquifitor generall } how if this a@ of 
the Kings wherein he w moff earneft and conflant, should 
fo far thriaeas it should effect a perfect vnion bothin the 
Charch and Common wealth ? I tell you it would in my 
conceite bea great blow to vs, if by a generall meeting a 
generall peace should be concluded, and all their Forces 
bent againit Rome; and we fee their politike King aymés 
at. this, 

True(quoth Gondomar)but he takes his marke amiffe, 
how/{ocuer he vnderftand the people & their inelination 
better then any man, and better knowes how to temper 
their paflions and affections, for,befides that he is hindred 
therein Scot/and vnderhand by fome,for the reafons bee 
fore recited, and by other great ones of ours whoare in 
great place & authoritie amongft them, he is likewife de 
luded in this point euen by his owne Clergie at home in 
England, who pretend to be moft forwardin the caute. 
Kor they confidering if a generall yniformitie were 
wrought, 
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wrought, what an inundation would follow,whilft al or 
mott of theirs{as they feare)would flocke thither for pre- 
ferment(as men prefling towards the Sunne for light and 
heate ) and fo their owne should be vnprouided ; thefe 
therefore (I fay) howfocuer they beare the King fairely in 
hand,are vnderhand againft it,and ftand ftiffe forall Cere- 
monies 10 be obtruded with akind of abfolute necefitie 
vpon them, when the other will not be almoft drawne 76 
recetwe any. When if an abatement were madc,donbrlefle 
they might be drawne to meet in the middeft but there is 
no hope of this with them where neither partie deales fe. 
rioufly but only for the prefent,to fatisfie the King,and fo 
there is no feare on our fide that affe@ions and opinions 
fo diuerfe, will euer be reconciled and made one, Their 
Bishop of S. Azdvews ftands almoftalone in the canfe,and 
puls vpon him(fcife the labour, the lofie,and thé enui@of 
all, with little proficiencie,whilftthe aduerfe fa@tion haue 
as {ure friends,and as good intelligence about the King, as 
he hath, and the fame Poft perhaps that brings a Packet 
from the King to him, brings another from their abettors 
to them, acquainting them. with the whole proceedings 
and counfels,and preparing them aforehand for oppofitis 
on : This] know for truth and this I reloyce In,as condu- 
cing much tothe Catholike good. 

But(quoth the Nuntio)are there none of the heretical] 
Preachers bufic about this match ? Me thinkes their fin- 
gers should itch to be writiag,and their tongues burne to 
be prating of this bufineffe, efpecially the puritanicall 
fort, howfoeuer the moft Lemperate and indifferent catie 
themfelues. 3 i 

‘The truth is my Lord(quoth the Embaffador)that pris 
waty what they can,and publikely what they dare,borh in 
Eneland 
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England and Scotland,all for the mokt part(except fuch as 
are of our Faith ) oppofe this march to their vimoft, by 


| charme their wcinefleto filence them,and expell them 
the Court, to difgrace them and croffe their preferments, 
with the smputation of prazmaticke puritanif{me. For in- 
ftance I will relate this particulsr; A Do@or of theirs,and 
a Chaplaine in Ordinarie to the Kiog,gate many reafons 
in a Letter againft this marriage, and propounded a way 
| how tofupply the Kiags wants otherwife ; which I vn. 
| derftanding, (0 wrought vnderhand, that the Doétor Was 
committed,and hardly e(caped the danger of his prefump. 
| tuousadmonition, though the State knew his intent ws 
| honest, and his reafons good. Where we on the other fide 
(both here and with the Arch-Duke ) haue had Bookes 
penned, & Pictures printed,directly againft their King and 
State,for which their Embafladors have fought fatisfaQi- 
. On of vsin vaine,not being able to flay the print, or fo 
muchas to zonch the hem of the Authours garment, But 
) we haue an cuafion which Heretikes mille, our Clergie 
i being freed from the temporall Sword,and (0 not included 
| inour Treatiesand Conditions of Peace, bat at libertie to 
giue any hereticall Prince the Mate when they litt: wher- 
astheirsare Liable ro account and hazard and aremuofled 
for barking,when ours may both barke and bite too.The 
Councell Table, & the Star Chamber do fo terrifie th em, 
as they dare notriot, but run at the Stirrop in excellent 
command,and come in at the left rebuke. They call their 
preaching in many places flanding up,but they couch and 
dare not land up, nor quest, but behaue themfelues like 
| Serrers, filent and creeping vpon their bellies, licke’the 
E duft 
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duft which out Priefts shake from their deausifull fer, 

Now(quoth the Duke of Lerma) {atisfie me about our 
owne Clergie how they fare, for there were here Petiti- 
ons made to the King in the name of the di#reffed, affir- 
cted perfecured, and imprifoned Priests, that his Maictlie 
would intercead for them,to free them from the intolera- 
ble burdens they groaned vnder, & to procure their liber. 
ties :and letters were direGted from vs to that end, that you 
should negotiate this demand with all fpeed & diligence, 

Moft Excellent Prince (replyed Gondomar) [did your 
command with a kind of command my felfe not thinking 
it fit to make ita fuit in your name or my Mafters,] obtai- 
ned them libertie to walke freely vp & downe,to faceand 
out-face their accufers, ludges, Magittrates, Bishops sand 
to exercife their funGion, almoft as freely, altogither as 
fafely as at Rome, 

Here the Nuntio obiected, that he did not well, as he. . 
thought, in procuring their libertie, fizce they might doe 
more goodin prifon then abroad ; becaufe in prifon they 
feemed to be wader perfecution, and {o were pittied of 
others; and pirzie of the per(on, prepares the affection fur- 
ther Belides,then they were carefull ouer thetr owne lines 
70 gine no offence, But abroad they might be {candalous in 
their liues,as they vfe to be in Romeand Spaine,and other 
Catholike Countreys; and fo the opinion of their ho/y- 
neffe which vpholds their credit & caufe again{t the mari- 
¢d Clergie, would foone decay, 

Butthe Embaflador replied, he confidered thofe incon: 
ueniences, but befides 4 fuperiour command,he faw the 
profit of their libertie more then of their reftraint. For 
how they might freely confer & were euer practifing and 
would doubtleffe Produce fome workeof wonder. And 


befides, 


befides, by reafon of their eerhoritie,& meanes to chance 


piaces,did apply themf{elues to many perfons ; whereas in 
prifon they enely could deale with fuch as came to be 
raken,or were their owne before. And this(quoth he)! add 
as a fecret,that as before they were maintained by priwate 
contributions of devout Catholikes,euen to excede : {6 
much more now shall they be able to gather great fums, 
to weaken the State, and furnish them far fome high at- 
tempt, by the example of Cardinall Woo/fey,barrellang vp 
- Gold for Rome, And this they may ealily doe, fince all Ca- 
tholikes rob che hereticall Prie(ts, and withhold Tythes 
from them by fraud or force,to gine to thefe of their ewn,to 
whons they are properly due: and if this be {pied, it is an ca- 
fie matter to lay all von the Hollanders,and fay, they carie 
the Coyne out of the Land (who are forward enough ia 
deed,in {uch practifes) and 0 ours shall not only be excu- 
fed,buta flaw made betwixt them to weaken their amitics 
and beget fufpition betwixt them of each othersloue. 
But amongftall thefe Priefts(quoth the Inquifitor ge. 
neral!)did you remember that o/d,reuerend Father Bald. 
win, who had a finger in that admirable attempt made on 
oar behalfe againft the Parliament Houfe ? Such as he,de« 
ferning fo highly,aduenturing their liacs fo refolutely for 
the Catholike canfe,muft not be neglected, but extraordi- 
narily regarded, thereby to incourage others to the like 
holy vndertakings, | 
Holy Father(quoth Gosdomar) my principal! care was 
of him, whofe life & libertie when I had with much diff- 
cultie obtained of the King,] folemnly went in perfon at. 
tended with all my traine,and diuers other well-willers to 
ietch him out of the Tower where he was in durance, 
ss fooneas 1 came in his fight I behaned my felfe after fo 
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lowly & humble a manner,that our aduerfaries ftood ama- 
zedto behold the rewerence we gine to our Ghoftly fathers. 
And this I did to confound them and their contemtuous 
Clergie,& to beget an extraordinatie opinion of holyneffe 
tn the perfon,and pieriein vs,& alfo to provoke the Eng- 
lish Catholikes to the like deuout obedience; and thereby 
at any time thefe lefuites(whofe authority was fomwhat 
weakned fince the Schifme betwixt them and the Secular 
Priefts,and the {ucceeding powder-plot)may worke them 
to our ends,as Mafters their Seruants, Tutors their Schol- 
lers, Fathers. cheir Children, Kings their Subieéts, And that 
they may do this the more boldly & fecurely,| haue fom- 
what dasht the authoritie of their High Commifion;v pon 
which whereas there are diuerfe Purfevants (men of the 
worft kind and condition,refembling our Flies & Famili 
ars,attending vpon the Inquifition) whofe office and im: 
ployment it is to difturbe the Catholikes, fearch their 
boutes for Priefts, Holy veftments, Bookes, Beades ,Cruci- 
fixes, and the like religious appurtenances, haue caufed 
the execution of their office to be flackned,that foan open 
Way may be given to our Spirituall Inftruments for the 
free exercife of their faculties. And yet when thefe Purfe~ 
uants had greateft authoritie,a (mall bribein the Coun try 
would blind their eyes, or 4 little greater at Gourt or in 
the Exchequer, fruftrate & croffé all their actions,{o that 
their malice went off like Squibs, made a great cracke to 
fright children and wew borne babes, but hurt noold men 
of Catholike Spirits, And this isthe effe@ of all other 
their courfes of proceeding in this kind,in al} their ludi-= 
ciall Courts, whither knowne Catholikes (conui@edas 
they {tile them)are often fummond & cited,threatned and 
bound ouct, but the danger és pafl as foone-asthe Officer 

hath 
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hath hw Fee payd to him, then the execution goeth no 
further. Nay vpon my confcience they are glad when 
there are offendors in that kind,becaufe they are bounti- 
full: and the Officers doe their beft to fauour them that 
they may increafe, and fo their reuenue and gaine come 
in freely. 

And if they should be fent to prifon, euen that place 
(for the moft part)is made a Sanciuary tothem:asthe old 
Romanes were wont to shut vp fuch by way Of reftraint 
as they meant to preferue from the peoples furie : fo they 
live fafe in prifon till we haue time to worke their libertie 
and aflure theirliues. And in the meanetime their place 
of refiraintis a Studie unto them,wherc they haue oppor- 
tunitic 40 conferre togither asin a Colledge, and to arme 
them(clues in unitie againft the fingle aduerfarie abroad, 

But ( quoth the Ingpifitor generall ) how doe they for 
books when they haue occafion either to writeor difpute? 

My Lord (replies Gondomar )all the Libraties belong- 
ing to the Romane Catholikes through the Land; are at 
their command,fiom whence they haueall {uch colle@i- 
ons as they can require, gathered to their hand, as well 
from thence as from all the Libraricsof both Vuiuerfities, 
and euen the Bookes themfelues if that be requifite. Be- 

fides, Thaue made it a principal! part of my imploymenr, 
to buy all the Manufcriprs and other ancient Gy rare Aw- 

thors out of the hands of the Herettikes,{o that there is no 

great Scholler dies in the Land, but my Agents are dealing 

‘with his Bookes, in fo much, as even their learned Ifaack 
Caufabon's Libratie was in election without queftion to 

be ours,had not their vigilant King(who forefees all dan- 

gets,and hath his eye bufie in euerie place) preuented my 
Plot, For after the death of that great Scholicr,] fent to re- 
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queft a view and catalogue of his Books, with their price, 
intending not to be out-vied by any man, if monie would 
fetch them ; becanfe(befides the damage that fide should 
haue receiued by their loffe, profecuting the fame Storie 
againft Cardinall Barozius)we might hane made goodad- 
vantage of his Notes, ColieGions, Caftigations,Cen{ures 
and Criticifmes,for our owne partic, and framed and put 
out others vider his name at our pleafure, But this was 
forefeene by their Prometheus,who fent that Torturer of 
ours (the Bishop of Winchefer )to earch and fort the Pa- 
pers,and to feale vp the Studie; giuinga large and princely 
allowance for them to the Relicke of Caufabon, togither - 
with a bountifull Pention & prouifion for her and hers.’ 
But this plot failing at that time, hath mot euer done fo: 
Not had the Vniuerfitie of Oxford fo triumphed in their 
many Manufcripts,giuen by thatfamous knight S.thom. 
Bodiey if either I had beene then im ployed, or this courfe 
of mine then thought vpon. For 1 would labour what I 
might this way orany other way todifarme them, & either 
co tranflate their beft Authours hither, orat leaft to leaue 
none in the hands of any but Romane Catholikes who 
are affuredly ours. And to this end an e(peciall eye would 
be had vpon the Librarie of oneS.Rob.Cottan (an Ingrof- 
fer of Antiquities)that when{oeuer it come to be broken 
vp(either before his death or after):he moft choice & fins 
gular pieces might be gleaned & gathered vp,by a Catho- 
like hand. Neither let any man thinke, that the defeending 
thus low to pettie particulars is vnworthy an Embaffador, 
or of {mall auaile for the ends we aime at, fince we fee 
eucric Mountaine confitts of feuerall Sands, & there isno 
more profitable conuerfing for Statefmen then amoneft 
Schollers and their Bookes,¢(pecially where the King for 


whom 
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whom we watch is the King of Schollers, & foues to liue 
almoft altogither in their Element. Befides, if by any 
micancs we can continue differences in their Church, or 
make them wider, or beget diftaft betwixt their Clergie 
& Common Lawyers (who are men ofgeeateft power in 
the Land)the benefit will be ours,the confequence great, 
Opening a way for vsto come in betweene, For perfonall 
quarrels produce verball yueftions, and reall breaches. 

As he was further profecuting this difcourfe, one of 
the Secretaries(who waited without the chamber)defired 
entrance ; and being admitred,deliuered Letters which he 
had newly receined from a Poft direéted to the Prefident 
andthe reft of the Councell from his Catholike Mafter, 
the contents whereof were to this effe& :

fently upon fight hereof. cobreake off your confultation, 
and repaire ftraight to our Prefence,shere to rake further 
directions, 
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directions, and proceed as the nece(Cirie of time and caufe 
{ball require. 


With that his Excellencie and the whole houfe ftrooke 
with amazement,croft their Foreheads, rofe Vp in fad fi- 
Jence,and brake off this Treatie abru pily,and without tar- 
tiance tooke Horfe and pofted to Court: From whence 
expect more newes the next faire Wind. 


In the meanetime, let not thofe be fecure, whom it con= 
cernes to be rowfed up, knowing that this afpiring Nabu- 
chadnezzer will not loofe che S lorie of his greatneffe( whe 

continueth flill ro magaifie himfelfe in his great

Being-all fet and filent, the Duke of Adedina Calf, 
ftoode vp and {pake as followeth.

aétion and oppreffion, though the couetoufneffe of 
publique offices. Fourthly, for the fupply of the 
Treafury whicha late hath beene much exhaufted, 
pattly by preparation by Sea againft our Common 
enemies, Tarkes, and Hol/anders , and partly by the 
extraordinary entertainment of Charles Prince of 
wales the charge wherof amounted to 49.thoufand 
Ducates._ Fift, and laftly, for giuing the world fa. 
tiffaQion , and the caking away of thofe vile {can- 
dales and imputations, which euen within thefe few 
dayes haue beene, and are houtely eaft vpon vs, ef- 
pecially.(as they giue it out) in dealing doubly and 
difhonorably with Eag/aed, concerning the Treaty 
of the Match, : . 

He hauing ended, the D. of Bragamza the mext 
began thus. : 


Tam forry that [live to fee the day,that the Ho- 
nor of Spainze which was wont to dazle the eye of 
Europe with the vnfufferable {plendor of its bright- 
nefle,(hould now be ouer caft with the blackecloud

and pafquills that are dayly vented againtt vs from 
ail parts of the World, wherein we are iefted at, de- 
rided, difgraced; by verfes and vnieemely Pikures, 
efpecially of latedayes, from HoVand, France, and- 
England: yea as | vnderftand in Songs and Ballads, 


Sung vp and downethe Streetes in ‘many places:: 


whence chis imputation, .vpon fo iuft-and braue.a. 
Nation, fo potent a Monarch (at the brandithin 
of whofe {word Ewrepe trembles) fhould proceede] 
cannot ghefle,yet defire to be fatisfied herein, in the 
King my Mr. and Kinfmans behalfe ,.my Kinfman, 
(for you all know my-neere alliance ynto his Maje-- 
Ric,) and ny Poefie may intimate fo much vato the: 
world, which is Pues vos, wos, After you, Wee, bee. 
ing next in blood, if the ifftie Royall fhould faile, 

But 1am afraid the ili carriage no leffe priuate: 
men at home, (perhaps our Embaffadors in For. 
raine pares,) haue throwne this afperfton vpon vs, 
hauing eycher giuen abroad to many ouertures of 
our defignes, or attempted their ends with ouer- 
much haft and violence, which in time and. by gens 
iehand might haue beene eafier won, asa bough 
whofe fruite we meane togather, is brought downe 
by degrees, which elfe might breake and we loofe. 
our longing. | 

Surely, inthe firft, methinke our Nation fhould’ 
notcalily offend, wee being cfteemed the moft ae 
e and | 
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and refered to out felues inthe world, as che euent 


of our greatelt and moft important a&ions haue 


fufficiently fhowne. Did we not in 88, carry our bu- 
fincffe for England {a cunningly and fecrerly as well 
in that well diflembled treaty which the Englith 
necre Offend, whereto for vs were deputed, Aria. 
berge, Champigny, Réihardot, and other, as in bring- 
ing our Nauy to their fhores,while their Coroman- 
ders and Captaines were at bowles vpon the hoe of 
Plimouth, aud had my Lord Alsx/o Guzman, the 
Duke of Afedina Sidonia had but the refolution (but 
in truth his Commiffion was etherwife) hee might 
haue furprized them as they lay at Anker, and the 
like. In Jreland,when Don luan a Aquilahad gotten 
footing in the Irith ground, cre any of the mift; 
how were our plots and correfplencenee with Biro 
carryed, with infinite the like examples. 

Touching the latter, che Spanith Nation hath of 
all other in the world beenc held for the moft fober, 
fayd, and wile, and were wont neuer to attempt any 
thing but vpon great and long aduice, accounting 
it with Owsntus Fabias wore honorable to bee ace 
counted droanes or cowards, then to hazard our 
affaires,or Armies,French-like, onely in a vaine- glo- 
tious haftineffe to gaine the Honour of charging the 
firtt. So that it feemeth ftrange to me that we haue 
I know not vpon what ground incurred the hate 
and {corne of other Nations, and that we efpecially

in fo fuffering for our Catholique King, and inthe 
Catholique caufe wee ought to take fuch approby 
rather asan Honor vnto vs then otherwife. 
| Moreouer, if we fhall confider who are the Au- 
thors of thefe flying Plamph'ets, wee fhall finde 
to proceede from the pennes of light and vnftayed

Touching ‘my felfe being Embafladour there- 
from his Catholique Maiefty, and the fole inftru- 
ment in the Treaty for the match, which the€a- 
tholiques there fo long thirfled after, if I thould 
relate vnte you the particulars of mine owne en- 
tertainment, you would (I fuppofe) imagine I 
told you wonders beyond beleefe, for befide the

Thad fent me vnder-hand, from the Catholiques. 
from all parts. of Exg/and during myaboade there, 
had my finger but aked,or beene ill difpofed (as I of- 
ten was in body) I had fent me iewels,fweet meates, 
perfumes,linnen,Rofe-water,and a thoufand of fach 
trifles, only I returned them thankes, and promifed

Ifyou were my Lord, fo nobly entertained in ag. 
lewd, quoth Braganza, whence is it, or vpon what 
oceafion hase wee gotten to our felues che ill will 
and diftatt of chat Nation. 

I muft confeffe, quoth Goadomar, che Conmmon 
people of Eag/emd beare gencrally an inbred {pleene 
towards vs,as it fcemeth by many rude affronts, we 
were offered there by the bate fort, contrary tothe 
willand pleafure of his Maieftie of Great Brittaine, 
who publifhed many Ediés and Proclamations in 
eur behalfes, punifhing many times the offendors 
feuerely as they could be taken, but why the name of 
a Spaniara {hould be fo become odious vate them, 
isa queftion I cannot eafily refolue. 

Some thinke that there is.a naturall antipathy 
or contrariety of affection betweene our difpofition 
and theirs, they liuing in che North, and weia the 
South; which being (as Charro a French Author 
ebferueth)neerer to the Sunne, che inhabirants are 
more crafty, politique, and religious, ( though he is 
in that ) euen to fuperftition and Idolatry, whereas 
on the contrary, thofe of the North (howlocuer 

oodlier in perfon, better faced , and mere beauti- 
tull chen our felues, by reafon of the coldneffe of the 
climate, prefcruing inwardly thenaturall heate, and 
radicall moyfture) are plainely fimple,nothing fo re. 
ligious contemners withall , of the. glorious cere- 
monies ef our Church, wherewith we haue drawne. 
more Heathen in eyther India to Chriftianitie ,» in 
one yeare, then they can with their Lutheran and 
Caluinifticall Sermons in all their lines,

once vrged by way of Atgument co an Earle of Ger- 
wany,who wasia profeffed Lutheran Heretique, and 
his reply herein was,fo are fooles and children taken 
with bells, eile pouches,and colours, and our Ladies 
and faire Gentlewomen, (we fee) oftentimes weed 
and wonne, only with a braue out-fideon the backe 
of a bafe knauc, when an honeft man, and of defer 
wing patts is reicdted , in a plaine and’ ordinary 
faite of clothes, and not held worthy the looking 
miter. a 

‘They talke as they are (quoth Gowdemar) lam 
farethefe drew more to my little priuate Chappell 
in Holborxé , then their beft Preachers of Sermons 
could do to any Church they had, 

But quoth the Dike of Hyaz, it may be they 
hate vs for the fame caufe,that Framce,Germany Italy. 
and the reft of the Countries of Ewrope, for that 
many of vs are difcended of the Moorith race: 
wherefore we are termed of them in staly, Adarani, 
and of other, Afores Blancos, and Nuevos Chrifiia- 
wos : For indeede it was but in the yeare 1492.when 
Granado was recouered from the Moores, Adahomet 
firnamed the Little, and fonne of Afaley Aibohacen 
being-King thereof,though Toledo and Cordoxa lon 
before, and it may be they hold vs fill infe@ed with 
Moorith miades, and a {pice of their manners, 
though they areafiured we are Chriftians , yeaand 
the moft Catholique too. 

Iheare (quoth Signior Gordomar) it is obieAed 
in their now prefent Parliament, thatin all treatifes 
for thefpace of thefe two hundred yeares, .Spasne 
hath deale with the Englith, fide pumicw, never kept 
touch 
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couch wich them in any ferious capitulation, bure- 
uer aiming at her owne ends, vfed their alliance and 
friendthippe bue as a fale or ftalking-horfe oucr 
their backes to fhoote at others, or feruc{her owne 
neceflities for the prefent , and hereof their Anti- 
quartes(they fay hauefound many Prefidents. A- 
mong others they affirme and proue, to the preiu- 
dice of our Treaty,that Charles the fife was firft him. 
felfc betrothed to Queene Mary, and I know vpon 
what tricke and policy hee vntied himfelfe againe, 
and vfed the meanes to conferre her ypon Prince 
Philip his fonne. | 
But che very truth is, they carry a vindiGiuere- 
folution againft vs euer fince our intended C onqueft 
of them in 88. and peraduenture the Powder-plor 
in 1605.which yet feemeth Adamere alta mente repon 
fium. Indecde Henry the 4. of France, firmamed the 
Great, laboured at one time a reconciliation be- 
tweene vs,but he fouud the rootes of eithers difcon- 
tent {odeepe, and the fore {0 vnfalueable, that hee 
paucit oucrintheend. Touching mine owne per 
fon, was generally hated, I confefleof the common 
people : for no other caufe, I imagine, then for the 
sreat grace and fauour I was in with his Maiefty,vn- 
to whom I had free acceffe at all times , and his gra- 
cious care to any reafonablef{uite or requeft I could 
da¢maund, the particulars of the Seruice I did to the 
King my Mafter(whom Ged long preferue) Ithinke 
are not ynknown vnto you, ! omitting no one houre 
or minute of time wherein I-did not benefit either 
him by my feruice,my felfe by experience.or a friend 
by a good turne.

| whileft I lay in London,| got partly by the meanes of 
well affected friends , and partly by mine owne ex- 
perience (for in fommer time , vnderthe colour of 
taking the ayre, [ would take view of the countrey)f 
had_ perfect knowledge of the eftate of the whole 
Land : for there was no Fortification » Hauen, 
Creeke,or Landing-place about the Coait of Eng-

might impeach or make for inuafion, I had perpe- 
tually ina Role the names of all che Ships of King 
dames his Nauy Royall, I knewtoahaire of what 
burchen euery fhip was,what Ordinance the cartied, 
what number of Saylors, who were the Captaines, 
for what places they were bound, which were in re- 
paire and ficfor feruice, and which nor, I ktiew the 
ftrength of the Tower of London, what Armour, 

Ordinance,{mall Shot and Powderit might afford. 

You know moreouer my Lords , I acquainted 

the King my Maifter with Sir wa/ter Raleigh's inten. | 
ded voyage to Gwéaza, and euery particular thereof, | 
when it was but in embryone, and when he himfelfe 
vowed onely three were acquainted with his pur- 
pofe and refolution , but the fourth fhould never 
know what he intended vntill hee had fer footing in 

America: yet I fay, I knew what he aimed at, what 

courfe hemeant to hold, where to land, what places 

he meant to furprife, what forcehe carried, and bi 
what way hee refolued to returne: with all which 
particulars(as I hauc already fayd) I acquainted you 
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long erehe went, and he was no fooner gone but] 
wasaflured J had his head at my deuction,to take it 
when I hfted (hauing fufficient matter to alledgea- 
gaint him)and at laft,though his treafon for which 
he fiood condemned: many yeares before) was the 
hatchet., yet the hand was mine that gaue hinrthe 
blow : For it concerned vs aboueall rhe reft in cafe 
we fhould fall off from Exg/and, and burft out into 
our old enmity, to make away with him,who would 
hauc proned the onely Boutefeu and Cerdiary of 
the world, in ftirring vp the hatred of the Exg/fband 
other Nations againii vs, he being a Darling of our 
late deadiieft enemy, Queene E/rzabeth, and one of 
the laftmen to be borne of thofe great Spirits, and 
experienced Captaines the time of her raigne pro-

Moreoutr, hath hee not firengthened 
and enabled co endure the longeft fiege Zutphen,De- 
senter, Swoll, with the reft of the frontier Townes 
towards Frizeland , the paflage we held euer tobe 
our eafieft and readieft for the fubduing of the Ne- 
therlands? Did not thofe of the Garrifon of Emsme- 
rick {urprize and take Holden,a well fortified Towne 
hard by Diax/aken, tooke all our Spaniards that lay 
chere in garrifon,and brought away the keyes of the 
Towne gate with them. On the other fide,if weat- 
cempt any thing , it iseicher difcouered (fo vigilant 
are the States) ere it be aéted , or faileth in the man- 
ner and meanes of theaGion. As that enterpize of 
ours vpon Jfenaick (notwithftanding wee kept the 
gates of Antiverpe fhut for two dayes together, and 
no man fuffered to go out) which we intended vpon 
the fudden to furprize with our f{caling-ladders, yet 
do what wee could they had notice of our intent, 
that when we came before it we miight (as they fay) 
throw ourcaps at it,for euer winning or comming 
within it. 

And the like attempts(to no purpofe) wee made 
this laft winter vpon Bortagwa by Groening, andvpon 
St, Andres Scome, had not the Prince of Orenge, 
thinke wee, knowledge of Count Heary Vasdem 
Berges ioutney this laft winter into Frizeland ? yes 
doubtleffe,as the euent {newed. For hee(vpon my 
knowledge) was fecretly informed that the Spanifh 
Horfemen had caufed in Antwerpe and other places 
all their horfe-(hoes to be altered, and as many new 
eo be made as would fuffice for f&xe or eight thou- 


. fand horfe all ealked fharpe and froft-nayled of pure 


pofe 


pole for tratiaile ‘over the Ice, whereby hee knew 
‘(as he is moft circumfpe@-and prouident. ) that 


- fone enterprifé was-to be attempted ypon either 


Holland ot Frizeland: in that time ofthe great froft, 
all Fenines, Riucrs,and Marifhes , being paffible by 
reafon of the thickneffe of the Ice ( for it froze con- 
tinually) therefore he doubled the garrifons with- 
in the frontier Townes , fent certaine troopes of 
horfe, to obférue and watch the moft fulpedted _pla- 
¢es' for paflage’, and had (hippes abroad to bring 
him: cydings vpon the leaft motion or occafion. 
Laftly, hee fent in waggons fixc thoufand Skippers 
and VVatet-men to breake Ice in the moft com- 
mon and likely. places of paflage , in the Riuers of 
Rhine, Ife, the wael, and about the ditches of 
Townes, Marifhes, and other places, neither did 
his Prognoftication fayle him. For Count Henry 
Vandenberg prefently after our confultation at AZa- 
aril, had his Commiffion at Bra//e/s for cighteene

Waggons , he pafledby Emmerich, in exceeding

dtinke only water in that extremitie of cold weas 
ther, that many infants (their parents fying away 
for fearc) at their returne, were found either flarued 
for food, or frozen to death with she cold, haning 
heither fire, nor clothing,. pti 

What ( quoth Dow Pedre ) {lept the Prince of 
Orenge all this while 2 or was no manner of. revenge 
taken by the Dsich? 

Yes, itfeemed fo ( quothr7¢/afto,) for the moft 
part of our Spanith foldiers were cut off, in their 
marching away and retreat, by the Garrifons of 
Duisburgh, Arakem Davertrie, Campen, and. Zut~ 
phen, beftde great numbers who perithed with ex- 
tremitie of cold, fome. hauing their nofes, fome 
theit hands frozen and rotted off, befide thofe thae 


were. 
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were ftarued for want of bread, fo that wee canneg | 
boaft of this voyage, wee flaying in thee/se but 
feucnadayes; which a Spaniard had not fecne in 2- 
boue thicty yeares before. 

All this difcourte (quoth Count Gesdomar) had 
onall fides, [fee tendech to no other end, then 
co jatinate our difability and difproportion of 
firength, if wee fhould yndertakea prefent warre

our felues Mafters of Great Brittsiae,a thing which 
his Maiefies Predeceffors for thefe huudred yeares 
haucaymed at (and wemay truely fay and belecuc’ 
isamatter impoffible) or by faire meanes entreate 
chem,from their cliffes of Dover , ro be but onely 
SpeGtators, while wee wrefile forthe remnant of

with a-prefent of ten fresh cheefes,v.77.78.He,eom- 
ming early to the Campe, finde’s both the Armyes 
fet in array,ready to joyne in fight, and withall hea- 
res a great shout, fuchas they vfe to giue at the

firft onfet.. The young man bring hardy (though 
litle) and defirous to be one inthe number thar

and made all the hafthe coulde to reach the armye 
before they reached each other:Comming thither, 
he finds things in great diftraétion , by reafon of Ge- 
liah,a mighty Champion of the Phiiffins, who ftood. 
boafting againft the whole armye of frae//, challend- 
ging aud defyring an ableand equalOppofite to be 
fent out to him: Tothis Bravado he adds blafphemy 
agaynft God, and dishonour and difgrace to the King: 
He beholde’s the pride and infolency of the hea- 
thenish army ont of the confidence they had in 
their ynmatchable Champion, and withall he fee’s 
the bafe feare and cowardife ofhis owne Nation, 
whofe courage was quenched with the brauery of 
one man: How then (thinks he) it is likelie that 
they should ftand agaynft many ? agaynft all? To 
behold this,his hart burnes within him;Zea/e to God, 
allegeance to his prince, due,and dutye to his Country, 
yi him inquifitiue , what this shoulde meane, 
how it shoulde happen that foe any shoulde bea 
frayde of one, or thatone shoulde dare to affront fo 
many : Thus at length his priuate thoughts breake’s 
forth into wordes : What (fayth he,to the ftanders by 
who gaped, & gazed vppon the Gyanz and fled at bi: 
words, at his fight, as men frighted and cut oi thei 
witts) what shall be done tothe man that hilleth this Phil- 
frim, and toketh away the shame frem Ifraell? They anfwer, to

Perhaps thefe promifes were the immaginations & 

pratlings of the people, the vnderhand whifperings 

of policye,to ftirre vp fome mans courage to vnder- 

take the combat. For we neither heare thefe things 

pabligor proclyamed , nor repeated, and promi- 

fed, when David came to {peake with Saw/e,and went 
about his worke with this approbation,nor chalen- 

ged after, whé David had performed what he ynder- 
tooke, and had flayne Go4ah. Howloever, his elder 
brother, who obferue’s his behauiour narrowly, 

ovetheare’s his difcourfe,how he, like an able Cham 
pion, fpeake’s and queftions,as one that meant to 
vndertake the matter ; and, either out of contempt 
of his brothers youth, or out of envy, leaft the 
yonger shoulde wyn prayfe from the elder, or out 
of loue and care of his yonger brother, knowing 
his forwardnes, but withal!l his weakenes, and in fut- 
ficiencye, for fuch a bufines, with fuch an enemy, 
whofe match the whole hoaftafforded not, check’s 
him & reftrayne’s him from this rash yndertaking, 
by prefenting his youth, histrade, his other bufi- 
nes, to his remembrance; why camest thou downe hither 
(fayth he) with whome haft thon left thofe few sheepe in the wit- 
dernes ?L know thy pride and the malice of thy. harte that 
thow art come downe to fee the battellsT o whom David re- . 
plied,in ferious,and fad manner, what haue I now done?

Tor the manner of deliuery, David reply’es not 
pofitiuely, but by way of queftion or expoftulation;

ner of {peech is of more force thena bare affirma- 
tion; It argue’s a litle more life, and {pirit, it ftirre’s 
the bloud of the fpeaker, and alter’s the fleepy dit- 
pofition of him that oppofeth, as water caft ina 
mans face rayfeth from a fwound, If he had-fayde, 
(brother I hope I haue done nothing but what T ought to does 
shat which Thane a inst cafe to doe, Though he bad then 
fpoken as much as now he doeth, in effect, yet his 
{peech had loft much of the grace, fpirit, and vigor 
it hath; As pictures, though well proportioned, if 
they want their proper and natural! shadowing,& 
be not well fet off, loofe much of their bewty, and 
delight nota curious beholder ; So words, where 
they are not expreft with alacrity and fervor of 
mynde, fall flatt, lye dead, and worke not vpon the 
affections. There might then haue beene a doubt- 
fall difputation of the fact, and caufe, and much 
might haue bene alleaged too, and fro,whether he 
hai done well, or noe, incomming to the feilde, in 
leauing his sheepe,in queftioning about this quarell, 
asifhe ment to intrude him felfe fora party.

timely action, neither. 1 that te mper, which can heare,and fee 
thefe things, with filence, the [ober vertue of a man, which wee 
terme P ATIE NCE, But the cowardice or fenceles and floth- 

full frnpidnie of an Affe; A poyfon miftaken for a prefervatine, 
a vice for a vertme. Ifracl had wont to hane lofuahs,and Ge- 
dions,amd Baruches.and lepthae’s, amd Sampfons, whe 
coulde. fright a whole hoaft of thefe uncircumfiled Philiftims: 
Hraell ha;' 4 Deborah, who (though a wooman) had courage 
enough to dannt a whole Armye of Infidels; O then what a 
shame t tt, that. the King amougefi all this multitude, should 

finde never aman te fand,betweene him and reproach? to ha 
zard hus life for the honor of his Prince? O,what ashamneis it, 
shat amengeft all there brethren of one father of the flesh, one- 
father of the faith, Abraham, there 4 got one that dare in-

begett a fenflefnes of honour in the harts of their 
next neighbours. The cuftomary beating of'a. Lyons: 
whelpe make’s him as tame; as a Lambe:.and. perfons, 
; ‘naturally valiant, may be made artificiall cowards, 
by being brought vp vnder the rodd, and taught to: 
~ swallow bafe and groffe inuryes without chewing. 
Thus the flaues. of Sparta, rebelling agaynft their 
masters, and being encountred with ba{tinadoe’s in: 
ftead of {words, loftthat courage which made them 
take armes, and like true flaues fubmitted them- 
felues. to their: olde bondage. Such mindes feare 
not the cryme, but the punishme nt,andthinke that: 
_there is nothing dif honorable . but chat. which dif-. 
turbe’s their prinate peace , and that flothfull fecu- 
rity whereynto they are accuftomed from youth;, 
B3 , Lcane- 
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{cannot but thinke there were valiant men in this 
Armye: Iisa great part of valour ina Prince to ga- 
ther an atmy : Some tyrants dare not truft their 
owne guard: or fufferan affembly of their owne 
{ubjects to meet. Thefe are poffeft with fuch a timo- 
yous {pirit as the English Poet difcribe’s ; Feare, himfelfe 
to bee, whome he bringes in, fying away from himfelfe, whilft 
no man puriile’s hing, and affrayde of the clashing of his owne 
_armowr :Tofomnuch, as that which should keepe him 
fromfeare, is the caufe of his feare: But Sawle was 
{oe fart from fuch bale pu/illanimity ot {pirit , as he 
was perfonally prefent in this Campe, and had be- 
fore giuen proofe of his valour agaynft the Phiistins, 

by fingle oppofition. 
Agayne ,it is probable that Jonathan was in the 
‘Campe, with diuers other Worrhies, of whofe valour 
Athere wasno queftion. fam fure Davids three bret- 
ahren were there,& alllikely to be valiant men;foe 
that it is wonderfull, that none: of thefe offered 
themfelves to the combat in this quarrell. But per- 
chaps one difcouraged an other, and the backward- 
nes of fome dishartned others, and fome out of vn- 
{eafonable modefty woulde not offer themfelues, 
Jeaft they should bee thought proude,;. or ambi- 
tious, or the like (poore (Pirits shat will be frighted from 
good purpzoles by she {coffes, ests , and reproches , of fluggards 
and cowards , who dare doe nothing but cenfure good mens 
actions, and call their owne bafenes and trechery, layall difcrer 
Aydeus tion.) Or, laftly, God tooke away there harts, and tn- 
: fufed a double fpirit into Davia, that hes power might 
be feene in weaknes, and how he is able to overthrowe 
the proudeft adverfarye, by babes and fucklings; 
even with weake meanes, or without meanes, or by 
| con- 
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contrary meanes. 

David therefore , beholding all this with forrow, 
and feeing fucha generall difpofition inthe whole 
army tofaynt and fly, rather thento fight, oras 
beafts are, in drones, driuen to be butchered, when 
being fingle and out of the crowde they woulde 
breake loofe, he awaken's the fleepy courage of his. 
brother and the reft, with this quick expoftulation, 
what haue I now done? Is there not a caufe ? 

From the Manner of {peaking wee defcend to the 
Matter or fubject of Davids {peech; which,in fewe but 
weightye words, containe’s the motiue or impul- 
fiue caufe of his famous attempt, & atcheiuement 
following immediatly after. 

For whilft he fayth Js their not 4 canfe? he take’es the 
caufe as graunted and eyident enough. Let vs then 
labour to finde it out ; for all ations (and foe this) 
are warrantable, or wicked, as they haue an evident 
caufe tojuftifie or condemne them. 

CAV SES are either ordinary, or extraordinary : | 

Thofe which we call ordinary, are all fecond cau- 
fes, which are readie at hande , lying open to the’ 
eye of vulgar obferyation,and proceeding by ale- 
gall & common courfe of Nature. Extraordinarie cau- 
{es are either wholy hid, or farther remooved, fo- 
that they are not feene ata, or, (at leaft) not by af. 
The higheft amongtt ordivarie caufes (for wee 
fpeake of that /pheare wherein the rule of man is 
wholy bufied , and taken vp) is the foverezgne , or 
fupreame Power, and all other powers /ubordinate to it. 
This hath conveniency and vtility as the molt proper: 
end of it’s operation and ayme. For though it’be 
convenient & proftableto have fuch fubordinate power

To condlude this point, though the aétions of alk

de, difobedtcnce , irregularity , treachery, or the like.. So 
that none shoulde efcape vncontroled ; yet, they 
all paffe currant in the Cherch vnder the generall 
warrant of Neces/ity, and may all ftand: vp with thefe 
words of David in this place, what haue wee now done 
Is their not 4 canfe?

Prefents 
ly after Charilion, Captaine of Mountpeaifier, begun 
to rayfe a Baitilion, which might annoy and endaun- 
ger Bolloigne ; this being obferued by the Lord Greys 
(then Governour of Bodsigne) who faw the intent of 
rhe enemy , how vpon advantage of the commiflio- 
ners overfight, in compofirg the articles of agree- 
ment, great difadvantage might befall the Kings 
towne , and a ready way be made for the enemy to 
enter by fraud without money, which he couldinet 
otherwife enter by force, without payment of a 
great fumme agreed on: He with his troopes fell 
vpon the enemyes workes, and razed it to the 
ground, and this wasaccounted good fervice,being 
once done, though againft the articles; becaufe ne- 
ceflity vrged it,to repayre an overfight, when if he 
had ftayd for commiffion, or fought one to warrant 
his worke , he might haue bene prevented, inthe 
worke , and that would never haue bene graunted 
by publique warrant which he fought, and fo on 
all fides,he should haue beene blamed.I know fome 
write that he had warrant vnderhand brought him 
by worde of mouth,by 5% Tho: Palmer , let this be 
graunted, yet by the King (as King) that is, with his 
councells confent; and by publique inftrument, he 
was not only,not warranted, to doe it,.but prohibi- 
ted from doeing it; which yet, beingdone, was ac- 
counted the beft peece of fervice that ever he did.

|, that negligence, in atale of Necesity : that ws, where the [a- 


fety of our Prince, 0 our Country , or our Religion, win 
daunger,argne’s the negligent of cowardice,lu- 
ke-warmenes, flavery, or treachery. 


| S before wee haue feene the care, on member 
hath of an other in mutuall love (a kinde of 
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commutatine juftice)fo wee may behold howall the 
members apply themfelues , efpecially for the fafe- 
ard of the moft principall members. Infomuch as 
if the head,or heart be aymed at,the hand enterpo- 
feth it felfe to defend thefe parts, and rather recei- 
ue’s the woundit felfe, then fuffers the blowe to 
Ja exive» touch them.The reafon is,becaufe the cénfervation 
ma necef- of the whole body confifteth in the vitall, noble,and 
fitate,ma- principall parts ; fo that if through the eyes defect, 
gislicet de any mifchaunce happen’s to it felf, or to any part of 
ferere fili- the body, efpecially to the head, or tothe heart, it 
os quam shall not be blamed alone, but the eare, and every 
parentes, member,shall pertake both of the shame and detry- 
quos nullo ment. Becaufe it is judged not a perticular, but a ge- 
giodo de- nerall negledt;fince,ifall had not bene equally ne- 
Jerere beet gligent, the vigillancy offome one, had given war- 
propeer be ning to the reft, and foe the daunger had bene a- 
neficia:Th. voyded.. 
Aqua:2z, Bodyes,pollitique;are beft feene in bodyes natu- 
4.31:4.3 tall; and whats. here orderly, cannot be there ab- 
Hs. furde. Cicero is.a member, a fervaunt; a childe,of the 
Common-wealth, yet: is he truly what he is, called 
the father, of the Common-wealth. The eldeft ofa 
family is by nature in place ofa King to the reft: Yet 
in cafe ofneceflity, in age, orficknes, or the like in-. 
firmity, the youngeft may, both governe, and pro-- 
vide for the elder; as young Srorcks feeding the olde,. 
and as gratious, children novrishing, and informing 
their. decrepid', and ignorant: parents. In. defect of 
Kings, Preifis haue governed; and in cafe of neceflity 
Vzzsah being remoued for leprofie, lonathan his fonn. 
reignes in his ftead. Yea,at fuch extraordinary times, 
Women haue ftept tothe helme, fo carefull is nature, 
| . fe, 
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fo carefull is peZicy, fo carefull is grace, for the prefer- 

vation of the whole, that they reject not the helpe 

ofany, nor trufts & hazards the fecuring of all, vpom 

one, though that one feeme never fo dilligent or a- 

ble. Which laudable cuftome to prevent generalll 

inconvenience, arifing from perticular negled of 

~ fome fpeciall duty , whereby the publique may be 

indangered, they fay the Cranes vie, by naturall in- 

tinct. For notwithftanding they haue one, of their 

owne Company that keepe’s watch , whilft all the 

reft fleepe, yet, that they may not feeme fecurely 

to hazard all vpon the dilligence and truft of one, 

all that fleepe ftand vpon one legge, & hold a ftone 

in the other foote, whofe weight may keepe them 

waking, at leaft, make them perticulerly watchfull, 

and wary, againft all feares and daungers, whch may 

fuddenly invade them in generall. Soe in Armyes 

the Per-due giue’s votice to the Sentinel, the Sentinel 

tothe Corporall the Corporall to the Captaine,ank court 

of guarde. Who being too weake to refift the daun- 

Ber , giue’s alarum to the whole body. Now ifany 
urprife be made,the faultis imputed as well to the 

Generall, who perhaps notwithftanding ordered and 

commaunded all.things well on his part, as to the 

fleeping Sentinell whofe perfonall. neglect loft the 

liue’s,and honors of fo many: And therefore it con- 

cerne’s all to be watchfull, and:to doe their beft,for 

the publique fervice; where. the loffe,arid daunger, 

or benefit , and honour, befall’s toall alike.

at home;where though the greateft share befellthe 27: 

fouldiar, who indured theheat, and hazard of the

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day, yet all who ftayde at home, had thir parts, and 
shares alfoin the prize or booty, and none were ex= 
cluded; that all might be admonished thereby. how 
they had share,and common intereft in the gayne or 
foffe, honour, or dishonour, of each other. Rwbes, 
and Gad, and the halfe tribe of A/anaffes, were feated 
vpon the neere fide of Jordane toward the wildernés, 
by the way of indulgence ; yet they were enjoyned 
to pafle over armed to helpe their brethren,in the 
conqueft of their portions, and not to returne till 
they were in pofeflion, and the church fetled 
in peace. For it is a shame for one member to 
looke on (as fenleleffe) whileft the reft are in fuch 
jeopardy. 

And therefore, in that fong which Deborah & Barach 
fung after the victory, wee heare of great thoughts f 
heart for the devifions of Ruben; and wee heare this curfe 
pronounced againft pollitique (or father negli- 
gent) Merozw, who ftood Newter whilft religion was in 
queftion, Cure jee Merez (faith the Angell of the. 
Lord) curfe the inhabitants thereof, becaule they came net to 
helpe the Lord against the mighty. Doth Ged then ftand in 
need of helpe? doth the Ammighty ftand inneede of 
helpe againft the’ mighty > noe furely; it were mad: 
nes to think foe. But becaufe Gad hath appointed 
means tor the effecting of his worke here belowe, 
therefore fuch as are faithfull, offer themfelues to 
hisworke,knowingit is his willthey should doe foe;

the true caufe is either perfonal cowsraice, becanfe 
they dare not provokea falfe enemy,nor trufta trae 
God, or lukewarmenes in relizion, becaufethey are indif- 
ferent which fide prevayle’s, fo their bodyes, and 
temporall eftates be fafe; or /lavery, whilft they jma- 
gine their is no other honowe- then to enjoy the 
vayne,and beaftly pleafures of this life for a feafon, 
though vpon the bafeft conditions that can be; er 
trechery, whilft, either for golde,, or fome other cors 
rupt bayte, which they haue fwallowed, the fafety 
of Prince, of ftate , of religion , is caft behinde their 
backs, and they defire change,as vermine that haue 
eaten rats-bane, doe fresh water, which they drinke 
till they bur’ft with drinking. 

‘Thus cunning pradticioners haue learned their

If the caufe be jui# (as they vfually oppofe fuch 
caufes)then-they perplex it with other knots, and 
-queftions of doubt. If it be wait (as they common- 
ly take part with error) then they lyne,and interlay 
itwith a mixture,and florish of right, that fo the ap- 
pearance of truth may beguile the eyes of the vn- 
wary.Whenfuch traytors as thefe beginn to worke, 
they loue like fydars,to make the whole webb out 
-of their owne bofomes,and when they ertend moft 
anifcheife, pretend , all for the publique good, a

lay treafon to the charge of all honeft men, whome 

either they fee able,or willing,to ftand in their way. 

Yea, with great care, they advife Princes, and Prin= 

ces too often follow their advife, to avoyde that

that (amongeft them) Mordocay might perish, he pre- 
tends the Kings profit to be the grouiude of his 
Councell , 7 4 not for the Kings profit faith he) to fujfer 
them.

with thefe encounters, but prepare our felues to

Thereis nothing 
more fecure’s an eftate, then to haue an enemy,and. * 
nothing more corrupt’s a fate, then fecurity and 
peace, which foftneth, and make’s effeminate the

noe more a reproach. It is well Terufalem isin mifery , for 
by this meanes Nehemiah is induced to builde : By 
this meanes the J/raclites prouide to withf{tad an inva- 
fion ; by this meanes the church and ftate is prefer- 
ved from being a reproach to the enemyes of Ged. 
God therefore , wherc he intends to preferue a ftate 
and Church, permits forreigne offences to vnite 
the natiue members, and ftirrs vp enemyes , to €x- 
ercife them,& awaken them, leaft the weaker truf- 
ting too much,to the fained fidelity and freindship 
of the ftronger,should be vnawares foddainely fur- 
prifed,s devoured, And though the time of peace, 


be a pleafant time to flesh and blood, the time that — 


wee pray for, asbeing a type, and shaddow of our 
eternall Sabboth, yet fach a time is not free from Idola- 
try, and other inconveniences, though Salomon him- 
{elfe were then the ruler. Winter is not fo pleafant as 
Summer , but more wholfome,. it hath not fo much 
fruits: neither hath it fo many weedes: Wee fee 


the fyre never flames higher, then when the winde 


labors to blowe it out:And becaufe God loves a chere 


_ fullginer, and a fervent and fincere doer hateing a dough- 


baked profefor,therefore, fometimes he fuffer's Sathaw 


to rayfe vp {tormes of perfecution, temptation,and 


oppofition, thereby to kindle the zeale, and cou- 
rage 
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rage of his feryants. Infomuch as nothing can anger 


y 3. the man of God more, then to behold Joash the King 


whom he entended to encourage in Gods caufe, fo 
colde,in the expreflion of hate to the enemyes of — 
God,whilft being willed by the Prophet to ftrike the 
ground, he {mites it but thrice, and then ftaye’s his 
hand. Then shonldst hane (miten fue or fixe times (faith the 
Prophet) fo thow shouldst haue (mites Aram till tho hadst 
confined it, where now thow shalt (mite Aram but thrice.Soe 
much doth lukewarmenes difadvantage it felfe, 
when it will not zealoufly purfue an occafion and | 
opportunity offered by Ged, for the rooting vp of 
his enemyes, the inlarging of his Church,and procu- 
ring perfonall honour to thofe thatare the Actors in 
fo holy a worke. 


CONCLVSION 4. 
A fourth Conclufion from hence deduced 


1s, that to punish [uch as are forward in cafe of necesfity to doe 
fervice to the King, State, and Church ws injustice. Tacen- 
fare and reprehend fuch, proceeds either ont of igne- 
cance,or flattery or envy; not to reward {uch, 
os improvidence. 


Au this will nece flarily follow, vpon the prece- 
dent difcourfe;for if that be true which hath bin 
fayd before, that the law of nature (which is the law 
of Ged and men) impofeth this duty vpon all men, to 
offer themfelues to the fervice of the King, State, 
and Church, where neceflity compells, though noe 
ether perfon or power, calls vs out , and if the a& 
of David be therefore juftifiable, becaufe he hath 
this.canfefor his buckler againft the challeng of his 
| inra- 


cE 
infaged brother, then were it great in juftice to pu- 
nish David for this, fince he doeth but his duty, and 
were rather puuishable if he did it not. Sa#/ may al- 
well malice him after the vitory, becaufe the peo- 
ple applaud his conquefts with fongs of triumph, as 
punish him now for prefenting himfelf to the com~ 
bate, and shewing his good will,and ready minde to 
doe good. But fuch pride and injuttice pofeffeth the 
harts of men, as they can find noe readier way, to 
pay benefits then by injuryes; fo that whileft David 
is preparing to fight for his brother , againft the Gy= 
ant,who quarrells with all 7/raed, his vngratefull bro- 
ther is quarrelling with him, asifhe smtended to pu- 
nish him for fighting. And this is Devids lot after,and 
allwayes ; for whilft he is taking care, and framing 
his fingers to pleafe the furions and pofeffed King, 
the King is ftudying how to doe hima mifcheife, 
and with a devilish intent makes his fingers the in= 
Rruments of hisinjuftice,cafting a javelin at him,with 


hope to nayle him to the wall. O Iuffice art thou. 


blynd , as foolish men haue fayned thee? or is inju- 
ftice like thee, in being blynd, and foe miftaken for 
thee? for furely this is the Common mifery ofall 
the fervants of Ged , to haue their words, their acti- 
ons, their intentions méifconttrued, and to be pur- 
fued with hate, by thofe efpecially , whome (aboue 
all others) they take care, and ftudy to purfue with 

all offices of loue,and allegiance. 
secondly ,to reprehend {uch proceeds out of igao- 
vance , flattery, or envy, for was it not great ignorances 
and a grand folly, in the brother of David, to chide 
him for doing that , which it concerned every good 
fubje@ to doe? that is, to looke into the ftate of the 
‘ ‘ Army, 
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Army, and to enquire the caufe of that genera! 
feare, with intent to doe his bei to prevent it? Thi 
is moft cleere. Yet folly is fuch another Lapwing,asi 
difcover's its owne neft with crying, and {creekin, 
at all that come’s neere it. Therefore Syracides {aith 


4.21.26 when a man of Underftanding heareth a wife word,he will c¢

mend it, and encreale it, but ifan ignorant man beare it h 
will difallowe it, and cafl it behind his back. 

But perhap’s not ignorance,but flttery is the find 
fault in this place, for oftentimes fuch a@tions (lik 
{ome meate) though never foe well cooked, feat 
ned , and ferved in, relish not right in every palla: 
Now the eare trieth words, asthe mouth meates, and meat 
is rejected, not ever for its owne fault e, but fometi 
mes through the vitionfnes of the tafte , fometime 
tor lack of ftomack, whileft wee are ove rcloyed, an 
furfeited, and fome time wee are led even in th 
fenfible things by example, foe that troggs & mush 
rumpes being in fashion, are preterd before the be! 
and whole fomeft meats. And thusit is both in wo! 
des, and actions where fometime, men diflike fo 
Jack of judgment, fometime out of confufion or fa 
{tidioufnes, and fometime for company or fashio: 
fake. There are alfoakind of creatures thattake | 
berty to cenfureall things but themfelues. & think 
ita diminution of their glory, not to be the trff tha 
find faulte, or the only, & fingular perfons ‘perhap: 
that doe foe. Nothing mutt pafle currant but wnde 
their priviledge, and commonly they will be contr: 
ry toall others, and to reafon and religion too, the 
were (elfe) vnworthy to be leaders, orto be the bre 
theren of the invifible order ofthe Refacrants. Thes 
are (to often) of eminent place, and may be sharps 
guile:

diverted froma direct courfe; fince contancy, and 
perfeverance alone, is that which difcovoreth anar- 
tificiall, fayned, and forced apparance , from atrue

vitss non et. As cloathes dyed with blockwood will 
loofe their colour, when fuch as be well woaded, 
will continue without ftayning. 
But perhaps neither ignorance, nor aflentation, - 
but envye moved Ziab to reprove David in this, 
being loth that his younger brother should be his 
elder in honour; forhe fees this ation would every 
way tend to his prayfe: Ifhe failed,yet to offer him- . 
felte was honorable: if he fell, yet to dye foe, was 
better then to line otherwife:ifhe came of vpo fafe, 
and vpon equall tearmes,it was admirable:if he con- 
-quered (as that could not be jmagined) the honour 
that he should reape thereby , (befides the reward) 
was ineftimable : whileft he should remaine ynpar-~ 
taleld. Thefe feeds of envye are fometimes fowen, 
even betwixt brothers, whileft they cannot endure 
tolooke vpon the brightnesof each other. Cayne 
envyes Abell becaufe Goa loues him: The fonnes of 
Tacob hate Bier oer their father affeQs him, and 
in token of affection giues him a party coulored

Acto.7.9. he bad beaten their enemyes (the Midianites) without

Not to reward fuch is improvidence ; Legibus pro- 
pofta (faith Cicero) funt (upplicia virts,pramia virtwtibus.

¥ will begin with that Honourable WORTHIE 
whofe happy hands were made (by Gods mercy)

The 
continued liberty and freedome of this faithfulnes ~ 
fince, in {peaking forbidden truth, without feare, or 
flattery, when none other either. would , or durft, is 
a witneffe,and evidence, of the truth of that fervice,. 
beyond the power of Envy,Sufpicion,or Increduli- 
ty, once to calumniate, or difcredit. O may he e- 
yer continue fuch fill, tothe affurance of his. Prin- 
ces fafety,and his Countryes profperity; and never 
may a faithfull and valiant hand, meete with an en- 
vious tongue to detract from it, or be vnited toa 
falfe and flattering tongue to difgrace, and disho- 
nour it, with lying, and foothing contradictions. 
Let nonethinke themfelues neglected that (from 
hence) pafling over foe many yeares with filence,F 
skip to him, who was a long time held to be she child 
of Fortune only , but now is found to be the favorite 
of vertue alfo. Whilft he shot vp fodainely, who did 
not take him fora gourd , and expect his more fo- 
daine withering againe with wishes? But now who 
dothnot looke vpon him, as vpon an Oake, or Cedar 
found at the heart, like to laft long, and be profita- 
ble for the vpholding of the Church, and State, | 
«pon whofe branches birdes may build with latory, 
and

and vnder whofe shaddow, all diftreffed creatures 
may finde shelter againft the fury of violent ftor- 


‘mes? It was therefore, well fayde of one, by Prophe- 


ticall rapture (to pafle by whatfoever elfe , was evill 
fayd) that the firft honours he had, were /reely ginen, 
this lat faithfully carved; the fucceffe shewe’s the 
truth, though shea it feemed no other , but aftraine 
of poéticall tury, 

How many curfes did fill his fayles goeing to- 
wards Spaine? infomuch that had he not beene im- 
barqued in one bottome with bis Highne(fe,for whofe 
profperity all thofe curfers(& many others prayed) 
his veffell muft needes haue funke, with the waight 
of thofe woes. But now how many bleflings and pra- 
yers attend his profperity, from the fame hearts, & 
outhes, fince his returning, when they finde, he 
hath showne himfelf more Rich full to Ged, tothe 
King ,Prince,and his Countrey,then the firft Scene of that 
Ad, and our following feares, could either affure vs, 
or fuffer vs to jmagine? 


When wee firft heard them fet out (for fee them | 


wee could not, and it was happy wee did not) our 
hearts were filled with aftonishment, doubt, de- 
{payre; wee gaue them for loft , and our felues with 
them, and withthem and vs, our lawes, libertyes, 
land, and (what was deareft) our religion. Ie there 
.edemption from hell, thought wee? yes, hee came 
from thence aconquerour, who affures vs, that no 
hell vpon earth, can hold Gods ele&, who are the 
true members of that triumphant head. 

Now that wee may bee more fenfible of our da1- 

» then, & foe of our deliverance zow , making good 
vie of both; of the firft to humble vs, and to make

vs wife for the time tocome, to prevent the like (if 
it be poffible) by repentance, and watchfulnes ; of 
the other, to moue vs to thankfulnes, both to Ged, 
as toa moft gratious father, and protector of his 
Church,turning all things,(yea the worft) to the beft, 
for his fervants ; and to thofe inftruments whomeit 
pleafed his divine majefty to vfe in this errand, for 
the happy accomplishment of this worke; it were 
convenient wee should caft back our eyes, to times 
paft, and confider how it ftood with vs, and all the 
reformed Churches in generall,when his Highneffe,with 
the Duke of Buckingham, {et out about this bufineffe 
by his Mae/fyes commandement, and what opinion 
wee, andall others ofthe beft affected (both ftran- 
gers,and natives) had,of that jorney,and of the per- 
fons that vndertooke it. 

All Germany was thenin combuftion, as if it had 
beene agenerall fire, prepared, and kindled at the 
komane Catholique cof, for the true profeffors , who 
were to become Apostates, or Martyrs. 3 

The Palutinate lay proftituted, vnder the beaftly 
and bruitish command, of chree infulting Enemyes, 
who fatiffied, or at leaft, ferved, their vnfatiable luft- 
by turnes, vpon the fatteft, and fayreft parts of it,. 


Gen.r9.5. as the Sodemits would haue vfed the Anges, or as the: 
Sed 19.27 men of Gibeah, did vfe the Levis wife. 


The Hane Townes trembled like a quarry in the 
foote, and began to treate of their comming in. 

The Vuited Provinces, faw the whole bentof the 
warre vpon them, & that they were by vsdeferted,, 
and by the enemy {wallowed in expedtation.. 

The Protestants in France , put their confidence in: 
Sight, as their laft refuge, which they were read 


a ee

to take, had Ged left them a place in the world, whe- 
ther they might haue fled, with fafety , in that vni- 
yerfall Deluge. 

The Papif's in England, and Yreland , began to take 
pofeffion of the Chzire, and Pubpit, and durft be fo 
bouldas to share out our honors,and punishments, 
to defigne fome of their owne to the helme, and all 
of vs,to the barre, and to the block, to the treee, & 
to the ftake. Thus ftood the world, or worfe. 

For the perfons, and’ mens opinions of them; 
and the actions vnder their handes; Firft for the 
Duke they tooke him to be vnfetled in religion, 
but wholy devoted to the fervice wherein he was 
imployed. A younge man, vnfit for lack of expe- 
rience , to manage great affaires, or to incounter 
fingle the Grandees of Spame,.and Reme, with the 
Tefustes at their elbowes. 

And, though they conceived him to be beft affec- 
ted, yet even that beft of his,adminiftred occafion 
of fufpition, what then should they thinke of other 
Minifters, who had no meanes to build vp their am-. 
bitious fortunes, but by this fatal overture ? Great 
Counfells paffe through the handes of many A- 
gents; and though wee had beene refolued of the 
ability of this one, as wee were of his mgenuity, yet. 
the mixture of others, more referved, and corrup- 
ted , mighttaint him, or turne the worke intended 
to-our rnine. Wee fawe his power with his Majefty, — 
and the Prince, wee kiiew who was his-wife, who 
was his mother; and all wee could then fee of him 
made vs {ufpe&., and tremble the more , the more 
we faw it. 

Secondly for the Priace, wee looked ypon him 
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as ypon a.moft obedient child toa father who kuew 
how to. command. with loue, & to lead gently,where 
he ceuld not driae conueniently. Wee fawe him of 
a fweete nature,and for that the eafier to be abufed 
& wrought vpon by art, as his royall father, of farre 
anore experience, had beene. Wee faw him fuchas 
wee could haue wished, in allrefpedts, butin this 
‘MATCH: but there wee wondered,the whole world 
could not afford him a bewty,wherevpon to fixe his 
affe@ion,but that ove, whome none of his trueft hear- 
ted fervants could affe&t, as knowing it both, in 
being Spanish, and Romish,to be fatallto him, to the 
State, and Church. Could there come therefore 
fuchacroffe to vs, as this was like to proue, that 
Death should rob vs of our v# hope, & a worle ene- 
my then Death of the fecond? Evenfuch an enemy 
as profeffedly fought the fubverfion of Church and 
State;fuchan enemy as expreft loueto the brosher,on- 
ly by feking the vtmoft of hate & malice,to his bett- 
beloved ,and on) /iter ; {uch an enemy as was not-fa- 
tiffied with the fpoile of the body, fortune,and State,ex= 
cept alfo,it could accomplish the deftruction ofthe 
joule; which,with a vaine glorious zeale ,it ambitiouf- 
ly hunted after. Ifay , could there come fucha 
croffe? Ishould haue fayd , could there come fucha 
surfeto our Land? His Highnefe, being the hope of 
our land for the future, when he went forth, the 
whole. continent feemed foule-les ; recovering the 
fwound,wee fought him whom our hearts loued, and. 
found him not; wee were beaten for feeking him, 
and might not complaine. Hee feemed to turne his 
back vpon.vs,asit he had defired a new loue, con- 
temning our defires, teares, prayers, Our hearts 
. were

were fild with jealonfy and indignation,even to that 
height, that we were tempted by fraylety, and fury to 
reject him, that had wholy caft vs of But 4ve and du- 
ty would none of thefe breaches;his /ove,our dutyes a- 

waked, and wept, and.were foone reconciled. Hee 

returned aloze, and shewed by hisfingle returning 
alone , that he loued vs, and found none abroad foe 
loving him as wee did. Wee welcomed his returne. 
with thejoyfull shout that attends a Prince from: 
~ the mouthes of his faithfulleft feryants; and this was. 
fill the foote of our fonge of thank{giving, Gedbe 
prayled that he u come home ALONE. 

- Doubtles had he not come home a/ese, he should. 
haue had but halfe this hearty welcome; the curte- 
fy, and cuftome of the land muft needes haue devi- 
ded it betwixt the Partners; nay, lam ane per-: 
fwaded;they would not then hawe had the halfe ,to 
devide betwixt them. : 

Thirdly for hs Maefty, wee beheld him with that. 
awefull refpect, as men that hung vpon his lips;and 
counted his words.oracles. When wee read his wri- 
tings,they {pake nothing but what might fecure our’ 
feares, informe our ignorance, refolue our doubts 
for point of Religion. Wee wished Rome might once 
be foe happy,as to haue fucha learned,and judicious 
Pope; then wee doubted not but he would caft the 
eriple crowne of Antichriit, at the feete of Ghrii?, and 
renouncing his: vfurpations,be a leader of others to: 
reformation, {corning any longer to bea bafe fpiri- 
tuall Panderfor the houfe of Avfriain generall,and 
of Spayne in particular. But when wee beheld for all 
thefe hopes, ftrengthned with ferious and folemne 


_ promifes often iterated,for procureing free paflage- 
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64 
to the Gofpell, and the advancement of the true $8 
reformed religion grounded therevpon, that not- 
withftiding a retreate was made,both out ofBohemia, 
and. the Palatinate, which gaue way, and roome for fu- 
perftition , and Idolatry to enter, and reigne ; that 
his Majeftyes children wereabandoned , and fuch 
freinds as ftuck to them dishartened ; that it was 
difclaymed to bea warre of religion on our fide, 
when the adverfe partyes profeftit for fuch,by their 


deague, as if they gloryed in falfehood , though wee 


feemed to be ashamed or weary of the prote@tion 
and defence of truth, notwithftanding it were an of- 
fice appertaining to our ftile ; that the enemy made 
his Majeftyes authority the ¥sher, to gine eafy .en- 
trance, and the Bridge to giue ready paflage to all 
his purpofes of conqueft; that at home the lawes 
were filent, and fuch filenced, as fpake with their 
warrant againft Traytors, that by this meanes {war- 
mes of locutts flew over , & bred in every hole, and 
vnder every hedge,and bush, nay durft neftle in the 
heart of the Citty, that this match was fo fought af- 
ter, that the votes, and weale.of the people, Nobles, 
Clergy, Councells, Commons, old, young, all forts, 
all fides were flighted, and neglected, that vnder 
this vaile.all the projets ofadvantage, for the ene- 
my of our ftate, and religion,went currant, and that 
allintelligence from freinds , allyes , and our owne 


choice Minifters, imployed at home, and abroad — 


were returned without credit; that nature, and hoe 
nour, and grace feemed all, to be wilfully blindein 
purfuing this way of perdition. Then-what shall I 
fay ? wee doubted, nay out of doubt wee were next 


Gore to defpaire, This only held vs yp, that wee had 


large 


large experienceiof Gods mercy, and knew his Maje- 


intended his, & our owne, totall,and finall, deftruc- 
tion in this match, when wee could fee nothing elfe 


in it, to moue him to purfue it foe earneftly. Wee _ 


alfo had heard how his Majefty profeft to make it 
his Maffer peice; and therefore wee-armed our fel- 
ves, with expectation of a happy iffue at the conclu- 
fion, and held out this bucklar of humane faith,as 


- gainftall feares,and dangers,which shewed themfel- 


ves moft openly, warke the end, for there uw [ome good be- 


‘ yond our fight, in bis Muyeftyes Eaghe-eye. Wee knew his 


Majefty knew better then wee, whome he had to 
deale withall; and that, flighting all other Counfell, 
it would fall heauily vpon his honour, herein to be 
mifled or abufed; fince he ftood a/one, except the af- 


| fiftance of fuch hollow trunkes,as he chofe and vfed 


to {peake through. Therefore wee caft about what 
the advantage of this match was like to be,and what 


his Majeftyes aymes were, what was the dowry pro- 
_ pounded,whofe price and value should recompence 
allthefe hazards. | 


For mony, it could not be any fumme, for Spayze

reafon of their infinite, and diftraded imployments, 
when wee hold it a finne to vfe our owne, except it 
bee in guarding their coafts, to our coft and prejus 

dice. 
For the refforing of the Palatinate, that was too poore 
a conceite, for our hopes to ftoope to: fince when 
the treaty was farre advanced , at leaft on our fide, 
(as his Majefty beleeued , and taught vs to beleeue) 
the quarrell was not then begun with the Evperour, 
much leffe profecuted, as afterward, with the Spa 
nish force,and fury ; and fo that could not be in our 
eye, as an object to fatiffy our thirft for this match, 
and for the portion expected by it. And wee had 
hope that this treaty would haue ftayed,and turned 
the tyde, and torrent, of thofe violent proceedings, 
which fell out in the i#tertm, and countermaunded 
Spinola, (thereby to indeare our alliance, and to ma- 
nifeft how ferviceable, and profitable it would be to 
vs), rather then by {uch a treacherous progreffe, to 
fteale vpon our fecurity,and credulity,and by open 
force, to our temporall, & their eternal], dishonour, 
to take enough from the fifter,to make a convenient 
portion for the brothers bride. What heart that hath 
adrop of British blood init, could heare with pa- 
tience, much leffe beare thefe injuryes, & ftill court 
the Spanish Braues, with the ftile of Magnifco, and 
thinke a Dowry (foe taken) a fit prefent, & portion 
for our Prince to receaue? | 

Some therefore (who could not {wallow thefe 
shoke-peares) jmagined her Dowry should be one 
ef the Indyes, or both. Others more probably

Indyes as ina bottomleffe Gulph; He (I fay) had,by 
the fublime witt of Goadamore , or by the infpiration 
of our King through Gosdamore, confented to fend 
the Arch-Dutches Ifabellato a Monaftery, to be mother 
of the few maydes there , & to eftate the Priace with 
Infanta Maria , in thofe Provinces, caufing the States 
Generall to winde vp allends inthis bottome, and to 
confent to hold. of his Aighwe/fe in cheife, as thofe 
Provinces did of France, before Charles the Fifé, got them 
releafed ; and foe all controverfyes should be com- 
Betis , all Chriftian ftates fecured in peace, and 

is ambitious,and blood-thirfty fword sheathed , or 
the point of it turned from Chriftendore toward 
the Turke. Alfo wee thought herewith,that his Majee 
fty had the promife, and affurance ofa free &¢ gene- 
rall Councell; and that in the meane time he had 


conditioned, and articled for liberty of confcience, — 


in all the Dominions of Spayne , without which he 


_ would not, by any meanes, afford it athome. Then 


(thought wee) when a Parbament is called, and the 
match propounded, oppofition arifing, thefe condi- 
tions,never before dreampt of (by the vulgar) being 
published,and confirmed, both confent & applaufe 
will follow, with admiration ofhis wifdome, that 
brought allthefe ends about, and tyde in a true lo- 
vers knot,deferving indeede for this, to be preferd 


before Salomon: becaufe Salomon by an idolatrous 
_ marriage rent his Kingdome, ruined his houfe, and 


introduced idolatry intermixing it with true te 
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ship: but he by the like had ynited his Kingdomes} 
fetled his houfe, enlarged his Empire, caft out ido- 
latry, and{fofpred the gofpell, that true worship 
was welcomed beyond the pillers of Hercules , ot 
wherefoever [Pi Vitra] is written, with a Spanish 
penfill. 

Thus wee thought, & lower then thus,wee could 
not , wee would not, defcend; and thefe thoughts 
and hopes, charmed our tongues,hearts, and hands, | 
making vs, asit is fayd of Abraham, to hope beyond, and 
aboue hope. 

But when wee faw the Prince paffe privately out 
of the land, fo meanely attended, and farre other- 
wife then became (as wee thought) the ftate and 
Majefty of our Nation;efpecially to a place and peo- 
ple that ftood vpon formeand outfide only, and 
bombafted their reputations with the winde of 
complement, and a garbe, or facing of majefticall 
gravity ;when wee faw filence proclamied,and none 
permitted to {peake for the fecuring of their owne | 
lawes,libertyes, or religion;yea the Counfell it felfe, | 
shut vpin blinde obedience, and as litle acquainted _| 
with thefe privy proceedings,as the Commons ; the _| 
pulpit alfo limitted, and taught in what language to | 
{peake, both to Ged in prayer and thank{giving for | 
the Prince, and people, and from Ged to the Prince 
and people in exhortation, inftrugtion, and informa: 
tion ; when wee all feemed no other, then beafts in 
amarket to be bought, and fould, and muft not be 
acquainted with the price, and condition of our 
ewne Captivity , nor know to what butcher wee 
should be delivered ; when wee fawe the great in« | 
aertainement his Highvefe found , (at leaft)in prints. 
En Hie though, 


though, I prayfe God for it, as wee thought, fo it fell 
out for truth, that the Pes-mav, had more of the 
Painter, and Pott, in him, then of the Hésfory 0 grapher, 
& knew better what should haue beene done,then 
what was. 
When wee fawe the Chappell building here,for 
Baal, and the Priefts, and Ze/uites filling every corner 
of the ftreetes; whilft they were pulling downe the 
Churches of God in the Palatinate, and whilft his High 
weffe Chaplaynes were enjoyned filence in Spayne, 
when wee faw every pocket ftuft with popish pam 
phlets , and that the dore began to waxe narrow, at 
which the Proteftants fent out, and letin, their la- 
bours for the preffe , when wee faw a gag for the Gopell 
(like a Giaut) might walke abroad with liberty in 
the funneshine , whena Proteftant Pifmire, might 
{carce creepe in a darke corner, without queition: 
when wee faw 4 clogd difpenfation beg’d, or dearely ebste 
bought, at the handes of Antichriff,for the beft of vs; ween ta 
and difpenfations freely given by vs, to vnclog the cheefelys 
worft of his: when wee {aw articles folemnely a~ becau'e t

That this may appeare more to the life, let vs fee

And firft for the Duke: He in Spayne difchargeth

faithfully vpon the Prisce, and vfing all indeayour 


_ to fearch out, vnlocke, and difcoyer,the fecrets of 
the Spanish Cabinet.

Lhe Irish wolves may be (perhaps) 
thus fauage, but our very Ma/wesare more civill,fo=_ 
ciable, and humane, as for our people, efpecially our 
Princes they are of too noble, and generousa ftraine, 
to: haue fuch an inhumane conceite come neere 
them.

Goe exercife this 
curfed courfe, according to your old cuftome, a« 
mongeft the Indians, & teach the Caniballs that Europe 
hath a people who call themfelues Ghrifians, and the 
cheife Carholiques (forfooth) amongtt thefe,doe wor-.

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What injuryes, and wronges, his Majefty hath re:

Andyetasall humane actions have their mixture of 
imperfections; fo | neither arrogate to my felfe,or to that 
which I did, any immunitie from Ignorance and Error: 
but muft, and doe freely confefle mine owne folly and 
frailtic, magnifying in the meane ime, the power and 
goodnefle of God, who was pleated to vie fo poore an ine 
{trumentin fo great a woike, And 1 fee his goodnefie to. 
wards me,in that my errors are not paft by either wethout 
obicruation,or fome {mall correction. Forasit Was im= 
poflible to flesh and bloud , butI should mingle fome 
ptide of heart, proper to my nature, with that which was 
Gods, and proper vatohim:s and {0 either touch vpon 
{pleene, or vain~glorie,or imagination in fome particular, 
and inuolue the generall in fufpition : fo God hath cha= 
flifed me with a remporarie banishment, and tarned the 
fanour of his Maieftie and the State from me for the pre= 
fent, which otherwife (doubtleffe ) would haue looked 
towards me for good. And yet that neither I(nor others by 
my example) should be wholly difcouraged from good 
intentions, God hath ftirred vp mine enemies toenquire 
after my name,that fo, though I would, I cannot lie hid, 
not lofe that reward which followes him that flies from 


it, 
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it; the honour to bee knownea faithfull eruant to God 
and my Countrey, Wherein my poore cxample is vfcd, 
to ftirre vp andchecke the backwardnefle of others in 
the Church and Common-weal:h, who having greater 
abilitie to vndertake fuch a worke, haue neizher dared to 
Jeade me the way, nor yet to follow me leading them ; 
nor once to lend a hand to refcue me from the prefenr 
danger the purfues me, but rather made haft to putfue me 
themfelues with reproches. 

A third Obiection was, The Danger of the State, be- 
caufe I bewrayed the uveakneffe thereof to the Enemie:

fected to Religion,and fo as ill as Spies and Intelligencers 
to Rome?

cannot eucry woman , euery boy poyntatthem , whilft 
men dare not? & whilft we {ce them, doe not you thinke 
they fee vs? Befides, isnotfuch a perfoz employed here 
for forraine affaires, asis cull’d and pickt out amongtta 


million for that purpofe? And becaufe he could not be - 


matched, was returned the {econd time,rewarded with an 
addition of Honour for the firft fernice? That thus he 
might be fure to vnderftand more in our State, then any 
of our Natiues, as his multiplicitie, and certaintie, and 
excellencie of choyce Intelligence exceedes theirs 2 They 
which doubt either our Enemies wit to finde out and ob- 
{erucaduantages, or their wealth to vnlocke and open fe~ 
crets, Or their dexteritie to purfue Plots, may ouerfce the 
truc and fubftantiall caufe, and inuenta falfe and feeming 
one. Woodcockes onely thinke themflues{afe, when 
their heads are hidden : but wife-men then onely are fe- 
| cure, when they clearely (ee their enemies frength and 
B fulneffe 
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Fe.l,3.18, fulneffe,and their owne wants and weaknefle. Doe no [e~ 


cret thing before a ftranger ( faith Siracides) for thos 
canft not tell what be goeth about. 

Afourth Obiecion is, That the Plot or Frame was a 
fition,and therefore deferued cenfure. Why,who profett 
otherwife? was there any that published it for a certaine 
truth? Wasit nor called Vox populi, to note it onely pro- 
bable, and poflible, and likely, not hiftoricall (I meane, 
for {0 much as concerned the Plot.) And might I not 
borrow a Spanish name or two,as wellas French,ot [tae 
lian, to grace this Comedie with ftately A€tors? Or mut 
they onely be referned for Kingly Tragedies? why not 
Gondomar, alwell as Hitvonymo,ot Duke d’Alva? And 
why not PAilip, as wellas Peter,or Alfonfo,or Cafar? Or 
why might nor I make as bold with them , as they with 
out blacke Prince, or Henry the eighth, or Edward the 
fixth, or Queene Elizabeth, or King Tames, orthe King 
and Queene of Bohemia ? If this be cenfurable for being a 
fiction, it is furely for lacke of a foole » which (they fy) 
Comedics should not be without: and fora neede, this 
wittie ObieCtor may fupply the place, if he enuie me the 
honour to becomea foole alone, left fome of our Stage- - 
keepers should be thought capable of that part,and forced 
by neceflity to furnish itat their owne coft.The truth is, 
thofe that vnderftandany thing of Spanish Affaires know 
fuch a courfe is obferued Vpon returne cf Ambailadours, 
(if we may credit Hiftories or Trauellers) and pethaps 
thus it was : or worfe : I pray God the fuccefle prooue it 
a fiction, and notto be too true.

there of difpleafure 7 Am I worthy to be punished for in- 
forming the State, of that which cuery man thinkes, and 
{peakes in their ordinarie difcourfe¢ I neuer profeft to 
publish any fingular conception of mine owne.The Plot 


or Frame ofthe Difcourfe I borrowed out of Spaine , it 


was not mine owne : though I wish wich all my heart 
the practife thereof, fo farreas concernes the account of 
Ambafladours, and other Officers , were tran{lated into 
England. The Matter contained within, was,whatall the 


_ people fpake , (whether Romane or Reformed Catho- 
_ Aiques) as one man : neither was this mine owne. Ifall

To this [ 
an{were, Firft, that 1 did not touch an Ambafladour pre- 
fent, but one that had beene: forall that I fayd,wasof the 
time paft, when he was gone (God be praifed) from Eng- 
land, and returned to Spaine, giuing vp the account of 
his Ambaffage paft : Sothat then he was no Ambafla- 
dour. Againe, fuppofe he were then an Ambafladour, 
yet Idid not medle with him as with an Amba(adour,

an Ambafladour intrudes himfelfe into things that con-

Hetre apparant.or next {ncceffor,then he receined the (ame 


of his predeceffor, Much lejje,by any dishonorable ca pitula- 
tions, by any unworthy contratts,can he degrade his poste 
ritie,& bring his people under the greivons burden of tri- 
butes cy taxes toa forraine Prince, Kings then cannot dif= 
pole of their crowns without their Peeres & peoples con- 
fent: and therefore thar gift or relignation isvoyd. Andas 
they cannot difpofe of their Crowns, fo not of their liber. 
ties : and therefore the Parliament makes free- Denizens, 
and incerporates members into the Srate by publike Ads, 
and not the King alone. But where an Ambafladour in- 
trudes himfe!fe,hauing neither the allowance of that {tate, 
nor the king(but out ofa prefumption of his own faction, 
and the grearnefle of his Mafter ) is it not time for fuch as 
loue their King & country to oppofe him what they may,

and yet if | had beene bolder, Truth might haue borne 
me out. For it is the fame King, that liflened to Pra- Sit mag: 
Ctifes againft our King and State, if we may fay, what leh? 
all fee, and what fome confefle againft themfelues, It is 
the fame King in the houfe , I might fay, the head and 
heart of whofe Ambafladour, that banne of the Empe- 
roursagainft the Kings Children,was bred hatched, and 
published, And the like may be faid of the, Nation , that fom 
it is the {ame Nation, who hath often fought to {wallow yu. 
vs by fecret practifes, and open inuafions, It is the fame cum,fol.1a 
Nation, that we haue beene taught and trayned vp from 
our youths to beware of. Itisthe fame Nation , whole 
ambitions to fatisfie , the Eaft and Welt Ivdies are not 
fuicient, nor al] Exrope: butall the earth muft become 
fiaues to their pride, andthe prey oftheir cruelties, asif 
all other men and places had beene made for them. For, 
fo they compaffe what they feeke , they care not by what. 
meanes they get it, holdit they will: their wils muft be 
the rule of Luttice, their lufts, the Catholique rule ofho- 
nour to all others, 

Fightly, itis Obiected,/ bane meddled with the mariage 
ofthe Prince,which concernes not the fubiect.Concernes it 
noi the fubiect to pray, that the wife of hisSoueraigne may 
be ofthe {ame Religion with her Lord? IfI may pray thus, 
Wish thus,may [not endeuor to have it thuse & shew the 
inconnentences (that may not fay mifchiefs wo are likely 
to fall,ifir be not thus?Princes are matied io the common- 
weal b;& the wife hath power of the husbandsbody, asthe 1 Co'7.4, 
husband of hers, The Common-wealth then hath power 
B 3 of 
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VOX REGIS, 
of the Prince inthis point, Theit Wiues ought to be as 
Mothers to eueric Subiect. And were not he a Foole,that 
would not defire a Naturall Mother, rather then a Step. 
Mother? Quaeenes ought to be nurcing Mothers to the 
Church : Who then would feekea dry-Nurfe,that might 
haue another ? 

Againe, the Prince is to be confidered asa publike and 
priuate perfon : Asa priuate perfon, he may chufe for his 
priuate affection, and match where he lift ; prouided, he 
neglect not the publike part, which is the principall, bat 
elects with the loue and liking of his people: Becaufe 
betwixt them, loac is reciprocall ; yet fo,as it begins in the 
Superiour, who is an Image of God; and we lone God, 
becaufe he firft loued vs. So we loue the Prince, when we 
difcerne he loues vs; and he cannot manifett his loue 
more, then when we fee he doth all for our good ; and 
refpects the generall good fo much, asfor it he negleéts 
his priuate affetion, and chufeth for our affections; be~ 
caufe he knowes That lone which is retrained from the 
Wombe,will hardly be yeelded 10 the fruit of the Wombe 
or from them againe (ow as it onght,vpon the poore mem-= 
bers of the Common-wealth, 

But mutt Princes then be tyed to pleafe euerie particu= 
lar Subiect in their choice ? God forbid : Their cafe then 
were miferable. The con(ent of the State reprefentatine 
(that is, the Parliament ) is only neceflarie; whercin the 
confent’of euerie Subject is included. This hath beene 
donc,and { I fuppofe and defire, pardon me if I be inan 
errour ; and rather afford me infruction,then correGion) 
this should be done , and this, i truft,shall be done. 

The ninth ObieGtion is, That I wanted 4 lawfull voca- 
$167 80 warrant this Worke of mine : and that 1 follow 
extraer- 
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extraordiuarie examples, which are no fafe nor ufficient 
prefidents. To the fictt I anfwer, That cuetie mans vocas 
uon bindes him to prevent euill,and to doe good. So that 
whenfoeuer I haue opportunitie to doc it,] hauea calling 
todoe it. Forthe general! calling of a Subiedt, and of a 
Chriftian, warrants any particular a@tion, which I doe for 
the benefit of the State and Church, whercof I am a 
member ; or for any part thereof, though my particular 
calling affords me no fuch Commiffion. For inftance,the 
publike Officer hath onelya calling to execute the Law ; 
yet lam bound by my generall calling, asa Subie@t, toaf= 
fift him ; andin his abfence or neglea, to execute his Of- 
fice,and to keepe the Peace. Sothe Minifter hath onely 
warrant to teach publikely ; yet euerie man is bound by 
his generall calling, asa member of the Church, to teach 
hiserringand ignorant Brother. Yea, the King will de- 
mand the life of his Subieé#,and God the Soule of his Ser- 
want, at the hand of his Neighbour, by whofe neglect he 
perished, though he had no particular calling to looke to 
him. 


or may be brought tocountenance this courfe of mine, 
are extraordinarie, and therefore not fafe to follow: I an- 
{wer, That therefore they are to be followed, becaufe 
they are extraordinarie : For fuch examples fit extraordi= 
nari¢e times and occafions beft, And this is my comfort, 
that Ihaue God and my confcience to witneffe for me, 
that no finifter ayme excited me to the Worke : And 
therefore I dare fay with the Apoftle, euen in this refpect, 
Thope I hane the Spirit of God alfa. 

The Jatt Obiection, that I heare of ot can imagine, is, 
That Iwrote not like a Disine, but like a fabulows Poet or

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an Hiftorian, too full of coniectures. To write otherwife 
had beene proper indeed for me, vaproper for the fubied; 
and withall, the next way toreueale my felfe, when 1 la- 
boured the contraric.1 was not to exhort, but to informe; 
and the fight of thefe things would perfwade enough, © 
withouta ftander by,to shew euerie propertie of the mo- 
tion,or by a punctuall applycation,to worke the affeGtion 
farther. That part I left to my Superiours ; fuppofing it 
my part and duty only to fet forth in liuely colours, things 
that might be, and things that were moft likely to be, in 
one Table with fuch things as certainly were, and were 
vfually accompanied with the like connexion and cohe- 
rence of circumftances and effects : knowing well, it 
would be too late to admonish of the danger, when they 
came to haue their working; as it would haue beene too 
late to giue warning of the Powder plot, (with Garnet) 
when the Match had kift the Powder.

And therefore, as I will be filent , and humbly fubmit 
my felfe iuftly and patiently to fuffer , ifit shall fo iudge 
me worthy, and not open my mouth to defend that for 
innocencie, which it shall condemne for errour: So to 
all others whomf{oeuer, I oppofe my felfe with confi- 
dence of victorie, whatfoeuer Gyants they be, whatfocuer

I know well, whatfoeuer I can fay ; though their were 
_a windore in my heart, yet fome would take exceptions 
_ againft me: efpecially now,in an age of {uch contrarietie 
and contradiction, where men fecke aduantages and occa- 
_fions of contention. 1 know fome men may condemne 
me to be pragmaticall in other mens affaires, or proud 
and {elfc-conceited of fome shadow of worth in my 
felfe; or enuious , to detract from the worth of other 
men, whilftI{eeme to prefle into their places, without a 
_ yocation, or without a caufe of neceffitic prouokeing my 
vndertakeing, Toall thefe 1 make the fame anfwer, that 
Dauid made to his Brother, mentioned in the former _ 
Treatile: What have] now done? Is there nota caufe? tSam.x7, 
Noiwithftandingall which,ifany being either inuincibly 2% 
blinde by ignorance,cannot ;.or wilfully blinde otherwife 
(as gifts and intereft.doe blinde the eyes of the wife) will 
not {ce the caufe of my writing, I pafle byaheirincurable 
maladies, without care or-hopetof reconerié But for 
_ others that wouldgladly fee the’cauife;ouit of a putpote to 
_ examine it; and fo to condemine orapproue my action 
_ ypon that ground ofiudgement ; tofuch | willingly apply 
_ my felfe, and freely deliver the caufesandmotiues of my 
vadertaking this bufinefle.> defiring fuchoas reade what I 
| Wiite, to lay by preiudiceawhile,and imagine themfelues 
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to be what] am; and then toiudge whether or no they 
would haue done as I did. 

I {uppofe it not perillous now to point at that, which 
the whole State hath taken notice of,and worthily refor- 
med. I {pake before, that there might be notice taken of 
the neceflitie, and Lawes made to redreffe enormities : 
for this I prayed to Godand the King, | {peake now, be= 
caufe there are Lawes made: for thisI praife God, who 
hath opened the heart of our King, Peeres, Prelates, and 
People, vniting them in one,for a generall reformation of 
all. To paint out now, what was then, and what com~ 
pel'd me then to write, is to paint out the glorie of that 
which now is ; and to celebrate the honour of his Maic- 
ftie, the Prince, and this Parliament to all pofteritie : by 
whofe wifdome,zeale,and diligence ( next vnder God) it 
is, aS it is. 7

I shall not 
need to recapitulate what there I deliuercd, but to shew 
the caufe why there I deliueredit, For I muft truly con= 
feffe ( though to mine owne shame) that notwithftand- 
ing all that euill which I faw, and felt, and feared ; pare 
whereof I collected ; that colleGion had fill flept by me, 


_ and I with the lazie crowd ( ftupified with a Lethargie of 


cowardice and bafenefle) had contented my felfe to be- 


_ come a Galley-Slaue, or to kiffe the Inquifition,for feare 
_ of prefent danger, for feare of cenfure, for feare of mif- 
_ conftruction ; for feare of that Lyon in the way, which 


deterres Salomons Sluggard from action, if a greater ne— Prous 226 


ceffitie then perfonall refpect, had not called me out. 
But when | faw iniquitie to abound, and the loue of 


_ many to waxe cold ; andall forts and {exes declining from 


their fizft love , and inclining to a generall defection. 
When | faw the man of finne grow ftronger and ftrong- 


_ er,and the men of God, cuen the ftrongeft of them ftag- 


ger,as perfons put to the worft, thruft downe into the 


_ Channell. When I beheld the ciuill Magiftrate bufie in 


{upprefling Ale-houfes, becaufe they were the Nurceries 
of Idleneffe, Theeueric, Beggerie, and Bawdry : and faw 
Houtes of Spiriruall fornication increafe; which robbed 
God of Soules, the King of Subieéts; which made men 


|) Slanes to Beggarly radiments,and trained them vp in idle Gal, 4.9, 


and apish Superftitions. Yea, when I faw a publike and 
apen Stewes of Idolatry kept and tollerated, which bred 
more Papiftsin oneor two yceres,then all the Priefts and 


_ Iefuires had done,or could do before in twentie. Was it 
net then a time to fpeakes Was there not acanfe? 
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When I faw diuerfe (heretofore called moderate men) 
goe from out Church, and cleaueto the Romish; in hope 
of that which all good Subiects feared, And fuchas pro. 
fefled themfelues Romane Catholikes row infolent and 
bold,euen to the provoking of others to impatience ; ftilf 
boalting of their Gyant, and attributing euerie fuccefle to 
him and his wifedome ; and promifing themélues euery 
day better and better ; and threatning worfe and worfe to 
vs, whereby they encreafed and heartened their owne pare 
tie, and difcouraged, and diminished ours. When I fw 
fuch to be weake and vnprouided of Armes,whom the 
Law armed to withftand foraine Force: and fuch only to 
be the armed men,and chiefe Commanders and direGors 
in Militaric affaires, whom the Law difarmed; as iea= 
Jous and fufpitious of their inclinations and affeétions. 
Was it not then a time to fpeake ? Was there not a 
caufe ? 

When I faw them disfurnish our Maritime Townes 
and Coatts of the ablett Mariners and Sea-men,to furnish 
and fecure their owne : to defend them againft the Turke 
at our coft and charges, whilft they in the meane time 
prooued worfe to the Kings Children, and to vs, then 
Turkes could doe.

When I] {aw them fow Schifmes in the Charch, 
to alienate our hearts from each other : fo that whilft we 
fitine and difpute about Free-wil/, they might make 
vs Slaues to their owne wills without controuerfie, 
When I faw it was counted no iniuftice in them to 
oppreffe all the World; but iniuftice in others to fice 
thenulelues. from their ‘eppreflions. Was i¢ not then 
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| a time to fpeake? Was there nota caufe? 


When | faw them place and difplace Officers of State 
at home and abroad; or at leaft giue out that they did it. 
And that his Maieftie might not whifper any thing in 
Councell, but an exact account muft be yeelded them; 
and by them againe published, tothe honour of their 
Champion, the witnefle of their ftrength, the increafe of 
their hoaft,and to the generall fatisfa@tion of their whole 
Faction. When I {aw inthe greateft bufinefle of State 


_ concerning all Chriftendome,the eyes ofall men diverted 
_ from that obiect, by vnfeafonable proie&s and deuifes of 


inferiour nature; and our timely fupplies otherwayes 
preuented,and taken vp by matter of pleafure or comple- 
ment, When I faw the generall combination of Romane 
Catholiqnes,both at home and abroad, againft the Kings 
Children : and the forraine enemies violentand bloudie 
purfuire of all aduantages againft them, and {uch as pro= 


| fefle the Reformed Religion. Sothat abroad all went to 


wracke, and at home noremedie was thought vpon: 


Whilft Spinola with {peed enters, and poffeffeth the Pa- | 


latinate with an Armie ;and we feeke to difpoffeffe him 
onely with per{wafiue Arguments of amitieaad inftice, 
Whenat home | beheld ail Romane Catholiques bold to 
declare themf{elues for the Emperour againft the Kings 
children,and to hinder the beneuolence of the Countrey 
by all politique and poflible meanes: endeauouring, that 
citherit might not be granted at all, or giuen {paringly, 
and with a niggardiy hand, or gathered too late, and fo 
to no purpofe. When | faw it was made an infallible note 
ofa Puritane , and {0 confequently of an ill [ubiec#, to 
{peake on the behalfe of the Kings Children : anda cer= 
taine proote ofa good Proteftant or a difcreete and mo- 
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derate man, to pleade againft them for the Emperour,and 
King of Spaine, whoare eucr linked andinterefted toge= 
ther in one caufe. Was it not thena time te fpeake? Was 
there not a canfe? 

When I faw Romaniffs labour to breed new difcons 
tents betwixt the King and his Subie@s, and to continue 
the old : that fo the Subie@ might be drained, and made 
either vnable or vnwilling to {upply his Maiefties necefia- 
rie defires ; and the King put vpon hard ftreights, either to 
indure things vnfit for his dignitie, and crofie to his free 
difpofition, or to furnish himfelfe by falling vpon their 
fide. When I faw them endeuour, by wringing the nofe 
hard, to prefe ont blood, hoping thus to be armed in hig 
Maiefties colourable defence, and to haue Oportunitie ta 
craw in foraine powers on their partie. When I faw them 
helpe forward with art and induftrie the Grieuances of 
the Common-wealth ; that whilft the State of Brittaine 
was bufie in reforming and fetling thofe domefticke dif. 
orders, the generall State of the Chriftian-Commone 
wealth difpereed thorow all Nations, might in the meane 
time be neglected, and left in their hands to ruine, Whilft 
to this end I beheld a dangerous FaGion shew it felfe at 
home, and another breeding abroad ; many English 
marching vnder the command of Spinola,to encounter 
the English vnder his Exoelencie; that Banner might be 
again{t Banner, the Seméinarie of a cinill warre. When] 
faw a foraine Ambafladour giue Pafles and Licences cone 
tinually to Remish Catholikes, to goe out of England, to 
{crue the King of Spaine in his wartes in the Low-coun- 
treyss and, likea Pope, difpenfing with the othes of Sy= 
premacsé and Alleceance; which were made vpon {uch 
good ground, by the wifedome of our State, and haue 

| beene 
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been hitherto continued in praétife with happie fucteffe, 
for the defence and fafegard of the Kings perfon » the 
Church and State. When by this meanes.] faw the mat- 
ter would be of dangerous confequence in a {mall time, 
whether they were there employed againft our friends, or 
reuerted home vpon our felues; finceall of them being 
interefted in one cafe, and bound together by amifled 
confcience and blinde deuotion, would purfue their Plots 
with conftancie,& indure all difficulties with refolution, 
fo they might effect it: whilft ours (I meane, the com~ 
mon Souldicr) being, for the moft part, the off-(couring 
of our Nation, was led to the warre mere by couetoufs 


nefle to the wages,then by confcience to the worke, Was:

When I faw the Common-wealth huntedlikea Deare 
to death, and nowat a ftand readie to fall: whil@ eucri¢ 
man with a feuerall proie@ fought his private profit, as 
Hounds after the Chafe expect their reliefe. When I fw 
the poore Commons filently groning vnderneath thefe 


preflures, and no man either willing, or dating to make - 


them known to him,whom it moft concerned, and who 
only had power to remedie thefe mifchiefes, Yea,when I 
heard @ generall defpaire clofe vp the hearts of all men, 


that they should neuer {ce Parliament againe ( which

( a ot dours of the Princes of Babylon,who fent vato himtoen-

ie heart. God meant to humble him, and therefore bereft 
he him of Councell, or a heart to follow it, And by this 
ae meanes did difcouer his perfonall difabilitie and weakes 
a nefie, not onely to hinsfelfe;but to others ; that the wife:

He feaefull, thar-a Prince should be in danger, and none | 
i about 
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abate him dare tell him: fo? Indeed he can fallintone 
greater danger then he is in already, who conuerfeth with 
fuchjas either cannot,or will not,or dare not {peake truth, 
for feare of lofing the place they hold, or the fauour they. 
_enioy,or the next {uit they looke for, Therefore Siracides 
-aduifeth Princes to feeke counfell,and command it, where 
men are nice to giae it freely; and that they should take 


all occafions to informe themfelues of weceffarie truths : Pro.28.26

Shem. And as a wittie Gentleman once {aid , That he 

could picke fome good thing ont of euerie Ballad {oa wile 

mian findes preferuatiues in poyfon ; and precious Stones, 

ot that which exceedes them, plentic, and fertilitie in a 
dunghill, tyhie 

Now then fuppofe there were no other vfe of that 

which I haue written, yet it fers forth truly the difpofition 

of the Commons ; a Beast (if they lift to call it fo, and 

count it fo,and make it {0) that isnot to be contemned : 

for ifit hath many heads, it hath more hands, And I neuer 

yet could reade of Prince, who contemned his peoples 

affeCtions, and wilfully contradiéted their generall defires, 

without great peril! ; at Icaft without fome pretudice, 

wking 12.

their yoke taken away ; they would be yoked fill: but 
—oncly to haue their yoke lined, made more fir, light, 

eafic, &c. yet this courtefie could not be granted them, 
_ For the young Councellours wouldnone of that : becaufe 
_ perhaps it concerned them,and they had from thence the 

principall maintenance of their fuperfluities. Thus on 
_ both fides they feemed to haue forgot their duties: The 
| King his,to refpect and tender them ; the People theirs, to 
_ obay him. For the dutie of Prince and people are recipro- 
call: and though no man willorcan excufe 4 people, or 
_iuftifie their difobedience (their obedience being of abfo. 

lute neceffitie ) yet there may be canfes to proueke them

ned carefully ; defiring to give them contentment; 


though in giuing it, they croft their owne iudgements, . 


So we iee,though Achifh lones Danid well, & defired to. 
haue him ftay in the Armie ; yet becaute it hikes not his 
_ Peeres and people, he fends him backe from the Field. 
And Daazd againe, at the admonition of Ieab (a bold 
Councellour,and a happie in that ) puts off his mourning 
_habite,after the loffe of his beft beloued Sonne,and courts 
his people in publike like a Triumpher, much againt{t his 
_ Owne minde. And fee the iffue hereof {et downge in the 
_ fourteenth Verfe: Sa (that is, by this wife temporizing,as 
_ Imay fay, of his, and humoring of the people ) he bowed 
the hearts of all the men of Iuda as one man : Therefore 
they fent to the King, faying, Returne thou with all thy 
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Seruants,éve, Whilft he bent to them, he bent them :28 
a Bow of tteele, which bends to the (tring, fince the {tring 
cannot be firetched to it.. Dawid may fafely and ealily 
yeeld the people what they defire, becaufe it proceedes 
from their loue, And therefore Joab is bold to fay, Thou 
haft fhamed this day the faces of all thy Seruants, which 
this day bane faned thy life,and the lines of thy Sonnes and 
of thy Daughters ; and the lines of thy Wiues and the lines 
of thy Concubines ; In that thou loueft thy enemies,and ha» 
tefl thy friends : for thou haft declared this day, that thon 
regar deft neither thy Princes nor Sernants : therefore this 
day I perceine,that tf Abfalon had lined and we had all dy- 
ed this day,that then it fhould haue pleafed theewell, Now 
therefore arifz, goe forth, and fpeake comfortably unto thy 
Seruants : fort fweare by the Lord if thou goe not forth, 
there will not tarie one with thee this night,and that will be 
worfe unto thee then all the enill which befell thee from thy 
youth untill now, 

Surely, this was bold, but happie counfell, Ie might 
haue beene deliuered in better termes, after a more reuc= 
rent manner ; but the counfell it felfe is neuer the worfe 
for lacke of fome circamftances. And had it beene giuen 
by a fimple Lewite,ora poore Doore-keeper,as it was bya 
principall Capraine, the counfeil had beene neuer the 
worfe, nor the King counted leffe wife for liftening to it. 
For we {ce that which Joab did here of himfelfe,for lacke 
of another conuenient inftrument,he performes happely 


@ Sam.r4. in another place, by the helpe of a poore woman of Te- 


koah. Neither was it counteda faultin her,that both her 
perfon and {peech was borrowed and fained, fince the in- 
tention was good, and the fuccefle happie. We fee fome~ 


times Kings are contentin Playes:and/Maskes to be ad-=

monished of divers things : ye /iffer Fooles willingly ({aith » Cor.3y; 

the Apoftle) and great reafon fometime : for Ecoles and 19. 
Children will ofien fpeake truth (and therefore fuch as 
fpeake fo are counted Fooles or Children ) they know no 
more how to flatter ( except they be taught) then Zene-~ 

_phons Hore ; which therefore makes his Prince a good . 
Horfe-man, The weaker the information be, the greater 
ftrength of iadgement doth he shew, that can make zood 

_ vfe of it : asgood Phyfitions behold the ftate of the ficke 
patient,in his Vrine or Excrements. 

_ Now then may not I cry out with Zoa6,or the woman 

of Tekoah, What ws this that I haue done which canfeth 

| Danid to beincenfed againft me? Did | tell thee,thy peo- 

ple were gricued? I know by this time thou knoweft it 

to be true. Did I tell thee, they were readie to depart 2 | 

tolde thee nothing bur truth: there was nothing flayed 

them but Religion; which, as it ftrings them to each 

_ other, fo it tyes them ftrongly to thee. Weare them as 
Bracelets on thy armes, and as a Royall Chaine vpon thy 
necke (O Soueraigne.) No Prince hath fuch a people; . 
mor can ‘all the Romane-Catholike Kingdomes in the 
World boaft of fo much loyaltie. Let me be bold to aske, 
Whatis it that thy people {céke ¢ Is it not thy good,as well 
as their owne, and thy fafetic, as well as theirs ? Are they 

| not readie to doe thee all poffible fernice ? Nay, art not 

_ thou forced to reftraine them from {pending their goods 

_ and bloods for thee and thine ? Haue they rebelled againft 

_ thee,cr feemed difobedient to thee inany thing, but in lo- 
uing thee more then fome thinke meet, who call their 

_zealea fault? Or haue they fought thy deftruCtion, or con- 
{pired to 6low-vp thy Perfon and Pofteritie? Or is it be- 

| caufe fome of thofe that would doe thus to thee and 

| E 2 thine, 
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thine, labour to pertwade thee that they loue thy Chil- 
dren too well,to loue thee as they ought? And thus eke 
to divide thee from vs, from thine owne Flesh, fiom thy 
felfe : that they might wholly pofleffe thee ; that they 
might ingrofle thy Power and Raigne; that they might 
effect what they feeke, the ruine of thee; andin thee,the 
rnine of Religion?

the world that the foule fact had not beene true, but fay= 
ned, and therefore now the Law was repealed or filenced - 
as an Act of Iniuftice? And yet is your Maicftie, out of | 
your fuperaboundant clemencie, difpoted to {pare them ? 
Why who withftands it, nay who defires it not, if the 
Truth might yet be fafe? Who pitties not the Errour of 
their Con{ciences? Who loues not their perfons? Who 
prayes nor for them, whilft they curfe vs? Who would 
not beare with many things for their fakes, and for. Vnj- 
ties, if they would be quiet, if they might betrufted? Bur 
whilft we fee they make ao confcience to maflacre vs

Thus 1 might exvoftulate the cafe with his Maieftie, 
but [ intend not.to follow a courfe which may be any 
way diftattfull or doubrfull, Thofe timesare too old and 


too good to be prefidents to thefe ; befides,the inequality 


of the perfons affords me {mall freedome. What Danid 
heard with patience, binds not others: What Joab the 
Generall did.is no warrant for me. I therefore to guoid al] 
occafion or fufpition of arrogancie, flye to his Maiefties 
Words and Workes for my warrant, from whence | fetch 
proofe to manifelt ; Fz ff, the defperate eftate of things, 
and the tickle points, and nice termes whereupon they 
fiood when I firft did write: Secondly, the neceffitie of 
{peedie reformation : Thirdly, the good office of {uch as 
gaue the Information ; wichout which, the mi(Chiefe 
would haue broken out paft remedie, before the difeafe 
could haue beene difcouered. And the courfe that I en= 
tend to take and follow herein,is to fpeake of the State at 
home & abroad,and of Religion refpetiuely in all parts ; 


becaufe thefe are intermixt and wouen together, and par- 


. ticipate of profperitie and aduertitie,and partake all paffi- 


ons of ioy and forrow, with each oiher in common, 

To this end, behold in the firft place that moft worthy 
fpeech which his Maieftie made to the Parliament on 
Munday,the 26 of cAfarch, 1621: asif a Father had {po- 
ken to his PeeSienren es he acknowledgeth the grie~ 
uances ofthe Common wealth, faying ; 1 doe affure you i in 
ee heart of an honeft man au ie és the Faith of a Chriftian 

King (which both ye, and all the World know me to be) 
had thefe things beene complained of unto me, before the 
Parliament, Lwould haue doue the Office of a Iuft macy?

4nd out of Parliament haue punifbed them as feaerely and 
peraducnsure more,then ye hane intended to doe. | 
Now then what did I but complaine in the Foyce of 
the People,that their Griewances might come to his Maie- 
{ties eares ? Whom I beleeued to be fuch,as his words and 
actions teftifie : readie to take information of truths, and 
to redrefle them ; but that the voyce and cry of his oppref- 
fed Subiets was kept from his eares, by fuch as oppreft 
them ; as Wolues howle and barke, that the vigilant 
Shepheard may not heare the worried Lambes bleate. 
But it may be obiected, There was no caule of this cry in 
general, but of one or two particulars, Heare then his 
Maiettic farther taking notice of the general! clamour, 
prefently after in the fame Speech, faying : I confeffe I am 
alhamed ( thefe things prouing (0,as they generally arere- 
ported to be) that it was not my good fortune to be the only 
Authour of the reformation, and punifbment of them, by 
[ome ordinarie Courts of Iuffice. | 
Is his Maieftie ashamed, that fuch things are done-vn=. 
det his nofe (as they fay) without his knowledge 2 O 
shamelefle wretches, who did that, which canfed this 
shame in his Royall Maieftie, Are not you ashamed to 
doe it, whilft he is ashamed to heare it to be done’ Shall 
it be a shameand fin in me toadmonish him of it, when 
he is aahamed not to haue knowneit before 2. Is he forrie 
it was not his good fortune to be the only Anmhour of ° 
the reformation ; and shall I be forrie,that it was my good 
fortune to be one of the firft that complained on the be= 
halte of others (being fafe my felfe) fo that he might heare 
andreforme’ I trow not. 
But it may againe be obietted, Thar his Maieftie had 
diners ncere about him,who could & mould better informe 


hit: 
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~ bim of thefe things,then my felfe. 1 doubt not the truth of 
this, that he had many about him, that would, if they 
could: but many of thefe not conuerfing with the peo- 
ple, were not fenfible of their (ufferings, nor could have 
beene induced to beleeuve halfe of that to be true, which 
now they fee manifeftly. Ochers could, but would not, 
either becanfe themielues,or their friends were interefted 
in the bufinefle. Others both could and would,but thefe 


Were not euer the greateftin number, or greateft of pow- ” 


er: they-were vnable to meet that mightie oppofition, 
which they beheld prepared and armed euer at hand to 
beare them downe : they were loth to be accounted [u- 
gular perfons, or maie-contents : they were afraid of lo- 
ing theit own Liberties officesand Linings, whilft they 
endeuoured to doe good Offices for the life and liberties 
of others, Otherwife it had beene impoffible thefe difor- 
ders in fo short a time, should haue gotten {uch roote and 
head,and growne vp to (uch an height. 

O happie Parliament therefore ; and (as his Maieftie 
fiyled it) likely then to be the happicft Parliament that 
cuer was in England, Happie to reueale this, happie to re- 
forme this, and happie to mealfo, toapproue.with their 
wifedome much of the matter of my complaint ; (if not 
the manner of deliuerie ) had there not beene a generall 
defpaire of feeing a Parliament againe, I had not written 
at all, but ftayed and expected their leifure and pleafure. 
But when I had written,and faw there was offence taken a 
and no credit giuen to my report, I gaue way to the time; 
prayfing God,who moued his Maietties heart to f{ummon 
a Parliament ; by whom I knew he should be informed 
of the truth beyond my report, and fo my fuppofed error 
made knowne to be good {ernice. Happie therefore am I 
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inthem : and happie are they being iuflified by fuch ag 
they haue cenfured andcondemned, Heare then the late 
Lod Chancellour accufe the times, iuftifie the Parliamen- 
tarie proceedings, & helping to excufe me,whilft he faith : 
In the midft of a State of as great affliction, as Ithinke, a 
mortall man can endure ( honour being aboue life) I fhall 
begin with the profe(ing of gladneffe in [ome things ; The 
firft 6,that hereafter the greatneffe of a Indge or Magiftrate 
will be no Sanctuarie or protection of guiltinelfe, which ix 
few words is the beginning of a Golden world. Thus He: 
And who knew more in thefe things then he ? Who 
could fay more to purpofe then he? So that it feemes be~ 
fore it was otherwife, and that was the effect of an Iron- 
age; when Greatneffe might be euill with fecuritie, and 
doe cuill with warrant. But heare from the fame perfon 
another caufe of ioy : The next # (faith he ) that after _ 
this example,it is lskely the Iudges will flee from any thing, 
that isin the likeneffe of Corruption ( though it were at a 
great diftance ) as from a Serpent : which tendeth to the 
purging of Courts of Iuftice, and reducing them to their 
true honour and fplendour, Thus He. And this I note 
from him,that Corruption was a Companion to Courts; 
and Bribes were not sh@pned, but taken from Satan in_ 
shape of a Wife, or Friend, or Child, or Seruant, as Exah 
and Adam tooke the Apple from the Serpent without ful — 
peCing the {uccefle. 

It is hard with the whole Bedy, when the Stomach 
that should feed all,and concoG nourishment, is foule | 
and diftempered : when the Liuer which should wa= 
ter all, is {mitren with infeQion : and it is hard with the 
ficke Patient, whenthe Phifitian is diftempered : yet this 
was our ¢afe-by the confeflion of the chiefe Phifitian — 
himfelfes 
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himfelfe; who faith, The Courts which fhould purge all, 
dackt purging them(elues ; and they which fhonld reduce ak 
things to right,and cine vice the due punilbment,and ver- 
tue the due honour it deferucth, flood in need of others te 
neducethem to that honour and fplendour from which they 
were fallen, What is this but that which God faith, 
Ezech.22.27,28. Her Princes in the midft thereof are 
like Wolues,ranening the Prey,to fhed blood and to defiroy 
Soules for their owne lukre, And her Prophets haue daw~ 
bed them with untempered Mortar, feeing vanities, and 
deuining lyes unto them, fayine,T hus (aith the Lord God, 
when the Lord had not fpoken. And Efay, 10, 1,2. Woe 
wnto them that decree wicked Decrees, and write grieuous 
things, to keepe backe the poore from indgement,and totake 
away the iudgement of the poore of my people, that widowes 
may be their prey, and that they may Jpoile the fatherteffe. 
What will ye doe now in the day of your Vifitation and de. 
firuction which fhall come from farre? To whom will ve 
flee for helpee And where will you leane your glorie? And 
Levem7.17.11. As the Partrich gatheneth the young. which 
fhe hath not brought forth : So he that zetteth riches, and 
not by right fhall leane themin the midft of his dayes, and 
at hisend fhallbe a Foole. And terem. 22, 15. Shalt thou 
reigne,becaufe thou clofeft thy [elfein Cedar ® Did not thy 
Father eat, and drinke, and profper, when he executed 
iudgement andiuftice? Surely all this,and much more to 
this purpofe contained in the Booke of God, was well 
Knowne to this great man, who was able to teach others 
both in Dininitie, and Moralitie, and Policie, But either 
the heighth of profperitic foamazeth the eyes of men, as 
it makes them vertiginous, vnable to remember where 
they are, what they were, and to confider what they may 
| be, 
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be, before they may be precipitated to ruine: or elfe the 
voyce of poore men beneath cannot reach fo high, excepe 
they ftraine themfelues to fing Placentia. For they con= 
temne all that is vnder them, and whit they know aff 
that the poore Minifter knowes, and more too, and cam 
{peake as well as he, and much better, they thinke fcorne 
to be admonished of the leaft errour or danger by then, 
forgetting their vocation, and how they may be diretted 
by God to them, as Nathan was to Danid. 1 doubt not 
Dauid koew all-that Nathan Knew, and more too, and 
could {peake as well as Nathan. or perhaps much better: 
but this did not hinder him from entertaining the Am 
baflage of God, and from taking occafion hereby to fee, 
confefle,and come out of his finne,thar he might auoid 


the iudgement of God, Yet | am perfwaded,he that in 


the time of this Great mans profperitie,should have bold. 
ly and honeftly brought thefe things home, and applyed 


them to him by way of admonition,should perhaps haue. 


beene as much regarded, as now the like would be at the 
hand of his like, who thinke they cannot fall no more 
then he thought,and arme them(elues againft all Errours, 
but that wherein God will haue their wiledomes taken, 
Nay ,it were well, if they onely fleighted his Meffage,and 


counted him a mad-fellow (as the Courtiers and the Cape | 
2 Ki0.9.11 taines in Jehwes time counted the Prophets) that should 


fo plainly deale with them : bur perhaps he should fall in- 
to akind of Iqusfition, and be committed to prifon, and 


pretented to fome Court of cenfure, to be vndone for his — 
good will. For this is fure, many Courts had wont ro bel 
(for I hope they are now mended)like S.Winifrids Necdle 


in Rippon; you cannot paffe thorough, till you be naked, 
and tree fiom all impediments ; and ftri ptyou mutt be, for 


therefore 
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therefore came you thither; and till you be ftripr, you, 
may be innocent, bu: you cannot appeare to be fe. This

many helpers ; he [peaketh proud words,and yet men iuftifie Pht 
him : butifapoore man faile they rebuke him ; and though

And yer truly it had beene eafie to haue foretold thefe 

things before, by obferuing the times, the manners, the 
actions of men, and the iudgements of God threatned 
vpon fuch, For God is net a God only neere hand,and not let.23.23. 
afarre off alfo : What he threatens he will doe ; be it to 
Prieft,or Prince,or People. And thusit were no difficult 
_ maiter to prophecie, that is,to foretell the certaine judge- 

ments of God for certaine finnes, by comparing times 

and things wifely together, For repentance and metcie 

may divert the execution of Gods iudgement publiquely 
declared,nothing elfe can. And in this fence alfo, I doubt 
not is preaching in the Gofpel called prophecying ; with 
re{pect to the Law, and to the iudgements therein de~ 
nounced, obferuing times and comparing like finnes and 
punishments together. And would to God thiskind of 
prophecying were more vfed,and berter beleeued, that 
Preachers might be more refpeéted,or left at libertie to be 
taught by God, without limitation of man, and to fay 

what God hath done lately, as well as what God hath 
done long fince : But we haue no fuch cuftome, no fuch # Corry, 
freedome,nor the prefent Churches of God, Yet Dauid ¥¢- 
Could fay in his time, and we {ce it true in ours; Whew Pf-141.6. 
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their Indges are ouerthrewne in Stonie places , they pall 
heare my words, for they are fweet.. When thete things 
arecome to pafle, and they feele the fmart of their folly, 


Ef,s3.r. > then they are conrentro heare of it: But whe hath beleened 


oar report before? Or to whom ws the Arme of the Lord 
veuealed ? 7 
As for that which fome fay,of giuing information of 


Vicia tem= thofe Vices of the time (as that learned Lord calsthem ) 


by an ordinatie courfe : 1 aniwer, Ordinarie courfesare 
for ordinarie crimes : but that ordinatie courte failing (as 
here it did ) and extraordinarie crimes arifing,and exiraor= 
dinarie practifes appearing and extraordinarie feares pro- 
voking euerie man, Necefitie droue me to feeke outan 
extraordinarie meanes of remedie ; as Nature being co-

and this was my cafe, and this I did. 

Now becanf{é 1 couldinor come to {peake; or if I had, 
the particulars had been to6 many to deliver at an infant; 
and my danger in this modeft,bashfull, and religions age 
(which makes nice onely to heare that euill reported and 
reproued, which it makes not nice, but glories to commit) 
had beene greater then my ftrength could withftand : 
Therefore I tooke that courfe which God commands to 
Efay, Chap. 30. Ver{. 8. I wrote it in a Booke : By which 
meanes | had hope it should arriue at his Maiefties hand 
more fafcly then by any other paflage : And fo (as I heare) 
it did; and fince that all foraine ations haue concurred to 


make good my coniectures; or rather the vulgar voyce © 


and opinion of the people deliuered by my Pen. And 
time will yet make it more cleere (I feare ) to the coft of 
ys,and of onr friends ; except God take the caufe in hand: 
And at home that moft high and honourable Court of 
Parliament, hath {o opened the whole Myftcrie of Ini- 
quitie, that none need doubt the truth ofany thing I wrot, 
but rather wonder that | wroce no more. 

For confirmation of this,heare his Maieftie in his own 
words to that short-liued Parliament, 4n0 1621, mok 
elqgantly clearing this point, whilft he acknowledgeth the 
F ace of the Commonwealth was [hewed him fatre and fat, 
but the Body hidden, which was in aG onfumption, They 
pur on the belt pretences of all things, and made it their 
daily care, by art and indufiry, to keepe his Maieftie from 
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feeing or hearing the truth. Heare what he faith : And 
wom I confelfe, that when I looked before vpon the Face of 
the Gouernment, I thought ( as encrie man would haue 
done ) that the people were neuer fo happie as tn my time : 
For entn as at diner {e times I haue looked upon dinerfe of 
my Coppices,riding about them,and they appeared on the 
outfide verie thicke, and well growne vito me: but when I 
entred tnto the midft of them.I found them all bitten with- 
t#, and full of plaines and bare fpots ( like an Apple or 

care, faire and [mooth without, but when y¢ claue it afun- 
der, ye find it rotten at the heart) euen fe this Kingdome, 
the external! gouernment being as good as ener it was, and 
Tam fure as learned Indges as ener it had ( and1 hope as 
honeft } adminiftring Iuftice within it: CAnd for Peace 
both at home and abroad, 1 may truly fay more fetled, and 
longer laffing then ener any before ; together with as great 
Plentie as ewer : fo as it was to be thought, that euerie man 
might fit in fafetie under bis owne Vine,and under bis own 
Fig-tree : Yet I am alhamed, and it makes my baire ftand 
upright toconfider how in this time, my people haue beene 
vexed and polled, by the vile execution of Proicés Patents, 
4nd Bils of Conformitie, and [uch like; which befides the 
trouble of my people, haue more exhaufted their Pures, 
then Subfidies would bane done, 

Obféruc this well, and you shall {ee no man can fay 
more then his Maieftie hath done, to fet forth the miferie 
of a State, which feemeth to flourish likea greene Bay= 
tree. His Maiettie (aw the Face, he did not (ee the Body ; 
but thought the body in as good plight as the face; asany 
man in deed would haue done. He thought the people ne- 
uer fo happie as in his time ; and great reafon he had {0 10 
thinke : but now he fees it otherwile; and muft needs

prieue, becaufe itis fo. The Common-wealrHimze as Ags 
Coppices flourifhing cy thicke without within mo: fattable. 


You know where the fault lyes: The Woodreeues, Sura 


wayers, Rangers,and other Officers,that should preferue it, 
are thofe hat {poile for themfelues, by a mutual! conni~ 
vencie,and generall confpiracie : and {0 it is inthe State,it 
feemes a faire Apple,but itis rotten at the heart.. The ex- 
ternall couernment was neuer better the Iudges neuer more 
learned : Where then is the fault? His Maieftie refolues 
you : priuate Prozec?s,and Monopolies rob the Common- 
wealth, difturbe Order, fruftrate Lawes, difcourage Inde~ 
uour,fpoile all. Firft, Needie perfons hauing wafted and 
run out their owne eftaies in all wild and wicked courfes, 
then inuent meanes how to worke outa living from the 
indafiry of other men, Thefe run to perfonsin fauourat 
Court,and they begge the penalties of Lawes,and to pro- 
uide, that whilft they keepe no Lawes thennfelues, they 
will not fuffer any to be kept. To know this, his Maieftie 
faith, He # afhamed it makes his haire fland upright, as at 
the fight of euill Spirits :and yer thefe Diuels doc it with. 
out blushing, nay, with boldneffe they command it tobe 
done,and with rigour exact a penaltie of fuch as doe omit 
it: dealing here for the King with his Loyall people, as 
Perfecuto:s doe with the Saints and Seruants of God, 
whom they fpoile, torture, and put to death, fuppofing 
therein they doe God good feruice : Or as if all men were 
borne to labour thar they might live idely, and waft their 
bodies in ryot and licentioafneffe, their eftatesin pride, 
drunkenneffe, and prodigalitie, and he whole Common- 
Wealth by their difordered l'ues and diffolute examples. 
Thus farre that faire-promi fing Parliament difcouered, 
and proceeded in a plaufible and profitable coorfe of re-

afi with a Cloud, and our calme day became-fiormie. 


For his Maieftie, having in the beginning ef that Parlia~ - 
mient receiued the greateft teftimonie of Loue and Loyal- 
tie from the Subiedt,that euer Prince had of his People, 
and giuing fuch publique and plaufible ceftimonie theres 
of to the honour, praife,and incouragement of his people, 
as neuer Prince did before him ; and the courfe of thig ° 
Current running {mooth a long time, without fufpition 
of the leaft mutation, atlafi fomething was vnhappely or 
vafeafonably touched vpon which was tender; and bein 
handled with toorougha hand for fo fore and fenfible a 
part to fufter and endure, gaue occafion to cuill Inftru- 
nients,then trembling vnder the Rod of fenere reforma- 
tion, to take and follow the aduantage offered,{o home to 
the head, as thereby the Parliament was fodainly andab- 
tuptly broken vp,with the ruine of all our hopes, 

Then we had time enough to fee how much more 
eafie it was for a few, who had the Kings eare,to hinder, 
then for many,though they had the Kings heart, to helpe3 
and we began to obferue,zt was uot good fecing of all faults 
at once ; left, making the Offendors more & fironger then 
the Reformers,faction should combine and ynite the guil- 
tic, and giue them courage, out of defpaire of patdon, to 
breake with violence, through all the Copweb toiles, that 
were {et toenfnare them. Here began our calamitie, and 
lycentioufneffe breaking loofe,raged the more forformet 
reftraints ; as we feea Bow farts right forthand flyes out 
of the hand of him that shoots, when ouerbeni,and oueré 
drawne, it breakes the hard-twifted ftting afunder. Vne- 
quall conditions of grace, which carie the countenance of 
confiraint,are delinered with frownes,and hold nolonger 


then 
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then that obedience fiom the Subie@ which is perfwaded 
by penaltie,and exacted by tyrannie. For Nallum wiolen- 
tum perpetuum ; the Superiour and Inferiour alfo, mug 
wotke freely, if faithfully. 

Our cuils grew great and {weld higher and higher ene 
ri¢ tyde ; as waue followes waue, fo woe followed woe 

‘one vpon the necke of another, eucn {0 farre, and in fuch 
catreames, as nothing of dlexanders portion ( Hope) 
was left vs. The particulars, What, and circum {tances, 
How, being pointed at in my former Treatife, are not {fo 
pleafant, as that they require or admit repetition : Nay ra= 
ther, Quss temperes a lachrymis, who can abftaine from 
teares that remembers them? I haften therefore forward, 
toamore comfortable and acceptablezeport, being glad at 
the heart,that in fuch a ftorme,I defcry Land fo neere me, 
For here,whilft our Ship toft aloft,as high as the Cloudes, 
faw nothing but Rockes of ruine to light on, and we 
poore Paflengers expeCted death, and in death what Fish 
would {wallow vs & vouchfafeto be our Graue, Tombe,

the (weet found of that Trumpet, which bad our hopes, 
and a new Parliament,arife together fiom the dead, This 
day feemed thena shadow of the Laf, when the Arch=

Ction, and fummion the guiltie to appeare at the Barre of 
sats RIUIN the faithful, to lift vp their heads towards

Accordingly the Parliament began, Febrwarie the 19," 


1623 Stilo Anglicawe : Where his Maicftie, by a moft 
Stations Speech, reconciled himfelfe to his people,asa lo. 
uing Hufband to his too~iealous Wife. He acknowledge. 
éd ut Proper vic and exient of a Parliament, in thefe of 
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the like gojden Words, which before he feemed to have 
abridged almoft to nothing, as a body not only long fince 
dead, but now alfo turned to Doft, Earth,and Ashes. See 
the difference betwixt power incenfed,and appealed, 

The proper vfe of 4 Parliament ({aith his mott excel= 
lent Maicite) 2 according to thewrit, Nobifcum [uper 
arduis negotys tractare, ¢ confilinm veflrum impendere, 
To conferre with the King as Gouernor of the K ingdome, 
and to giue their aduice in matters of greateft importance 
concerning the King and the State, and defence of the 
King, Kingdome, and Church, 

According'y his Maicttie declared,how much he had 
deene wronged and deluded, by dallying Treaties ; when 
all his truc-hearted Subiedis faw ‘he would, prayed he 
might, and prayfed God he was {0 profitably abufed, He 
profefleth to awake as a man out of ‘a fweet dreame, 

Bag. whole wants are doubled by the delufion, He defired their 
councell & afliftance, promifing to be ruled by them, and 
to doe no weightic bufinefle without them ; he intreated 
(who might command) their fpeed, fince delaies were 
dangerous,and the {pinning out of time viprofitable ; his 
deare- bought experience had taught him that Leflon, To 
truft any longer vpon promifes & hopes, he intended nots, 
but caft himfelfe wholly vpon God and his people, 

Is not this wonderfull? Doe notthefe words, if we had 
them, and could fo et them downe as they were deliue- 
red, deferue to be lodged in enerie Subieéts heart? Nay — 
doth not this manifeft the truth of that which Salomon

Before this change none could moue him, all humene 
applications were as if men fet their shoulders toa Rock:

‘King congratulates their {peedie and happie Councell 
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Nay all endeuour this way, procured more violent atid re. 
folute oppofition : But now his heart is moued by God, 
it moues him,and he moues them, who weuld but could 
Hot moue him before, wils them to make haft, and to be 
{wift in their motion, thereby to make amends for form er 
delaies, This shewes the King is the fame to the body 
Politique,that the heart is to the body Naturall,the Seate 
and Fountaine of Motion,and fo of AGion. 

The Parliament confult,and refolue with all (peed thae 
both the Treaties with Spaine, concerning the Prince hig 
mariage with the Infanta Maria, and the reffiiution of 
the Palatinate, shouid be broken off prefently ; and this 
they giue in humbly for their heartie refolution, The 
ina Speech made the eighth of c4tarch, in words to this 
purpofe: 3 

My Lords and Gentlemen all.1 haue carfe firfttothanke 
God with my heart and all the faculties 6f my minds. that 
my Speech which I delineted in Parliament, hath taken fe 


good effect amongst you, as that with an unamine confent, 


you hane freely and fpeedily giuen me your aduice in thes 
great bufinelfe for which 1 alfo thanke you all as heartily as 
Icax,c. And {o proceeding to propound fome difficul- 
ties, which,like a wife Prince, he defired. might be confi= 
dered, cleered,and remoned by their councell she concluds 
thus, Your kind cariage gines me much contentment.and 
that comforts me, which my Lord of Canterburie faid, 
That there was not a contrarie voyce amonegft you all ; 
Like the Seuentie Interpreters wha were led by the breath 


of God, Iam fo defirous to forget all rents in former Par- 


Uiaments,that itfhall not be in imy defanle if I be not in lone 
with Parliaments, and call them often, and defire to end

wry life in that enterceurfe betweene me and my people, for 
the making of good Lawes, reforming of fisch Abufes ask 
cannot well be informed of but in Parliament,and in main- 
taining the goad Gouernment of the Commen-wealth. 
Therefore goe on cheerefully and aduife of thefe points,and 
any vefolution [hall shen be declarezs, 

Now the chiefe of thofe points whereof his Maieftie 
would haue them aduife,was matter of mony,the fumme 
and the meanesto raife it; which isthe Sinew,yea the vee 
rie Soule of Warre, and mutt be protiided for before any . 
worke could be vadertaken, | 

And becaufe there was fomething in this Speech of his 
Maiefties miftafted ( perhaps by miftaking ) his Maieftic 
was gratioully pleafed to expound and explane himfelfe 
more cleetly & fully by Letter, the feuenteenth of March, 
wherein he shewes:

And whereas your Maicftie, in your 
great wifcdome and indgement forefecing that it would 
make a deeper imprefion both ix the Enemies of that 
caufe,andin your Friends and Allies,if they foould not only 
heare of the cheerefull offers, but.alfo (ee the reall perfor 
mance of your Subieéts towards fo great a worke, your 
CMaicfiie was pleafed to defcend toa particular propofiti- 
on, for the aduancement of this creat bufineffe. Wen all 
humblene(fe molt really willing to gine your Maieftie and 
the whole World an ample teftimonie of our fincere and 
autifull intentions herein, hane upon mature aduice and 
Beliberation as well of the weight and importance of this 
great affaire, as of the prefent eftate of this your King- 
dome, the weale and [afetie whereof,is in our indgements 
apparantly threatned,if your Maicfties refolution (or dif- 
foluing of the Treaties now in queftion be longer deferred, 


and that prouifion for defence of the Realme, and of your’ 


Friends and Allies be not feafonably made, haue with a 
cheere(ull confeat of all your Commons (no one diffenting) 
and with a full and cheerefull confent of all the Lords re. 
folued,that vpon your _Maiefties publique declaration for

Now their readie confent,shewed their Vnitie; their 
bountie, shewed their good affeGtiion to the caufe ; and 
their prouifion and caution,to giue it bya Parliamentarie 
way, shewed their wifedome ; who, by looking backward 
aud {eeing how all things are drawne into Prefident, and 
how power lets not goe what it gets howfoeucr it be gi- 
wen did, for the good of the Ages to come, prouide there 
should nor bea new forme of rayfing Moneys, inuented 
and added to thofé that are alreadie fetled andin practife, 
Butas they were readic to part with all to his Maieftie for 
Aas the 
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the g¢ed cf his Perfon and Pofteritie to be expended in 
defence of the Church and State {0 they would giue it 
bya Pailiamentarie way, that the guift might be knowne 
to be theirs,and to be given freely, vpon good and mature 
aduife and deliberation. Which his Maieftie well obferu- 
ing and approving, knowing he dealt with a peoplewell 
managed to his hand, free, fairhfull, and withall intelligent 
of all grace that was\done them,clofe and referued where 
they faw any conueiance inthe Clouds,and open- hearted 
and open-handed, where they beheld open dealing; He 
makes a free and publique declaration of his Royall refo- 
lution,the 23 of CA¢arch, whereof before he feemed, to 
fome of his plain-meaning and piain-dealing Subiedts,a 
little too referued, who could not looke fo farre as he him- 
fclfe did, into thofe refpe@ts of State which moued him 
to it. 

In this Speech, after he had repeated fomethings in a 
former Difcourfe of hisand shewed his Reafons why he 


Ptopounded the difficulties there mentioned, not to dite. 


courage his People, orincourage the Enemie, by pleading 
his caute,and alledging aduantages for him, and difaduan- 
tages for vs 5 ‘o animate his pride and oppreflion, by repre= 
fenting his tticngth ; and deterre vs, by arefleQion of our 
Wweakeneffe: but, like a wife P.ince, cafting and forefeeing 
the worft,aud defiring to be armed both with Moneyand 
meaves {uffici.nt, and with men refolued to overcome 
all thefe difficulties, though the wort should fall ourthat 
could be obiedted or fulpected,he proccedes to giue them 
thankes for their generall offer, in which they did engage 
themfclues, their lines, & « ftates,to (econd his refolutions 
for warre, which he gratioutly acknowledged to be more 
then fortie Subfidies, and more worth thena Kingdome : 
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sé VOX REGIS, 
For (quoth he) the frength of a King flands ( next un 
dev the protection of God) in the hearts of his People. 
And I muft needs fay in this particular, tt without ex~ 
ample that ewer any Parliament for a beginning gaue 4 
King fe great a fupply,in fo fhort a time to be lenied. This 
may well ferue for a preparation, And for my part, firft 
confidering your generall offer, which is ten times mere te 
me then all Subjidies ; and next, confidering that all thefe 
particulars comming from you,be as much as the people are 
ableto pay info [hort 4 time, being within ayecre, and as 
much as may be mell expended; Therefore with as much 
loue,and as great thankes as a louing and kind King can 
cine to fo louing and dutiful a people,I thanke you for your 
offer,and doe accept it. I tould you before that I would ne- 
auerhaue craued your aduice to reiect tt,and fo put 4 {corse 
vpon yous thinke me not that man. It w true that I thinke 
no wife King can undertake fo great a bargain, but he muft 
well bethinke himfelfe beforehand ; and I hola better that 
a King aduife well before he take a refolution, thew aduife 
va{bly,and after repent it. T herefore my Lords and Gentle. 
iment declare unto you,as lam willing to follow your aa- 
uice in the anulling and breach of thefe two Treaties, both 
for the Match and the Palatinate.fo on the other part, I af- 
fure my felfe you will make good what you haue [aid,that in 
what you aduife me to,you will a(i/t me with your wifedome, 
énd councell, and Forces, if need be. 1 pray you haue & 
charitable opinion of me,as you are to haue of a King whe 
bath fo long raled and gouerned you( and I may well vaunt 
any felfe with Iuffice and Peace ) that as 1 tould you before 
all my forbearance hath beene for the fparing of the effufion 
af Chriftian blood, and as the moft eafie and probable way 
fer recouering the Palatinate for my Children, which now 
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it high time I take in hand and performe. I bane beene fa 
bong delayed and paid with generals,that I dare not truft 
longer unto them; which made me enioine Buckingham to 
make a particular relation to you of all that bufine/fe(and I 
am {ure that (uch an account was nener before giuen in 

Parliament \that thereby you may know what to truft vnto, 
I could,in this cafe, haue refolued my felfe, but 1 thought it 
could not be buta firencth and honour both to me, to haue 
the aduife of my people. 

My Lords,in thelatter Parliament I then declared unto 
you.that I was refolued without refpect of Friendfhip, or 
Match, or whatfocner, tohane the Palatinate one way or 
other; and I hope you all vemember it.

meric of it. And this 1 dare {ay as old as 1am,if it might do 


| good for the bufinelfe I would goe in mine owne perfon,and 
| thinke my trauell and paines well beftowed , though I fhould 
end my dayes there. For if I fhould (pare any meanes for 
| the recouerie of it, then let me not be thought worthy to 
| raigne OuEY YOK. And in good faith, I mener refelued to line 
with other mind; nay, Iwill fay more, there was nener any 
Enemie of my Son-in-lawes, with whom I talked of that 
bufinelfe, or any other that I ener fpake mith on that fide, 
which did not fay and confeffe that I had reafon to baue the 
| Palatinate, one way or othrr, And when they [ay fo, it ts 4 
_ good reafon that they themfelues allow ; and it wasa good 
| fpar to me to thinke upon it. 
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My Lords c Gentlemen all,thus far affure your felues, 
that Iwill goe cheerefully about to prepare all things pofible 
jor it. And as you haue giuen the meanes fo Iwill employ 
them towards it. And in the next degree I hope you will 
shinke on me. But this I leaue to your own counfels ¢y confi. 


derations : but l prozeft to God, a penute of thes money foall 


not be beftowed but on this worke. cy by your own Commit- 


tees sand I affure my felfe you w1ll thinkeon me for a double 


realon; my cuflomes are like to fall by occafion of the warre, 
yet I muft goe through with it one way or other, though I fell 
Tewels and all.In the next Seon you will confider how this 
hath beene husbanded, and according toit, thinke what is 
next to be done,and how far,and it will ftir you the more te 
enable me for the ref. 

And here I will cleere you in fome things, concerning 
doubts arifing from my laft (peech becaufe! will not deale in 
any thing with you but freely ¢ cleerly as 4 King ; and [een 
tng I haue broken the neckes of diuerfe Parliaments toze= 
ther, T hope to deferue fo well of you, and you of me,that this 
fiall be a happy Parliament,and make me greater and hap- 
pier then any King of England euer was. 

In my laff beech I promifed, if I did accept your offer, I 
would follow your aduice,ey would not after hearken to any 
Treatie of peace, but would acquaint you with it,cy require 
your aduice. And Llikewife promifed nothing fhauld be 
fpent of thofe moneys, but by your owne Committees. But I 
defire you tounderftand I muft hane a faithfull and fecret 
Councell of warre,that maft not be ordered by a multitude,

etherwaies by inwafionvpon theBanavian or theEmperor,or 
elfewhere,you mut teane that tothe king. Affure your felues 


my delay hitherto was in hope to haue Cotten it without 4 
warre.I held it by a haire hoping to recouer it by entreatie; 


but fince I fee it cannot be had that way, I hope that God 
that hath put itinto your hearts thus to aduife me,anad into 


my beart to follow your aduice will fo bleffe it,that I fhall 


cleere my reputation from Obloquj, oy in acfpite of the De- 
wil. fhew that I neuer had but an honeft heart. And I defire 


that God would bleffe our Labours for happie reflitution of 


my Children. And whofoeuer did the wrong,I deferued bets 
ter at their hand, 


The next bufineffe they fell vpon, was for reprefling 


_ the increafe and infolencie of Papifts within this Land : 
_ Fordoubtleffe they aw, that from this root, much of that 


mifchiefe, which had befalne the Kings Children , firft 


- f{prung, and was fince continued. And what they and 
Religion in them had faffered abroad, from thefe and 


thofe of their FaGtion, would follow neceffarily vpon 


themfelues,and the Church at home, by this meanes, ex— 
cept their wifedomes did {peedily preuent it. Neither did 


they poft-pone Religion, as if the former point handled 


and concluded, had beene meerely a ciuill bufineffe : Bue 
they prefer'd that fir, both in refped it concerned the 
Kings Children,and was the ground of all the reft,as alfo 
becaufe it was a mixed caufe inuolued with Religion,and 
concerned the whole Commonwealth of Chriftendome 
deepely and direétly ; being therefore to be prefer'd, as the 
whole before a part, Now then in the {econd place, they 
defcend to matter of Religion and State athome : For fo 
the Popes intrafion and the lefuites policie haue mixed 
or rather confounded them,as they cannot be diftinguisht 
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really and actually, though vocally and verbally they may, 
Shortly after therefore the Houfe gaue vp this Petitien 
following to his Maieftie. 

May tt pleafe your moft excellent Mazeflie,we your Maie. 
flies humble cy loyall Subiects roe Commons of this prefent 
parliament affembled,hauing te our fingular eormfort recet~ 
wed your Princely refolurion upon our bumble Peticion to 
diffolue the two Treaties of the Match ¢ the Palatinat,¢y 
hauing on our parts with all alacritie cy readineffe humbly 
offered our afaflance to your Maieftie, to maintain thewar 
which may en[ue theruponsyet withal fenfibly finding what 
feditious dy traiterous pofitions thofe Incendiaries of Rowse 
and profeljed Inginecrs of Spaine,the Priefts cy Iefwites,in- 
fufeinto your naturall borne [ubiects ; What numbers they 
haue feduced, &y doe daily labor to make,their dtpendance 
on the Pope of Rome,and K ing of Spaine,contrarieto their 
allegeance to your Maieftie their leige-Lord ;what daily re- 
fort of Priefts and Ie{uites into this your Kingdome; What 
concourfe of Popifh Recnfants (more then v{uall ) are now 
in ¢&y about the Citie of London;swhat boldneffe & infolence 
they haue difcouered,out of the opinion conceined of the fo- 
rain patronage ; what publike refort to maffe,cy other exer. 
cifes of the Romane relicion,in the houfes of Foraine Am- 
bal[adors there is daily,to the offence of your good Subictts ; 
What preparations are made in Spaine fit for an Inuafion, 
the bent whereof is as probable to be upon fome part of your 
Mateflies Kingdomes,as upon any other place; what encoa- 
ragement tt may be to our enemies and the enemies of your 
crown,to haue a partie,or bus the opinion of a partiewithin 
your own Kingdomes,who daily encreafe ¢& combine them- 
felues together for that purpofe ; what difbeartp ing t0 your 
good and louing Subsects,when they [hall {ee more caufe o fe 
feare from their falle-hearted Countrimen at home,then

halfe made, and the Orders taken by your Maiefties Priuie 
Councell heretofore for policie of Stace,they do take from all 


-papilts,recufants legaly conuicted or iuftly fufpected,al fuch 


armor, gunpowderes munition of any kind,as they or any of 
them,haue either in their own hands orin the hands of any 


_ other for themscy to fee the fame fafly kept er difpofed of ac- 


cording tothe law, leaning them for the necelfary defence of 

cheir houfes ey perfons, fo much as is by the lam prefcribed, 
Thirdly. T hat your  Maieftie will pleafe to command all 
Popifh Recufants,and all others who by any Law or Statute 
are forbidden to come to the Kings Court, forthwith vpon 
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paine of yaur Maicflies heauie difpleafure, aud the fenere 
exccution of the Lawes again them, to retire themfelwes, 
their Wines and Families from about London to their feue- 
rall dwellings or places by your Lawes appointed, there to 
remaine and to be confined within fine miles, according to 
the Lawes of this your Realme ; and for that purpofe io dif- 
charge all the Pojt-ticences granted unto them for their re- 
paire hither; and shat they pre{ume not hereafter to repaire 
to London,or within ten miles of London,or to the King or 
Princes Court wherefoeuer. 

Fourthly, That your Maieltie would forbid and reftraine 
the ercat refort and concour{e of your owne Subiects for the 
hearing of _Maffe, and for other exercifes of the Romane 
Religion, tothe Houfes of Foraine Ambaffadors or Agents 
refiding here for the feruice of their feucrall Princes or: 
States, | 

Fifthly,T hat whereas of late in.fenérall Counties of this 
Realme, fome hane beene trufted in the place of Lord Lieu- 
tenants, of Deputie Lieutenants , Commifioners of Oyre 
and. Terminer, Iuflices of Peace, and Captaines in their 
Countreys which are either Popifh Recufants,or Non-come 
municants by the (pace of ayeere now paft,or. doe not ufual, 
ly refort tothe Church to heave Dinive Seruice, nor cam 
bring good certificat hereof thatyaur Maieftie will be plea- 
fed to. difcharze them of their Places of truft,by which they 
haue power in the Countrey where they line,which as not fit 

to put into the hands of perfens fo affected. 

Sixthly,T hat your Maieftie would be pleafed generally 
$0 put in execution all the Lawes made againgt Recufauts, 
and that aliludces, luftices, and other Minifters of Iuftice, 
sowhofecareall thee things are committed, may be com 
manded to doctheir dutie therein. 


Sesenthly, 
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Senenthly Seeing we are thus happily deliuered from the 
dangers which thofe Treaties now diffoluéd, and that vufe 
which your ill-affected Subiects made thereof woald cer- 
tainly haue drawne vpon vs, and cannot bur of force feare 
left the like way hereafter happen, which will bring much 
peril! to your Maiesties Kingdomes : We are molt bumble 
Suitorsto your Maieftieto fecure the hearts of your Subiedts 
by theingagement of your Royall Word unto them, that Up- 
| on ne occafion of Mariage, or Treatie, or other requeft in 
that behalfe from any Foraine Prince or State whotfoener, 
youwill take away or flacken the execution of your Lawes 
againft the Popifh Recufants;to which their humble Petiti- 
ons proceeding from their moft loyall and dutiful affections 
| towards your Maieflie,the care of their Countreys good.and 
| their confident affurance that they will much aduance the 
Glorie of Almightie God, and the enerlafting honour of 
your (Alaieffie,

Now my Lords and Gentlemen for your Peticion, I will 
not onely grant the (ubfiance of what you cranca, but adde 
fomething more of mine owne. For the two Treaties being 
alreadie annulled, as I haue declared them to be, that ne~ 
ceffarity followeth of it felfe which you defire, And therefore 
it necdcth no more but thag I doe declare by Proclamation 
(which I am veadie to doe) that the le{uites and Priefts doe 
depart by a day : but it cannot be as you defire by one Pro. 
clamation to be out of allmy Dominions. For a Proclama. 
tion here, extends but to this K ingdome. This I will doe, 
and more,T will command all my Iudges when they goe their 
Circuits, to keepe the fame courfe for putting all the Lawes 
againft Recufants in execution, which they were wont to ds 
before thefe Treaties.

I will take order for prenenting that fhamefull diforder 
of the reforting of mine owne Subiects to all Foraine Awm~ 
bafjadours, And of thefe I will aduife with my Councell, 
how they may be beft reformed.

Now for the laft part of your Peticion, 
you haue herein ginen me the beft aduictin the world. For 
it  againft the rule of wifedome,that a King fhould fuffer 
any of his Subiects.to be beholding and to depend Upon,any 
other then himfelfe; And what hath any King to doe with 
the Lawes and Subzetts of another Kingdome ¢ 

And therefore alfure your [elues, that by the grace of 
God, Iwill be carefull that no {uch conditions be foifted in 
Upon any other Treatie whatfoeuer, For it 0 fit that my 
Subiects fhould ftand or fall to their owne Lord. 

This great bufineffeof Religion,which is the founda- 
tion of all, being thus fetled according to the votes of 
Parliament, and his Maiefties vowesand promifes, and all 
men fecured from matying any foraine Religion vnder the 
couerture of fraudulent conditions, foifted in,as his Ma- 
ieftic faith, vpon a new Treatie. They then proceed to en- 
quire into the rents & ruptures of the Common-wealth, - 
And asin the Parliament before,they reformed the Court 
of Conicience,and cenfured the Lord Chancellor,as hath 
beene related ; So now they looke into the Exchequer, 
the Court of Treafure, and there their eyes were faftned 
vpon the fupremeft Officer, the Lord Treafurer, whofe 
fpeedie grouth, from a mediocritie to that heighth and 
_ exeatnefic,

greatnelle, both of PB ace and emploiment, gaue him no 
time to make vfe cf former Prefidents and examples, to 
teach him to beware; fo that he fell before he could well 
affure himfelfe that he was vp. An Artificer that hath 
beene vied from Childhood to climbe euerie day, and 


trained by degrees to acquaint himfelfe with diftances of 


altitude,can,without giddinefs,keepe fure footing, though 
the Stages be neuer fo high : It is not fo with the vnexpe- 
rienced, though their braines be neuer fo ftrongand fted= 
dic,if they, being hoodwinked,be mounted aloft, not fee 
ing the wayesthey came vp,and fo vnacquainted with the 
fteps and degrees, it is odds but they fail when their Bum~ 
‘ble is taken from them. This was his fortune; his fault 
‘was that common errour of great Officers, who thinke 
they can be good Seruants to the King, though they be 
iniurious to the Kingdome ; yea, that they are the better 
to the one,the worfe they are to the other ; when affiired- 
ly, they mutt be good to both, or to neither. That Im- 
proucment isa benefit to both, which i is brought into the 
Land, and added to the common Treafure and Stocke of 
the State,in Bullion orany other neceflariefupply, or in= 
uented here to better our homebred Commoditie, and 
thereby to draw in treafure from without: but that which 
is gotten thorough incrochings made by either of thefe 
vpon the other, isas if the Father should rob the Child, 
the Child the Father ; the Hufband should rob the Wife, 
the Wife the Hutband ; or as if the Burgers in a Towne 
befieged, should fally vpon their owne Souldiers in the 
Out-workes,or the Souldiers fet to defend a place,should 
reuert vpon their owne entertainers, They which take 
from thelawfull libertie of the Subieé, to eeke out the 
Prerogatiue, weaken the Soueraigne power, which con-

fifteth in the Peopies loue, and makes the life of it more 
troudlefome, painfull, fubie& to difeafes,and of no certain 
continuance : they againe who pull the proper and natue 
rall Feathers from the Princely Prerogatiue, to enlarge the 
Peoples libertie,dee thereby open adore toall manner of 
euill, which ( together with licentiou{neffe and difobedi- 
ence ) doe rush into the Common-wealth, and doe alfo — 
make that great bodie of Soueraigntie vaproportionable, 
vncomely, and not glorious enough ; yea, altegether vn-= 
ferniceable to moue it felfe, either for the reftraint of vice, 
the encouragement of Vertue,the execution of Lawes,or 
the vniting of Inward power againft Foraine Force and 
Inuafion ; which are the ends of Royall inftitution, 

A Parliament therefore,where Prince and-People meet 
and ioyne in confultation,is fit only for that weihgtie and 
important worke,in whofe euen ballancing, the weale of 
a State doth confift. And without this Councel,the grea- 
teft Peere or Officer, yea, the greateft profeft Enginere in 
State ftratagems, may cafily erre vpon either hand, many 
degrees from good gouernment, and {0 fall into an Anar- 
chy or Tyrannie. And this large Point,was loft in his too 
_ harrow Compaffe ; and no wonder, for neuer any fingle 
man,no not Salomon himfeife,could find it. 

Yet his Maieftie would not take him from the cenfure 
of his Peeres and People (as vniuft Princes would haue 
done, who hauing need of bad Infruments, muft there~ 
fore vphold them,and not fuffer them to be made exam-= 
ples of Iuftice, left they should deterre others from the like 
employments,and fo when they haue wills to be wicked,. 
and to doe wrong,want meanesto effed it)butasa louing 
Mafter, to shew himfelfe worthy of a better Seruant, he 
Pleads tor merge where he might command ir, yet: will 
not 
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not denic it to all, to giue it to one, but when all is done, 
refers him to the vnfufpeGed equitie of that Court, wil- 
ling that he shou!d fuffer, though neuer fo great, though 
neuer fo beloued, rather then the whole State. 

Andin this AG, he taught all Officers, euen from the 
Porters Lodge to the Bed Chamber, to {ee that they haue 
no protection for wrong fiom his power,and that there is 
no fure ftanding aloft,but by perfonall innocencieand in- 
tegritie. 

The Conclufion of the Parliament was anfwerable to 
thefe happy proceedings, whereshofe Lawes made againfk

praier and practife, O that we might haue been fo happie 


to cry out alfo concerning the Sabaoth with Nehemiah, Nch, 13, 
Remember vs ( O our God ) soncerning this alfo,and [pare 22, 


us according tothe greatneffe of thy mereze. 

Thus I haue shewed from the Petitions of the Parlia~ 
ment, and his Maiefties gratious acknowledgment, that 
what I wrot in that little Pamphlet called Fox Pepuls,was 
as farre short in effet of what his Maieftie now knowes 
to be true,as the shadow is of the fubftance it vshereth, or 
the Paper ftopper is of the Shot which followeth. That 


which I did, was to the end that his Maieftie might hane 


knowne thus much before ; which if he had, I know he

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And now in doing this,I hope I haue not shewne any dif- 
loyaltie to his Maieftie, nor done iniurie to any true and 
loyall Seruant or Subieét of his : except (as the Apoftle 
2 Cor,12 faith ) in this, That I baue not beene flouthfull to your hin= 


derance : forgiue me this wrong, Nor doe I repent me of 
this; for (as the fame A poftle there faith)z will moft gladly 
below, and will be befowed for your Soules ; though the 
more I loue you,the leffe I am loued. 
Yet it muft needs greeue me to fee the Popish Priefts 
and Lefuites, whom the Law calls Traytors,walke freelyin 
the Streets,and preffe info the Court, and to his Maiefties 
prefence, when (iach as oppofe thefe,and shew their dan- 
gerous intrufions, are for this,in dangerand difgrace, shut 
vp,or shut out, from enioying the benefit of fubiects,con« 
fitting chiefly in his Maiefties protection and fauour, Nay 
when thefe, after a folemne and publike Proclamation 
procured by Petition of Parliament, where the Headand 
Bodie ioyned,and commanded their de patture vnder capi- 
tall penalties, dare notwithftanding ftay and tempt the 
Magittrate to do his wortt, Knowing well the worttis but 
to liue ina Prifon, better in all refpecis then they can ina 
Cloifter,in any place out of the Land: Such true Subiecis, 
as ttranfported, perhaps, witha little too much zeale,haue 
erred onely,or at let offended the eares of their Su periors, 
witha little too feuere and sharpe, and perhaps vndifcreet 
Or vnfeafonable admonition, doe feele the heauieft cen- 
fures of arbitrarie Law to their vtter vndoing. The canfe 
of this cannot be to woo the Romanifts to reforme by 
cemencic ; for,alas,after too many trials they arefound te 
be obftinatly hardned in their Gane: but the true reafonis, 
men are mere zealous tor fuperftition,then for true Religie 
On,ana more valiant for lyes, chen for trath, When Elias 
BOR GE eae flees, 
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flees, the Priefts of Bail offer themfelues to the fword, or 
shun it not when itis offered, And befides this perfonall 
valour in the fuperflitious, nourished by an opinion of 


merrit, Which fatisficth the fincereft fort, anda promife of | 


Canonization, which prickes forward the ambitious and 
vainglorious, if (meeting death in their attempts) they 


should miffe temporall preferment,or shoot short of the 


Papacie, which is the general] marke in their eye, yea, the 
But of their ambitions ; The laick or common profefiour 
alfo, is much more forward in their wayes of etrour, then 
ours arein the wayes of God, So that,ifany of their Cler- 
gie come in queftion, Lords and Ladies become their Ad« 
uocates, and doe not onely, vpon their knees, importune 
their inflexible Idols to heare and helpe,if they could, but 
knocke at all doores, and gine not ouer knocking, till they 
obtaine what they defire ; yea,rather then they will return 
emptie,they emptie their purfes to this end ; becaufe their 
merit is noleffe in fauing life,then the o:hers should be in 
fuffering death, Whereas,if any of ours be in queftion, all 


men shunthem,as if they were infected :Oh,they are dan- | 


serous, factious, & {editions fellowes ; and let their opinie 
ons, or affections,or actions be what they will, fo they be 
queftioned, the Brand of Paritanifme fet once vpon their 
Backes by power or policie, all men flee from them, as 
from Rockes at Sea, and teaue them to perish ; yea, rather 
then faile, will add the weight of their authorities, to finke 
them in the common Current of difpleafure and difgrace, 
Noristhis the cuftome of profane perfons only,whoferue 


_ for nothing but to ferue times & purpofes,& 10 fecond the 


_ fentence of their Superiors with foorhing ; but enen fome 


of thofe that will be counted forward Profeflors, are v erie 
Cowards in the canfe of Chrift, and fecke not to recline 
lL 4 judgement,

iudgenient, as the Elders of Iuda did by argument; nor to 
refcue miftaken innocence, as Abikam did in the cafe of 
Tevemiah, Tevem. 26. but defert and misknow their inno= 
cent friends if once they be accufed,and deliver them vp to 
their angry accufers, as if they were guiltie. Affuredly, 
were they of Rome as faint as we are,orwere we as faith= 
full and {ure to each other as they are,thefe ftrongand dan- 
gerous approches had neuer been made vpon vs at home 
of abroad, to the hazard of our liues and liberties. This is 
their aduantage, and our difaduantage, that they dare doe 
any thing for the good of their Religion, though the 
Lawes, and King, and God be againft them ; and wedare 
doe nothing forours,though both Law,and King,& God 
be with vs. 7 ie

This fire is his Word ( Is not my Word like a fire, faith 
the Lord? and like a hammer that breaketh the Rocke in 
peeces® ) the preaching whereof hath battered and shi= 
uered afunder the Rocke of Rome, and hath occafioned 
great diuifions in the world in euerie age, filling it at this 
prefent, with wartes of all kinds, reall and verball. For 
this caufe the Romish Catholikes (a politique people ) 
haue taken order to ftop the free paflage thereof, left men 
should burne their fingers with it, &c. Or indeed, left 
thereby their Babylon should be fet on fire,as,doubtleffe, 
it mutt be fo confumed,2 Thef.z,8, 

And furely they haue feene a faire effe@ of this their 
policie ; For from this filence of the Scripture, proceeds 
that vniuerfall Peace amongft them, whereof they fo 
much boat, and whereupon others fo refolutely build. 
In the beginning and infancie of the world,the Serpent, 
by Satans procurement, founda meanes to betray our Pa- 
rents, by teaching them to feeke a prohibited and curious 
knowledge, faying, Ye shall not dye, for God doth know 
that in the day yeeat thereof then your eies shall be opened, 
and ye shall be as Gods, knowing good and enill, But now 
in the dotage of the world, Antichrift, by Satans in{pirati- 
on, hath found a way to betray the Church, by clofing our 
eyes againft commanded and neceffarie knowledge, fay~ 
ing, Ye shall not dye, for God doth know that in the day ye 
faft from the S criptures, ye shall be as Innocents, knowing © 
neither good nor euill, The greateft part of the world, 
e{pecially of the Feminine gender , beleeue this new- 
found Paradox of Antichrifi,; and the rather, becaufe it 
Hcuce troubles their confciences, nor ftraines their Wits, 
nor 
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not takes them off from their Canonical! howres & yo- 
ted to Poeticall fictions; which Legendarie fuffeis the 
Diuinitic, whereupon at this day the Faith of the Cloifter 
Carechift,is principally founded. : | 
But the.word of our Sauiour,though it be the Gofpel ie 
of peace, is yet a Fire that inflames,a Sword that deuides. 
Itaimes at another peace then worldlings and fleshlings 
dreame of; they caft their eyes vpon peace with men, this 
teacheth a peace with God ; they fecke temporal peace, 
though therein they finne againft God and their con{ci~ 
ences, and doe obftinately purfue and often obtaincit, i 
though it lafts no longer then vatill the fronger hath : 
gotten aduantage by it, for whofe purpofe and benefit it 
was onely concluded ; this other aimes to reconcile God 
and man togither, and to breed peace of con{cience, the 
carneft and initiation of an eternal! pedce hereafier. 
The Apoftle faith, If a¢ be pofible as much as 4yethin Rom. x2 
you, hane peace with all men, So fatreasis poflible, Sana 18, 
conf cientia, witha fafe confcience, feeke to have it : but Quod fi- Ml 
{eeke it not by wounding the con{cience, or proclaiming 441 *stri | 
_ warre with God. For that,though it be poffible to nature, ers 
Asimpoffible to grace; thou canft not reconcile Light and Ao i ah 
_ Darkeneffe, Hell and Heauen,Godand Mammon,Chrift tate ant de 
_ and Antichrift; norcanftthou by humane policie bring: virture 
thefe togither, by caufing both fides to abate,and meet in Pffio cf, 
the midft,through thy wifedome, eee tHe 
va ase DAX IMPIts, 
There isa worldly peace which men vnhappely hunt ‘ ah 
after, whilft they neglect the peace of confcience and ioy 
in the Holy Ghoft; which peace and ioy the Saints of 
God, whofe hearts are inflamed with that Fire which 
Chrift broughtinto the world, feele even in the midft of Fohn 4a 
| tumults, wares, pouertie, perfecution, tortures, fire,death, 27: | 
| , 5 The

Tbe worlds peace and Gods peace are. diuerfe, their 
fire diuerfe, their fehators diuerfe, euen as Heaven and 
Farth is dinerfe or rather oppofite. \We may be farre mif- 
taken then fecking for peace,and behold it is warre; peace 
with men, may proue warre with God. Beware. 

In the fiue and fortieth Verfe our Sauiour proceedes to 
taxe the folly and hypoctifie of man, who can iudge of 
times and feafons by fignes and tokens, but know not the 
tokens of their owne Vifitation, when after theirinternall 
vocation by Grace, ftormes of perfecution and triall fol- 
fowes ; as Sun-shine,and Clouds,and Wind, and Raine, 
and Froft,and Snow, haue their feuerall turnes. 

Thus weall are wife and perfect polititians in State pe- 
riods and revolutions of the world: but for difcerning the 
‘ incrochments made by Astichriff, and his affotiates, ei- 
ther like Fooles we obferue them not, or like Hypocrites 
diffemble what we {ce, as men wishing well to his filent 
and clofe inuafion,to his feacret and darke vndermainings, 
The Lord faith by Leremie, That he ts againft thofe Pro- 
phets that fleale away his word eneric one from his neigh. 
bour : And doubtletfe then he is againft vs, who fit fill in 
the meane time,and will notioine with him,and take his 
part againft thefe politique Theeues,who fteale away the 
Word from vs and our neighbours, faying in the meane 
time that Truth commands vs neither to fay nor doe any 
thing to the contrarie, but only to winke and shew our 
confent to their Sacriledge, by filence, like blind and 
dumbe dogges ; as the Pfalmift faith, When thou faweft a 
T hiefe,then thou confentedft to him,and haft beene parta- 
ker with Adulterers, Andthus being once rob'd of the 
Scripture, that part of the wifedome of God which is ne- 
. ceflarie for vs to know, what wiledome can be in ys more 
then’ 


DIGITVS DEt. 5 
then in naturall Fooles, more then in beafts that perish ? 


(Man being thusin honour hath no vnderflanding, but Pl.49.20 


may be compared to the beafts that perish ; The greater 
man, the grearer beaft, 

In the cight and fiftieth Verfe,our Sauiour gines vs ad- 
uice to feeke reconcilement with God berimes,whilft we 
are in the way,whilft it is called to day, before we be atre~ 
{ted and haled violently by death before the ludge ; for 
then there is no remedie. 

We feeke after worldly peace and clap hands with 


Antichrift and his confedetates,to procure {pirituall trad-: 


ing in his Kingdome,and temporall trading in theirs ; but 
We negie@t God and Chrift,and make them ouraduer{a- 
ties; nor haue weany care to be reconciled to them, and 
to make peace with them, though we know they haue 
powre to kill both Bodie and Soulealfo. Herein we doe 
foolishly. , 

Whilft our Sauiour was thus teaching his Di(ciples 
and the multitude, there were prefent certaine perfons 


whotold him of the Galileans, whofe blood Pilate had - 


mingled with their Sacrifices. ! 

And this they did perhaps as fuppofing the Hiforie 
pertinent for that point of Doétrine which our Saviour 
taught ; that is, To perfwade vs to make our peace with our 
aduerfarie betimes in the way ; becaufe no man is fure, ei= 
ther of the time,place, or manner of bis death, death com- 


| ming to man fo many wayes : and therefore it were good 


to be reconciled'and prepared-teft we be brought before 
the ludge fodainly, by force or accident, whilft we expect 


_ to haue faire warning giuen vslong before, by age, infire 


mitiec,and fickneffe. 
Now though there be no Hiftorie of thofe times

extant, that tells of the caufe and manner of this maflacre 
punctually ; yet there is light enough giuen whereby we 
may probably coniecture (ome of the principall parts and 
paflages thereof,moft neceffarie for our purpofe, 

lofephus tells of one Indas the Ganlamite, borne in the 
Towne of Gamala, whom a little after he calls Iudze of . 
Galilee, that ioyning in confederacie with one Sadoca 
Pharifee, became Author of a new Sect, diuerfified fom 
the Pharifees onely in one fingular point,confitting in an 
obitinate purfuit of all courfes for recoueric of libertie 
from the Romane yoke, and freeing themfelues from the 
imperiall axe then impofed, And it is verie probable, 
that Jadas and Sadoc vnder the colour of facrificing (as 
the Prophets had wont) affembled the people to mooue 
them to purfue this proie@t : of which Pilate hearing, be- 
ing then Gouernour- of Judea for Cafar, he fent armed 
Troopes, and cut them afunder before they could gather 
head,euen whilft they were factificing, 

To make this more cleere, Gamaliel,the great Doctour 
of the Law, brings in the example of this Ivdzs in his 
{peech before the Councell, and there mentionerh his 
caule courte,and end, briefly, Adz.5 37. 

This newes being thus tould our Sauiour by fuch, as it 
feemes thought hin vnprouided of examples to fecond 
and backe hisargumenis,and (uppofing it fuited the pure 
pote verie well,to perfwade men to reconcilement in the 
way, left they should be fuddainly cut off,as thefe Galjle~ 
ans were, our Sauiour takes occagon from hence to ine 
large the point, and4o inforce it farther, euen vpon the 
contciences of {uch as produced it, faying, Suppofe ye that 
shofe Galileans were finners abone-all theGalileans,be- 
caufe shey fuffercd fuch things 2 J tell ye nay ; but exceps 


Je 
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ye repent, ye shall all lskewife perish, Thus our Saviour 
makesapplication-of this Storie, toall his Auditorie, and 
cauferh itto teflect vpon the confciences of the reporters, 
as weil as vypon all the reft of his hearers, 

The Galsleans were not hereby wholly excufed 4 tote 
(as the Schoolemen fay ) but 4 tanto,and fecundum quid, 
afrer a fort ; nor was their act of facrificing (wherefocuer, 
whifoeuer,or howfoeuer done) iuftified hereby ; bat our 
Sauiour condemnes the rash iudgement of foch, as make 
our fufferings from men, infallible markes of our finnes 
before God. Wicked men may profper in cuill courfes, 
good men may fall and fuffer in holy vndertakings. The 
Galileans might be finners in fecking diforderly to free 
themfelues from the Romane feruitude & Imperial taxe; 
and the Emperour, with Pz/aze his Officer,might be grea 
ter finners in laying this taxe vpon the people without 
their confents ( for volenti non fit ininria ) and fo forcing 
them to wraftle for their liberties ; yea, and all the other 
Galileans might be finners doubtleffe, aboue thofe that 


fuftered, whilft they fought and defired the famelibertie, . 


though they had not heartsto vfethe fame meanes. So if 
confent be acrime, where will is prefent, wanting onely 
courage to aticmpt, or powre to accomplish what others 
aduenture,then the whole Nation were as fauhie.as thefe 
few, though thefe did only fufferin their petfons,becaufe 
they did only enter into open action, which by the vulgar 
is cuer cen{ured good or badde according tothe fucceffe; 
and though before followed,applauded, and effected ne- 
uer fo eagerly, yet it is prefently difclaimed & condemned 
as {oone as it is oppofed by power, or.crofled and defeated 
by policie. “Thusthefe fondlings could cenfure the Gali= 
deans 1o be Rebies, Traytais, and Sinners aboue others, 
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DIGITVS DEI, 


and fotofuffer worthely for endeauouring to doe that 
wilaich all of them defired to be done: but they could not 
fee their owne notorious rebellions and tréafons againkt 
God, who had beene a gtatious King and Ruler over 
them,from whofe eafieand equal yoke notwithftanding, 
they and their ftiffe neckt Fathers shranke and withdrew 


the shoulder. 


The finnes againft man, man cenfures feuerely, the 
finnes againft God we pafle ouer flightly. The iudgement 
of Cefar or of hisSubftitute Pontius Pilate, who haue 
power only tokill the bodie, we tremble at, and count fo 
terribie,as it frights vs euen from good duties, or frights all 


men from acknowledging vs, if we fall into their hands, - | 


and be brandedas capitall offendors, vnder their tyrannis 
call cenfures, though it be for performing good duties : 
but the iudgements of God,who hath power to kill foule 
and bodice, we extenuate, hide, and peruert with our idle 
Glofies, Apologies, and Applycations, though we know 
they be ever Iuft,Serious, Obferueable,Sacred, and neuer 
inflicted but for notorious euill, 

But how fond and foolish doe men shew themfelues 
herein? For Cefar owes more to God, then any man to 
Cafar: and yet Cefar that exaGs more for himfelfe then 
his duc,denies or neglects to pay God that which belongs. 
to him; yea, all men are.more carefull to pay Cefar more 
then they ought,then God what they ought, and for this 
will robbe God, to inrich Gefar. Shall they for this be 
counted wife,religious, obedient, faithfull? And Fooles, 
FaCtious perfons, Rebels, Traytors for the contrarie ? 
Cefar can kill thee,Ca/ar cannot faue thee ;die thou muft 
when God determines. If Cefar therefore will neither | 
pay God his due, nor permit thee to doe it, thou se 4 

eny 
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deny Ce/ar whatloeuer is found to haue Gods expreffe sripendi- 
Stampe vpon it. I doe not meane the taxe and tribute um & Ty- 
which he violently exacteth, but prayers for his profperi- "#00 pen- 
tie, That hath Cefars impreffion, this Gods, Tribnte is su 
due to euill Princes, prayers to good. Give therefore to Oa ae 
Cafar the things that are Cafars,and unto God the things bono prin- 
that are Gods. . cipt. Caf: 


Befides,if thou offendeft Pi/ate, thereis nomeanesto 24". Lib.g 


efcape , he mingleth thy blood with thy facrifice; the £°7% 
Hornes of the Altar are not priuiledged , no place,no per- 
fon, isexempted from the force of his fury ; no repen- 
tance, no reftirution can ferue the turne to redeeme a de- 
linquent from his rage. O Prophane and cruell heart of 
man ! how feuere art thou againft man like thy (elfe? [ 
fay, like thy felfe, if thon beeft Gods Image & not Satans ; 
_ andif thou beeft Satans Image,then much thy better, like 
thy Mafter, like thy Maker? Thus if man offend man, 
_ there isno mercy : butifiman offend God,he may repent 
and be faued. There is indeed no other remedie but re- 
~ pentance ; burt that remedie isleft vs in the greateft extre- 
Mitie. Except ye repent ye shall all likewife perish. If ye 
repent, not one of you shall perish. 
With Pélare there is no remedy,except you can worke 
with his Wife vnderhand : With Herod no remedie, ex- 
cept ye can get Herodias Daughter to daunce you into 
fauour : With Cefar there is no remedie, except ye can 
giue for a pardon to Maecenas. It is not fo with God; He 
_forgives,though we giue nothing, Repentanee only paies 
alldebis, Notthe M nion,but the Sonne is the intercef— 
four. The one feisat a deere rate :he temporal! fauours of 
Cefar ; she other gines freely,the eternall fauonrs of his 
Father. 
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Ye shall all likemife perish, except ye repent. What alf 
perish by Maflacre as thefe did? Perhaps not fo, but by 
fome violent, fodaine, and vaufuall death, as fell outto 
the greateft part of the Jewish Nation about foitie yeeres 
after, vnder Ve/patian and Titas ; Orif not fo, yet ye shall 
perish, dying vpon your beds, when othets shall not pe-= 
rish, though they dyea violentdeath. For fome palfe by 
the Sword, when others perish by it. Theend of all exam- 
ples, is to teach vs repentance ; and executions aredone 
for the liuing, that they liue no longer in finne, and not 
for the dead, who cannot be bettered by example or ad- 
moninon. 


To apply this then to our prefent purpofe. 


The Waldenfes were a People in France, who tooke 
this their By-name from one Waddus, a wealthy and ho- 
neft Citizen of Lyons, This Waldws chanced, with di- 
uers of his rich neighbours, to be one day making mertie, 
when in the midft of their mirth one of their companie 
fell downe fodainly dead. This accident amazed all, but 
wrought more effectually with him;who was mote fen- , 
fible and apprehenfiue of Gods hand in the fodaine and 
vnexpected ftroke; infomuch, as afterward fearing the 
like death might befall him, he reformed his life, gaue 
himfelfe to almes,and prayer,and to the frequent reading’ 
and meditating of the Scriptures; and withall, exhorted 
others of his kiasfolke,neighbours,and friends to doe the 
like. Wherein he fo farre prenailed, that many fober 
Chriftians adhered to him, and a great reformation fol- 
lowed in that place : at which the Diuell,& his Difciples, 
the Libertines of thofe dayes, repining, information 

thereof 
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thereof was gitien to Rome , that Sinagogue of Satan, 
again ft chefe poore foules, and their pierie was accoun= 
ted Herefie becaufe they could aot finde the Popes Su- 
premacic (a maine and head Article of the Romane Ca- 
tholique Faith)confirmed in the Scriptures. For this and 
other fuch honeftand holy Herefies, the King of France 
was excited by the Papacie to butcher his owne poore 
fubieéts,which he performed which incredible coft and 
crueltie. 

Now I demand (with our Saviour) Thinke you were 
thefe Waldenfes finners aboue all the people that dwelt 
inthe Citty of Lyons or in the Kingdome of France, 


‘becaufe they fuffered thefe things ¢ 7 tell you , nay ; but 


except we repent we shall all likewife perish. 
The maflacre in France is yet tresh bleeding in the 


'*memorie of men that liue and fawe it, when vnder co- 


lour of reconcilment, ofa marriage betwixt a reformed 
and deformed Catholicke , theinnocent partyes were 


‘wonne from their Serpentine wifedome,and fo charmed 


as there remained nothing in them but the fimplicity, | 


fincerity,& fecurity of Doues; wherein afleepe in peace, 
they were at mid-night awaked with the shricks and 
erones of their murthered friends, and all-togither be- 
came sharetsin the Crowne of Martyrdome. 

What then shall wee thinke thefe holy Saints, Ginners 
aboue all that dwelt in the Citty of Paris and Kingdome 
ofFraunce,ot now dwell in the Kingdome of great Brit- 
taine, becaufe they fufferedfuch things from Aztichriff 
and his followers? I tell you, may; but except we repent 
we shall all likewife perish. 

All thefe died for their fauing Faith, even that Faith 
which was able to fauc their Soules from the laftice of 
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God and the violence and iniurie of Sathan, could sae 
faue their bodyes from the Tyrannie of their owne 
Prince, who ought to haue beene their fafeguard : fo: 
mercifull is God,fo mercile fle is man. 

But fee the iuft iudgement of God vpon Shephearde 
that proue wolues ; the King neuer profpered after, but 
was often aftrighted with the lamentable shrikes of men, 
women, children intermixt,. as ifthe maflacre had fill: 
founded vengeance in his eares: which noife not only 
himéelfe, but diuerfe of his neere attendants did profefle 
to heare often with wonder, horror, and amazement. 

And thus languishing along tyme he fell at length ins 
to aftrange and generall bleeding at all the open parts: 
of his body, which could not be ftaanched till he died: as. 
if Nature by Gods commandement, would not ftreng- 
then the vaines, to hold in that guilty blood, which vn= 
naturally and: prodigally had powred out fo much in- 
nocent blood. 

He that will take paines.to reade the hiftorie it felfe aan 
to confider euery circumftance aright, shall be fully fatil- 


fied, in the particulars , and may from thence fee what 


foule dealing wee are to expe from Papifts, let their 
words and promifes be as faire,and their treatyes,conclu- 
fions, and vowes as ferious and folemne as they pleafe, 
Therethey may obferue the fimplicitie of the Adsmirall,, 
otherwifea wife man, but wearyed: with warre, and be- 
leeuing that reconcilement firme , which he defired. 
might bee fo, andknew to be fo vpon his part ; he was. 
wonne or wrou ght from himfelfe by glorious promifes 5 
and rockt afleepe in fen(eles fecurity and eafe (the bane of 
bold and braue fpirits)not to be awaked by the thicke and 
soudalerums. ofall his friends, There they may obferue 
how. 
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how the contrary fafion of the houfe of Gusfe, feemed 
to be difgraced,and left the Court fora colour, as if they 
_ tooke it ill to be inftled out by the Admiral their aduer- 
- farie. There they may obferue how the Queene Mother 
tutors her fonne to diffemble ; and ftill fets a head vpon 
the faction shee hated , thereby to breake them and be~ 
tray them and religion togither.For religion neuer recei- 
ued greater blowes then from falfe heads and falfe hearts 
) foulderd on for that end by artanddeuilish policie. There 
they may obferue and fee, (and be aftonished at it) a 
young King proteft and {weare publiquely, contrarie to 
his inward purpofe ; and diffemble fo artificially, that af 
ter thefact, being retired, he demands of his Mother, 
| and of othet his flatterorsin priuate, If he had not playde 
his part well, Perhaps he expected a triumph for lying , 
for periurie , for diffimulation , and for betraying the 


_too-credulons hearts of his faithfull people, as Nero did 


for fidling, and fireing of Rome. 

There is nothing written but is written for our learn- 
ing, if examples can make ys to beware and to be 
wife. |

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wife as Serpents,and innocent as Doues, Weare their fol. 
lowers in Faith andin Fortune ; and it isno wifedomein 

vs to arme the Romesh Wolues againft our elues, or yet 

to fuffer them to be armed or to arme themfelues with 

Force, Office,or Authoritie to doe vsa mifchiefe, Efpeci- 
ally, fince we haue the Lawes of the Land inabling vsto 
difarme them, in thefe and al! other refpe@s, And for my 

part, I beleete it is no part of inhumanitie or tyrannic to 
execute the Lawes for the generall fafeguard againft the 
feacret and f{editious confpiracies intended or imagined 
againftvs; But I thinke it Treafon to the Church and 
State,and Rebellion againft God,the King of Kings,to fit 
fiill till thefearme themfelues, and difarme vs, the more 
fafely and {peedily co effect a Maflacre : which (Lam fully 
perfwaded, and they will {mart for it who are not fo pet- 
{waded with me) they will, neuerforbeare any longer, 

then till they can fit and furnish themfelues for it; nor. 
will they abftaine from it, forany other refpeét of Age, 
Sexe, Office,or Innocencie,then for the attendance of the 
firft,neereft,and fitteft occafion and opportunitie offered 
to doit furely ; which rather then they will long be with- 
out, and long for when theyare fit for it,they will pro- 
uoke it by force and all meanes poffible in their power : 
yea, they will faine a caufe rather then wantit, to ferue 
their turne, asa colour for their crueltie, 

Affuredly they will then call our Sacrificing Treafon, 
if it can ferue their turne'to breed a quarrell, when they 
haue vs vader hatches, and haue fitted themfelues with 
authoritie and ftrength to doe vsa difpleafure. 

But you will aske what should moue me to thinke fo, 
fince they haue not found ys blaodie towards them? 
fantwer, though they haue not found ys fuch, they

haue fain’d vs fuch ia their writings, and what they faine 
vs to be, we shall furely find them to be in their workes, 
Their Pofteritie beleeue their fayings,and in Foraine parts 
they thinke, and will not be pertwaded orherwife, but 
that we hau vfedall cruelties againft them,and haue caft 
them to be worried and torne aflunder by wild Beafts. 
Notwithflanding, whatfoeuer they write of vs at their 
pleafure, thereby to exafperate their partie, to breed a de= 
teftation of our Liues and Dodirine,and to flirre vp com- 
paffion forthe benefit of their perfons (all which areas 
eafily efiected by lyes as by truth, when preiudice poffef- 
feth the hearer, and both fides cannot be heard indiffe= 
rently ) yet it is certaine they belecue not their owne lyes, 
but in their owne foules reft {ecure that we willdo them 
no violence,how much (oeuer we know our felues to be 
their Mafters, except we be vrged and prouoked, beyond 
the patience of men, Yer this afflurance of our lenitie 
doth no good to winne and fofien their affection, but 
doth rather much hurt, to imbolden their prefumption. 


They know our tenets,our practife,our natures ; Itisthe ~ 


Romifb Milke onely which makes all that taft of thofe 
Adulterate Teates to be vnnaturall Wolues, Fratricides, 
and Parricides, The Powder-Treafon was tryall enough 
of this truth, where Digby, Grant,and the Wanters,with 
others not of the wortt natures; and Rookewoed, who 
appeared to be of himfelfe a man of tender and good affe- 
Gions,apprehenfiue of other mens fufferings, & inwardly 
touched with naturall hare of the euill entendcd, yet all 
thefe were fo hardned by their fubtile and fatanicald 
Guides, vnder colour of the Romane Catholique good, 
and the merrit of the worke,as they shut the eyes of Na- 
ture againft Grace, and obftinatly,and defperatly refolued 
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to purfue the bloodie plot tothe vitermoft, though the 
innocent fuffered with fuch as they iudged nocent; yea, 
though that blow had given an end to the honour of our 
Nation. Whereas vpon the contrarie part,ourclemencie 
and Chriftian charitie therein appeared, who fell not vp- 
on them in furie and rage to root them vp, when the od.

For neuer could Hellish villanie before,caufe 
the Name of Chrift be fo blafted and blafphemed,as it 
might be now through the euill occafion of thefe Ansi- 
chriftians, Neuer could that be thought the true Religi- 
on,which dig'd fo deepe for a falfe foundation, and tooke 
fo much helpe from Hell toaduance it, 
Notwithftanding, it may be feared through our remif- 
neffe, not fearching the feftered fore to the bottome, or. 
through our too tender pittie ( for they will not call it 
mercie, and Chriftian charitie, though Rookewoodalone

I would therefore aduife in Chriftian dutie, loue, and 
charitie, all Magiftrates fu preame and (ubordinate,and all 
people whether interefted in the caufe and loffe or other- 
wil€,to giue glorie to God by a free and open publication 
of this great worke of his Iuftice ; left Prince, Prieft, and 
People pay for the concealement by fome feuere and 
ftrickt Inquifition. For my owne part, thefe few things 
that I heare for truthes confirmed, againe and againe by 
eye witneffeflc, I shall reucale to Gods glorie and the 
Churches edification, togither with fuch fimple obferua- 
tions as I am directed to make vpon them for the vie of 
all men. For I beleeue this Iudgement isthe more ree 
markeable, being done vpon them who ftand vpon Mj- 
racles,for the confirmation of their falfehoods,and make 
cuctie thing fuch, that may be wrefted by wit for their ad- 
uantage, either touching our difafters or their owne felj- 
cities, And ] hope euen the moft ferious on both fides, 
who might otherwife iudge my obferuations rash and 
triviall,fadly thinking vpon this point, and withall conGi— 
dering and well weighing that this befalls them at fuch 
time as they vainely hoped, prefumed, & proudly boafted 
of reftagration, when they might rather expecta Miracle 
from Aatichrift, asan Omen of good lucke, and would 
rather haue fained one (had not thiscroflecome in their 
way ) then wanted fuch a meanes to feduce the people, 
and reeftablish them in the common mans conceit, wil! 
not condemne me altogither to bea trifler in my obfer- 
pations, but that fome orall of them, may profitably paffe 
vader the verdict of their feuere cenfures, In affurance 


whereof 
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whereoS Ii proceed ro propound them, with fuch exhor- 
tationsasou neceflitie and this occafion giue mie Jife and 


courage to mik<, to my Superiours and Equals vpon our 
fide and theirs. 

Firft, Obferue that the Romane Catholikes ( whoare 
cunning in all sheir courfes ) procured this Houfe,and fit- 
ted it in all refpedts for their purpofe ; when doubilefie 
they {uruaid the ftrength of the building and capacitie of 
eucric roome. If the Law should take notice of their 
 -vnlawfull affembly (as that was the leaft_ of their feares ) 

then they had the Fresch Ambaffadours Houfe for a 
Cloake to which it was adioyning, Or if the People 
should rife (as this was one of their affayes or tryals be= 
fore they durft appeare to play in publike,to proue ifall 
men were growne tame enough to be muzled and hood- 
winked, and whether they would ftartat holy Water, a 
Mafie, a Proceffion, or the like ) then the Ambafladours 
Houfe should be their San€tuarie, againft the force and 
rage of the people, And becaufe it might be perillous to 


the Spanifh Ambafladour to haue the firft publication at _ 


or about his Houfe, who hath beene the firftand princi- 
pall moouer to introduce or reftore Idoll-worship in this 
Ifland, to the generall difcontentment of the people, 
therefore the French Ambaffadours Houfe muft be cho~ 
fen,not for the Papifts affection, but for ours, as leffe fuf- 
pecting that Nation forall our antient enmities,then the 
Spanzfh for all their new friendship and high alliance ho- 
ped for, which they proffred with one hand and f{natched 
away with the other,as if they had beenc too great for our 
Royall coniunction, when (I prayfe God ) ours was too 

good for their commixtion. 
Thus the place is fecured againft man; but who can

fecure it againft God? Not the French or Spanifh Am= 
bafladors, though they haue more powre and priviledge 
in England to ferue their Idols,then the Prince himfelfe 
could haue in Spazne to fetue God. For though his

might they fay nothing (as. we, heare) when they came 
there,to fatisfie them. | 
Secondly, The time is obferueable. It was their fifth 
of Nowember, wherein they perished by anticipation, as 
they would haue dealt with vs before vpon the fifth of 
our Nowember. Here is the difference, they fell downe,as 
they would haue blownevs vp ;anddid alone feele the 
furie of that fodaine confufion, without ftirring their 
Neighbours Houfes, as they would haue blowne vs vp, 
with the neceffarie ruine of diuerfe places adioyning, 
And this they fuffered from God, when from the King 
they had in their fond conceites and miftaken hopes,ob- 
tained that, for which they would haue made him & his, 
ie vs & ours,fo miferably fuffer without mercie. But we fee 
ae though Pardons,and tollerations paffe freely at Rome,and 
in other places for politique refpects, yet they are not fure, 
- till they be Sealedand Inrolled in Heauen. leg 
Thirdly, Obferue the Play-Houfe ftands in that place 
vnshaken, though too often laden with fin-full multi- 
tudes of all forts, fexes, and {ets ; becaufeit profeffeth it 
felfe to be no better then it is,a Play-Houfe ; and perhaps 
fome Houfes of Corporall Fornication ftand there alfo, 
becaufe for cuftome fake, thay they may haue the more 
commings in, they defire to, feeme what they are, Bro- 
thels: But this Houfe which profeffeth it felfe for Chrift,

whén it pretends to be moft fetious; and feacheth then 
to commit S pirituall Fornication vnder the shew of San- 
Gitie and Holinefic ; this muft not and, but the Lord 
makes it a {pectacle of his ludgement; as he made the 
Beare-Garden long fince ;whilft they prophaned the Sab- 

‘bath day (a day at the Greation ordayned for peace and 
reft) in that beaftly (pore of crueltie betwixt the Crea- 
tures, proceeding from Gods earfe vpon our Fore-fathers 
finne ; which fight should make Adam, Abell, and Serh, 
with their pious pofteritie, weepe; as it makes Cazne, La- 
mech,cham, Nimrod, and Efax; laugh, with all their Sa= 
uage and impious Seed and'facceffion. Thefe Houfes 
therefore muft not ftand when they touch vpon the skirt 
of Religion, to prophane and pollute the holy things of 
God, whereof man isnot fo carefull a keeper and zealous 
defendet,as of his own right and intereft, It may perhaps 
not feeme friuolous to (ome that I mention here, what I 
haue heard for truth, concerning an other Play-Houfe cal- 
ledthe Fortune, in which, repeating their Playes vpona

uours refoluc the World how vainea worke it is to vne 
dertake or attempt fuch an enterprize which God hath

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to draw vs to them by corruption, but it is too hard a

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Or let vs leaue haulting, and declare our felues plainly for 
Chrift by open adtion as well as profeffion. 

Therefore leauing that which is improbable, and per= 
haps, impoffible, Ler us follow after charitie,and purfue 
that which is both poffible and probable, that is, Lhe yni- 
ting of the Reformed Churches within themfelues,And 
to this end confider what things they are that keepe vs 
deuided. Whether they be points of DoGrine,or points 
of Difcipline.. Whether matters fubftantiall and fiunda-- 
mientall, or ceremonious and circumftantiall. Whethes 
of neceffitie and vnalterable veritie, or of indifferencie 
and variable conueniencie. 

If of the firft fort, then confider whether they may be

holdthem notto be indifferent, And whether vpon the 
other fide it be charitie in them who are at libertic, to 
condemne vs and all other Churches of Antichriftia~ 
nifme, who vie thofe formes and efteeme them indiiie~ 
Tent, 

Whether it can be imaginéd that we willin Frazce by 
Treaties, Articles,and Arguments, or in the Vnited Pre- 
ginces by reall affiftance,or in the P.c/atinate by chargea- 
ble Armies, deale fo ferioufly and effectually for the vp- 
holding and replanting of Religion,as long as thee diftes 
rences remaine vndetermined,vnfetled, vnreconciled, as 
the Papifts doe for the planting of their Superftition, 
cr, as we would doe if in all refpects we were perfecily 
one. 


And whether the Religion in France,the Vuited Pre- : 


winces, and the Palatinare, be not the fame in fubfance 
with that in Gteat Britzaine, which we should not doe

or diftaft by propounding thefe things publikely, or as 4 
man that thought my felfe able to dired in thefe botrom- 
leffe Depths, or to faile in thefe Seas by my felfe and my 
owne skill without Compaffe, where no Land can be 
feene; but hoping hereby to giue occafion,to men of 
place and abilitie,to fudie the point,and 10 purfue it to 
purpofe toa finall refolution and determination. And if 
thefe poore vnworthy papers of mine shall euer haue 
the happineffe to kiffe his Maiefties hands,or the hand of 
any that may whifper a plaine truth into his Iuditious 
eare, then I humbly defire he may know (and from my 
Soule, and the finceritie and fimplicitie of my Heart, f 
fpeake it) that nothing could haue moued me to write 
what I haue done ( left thereby I should offend his Maie- 
ftie, whofe wifedome hath beene pleafed to run a contra- 
rie courfe ) but onely that I feared to offend God by con- 
cealing this truth from the eares of his Maieftie, and the 
reft of his loyall Officers and louing Subieéts, which lam 
fully perfwaded God put in my Heart to the end I should 
viter it. And toincourage me and proucke me the more 
to this worke,the infirmitie of this Seafon and of my bo- 
dy with it, are continuall meffengers telling me I mut 
make haft,for 1am not likely to ftay long here, but I muft

ftand vpon euen termes,and where men shal! an{wer, as 
Well for the concealing of truth,as forthe venting of fal 
hood. The Peftilence alfo walkes about the Street, and 
caters euctie mans dore at night or noone-day without 
knocking; This alfo makes me the bolder,as men that are 
in the hear of warre,dare do more then v pon cold blood, 
But my hope isin the vn{peakeable mercie of God, that 
he will perfwade the Heart of his Maieftie,and all others

that shall reade this Treatife, that what(euer is herein vt- 
rered,proceeds from an vpright and good intention, there- 
by tohelpe to vnite the reformed Churches in one,andto 
remoue or qualifie fuch differences as hold them deui- 
ded, to the great aduantage of the enemie : Wherein if I 
haue tatled to little purpofe,or perhaps a little too much, 
it is becaufe I am able to doe nothing but rattle ; but were 
Lable to doe more, I would doe it, that our deuifions 


might not be told in Gath,nor our nakedneffle published 


in the Streets of Aske/on, to the reioycing of the publike 
enemic, | 

For I know how nuuch it concernes the Reformed 
Churches that they should be vnited in one (if it be pot 
fible) that the hamours of men might be mitrigated,and 
made in loue with Peace, which is fo much in their 
mouthes. 

And 1 know how much it concetnes the profperitie of 
our Church and State,and the peace and profperitie of all 
Reformed Churches, that Exg/and and Scotland should 
firtt be perfectly vnited. 

I know whataduantage euen in opinion, much mote 
in action, the enemie takes from our deuifion; and I 
_ feare euen fome of thofe who pretend to be Chyrurgions 
to clofe the wounds, do make them wider vpon parpofe 
by prefling the Flesh too hard, Force neuer did good,ef- 
_ pecially with fierie natures, but mollifying Oyles of in- 
terchange and abatement, may by kind conference clofe 
and confolidate all differences. 

And vpon the other fide | know how much thofe 
_ Spirits haue difaduamtaged the caufe,that haue made their 
breath bellowes only to blow vp contention by oppofing 
Superiour powers with violence, and dipping their pens 
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in Gall arid Vineger, haue exafperated the humour with= 
out any other profit to the caufe,then prouoking of far= 
ther profecution, where patience,fubmiffion, and expe= 
étance might haue qualified and allaid the heat. 

In which regard 1 could wish that men howfoeuer 
forward and ztalous that way, would be warie how they 
ftirre vp coles of contention by writing againft Juda, as if 
they writagaintt A'gypz, left they kindle a fire to thegreat 
hurtof the Reformed Charches, which may wafte that 
firength and Spirit within, that, employd abroad, would 
wafieand confume the foundation of Babylon. Efpeci- 
ally 1 wish this courfe were taken at this time, when his 
Maieftie hath beene gratioufly pleafed to condefcend to 
out weaknefle,and to {ecure our feares andiealoufies, by 
open proteftation, that his whole intention is to procure 
and effec the good of the Reformed Churches and Reli- 
sion, in all his defignes; that he will neucr entertaine 
Treatie to the contrarie ; and to refolue vs of this (a thing 
that he need not) hath made a fearefull imprecation 
againftt himfelfe and his pofteritie,in cafe he do o:herwife. 
Itis no more then reafon that we beleeue what we heare 
him fay and (weare, and shew fo much good manners at 
leaft,as to meet him halfe way vpon our knees, when he 
wooes and inuites vs to come ;attending a while with fi- 
lence and patience his Maiefties leafure and pleafure,for 
the timely fulfilling and perfecting of thefe promifess 
which as it is my refolution to doe out of dutie, (0 | wish 
it were the refolution of all others ; efpecially confidering 
if euer we may haue hope in outward meanes for effe- 
Cling amitie and vnitieamongft the Reformed Churches 
(a thing fo much defired by all that know how to defire 
that which is good) we may expect itin his Maicfties .

nent, fuppofe the trees, {teeples, towers, and rockes to 
¢oe backward. a 

Thus wee are diftrated & affrighted with our owne 
shadowes ; ignorance makes vs Infidels : and whilft 
wee fee the face , but vnderftand not the intentionand 
fcope of fome paflages of State, we and our friends 
waxe fufpicious of each other; and that fufpicion raifeth 
many rumors; and thofe rumors, though falfe, may 
beget and nourish a true and dangerous hate betwixt 
vs. My owne Countri-men haue tongues laxatiuee- 
nough , and Strangers are in their wordes, as in diyerfe 
other things, libertines. That which I write may helpe 
to make both fides more confident of each others loue, 
more retentive and {paring of their cenfures; at leatt it 
bhall haue that effe@ in me,till I behold the yflue,which. 
Lhope will be happie. 

The bellis rung out, and I hearethe found and te- 
port it gives on both fides. Vpon the Svares fide, men 
feare the paflages and cariages of all things in England ; 
and forthis, are liberall and free in their difcourfes ; 
making the feare greater then the cauferequires. On 
the contrarie fide,they are doubtfull or rather defperate , 
and therefore profecute his Majeftie with all kind of 
calumny.  Pidfuresand Pafquills are day by day there 
vented thicke and threefold one ypon the necke ofano- 
ther, wherein not only the King of Bohemia and the 
Prince of Orange , but our King alfo is bafely traduced and

abufed, This comforts me, and affures me, they per-

feeute none of their owne , and therefore hold his 
Majeftieto bean enemie. Letthis affure vs, that he is 
the fame we would haue him, howfoever for fome 
refpect of State , he feemes, (to weake eyes who behold 
things aloofe off) to be otherwife inclined, But, for my 
owne part, I comfort my felfe efpecially, and defire you 
would be comforted againft all thefe fufpicions,feares, 
and jealoufies ,out oftwo confiderations ; the good- 
nefle and mercie of our God, and the wifdome and 
policie of our Kinz. 
Firft, let ys confider wee hauea goodand gracious 
God watching over ys , whowill not fuffer his Truth 
to be extinguished , butas he hath hitherto miraculouf- 
ly preferved it, fo ftill he will continue to do the fame.

34, 
protection till, if wee faint not, bur faithfully and con- 35 36.37. 
itantly depend vpon his mercifull promife, 
Secondly , confider the wifedome of our Prince, 
which is fo renowned , asfor ithe is gladly admitted a 
wenerall Arbitratorin forraine parts to determine con- 
iroverfies of State. Let this comfort ys , and affure vs, 
that God hath not given Him fo much light for no- 
thing, much leffe for evil. Let vsthinke, that fince He 
was intertained with fo much love , and fo great fignes 
of joy into this Kingdome , and hath beene ferved lince 
Pin2 with 
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with ‘fo much obedience, (farre more then a fathe? 
could expect from his children) that Hee will fo much 
feeme to negleé his owne honour and fafety, or our 
livesand liberties, asto leave vs in the hands of our e- 
nemies, or abafe vs in the eyes of other Nations, to 
leade vs, or fuffer vs to bee led into temporall or fpiri- 
tuall captivity. Let vs thinke alfo he cannot forget ei- 
ther 88. or the Pewder-plot, (though now perhaps, it be 
ynfeafonable to remember them) nor yet the many at- 
tempts and practifes againft His perfon, Crowne, Dig- 
nitie, and the Truth he profeffeth : nor that God will 
faffer him to fleepe fecurely in the armes of fuch, as He 
knowes watch onely for oportunity to deftroy Him 
and His. Thinke alfo, that Nature will revine and 
worke in Him, though it feemes to lye in a trance for 
the prefenttime : and that He cannot but fee, that it 1s 
impoflible to love the Root, and hate the Branches; 
orto love the Fruit and Branches, and hate the Roote. 
Our love to his Royall Progenie mutt needes aflure our 
love to Him; and the hate of others to Them, aflure 
their inward hate againft Him. And for fuch as per- 
{wade otherwile, thar our love to the Kings Children, 
and hateto the adverfe party, proceedes either out of 
difcontent, or 2 Puritanicall humour in vs leading to 
difloyalty, Let their lyes turne upon tacir owne pates ; and 
let evil happen to them that rhinke evil, and that would 
poy(on and pervert all good purpotes with practife. 
And though the fubrill Enemies labour to breed je- 
loufies betwixt Him and His, knowing itto be for their 
advantage, and the oncly way to blemish the Gofpel, 
and diicredit good men, by breeding this fufpicion, 
which may eftrange and alienate the heart of the Prince 
from his people, and friends from each other; yet 
ieee . thinke

thinke it cannot Gnkeinto his Majetties breft,that fach 
fervants,fach fubjects; Profeffors of the Gofpel,should intend 
the leaft hurt to him, who is the Defender of their Faith. 
Itis for Heathens, Turkes, Papifis,to become Affaflinates, 
Parricides, and bloody Traitors; and it is for Tyrants a- 
mongtt thefe, to fafped their friends, brethren,and chil- 
dren, and therefore to cut them off at the motion of 
their Flatterers, Bashawes, Iefuites , and other tame tren- 
cher-Traytors. Good Princes, who are fathers of the 
Common-wealth, cannot do thus, will not doe thus; 
whilft in themfelves they fee no caufe of their fubje&s. 
hate; or if they fee any, can finde a readier way by a- 
mendment, to remove the caufe, and prevent the mif- 
chiefe, then by feconding one evill with another,to in- 
danger the overthrow of all, and to make the difeafe 
defperate,by endevouring a contrarie cure;or the flame 
rife higher, by cafting in fresh fuell , or quenching it 
with oyle. 

Thinke alfo it is our Enemies plot, to ftirre vp our 
heady and haftic humors, and to caufe the Prince to dif- 
content his beft and trueft fubjeGs; and, if it were poffi- 
ble, by all meanes to provoke them to-impatience and 
refiftance, that fo themfelves might be armed in His co- 
Jourable defence, and have occafion alfo to bring in 
other borrowed Ayde vnder the fame pretence, but 
with.affurance of Hisand all our ruines.in the yflue ; as 
hath ever happened to that vnfortunate State where 
they haue become Sticklers. But thinke his. Majettie 
cannot but fe this afwell as vvee and much betterand 
therefore be you quiet, that their intents and projects: 
may be fruftrate. | 

Finally , thinke now your King is making of his 
ewhe Monument, yytiting his owne Chromicle ; both

which are yaifed and compofed by deedes, and not 
wordes:and aflure your felves, Hee that can f{peake 
and write fo wel, will never fo farre contradi& his owne 
wordes with repugnant actions ,-as thereby to race his 
Armes , to ftaine the honour he was borne vnto, and 
which hee hath made good and bettered hitherto, by 
high andholy enterprizes of a& and admonition againkt 
Rome: but thinke therefore, that all this time , Hee 
is acting his part inthe eye of the whole world; that 
he is working his Mafter-piece in the publique market, 
and trying his exa& skillin xéwg-craft vvith the grea- 
teft State and Stati//s in Chriftendome ; thatis, vvith 
Rome, Spaine, Auftria, Italy, Machiauel, and the extrated 
firength and quinteffence of all thefe, the Te/uétes.

Lyon should cate him, he» remaines within, foldes up his 
armes, keepes his knife in the sheath, and eates Up bis omnes 
flesh: He isa wife foole; wife in his owne conceipt,a 
Pro.té.1g, -100l€ in Salomous.The flug card ws wifer in his ovene conceipt, 
then feuen meu that can render a reafon, And therefore 
there ws more hope of a Foole then of him. Hee is a refolute 
Pro.13-4.

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the vulgar.) By this defcription of Salomon we {ee , hecis 
a longing, prating, prodigall, cowardly, flow, {elfe-con- 
ceipted , certaine-vncertaine foole , who fleepes away 
his time, and thinkes all men are borne to vvorke, 
thathe might play;conceipt hath dam’d vp his eares; 
for he thinkeshimfelfe wifer then fewen men that can render & 
reafon: and therefore will not heare, or will not be- 
lecue, or will not obey the dodrine that is taught ; his 
owne opinion is ftill wifeft andtrueft , his owne way is 
ftill beft and rightett, hee hateth to be reformed, and 
doth footh vp himfelfe in folly, oppofing all that cai 
befayd, witha filent and felfe-wil’d obftinacie and con- 
tempt, fleeping out his life in folitarie retirement, and 
brutish fenfuality, as if a Lethargie had feized vpon 
him, and bound vp hiscold braine in forgetfulnefie 
both of himfelfe and of God alfo. Hee is /ocors, that is, 
fone corde ;forhe hath a head and wit enough, but hee 
wants a heart, affection, courage, conftancie to doe 
what hee knowes. Heis piger, that is, pede eger: he lackes 
afoote to convey him toany honeft and honourable 
yndertaking. The Ambaflage of Sparta vvas vvithont 
head or footes this man (if he bee worthie to bee called 
a man) hath neither heart nor foote: but rockt aflecpe 
in defperate fecuritie, with a lullabie of peace and fafe- 
tic,he derides all happy admonition, and shutting his 
eyes again{t the knowledge of danger, he cares not who 
kils him, fo hee fees not his death, 
O Incredulitie, the wit of fooles = 
The Cowards caftle, and the Sluggards cradle ? 
How eafje’tis tobe an Infidel? 
To this man it is that Salonson the Preacher lifts vp his 
yoyce like a trumpet, and rowfeth him yp from. that 
Heys 10 C2 fleeping 
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liceping -ftoole of his,with this acclamation,o Slugaard! 
Goe to the Pifmire, confider her nates, and be Wife. 
4. The Admonition: Goe tothe Pifmire, confider her Ywayes 
_and be Wwife: Here wee finde three things advifed: 1. Can 
action, Goe to the Pifmire. 2. Confultation ; Confider her 
Wayes. 3. AConclufiox or profitable extraction from the 
confultation ; andbe wife. 

1. Inthe action, there is ¢erménus 4 quo implyed , and 
terminus ad quem exprefled :firft, goe trom thy bedde, 
where thou fleepeft in {ecuritie, goe from thy felfe. 
conceited opinion and imagination; goe from thy 
feufuall pleafures, thy bewitching paftims, thy brutish 
paflions, thy beaftly companions; goe from thy cufto- 
marie coldnefle and ftupiditie; go trom thy fearefull 
cowardife and infidelitie; goe from thy blinde and fu. 
perftitious folly, wherin thou art mif-led, brought yp, 
and rockt afleepe, as in acradle, fu ppoling there is no- 
thing good, but that vyhich thou knoweft , nohoufe 
commodious but thine owne, no ayre to liue in, but 
vvhere thou breatheft, no life like that vvhich thou 
tcadeft in darkneffe and ignorance. o Sluggard, goe from 
all thofe thoughts, and goe to the Pifmire; goein thy 
body, exercife that; for furfets are bred for lacke of 
exercife , and thy body fo weakned and made ynfit 
for any imployment ; Nay, that wherein thou placeft 
thy chiefe felicitie (whichis fleepe) would bee fweeter _ 
to thee, if thou wouldeft take paines to exercife thy 


Keel, 5,12, felfe vvith labour ; Zor the flecpe of him that trauelleth ws 


Jreete whether he care: litle or much ; but the fatiety of the 
rsch Will not fuffer him to fleepe. Exercitium dicitar fanum, co 
quod conferuat fanitatem ; \t is compounded of ex and 
arco, becaufe it driues out all difeafes; andan army is 
termed Exercitws, quod exercitando fit melior, becaufe it is

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much bettered by exercife: This the Romans knew well, 
and therefore vvere not only carefull to exercife their 
owne perfons and thepeople at home, but their ar- 
mies abroad; and to that end, in the time of truce or 
ceflation of Armes, dideuer imploy them in making 
of cawfeys, or walles, or draines, or fortifications, or 
fach like profitable workes ; knowing well, that as wa- 
ter corrupts and ftinks by ftanding fill, but is preferued 
by agitation, fothe bodies and mindes of men ate cor- 
rupted by floth, and inabled and preferued by action: 
Go therfore, O Slug gard, goe to the Pifmire, if it were for 
nothing elfe;, but to exercife thy body and preferue it 
fromdifeatessseo)) 4 to: ome 1d0 4 

Doft thou not fee, (ifthou haft fo much heart to 
looke vp,or fo much wit as to confider) doit thou not 
fee (I fay) what we were in England when wee vied ex- 
ercifes, efpecially shooting, running, vvraftling,and the 
like ftrennuous and manly fportes ? how able, how 
{trong , how actiue , how healthfull, how honorably 
efteemed of our friends , how terrible to our enemies? 
Andfeettthou not fince wee left thofe, (1 know not 
ypon what peaceable and politique pretences) how our 
bodies are gencrally weakned ; our manners corrupted, 
our healths impayred, and our eftates walted in drun- 
kenneffe, gluttonie, lecherie and pride; yea, how wee 
are contemned , and fleighted, and counted the off- 
{couring of all Nations ? 0 Sluggard, goe therfore to the 
Pifmire,confider her Waies, and he Wife. 

But ifthou thinkftit too much toyle to go perfonally 
to the place to behold and fee the manuer of the Pif- 
mires working , and the courfe she takes in ordering of 
her affaires (though this would helpe and aduance 
the bufinesin hand very much, and make things cica-

2. The cenfultation : Confider her way es. Confideration is a 
ferious examination of any bufineffe, with the caufes, 
effeats, beginning, continuance, and iff thereof. Iris 
a refleGtion of the minde vpon it felfe, from fome wor-’ 
thy obje& ; a rumination of the judgement, ponde- 
ring, and revolving fome matter in hand, yntill the 
fame be perfedtly digetted, fertled, and difpofed by rea. 
fon : The lacke of this, is that vvhich vyholly keepes 
men in flouth, and fo in all finne and ignorance,whiltt 
they doe not confider either the reward of glorie, 
which they lofe by omiflion of good and vertuous 
aQions,or the punishment of shame, and eternal paine, 
which they procure to themfelves by finne and flouth- 
fulneffe. And this is that vvhich the Prophet alledgeth, 

fersr2.t7, 284 caufe of all miferic happening to the lewes. A// the 
Defolatio. Land fallen into vtter defolation , becaufe no man fetteth his 
ne defolata heart to confider it : now the Sluggard cannot doe this; for 
ee he is focors, fine corde , that is, as wee may interpret it, 
nulluse@ Vvvithout confideration, or defeGtine in that facultie, 
gui tecogie Although euery man therefore, at the firft fight, 
Pees thinkes confideration to be no great worke, but that 
thevulgar, the weakeft may wel effeat ir,yet the wife (vvho betrer 
- confider the matter, andwho truly can onely confider 
vvell) know, thatit is a difficule yyorke, to conttad 
| ; the 
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the whole power of the foule to one narrow point,and 
to hold it there firme,ftable,and ynmoued:vntill from 
thencea tefolution or certaine conclufion be vvrought 
outand effected, This cannot be done vvithout labour 
and practife,euen when the mind is moft able, and the 
facultiesat beft command : But yvhere the mind is vn- 
fieddy,and the imagination too ftirring,or the memorie 
too flacke, the judgement cannot certainly , and to 
good purpofe confider, as it should or. vvould, if thefe 
yvere obedient.. As vvefee a burning-glaffe held firme, 
contra&ts and gathers the vnited beames of the Sunne, 
and fo fetsthe objet on fire: but if either the glafie 
moue,or the object moue, it lofeth the force, at leaft 
fayles in the effe&. This likewife wee may fee moft 
cleerely in perfons , vvhofe braines (as they fay) are 
crackt and diftraéted , how they flicker and flit in 
their difcourfe , as the phantafie shifts and vvanders 
to and fro; fothat they can hardly bring either their 
vvords toa perfea period, or driue their purpofes to 
any determination, becaufe of this defeat. They may 
be witry,cannot be wife : and-neuer did Age fo abound 
with fuch brittle (pirits as this of ours. 

And to thisend, I remember a vvitty mad-woman 
(who found her owne difeafe, and by long experience 
tooke notice of her owne imbecility) toldea friend of 
hers, vvho demanded, in what part she found the in- 
terruptions of her difcourfe, fince for the prefent shee 
feemed very fober and compofed , as shee had wont to 
be; Omy good friend (quoth shee) 1 am for flashes, 
but I cannot Thinke : thatis, shee could not ponder, 
and deliberately confider of this or that thing , as shee 
had formerly done. We fee therefore, the lacke of con- 
C% fideration,; 
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fideration;I meane, of the power to confider, isan ine 
clination to madneffe ; and the lacke of indeuor , where 
the power is prefent » isan inclination to folly ; and the 
lacke of execution and ation, where invention and 
deliberation haue gone before, is not onely an incling- 
tion, butan abfolute confammation of fiouth and co- 
wardife, In which fenfe Salomox faith , O mad-man, or 
O foole,or 0 Slugeard, or O coward ,. (chufe you which) 
Goe to the Pilmire , confider her Wayes, and be ¥vife: that is) 
Ceafe to be mad, and become fober; ceafe to be foo- 
lish, and become wife; ceafe toibe a Sluggard, and be- 
come diligent; ceale to be fearefull,and become coura- 
gious andactiuc: which cannot be, except you confi- 
der; that is, invent, confult, execute, accomplish the 
vyorkes which are proper to your vocation, wifely and 
couragionfly. ? wot

contemplation of fofmalla creature? Asa face, oro- 
ther piece diawne in the fimalleft forme, oftentimes 
commendeth the Painter better, then! in a faire and 
large Table? euen fo in this little creature} the admi-

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rable skill of the Creator is difcerned, as well asin Le- 
viathan or Bebemoth, the Whale or Elephant : O how de- 
leétable are the Wworkes of God, (faith Sivacides) and to bee 
confidered enen to the fparkes of fire! 
The wifeftamongft the Greciaus or Romans haue not Arift.lib. 9 
thought their time mis-fpent in the confideration o ine ee 
this little creature ; whom they haue honoured in their Plinylib. 14, 
Hiftories with the title of Ciwiléty 3 an attribute which ‘ap.30- 
thofe two imperious Nations would vouchfafe to none 
but their owne people. Salomonf{eemes to ioyne with 
thefe, or rather they with him,  vvhen hee cals them a 
Weake, but a. wife people. No creature fubjeQed to man pro, 30.25, 
did euer obtaine this title, which is proper toman, but 
onely the Pifmire , and the Bee; but thefe haue wonne it 
by ther vertues, and man is conftrained to acknow- 
ledge how much they refemble him, nay, how farre 
they exceed him in thefe particulars : 
1. Firft, they are ciuill and fociable, they cohabite 
and converfe,as the moft ciuill Nations vfe. They haue 
a kinde of Faire; Market, or meeting-place, where 
they trade and traffique neighbour wvith neighbour : fo 
that you may obferue the pathes and high-wayes be-, . 
twixt one neft and another, istrack’t and beaten plaine.

The firtt part of the day, the morning is beft 
for ftudie ; and fo is the firft part of thy lite, thy youth:

loft, ifeuill. Eitherthou muft rife early, or run apace 
being late vp , if thou intendeft to make any proficien- 
ciein the Arts. Beleeue not me, who bewaile mine 
owne loffes in this kinde too late, and am driuen there- 
foreto many hard shifts to hide my ignorance from 
the derifion of boyes; who am often forced to travel] 
for that which children know: (and who is hee that 
can goe ftep by ftep allday with achilde and not be 
wearie?) but beleeae them which tooke time at the 
beft aduantage, and therfore obtayned the excellen- 
cie of knowledge : Heare Salomon therefore and his fe- 


cond Siracides ; Wherfore w there a price in the bands of the Pro. 7. 16. 


foole to get Wi fdome,and he hath no weart? Get Learning With 
a great fumme of money, for by ber ye polfelfe mauch gold, But 
how can shee be compafied ? very cafily in youth, very 
hardly in age. We/dome(faith Salomon)shineth and neuer fa- 


deth away,aud 1 eafily feewe of chen that lone her, and found of Sap.6.12 


fich as {cckeher. She preventeth them that defire her, that 
shee may shew berfelfe unto them: \who fo awaketh tober be- 
times, shall hane no great trauell ; for be shall finde her fitting 
at her doores; To thinke upon ber then ws perfect vuderstan- 
ding, and \who {o Weatcheth for her, shalbe foone without care. 
But perhaps thou art foolish, and therfore art attaid to 
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feeke , becaufe thou feareft thou shalt not finde: yet be 
not difcouraged, but therfore feeke, becaufe thou art 
foolish, thou haft the more need of her inflru@tion. 
And feeke diligently , for if thou feekeft her, shee vvill 
feeke and finde thee ; Jet that incourage thy diligence, 
thy ftudie; Shee knowesthy wayes, andvvhere thou 
goeft alone, fadly thinking of her, and feeking to finde 
her with the expence of much Oyle; shee would finde 
thee fooner , but then thou wouldft judge her f{carce 
worth finding. Heare Salomon what he faith to this; 
She goeth about feeking fuch as are meet for her , and sheveth 
berfelfe cheerfully unto them in the Wayes , and meeteth them 
in euery thought : for the moft true defire of difcipline ws the 
beginning; and the eare of difcipline , vs loues and loue is the 
keeping of her lawes ; andthe keeping of her lawes, t the aff 
vance of immortalitie; and imomortalitie, maketh vs neere 
vato God. Heare likewife what Siracides faith to this

that feeke , and \vill goe before them in the way of righteouf- 
nes . be that loueth her, loweth life ;and they that feeke life in 
the morning , shall haneioy. Firft, shee will walke with him 
by crooked Wayes , and bring him unto feare, and dread, and 
torment him with her difcipline, vutill shee haue tried his 
Joule,and haue proowed his iudgement. Thea vill shee returne 
the firaight way unto him ,and comfort him, and shew bins 
her fecrets , and heape upon him the treafures of tuowledee, 
and under Standing , and righteonfnes. But if he coe Wwrone, 
shee Will forfake bim , and gine bim ouer into the hands of bis 
defiruction. Thus weefce, as the idle youth wandering 
vp and downe the ftreet, feeking fatisfa@ion for his 
luft, meetes the Harlot feeking him as bufily; whoim- 
braceth and kiffeth him , and inyiteth him vvith flat- 
tering 


tering blandishments’, till shee draw him to her Lure; 
(as an oxe that goeth'tothe flangbter , and as a foole to 
frockes for correction , tilladart firike thorow bu Liver: asa 
bird hasteth to the faare, not knowing that he w in danger , but 
thinking fiolne ‘waters to bee fweet, and bread eaten ta corners 
to be pleafant, becaufe both are eafily gotten Without ordinarie_» 
labour whilst the divell ws the broker and the bawd:) So onthe 
contratie part, wifedome and knowledge goeth vp and 
downe the ftreet, feeking to meete vvith all that feeke 
afterher; yea, shee criesand proclaimes aloude, that 
shee is ready to inftrué all that will attend and heare 
her. Nor need wee bee difcouraged becaufe wee are 
fimplc,for she is wife; andif wee know not. where to 
finde her, yet wee are aflured shee knoweth where to 


finde vs. And obferue, that Salomon faith, Shee feekes us Prov.8. 


in the flreets, and in every place: that is, A mac that Will dilt- 
gently give himfelfe to obfervations , and to lay up leffons for 
his owne instruction and information , may finde [ome remark- 
able poynt of Wifedome in every thing bee fees: inevery act he 
doth, or fees done; whilf the foolish and idle-brain'd ideots,who 
give themfelves aver tothe vaine fashious, and childish or Wvo- 
manish curiofities of the time, doe paffé by the most fertous paf- 
ages , \ith a fleight neglect or contempt of their worthingfe. 
Therefore it is that Salomon fayth to fuch, Goe ta the Pif- 
mire, O Sluegard, confider her Wares, and be Wife. Confider 
how much wit is conteined in that little bodie, vvhofe 
members cannot be diftinguished by the moft curious, 
sharpe,and inquifitiue eye. And let this teach thee, that 
thy reafonable Part is {piritua!l, and vvould bee as vvile 
as now it is, though it hadas little a bodie to inhabit as 
the Pifmires nay, thoughit had no body atail. lt isnot 
the ftrength, the beautie, greatnefle, or gracefulnetie 
D 3 of 
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of the body, that addes to the minde. The excellencie 
of the foule is feene in high and vertuous actions, 
which oftener proceed from ttigmaticke,weake,and diy 
bodies, (who follow their aymes vvith diligence, and 
induflry) then from the excelleat formes, vvbo rely- 
ing and prefuming too much on their naturall abilities, 
neglect the meanes to better themfelves by artificial 
exercile. Goe therefore, O Slug gard, goe to the Pifmire, COn- 
fider her wayes, and be wife. 

2. Secondly, confider her vvaies morally, (for floth is 
a vice, diligence a vertue) and {ee what thou canft learne 
from her in thefe refpe@s, for the enriching of thy 
minde, the bettering of thy manners, the honouriug of 
thy profeifion. Slothisa finne; nay,it is the roote of all 
finne, the mother-finne. For finne hath no exiftence 
in nature, butisa privation of grace, a depravation of 
action; fo that in the alteration and change from tight 
to vvrong, there muft needes be a refidence in ficth. 
Surely had dam beene diligently imployed in his yo- 
cation, theentrance and acquaintance of Sathan had 
not beene fo eafie, and open , as idleneffe and fecurity 
made it. 

The contrary to this then, is, Thar diligence 0 a 
vertue, and the yery roote of all yertue. Wee fee man 
vvas firft created to ation, and enjoyned its wee fee, he 
had his very being from a@ion; yvhere vve finde con- 
fultation about the creation of his bodie, and the infus 
fion Of a fpirit, and this afterward performed by God 
accordingly. And then prefently after followes his 
im ployment , affoone as hee had life ; yea, before life, 
God provideth a vvorld of creatures for him to take 
charge of, and a Garden to drefie and keepe , that hee 
might 
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might want no worke, but afloone as hee vvas made 
fall to action, to which hee vvas made, that therein he 
might refemble his Maker, and bee a liuing image of 
his, and no dead Idoll : for though it be true in fome 
fenfe that Lucan faith: 
Duid querimus vitrar 

Iupiter eff quodcunque vides, quocunque movers, C76. Yet 
man is more exprefly the image of God, then any other 
humane creature, in refpe@ that he is nor onely adtiue, 
but hath reafon 10 guide, order ,.and, marshall his a@i-, 
Onsaright, Now yet among{t men, the diligent man 
feemes onely‘ro bee the image of God, the Sluggard 
feemes:in comparifon to bee but his idoll. 4a idol 
(faith the Apoftle) 4 nothing in. the World, that is, a vCor 4.8. 
thing either to so purpofe, or teevill. . SoaSluggard 
doth nothing in the World, ox if hee.bufie himfelte, in 
any thing, it isin fome. idle or. fuperfluous employ- 
ment, or vyorfe, indoing fome mifchiele.. 4a idol Phal.ts1,a, 
hath eyes and fees not, cares and beares not;a mouth,and fpeakes 5+ 
not ; feete , and be doth not traucl: and {uch a golden Sap: 13,591 
Calfe or filver idoil, isa mighty Sluggard, vvho vfethi6. 
not thofe partes of bodice, minde, and authoritie that 
God hathgiven him tothe right end yvhereunto they 
vvere giuen him, thar is, to Gods glory, his owne in- 
formation, and the good ofhumane focietie, and com- 
munitic. Thusif we looke into mans fir becing and. 
cteation, or to his progrefle andcourle afterward, vve 
shall fee, vvhilft he vvilled freely nothing but whar 
vvas good, hee did diligently vvhatfoever yvvas good: 
but fo foone as he declined from action to eafe,and be- 
gun to giue way toacontrarie fuggefiion, he fell firlt 
from diligence into floth, and from floth into other 
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Pp fal, 1904,2, 


aCluall finnes;and from finne, into death and defiru@i- 
on, the conclufion of all. 

Ve fee all the creatures of God how diligently they 
difcharge thofe duties, whereunto they were created ; 
among others, the glorious Sunne (whois diligent‘in 
his conftant and annuall courfe) will not onely teach 
vs by example, to be like glorious in diligence, butalfo 
Jend vs light,to fee the like diligence in all the creatures 
of God, euen in this little Pifmire, vvhich creeping vp- 
onthe ground, can hardly bee difcerned through her 
{malneffe, without good heed taken, and great dili- 
gence vied. Yet fince to her Salomon diretéth vs for an 
example of diligence, let ys learne of her to know,that 
the Church hath a Summer, when wife men gather in- 
{trn@ion, to arme them againft perfecution, the Win- 
ter of the Church : That likewife evéry man hath his 
Summer,that is, the day’of peace and profperitie,when 
it is fit he gather provifion for the Winter of adverfitie, 
affliction, temptation, tryall : To this end beginne to 
ftore thy felfe betimes ; for man can hardly conquer 
and fubdue bis paffions and affeCtions,and the filthy in- 
clination of his nature to finne, when cuftome hath 
taught them to get head and waxe wilde: Butin youth 
they ate eafily broken, and made tame , otherwife the 
weaker and older we grow;‘ the ftronger they grow: 
and great reafon for this, becaufe they {pring firlt from 
weaknefle, they increafe afterwatds by ‘reafon of our’ » 
weaknefie, and they continueand feed vpon our weake- 
nefle. Needes therfore muft'we waxe weaker and wea- 
ker, whilft they waxe ftronger and ftronger, as the 
worme in wood,or the Moth in wooll,till they have vt- 
ferly walted the thing that bred and nourished them. ~

1. Firft, what shee doth, is freely of herfelfe without: 
coaction, or inftruction, having no guide, governour, 
nor ruler : how much more then ought man to do the: 
like, having a Preacherto inftrua& him, a King so go- 
verne him, and all the creatares to admonish him of his. 
dutie 2 

2. Secondly, knowing the ordinary meanes. to pre- 
ferue life is food, and that the ordinarie feafon to lay in: 
this provifion, is the time of Summer: Shee both fore- 
cafts where beft to provide herfelfe, andthen diligent~ 
ly takes the oportunitie of the time for her beftadvan- 
tage. Forshee knowes, Winter may bee long, hard,, 
sharpe,-and tedious, and therefore shee layes in good 
ftore aforehand, that ifshee should be befieged by froft: 
and fnow, yet shee might feele no {carcitie.

4. Fourthly and laftly, becaufe sheeis but weake of.

Neft a perfea& plat-forme of a Commonwealth , as 
knowing herfelfe by this confederacie, to be fafer from 
forraine inyafion, and that 10 dwell together in com- 

E munity, 
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is the naturall and proper drift of the piaca , as the two POE 
next verfes immediatly following doe manifeftly de- cefcunt. 
clare, wherein the providence of the Pifmire is illuftra- Go) 8 
ted by foure notes of obfervation : Mund, 
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munity, as it were in a citie,is farre more commodjous, 
then to inhabire a folitarie manfion, where there is nei- 
ther helpe in time of neceffitie, nor comfort in time of 
doubt,nor focietie in time of pleafure, Thefe things she 
doth, I fay, of her felfe, without a Tutor, ora headand 
governour, to binde her vvith othersin a ftri& league 
of amitie; and herein shee becomes a Tutor to man, 
and makes Reafon a Scholer to Senfe; laying the per- 
fect plat-forme of a Common-wealth, which fooles ad- 
mire, cowards and fluggards maligne,wife men imitate, 
no man exceedes. 

And if vvee looke into the focietie of man, vvee 
shall finde, the greateft felicitie to be in fuch places,and 
among fuch people, as are ordered according to this 
prefidene: tharis, Where there is moft diligence vied, 
and vvhere flouth is moft carefully avoyded : for it 
fiands yvith reafon, that vvhere many joyne in an 
orderly and vnanimous confent and combination, the 
fuccefie muft needes be there profperous and happie: 
But vvhere as fome draw backe and ftand fill, vvhilf& 
others draw forward and proceede, they doe not oncly 
diforder and diftra@ the diligent, bit increafe theie 
burden , and make the draught heavier to fuch as Ja- 
bour. Thus in Armies,a few Cowards may occafion the 
lofle of all, and a few valiant perfons refolutely knit in 
one fortane and ingagement, may difcomfitea multi- 
tnde of negligent perfons. Sloth is the Nurferie of eue- 
ry evill in a Common-wealth fcarcitie,famine, beggery, 
theevery, fedition, difobedience, and finally, the ruine 
and diflolution of the whole bodie and frame of the 
State ariferh from thence. 

Iris written ofthe  Malabars in the Eat Indies, that 
their 
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their Noble-men called Nagros, weare long nailes on 
their handes; to shew , that they are Gentlemen, and 
no workers; for to worke they are ashamed ; others 
mutt worke for them, and they were borne tono end 
in the world, but to liueand eate, and drinke, and 
wafte the good creatnres of God , and fo to doe mif- 
chiefe till they die; wherein they feeme to refemble 
Swine,who are never either pleafant or profitable, till 
they be feene in a dish. Wee fee all the beafts and 
birdes of prey, are not fo fociable or vfefull to man , as 
thofe that labour diligently for their linings with onan. 
There is more ve of the Horfe , then of the Lyon; of 
the Oxe, then of the Beare; of thesheepe, then of the 
Wolfe ; of the innocent Dove, then of the rauenous 
Kyte, Buzzard,or Hawke; though many men rather de- 
light to affociate them(elues with thefe then with thofe, 
10 shew the lazie difpofition of their bafe , barbarous, 
and tyrannous natures; and how much they incline to 
the execrable example of Cain, or the new-found Cani- 
bals, the fonnes of curfed Cham. : , 
Ineed not trauell farre for examples in this kinde; 
the Monopoliftsand Improuers of our Land, and the 
irreligious Impropriators, who prey vpon Church and 
State , are of this Order; yea all our private Wealth 
{warmes vyith thefe Monfters , and their breede 
is from the lazie fcamme of counterfeyt Gentilitie, 
who bearing thofe Armes idely , which their dili- 
gent Predeceffours haue purchafed as badges ot fome 
honorable atchieaement, doe thereby difgrace their 
Originals , as if they were priviledged to be vicious by 
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Procedit genere : {0 it isas true which he likewife faith, 
Generofim eff , quod non a natura fia non degeneranit: thele 
therefore either being bafe in their Originals, or dege- 
nerating from the nobilitie and vertue of their Ance- 
ftors, become of Common-wealths-men, common-woes-men, 
and ftudy to doe fuch aé&ts, andinvent fuch projets, as 
may vndo the publique for their priuate and inordinate 
defires. Yea, the example of thefe fo corrupts the State, 
and fo ouerfpreades the face and body thereof, like a 
Canker or Tetter-worme,as it hath wel-nigh eaten out 
the valiant race of the ancient English yeomandrie, which 
was one of the chiefe glories of our Nation, and the 
piincipal bafe and foundation of the Common-wealth, 
at leaft ofthe ftrength and libertie thereof. Not that 
heereby Lintend to difparage the Nobilitie, (which is 
fupplementum , or complementum , as the other is frmamen- 
tum Reipublice) butrather to preferue it intire from mix- 
ture and coagulation, and to let all men fee that the 
roote of euery commendable vocation is diligence; 
and to be without a vocation cannot fubfiftt with true 
Nobility. For ali the honors & priviledges of the ancient 
Nobilitie,were granted vpon this ground,that they had 
woarthily a@ed {pmething for the generall benefit of 
many: yea Principalitie it felfe {prings from this lo w, 
but fruitefull root. So that as Primums ens confideratum ie 
Metaphyficaseft illud quod prius off ncbilitate & caritate : Sic 

in Phyfica, fic in Politica, rc. And therefore virtus cy ma- 
litia determinant nobiles & ignobiles , fervos Gy liberos: ace 
cording to tharwhich S#racides faith: Bleffed us the rich 
that w found ‘without blemuh, and hath not gone after gold, 
nor hoped in mony and treafures. Who ts he? and Wee Will com: 
aecad bin: for wowderfull things hath he doweamone ft bis peo- 


pes 
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ple; Who hath beene tried hereby and found perfit ? Let bina 
bee an example of glorie. Who might offend , and hath not of- 
fended , or might doe euill and bath not done it? Therefore 


shall his goodneffe bee established , and the Congregation 
shall proclaime bis lowe and charitie. And afier , {pea- 
king of Enoch, Noe, Abraham, Ifaat, and Tacob, the ancient, 
Worthies, and of their workes of wifdome, he faih, All 
thefe were honorable men in their generations , and ‘were Yell 
reported of 1” their times. There are of them that have left 
name behinde them, fo that their praife shalbe fpoken of. T: here 
are fonse alfa which awe no memoric , and are perched, as 
shough they had neuer beene , and are become. as though. they 
had newer beene borne,and their children after them. 

Thus ifwelooke into Antiquitie amongftthe Eth- 
nickes , even virco thofe that canonized , of rather dei- 
fied their Princes, we shall finde, that when the de- 
Gre of dominion began to difturbe the whole World, 
and brake out into open hoftility and invafon , the di- 
ligent and induttrious perfons were forced, for their 
owne fafety, toelect out fome of the ftrongeft from 
the reft, to be their. guard from forraine affaules: And 
to thefe they gaue both titles and priviledges, to incog- 
race their diligent attention on their offices; yea and 
after death did fo farre celebrate their happy memo- 
ries,as the Ages following (ignorant of the true caufe) 
made them gods, and gae them diuine honour; efpe- 
cially the Poets » which were the Chronicles of thole 
times, Thus itappeares, that Nobility was firft fiom 
Office, not from nature , among the Heathen : and for 
the lewes, Siracides {peakes of the ludges who. gover- 


ned the State, and defended them fiom forraine tytan- 
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their names by fuccefion, remaine tothem that are moft fa- 
mons of their children. So not the eldeft{onne » but the 
mott vertuous and adtiue, is the heyre of his fathers ho- 
nors,though the cther be of his fathers titles and lands. 
Thus whether we looke on the toote or branches, 
wee shall finde Nobilitie to {pring from a@ion, and to 
die by idleneflé: fo that itis trne which the Philofo- 

rit. Rher Pherlaith ; Hovor est benefathi ¢ operationis fignum. Now 
for any man therefore to purchafe honour without 
tome worthy action fore-going , or for any man to 
conferrethis without merit concurting, is not truely 
to be Noble, but the idole of Nobility: and fuch Parch- 
ment bouour , (as One well calls it) is nothing but as a 
' licence to be idle,or to begge withall, becaufe they put 
aU GETRE itto no better vfe. Great and ‘worthy actions (asthefame 
Ruins. “Author faith) ave the right children of honourable perfons, 
Who line not 0 much in theyfiue of their bodies, or in the name 

and title of their fore fathers Nobilitie , asin the oifuse of their 

emindes, their good deeds , and the good name thofe good deedes 

Eccl.33, 21, have gotten them. Therefore faith Siracides » Let all thy 
Wworkes be excellent, that thine honour be neuer ‘flayned. The 
workes that Nobility is originally tyed vnto, are aftes 
of bountie, juftice, charity, piety, loyalty,and prudence; 
to watch and warde, and fiudy , and counfell , for the 
Common-wealth ; forefeeing that they doe no injury 
to it themfelues, nor fufferit, through their flouth and 
nesligence, andcowardife, to receive prejudice from 
others. Fora Noble man therefore to bea Monopo. 
lift, oraracker of Rents, ora corrupt taker of bribes, 
ora protector of wicked perfons, orto bufie or employ 
himfelfe in priuate workes, as common perfons doe, 
isto deny. his owne office and calling, honourand bee- 
ing. 
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ing. Forfuch are the Guard, the Sentinel, the Watchs 
the Perdu for the Common-wealth ; great reafon they 
should therefore ftand together , and defend the State 
vvith their goods and bodies, from an invafive warre, 
and not invade it themfelves by force or fraude, asif 
they vvereopen enemies. Itis therefore fatre vnfit for 
true Nobilitie to be educated in an idle courle of life, 
and trayned vp onely to hunt, to hawke, or daunce, or 
drinke, or coutt,or play, (the ordinarie exercifes of thele 
degenerate times)when the contrary is injoyned them; 
as if it were exprefied in their Patents, ynder the for- 
feiture of their honours. Sothat they ought to ftady, 
and take care by all meanes, to inable themfelues for 
the general! fervice of the State in publique imploy- 
-ments, to vvhich end they vvere firft created men , and 
after by men like themfelues, adorned vvith honoura- 
ble attributes, vvhichare the badges and attendants of 

honorable ations. 
_ Tris vvell therefore, vvhere the children of the No- 
bility are trayned vp in counfell and militarie affaires: 
where they fecke the wartres, and places.of action as 
their proper Academies; and doe not thinke them- 
felues accomplished, till they are able both to advile, 
and execute in matters of State. Buton the contraric 
fide, where the Nobilitic liue idiely , acquainting them- 
{elues with all effeminate fashions, and mollifying plea- 
ures; vvhere in ftead of good bookes and exampies, 
(the true mirrors of the mind) they drefle themfelues 
in no other inward habite of vertue , then fuchas the 
eye of their Miftreffes judgeth fir: vvhere no other 
counfell is called for, but the Page, the Foot-boy, and 
the Coach-man: no other a@ion.exerciied , bat 
Ey Court- 
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| Court watres ; no other armour yfed , but vvhatthe 
Taylor and Sempfter put on; no other enemy feene, 
ia but vvhat the Stage prefents, and no other end pro- 
a pounded to honour, then the purfuiit of eafe and plea- 
Waa fure : Where the Yeomandrie (to bee lightned of the 
a heavie burthen that prefleth them, by exactions and 
Hannay projects) are content to paffe yvith their eftates, to pur- 
chate thensfelues thofe lazie and idle attributes of ho- 
nour: And the Merchant, Mechanicke, and Husbands 
man, coufen cach other interchangeably; and all for 
their private gaine, prey vpon the Common-wealth, 
there muft needes defolation and diffolution follow. 

I haue feene in Scotland the miferable Cottages of 
the poore Hindes ; and I wondered awhile at the caufe, 
imputing it either to the barrenneffe of the foyle, 
or the lazie difpofition of the Commons: Bat 
vvhen I looked vp higher, and inquired diligently 
into the true caufe, I found the Land fertile, the poore 
men painfull, but the lordly Owner isin all the fault; 
eae | who defirous to liue at Court (not for a@tion, but idle 
aes nefle) mult raife his Rents to the extreameft racke , yea 

pull one piece from another wvith violent torture to 
this end. And that he may doe this the better, hee ne- 
uer lets out Leafe but from yeere to yeere ; and he that 
giues moft isthe next new Farmer for my next new 
mater: I fay for my next new mafter, becaule of late 
theauncient Owner, by this idle courfe hath learned 
to out-law himfelfe ofall ; fo that the diligent tradef. 
a man eares outthe lazie Lord: and asthe Poet {ings of 
vi Troy, iam feges ubi Troja fuit, {o may! fay of thefe , the 
Taylor hath taken meafure of many faire Mannors, 
and furyayed them by the Yard-wand; making that the 
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Tacobs-fafe to leuell the Nobilitie : who being carefull 
to drefle themfelues faperfluoufly brave , care nor for 
their countrie, but make that naked and ragged ; and 
the poore Tenant vncertaine to ftay longer then his 
yeare , is loth to builda neft for another bird : and fo 
the Land is impouerished , and polled, and every thing 
expofed to watte. Bur this isnot all the mitchiefe , for 
the poore Tenant yndone alfo by this hard Farme, and 
outed ofall, (having notwith{tanding his paines and 
providence, eaten vp his horfe and cowes , and whole 
eftate ) now fals either to theft or beggerie; in vvhich 
lazie kinde of life , hee foone findes fuch fweetneffe, as 
hee wonders not now,that his Land-lord loued his eafe 
fo well,fince he fees by experience, thar proverbe to bee 
true which faith ; Wel fare nothing once in the yeare ; for 
fuch as have nothing are vvithout care 6r feare, and 
may fit ftill when others muft looke out. You may as 
well reclaime him from this courfe , as you conld be. 
fore his Land-lord from that curfed crueltie and exadi- 
on , whereby he firft fleade his Tenant, and after fiript 
himfelfe , and puld his owne eftate (in the juft judge- 
ment of God ) over his owne eares. Now he fils the 
Common-wealth with beggers of his owne breed ( as 
lowfy perfons their next neighbors with vermine) and 
meeting with many like himfelfe,bound vp togetherin 
one fortune and condition, hee becomes yvith thema 
dangerous body, fit for any defperate attempt, either of 
theft, ryot, or rebellion ; as waters failing from a fteepe 
hill raife a floud in the next valley. And thus vvhereas 
they vvere profitable and diligent members , the idle- 
neffe and floth of other men hath made them fuperflu- 
Ous excrements to be cut off or purged out ; for feare of 
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farther infection. “And whilft I {peake of Scotland, be- 
caufe jtis therea gencrall pradtife , lL except not Zeland, 
as if this inne were a flranger in any part of Brittaine : 
For though I mutt confeffe itis not fo vniverfalla cu- 
ftome with vs , both in regard of fome long Leafes yet 
vnexpired, and of fome good men yet left, who beare 
the honorable Charatters of their Anceflors , and in re. 
gard of the Yeomandrie (who are not yet wholly ex. 
tinguished , and who are the only men that fupport 
the liberty of the State , and make it {till retaine fome 
refembiance of the ancient countenance ) yet it hath 
gotten fuch footing, that cuen good men ( thinking 
they may doe with their owne what they lift) forget 
that they are Gods ftewards, to doe good with their 
goods ; and that they are trufted with fuch an eflate, for 
the benefite of more then themfelues , for which they 
muft giue an accompt: but fappofing themfelues_to 


1512+ liuein this world as iva market , imagine there 1s nothing 


elfe for them to doe, but to buy and ell , and that the only end 
of cheir creation and being Was to gather riches , by all mecanes 
pofsible, 

And looke now from the Noble-man , or from the 
Pope himtelfe, ¢ if wee count him the highett ) through 
eucry office, trade, or profeflion , to him that holdes 
the plough, if this be not the common practife and 
courle of . life, as if the very end of each mans beeing 
were to inrich himfelfe by the lofie ofothers, yeaby 
the loffe of all; and the more he doth thus, the more 
wife he is thought to bee, and the more worthy of pre- 
ferment; and if he doth otherwife, he is efteemed buta 
fimple fellow, vnfit foranyimployment. Toinftance 
this in two' or three particular: profeffions at geet 
: ne SOG 
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looke ypon the Lawyers, and feewho it is amongtt 
them, that refufeth to plead againft truth and innocen- 
cy, forfalfehoodand treafon , if he may haue his Fee. 
Looke vpon the Clergie, ifthere bee not a D. Shan, 
ready to juftifie any ation or opinion which should be 
borne out with the ftrengih and authoritie of ihe time, 
and to proue it Canonicall and Orthodoxe, for the 
hope of preferment. Looke into the Countrie, if the 
greedy Farmer doe not ingioffe three or foure {euerall 
Farmes , which had wont to maintaine as many fami- 
lies; whileft, beeing vnable to ftocke all ofthem , orto 
follow all of them being ftockt, he beggars hereby him- 
Self, the poore,his Land-lord,and the Commonwealth, 
And though this be contrarie to the Law of the Land, 
and to all confcience , yet in hope of private gaine he 
will doe it to the publique lofie. Looke into all Ofm- 
ces either of the Church or Common-wealth, if this 
abufe be not generall:fo that the places which had wont 
to maintaine , and imploy three or foure ablemen, are 
now ingroft by one that perhaps vaderftands nothing 
in them, but muft execute by deputy; nay, perhaps 
this one ignorant man ingroffeth two or three of thefe, 
to the generall detriment and difcouragement of all. 
And whereas heeretofere able men both in ftate and 
otherwife, were chofen to high and honorable places, 
who would neither giue bribes to come in, nor neede 
take any beeing in : Now others are imployed too of- 
ten, who muft bribe to come in, and mutt needs take 
bribes to recouer their expences, and to maintaine their 
eftates, being once come in. Would to God there were 
an Act made, that whofocuershould feeke direQly of 
indireCily, by himfelfe orfiiends, by mony or other- 
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wife, any officein Church or Common-wealth, till he 
were thereunto freely called and ‘invited by fuchas had 
lawfull power, might thereby be difabled to enter, and 
bee cat out, vpon proofe, beeing entred. Then men 
would labour to make themfelves fit, and that might 
truly be rermeda Ca/azg, vvhich now is nothing but an 
intrufion,; viurpation, or purchafe. Thus the ftudie of 
ptivacie difturbes and overthrowes all bleffed commu- 
nitie, and turnes the bleflings of God into curfes : for 
if God fend plenty,the poore Farmer cannot liue,things 
are {o cheape, that all the increafe hee hath cannot pay 
his Landlords Rent, it is fet fo high, and proportio- 
ned to the greateft increafe, and tothe greateft price: 
And the Land-lordcan abate nothing of his Rent , ha- 
ving fet his apparell, dyet, and other expences at the 
highett pirch : if he should abate of his Rent, hee mutt 
then abate of thefe alfo, which neither his wife, nor 
his childe, nor himfelfe yvill admit : Nay rather let the 
poore fterue, let the Common-wealth decay, and the 
vvhole runnetoruine, then they reforme any of their 
finnes, or forbeare any of their fuperfluities. “Thus 
therefore whereas wee had wont to pray for peace and 
plenty, vvhileft charitie dwelt amongft vs, now both 
sich and poore muft pray for warre, fcarcitic, and fa. 
mine, elfe one man cannot liue by another. 

Thisis the effeét of. privacie , whilft every man cares 
onely for himfelfe,and negle&s the Common-wealth : 
but thisis contrarie to the pradtife of the Pifmire, yvho 
likea good Common wealths-man, gathers for him- 
felfe and others in communitic. And therefore Salomon 
fends vs to learne there a leffon of true policie and wit 
dome to doe the like : Goeto the Pifmirer, 0 Sleggerds 
(faith

(faith he) confider her Yoayes and bee Wife: that is, provide 
for others as well as for thy felfe, provide for thy felfe 
vvith refpea to all : To doe otherwile, is to play the 
foole; thus to doe, is to be truly wife. 
3. The Conclufion or extra@tion remaines, which is, ta 
be Wife: For that is the end or fcope of all; the thing 
wherein vve truly refemble the Angels , and excell the 
beaftes. Asone faith very vvell, that Reading makes a 
full man, Writing a perfect man, and (peaking a ready man $ 
fo fay Lheere : confider the Pzfmireas a Naturalilt, it Eccl, 38.2, 
will make thee agreat (choler : confider heras a Mo- Eech39.1- 
ralift, itwill make thee a good and diligent man : confi- 
der her.as a Polititian, it will make thee a good Citizen, Eccl 39.4, 
a good Common-wealths-man. : 
To be agreat Scholer, a great Philofopher , to bee 
feene in the hidden fecrets of Nature , to hauethe Arts 
ad unguem, the Languages ad verbum; yea to know as 
much in all as C4risZotle; or more then fo, as much as Sa- 
lomon did, is notyet toarriue at this point,to be wife. | 
To vnderftand the whole bodie of Divinitie, to re- | 
folue ali the knotty controverfies that are in rhe world, 
or may bee imagined, to confute all the falshoods, to 
confirme all the truths thar are propofed and oppofed, 
to know as much as Salomon did ; and more, as much as 
Satan doth, is not yet to arrive at this point,to be wife. 
To beeagreatand perfea& Politician, diving into 
thofe arcana Imperg that arefealed vp in filence: to bee 
acquainted with all forraine Countries and Cuftomes, 
to know the natures ofall peop!e,and to be able to carry 
afweete hand, yvherewith to manage them eafily and 
naturally : to haueawit apt and ready for all times and 
turnes; fitting all perfons, places,and occafions: to haue 
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Gizes Ring, to fee all, yet bee wnfeene: Mydas eares, to 
heareall , even the whifpering of the reedes : Argus 
eyes, to fee all : Briarivs hands ; a finger in every corner 
ofthe world: to diffemble more artificially then 4- 
chiauell, more naturally then Lew the cleventh: to ex- 
ceed Cachitophel in cratty hypocrifie, to equall Hukai ot 
Salomon in warrantsble,honetft, and neceflarie policie, is 
hot yet co .rriue at this point, to be wufe. 

For he that will be wife, muft not onely labour for 

vvifedome, (that is, to get the 77 beory or bare Speculation 
thereof as it is a Science) but when he hath gotten that, 
he muft labour with wifedome alfo, orelie hee can ef, 
fe& nothing: thatis, he muft shew his wifedome in 
action : tor virtws in actione confiitit. Wiledome is not gis 
uen that we should fit ftill and fleepewith it, or play 
or dally withit, as with a pleafant companion, but to 
direct vs in vertuous vndertakings. 

There needes no wifedome to fleepe, to bee filent, 
orto be idle ; the foole can doe all thefe as wellas Salo 
mon: But to watch when others fleepe , and to that 
purpofe that others may fleepe the fafer;to worke when 
Others play, and to thar end, that the idlenefle ofone 
may not be prejudiciallto many, to all : to fpeake when 
others will not, cannot, dare not; and fo to {peake, that 
others may beinformed, awaked , edified, warned, in. 
firucted, and made wifer : this requires wifedome , this 
is to be Wife: that is , diligent, diicreet , and couragious, 

The idle and fecure people were drowned in the fea 
nerall Deluge: there needed no great wifdome to doe 
as they did. A foole can fit fill, and langh, and fing, 
tillthe vyater {top his winde, and he be drowned ; and 
So can a drunkard, ora mad-man: but to obey the 

yoyce

voyce of God, to vvarne and admonish others, to build 
the Arke,to prouide for the creatures as amalter for his 
feruants,to enter into and ftay in the Arke, till the fal-

mow faith , Wifedome When the earth was overflowne , prefer- 
ued it againe, governing the juf? man by a little Wood. 

To vyafte and impoverish a plentifull Eftate like a 
Prodigall, tofucke the life-bloud ourof the Common- 
vvealth, thereby to deje@ the fpitits of men vvith their 
fortunes, and {fo fubjugate them vnder the yoke of fia- 
verie, to draw all the juyce and marrow from the veints. 
and bones ofa people , requires no great vvit to bring 
about: We fee Claudiusthe duilard, Nero the Mounti- 
banke, Caligula the debosht diunkard, (chat had neither 
vvit nor honeftie) could doe thisas vyell and as readily, 


as Tiberius , that had vvit vvithout honeftie: Butto fill 


the veines of a decayed eftate, to intich a Common- 
wealth, to reftore libertie , and to rule by vertuous 
Lawes: thisrequires vvi(dome, and this is to be thus. 
Wife. For the yvealth ofa State, ftands not alrogether in. 
the vvealth of one man: The Prince may be rich, and 
the State poore; but ifthe State be rich the Prince muft. 
needs be rich alfo; his vvealth confifting in his {nbjeQs 
Joue : And vvhat he is,compared vvith his ovvne,is not 
re{peCted; but vvhat he is,compared to his neighbours, 
enemies, or Confederates abroad: nor is it vvorth 
thought, vvhat he hath alone in particular,but vvhat he 
enjoyes inthe generall, asa Prince in his peoples af- 
fections. 


To commit Idolatrie , cas allrhe World did) to. call Gen.1.13, 
6 . 7 = J # ’ 
that vniverfall , common , and catholique confution, 254, ta I, 
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Vuitie;to runne a whoring after our owne imaginati- 
ons, or the blinde obedience of our blinde leaders , re- 
quires no great light of wifedome, but what the fire of 
our owne luft affoordeth. But (to doe as Abraham did) 
to come out of Idolarric, to leaue his parents and natiue 
Country; to deny our predeceffors, and our felves alfo 
inticing vs to Idolatrie, this requires true wifedome, that 
is, to be thus Wife. 

To eate, drinke, daunce, and rife vp to play with the 
Sodomites; to abufe our bodies woorfe then beatfts in 
finnes not to be named,there needs no other wifedome 
then to follow the {way of our owne corrupt concupi- 
fcence; a beaft can do this (but that hee hath more wit 
then to doe it) vvith as much diligence as man: but to 
line foberly and chaftly in this filthy place ; to make 
heere a covenant with our eyes, and eares, and tongue, 
and heart, that one should not fer the other on fire ; to 
Jeaue this polluted place, not tolooke backe, or touch 
a ragge {tayned with the flesh, but with diligence to flee 
from Sodome to Zoar, this requires wifedome, and this is 
to be thus wife. 

This wifedome heere fpoken of, is requifite in euery 
worke wee take in hand: It lifteth vp the head of him 
that is low, and maketh him fit among great men, and 
it fatisieth the defire ofall men living : yea faith Sal- 


Prov.22.29 mon, A dilicent man in hes bufinelfe ftandeth before kings,cr'e. 


Nor can this vvifedome bee attrayned vvithout much 
diligence : for though God filles the heart of enery 
expert workman vvith vvifedome, making him natu- 
rally apt to climbe towards fome perfection,yet he hath 
appointed labour as the meanes of attayning this ex- 
cellencie ;infomuch as we {ee fuchas exceed shat 
dili- 
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gence, exceed alfo commonly in the degrees of pertec- 
tion, ali thofe that are leffe di ligent & attentiue at their 


workes, and therefore it is {aid ,. that God flld the heart of Exod,31,2 
Bezaleel the foune of Vry the fonne of Hurr With the fpirit of 3.4 


Wifdome and understanding, to find? out curious Workes.. So 


God gities him wifedome to feeke and to finde out, but 


if hefeeke nothe cannot finde ; forlabor is the meanes 


God hath appointed to thisend, and Bezaleel is not 


bome a perfe& workeman, neither hath he his artalto- 


gether by infufion, but by inftruGion,: and experiences. 


and practice; nor yet by thefe (which are eons caufes 
and meanes) without Gods blefing , 
and principail. And doubtleffe though he would neuer 
have fought to excell in his art except he had beene 

wife (which wifdome was a fpeciall gift of God exciting 
him tofeeke,. & direaing his to finde what he fought) 
yet he is not termed wife till he hath atvatned a kinde 


of perfection in hisart, by diligence and indufirie; but: 


then beeing (as wee fay) his crafis- matter , he is faid to 


be wife , becaufe then his vvifdome , beeing drawne- 


into action, is made vifible, and fen fib] ¢, and profitable 


-which before feemed to be idle. And thus likewife in: 
the building of the Tabernacle,wifdome is attributed to ¢ 


thofe women who did fpinne and worke with their 
hands, forthe fulland perfeat furnishing of that holy 
place with rich and decent ornaments. Asif they were 


only wife which wrought ; and the idie Goflips were. 


only fooles. And perhaps it is for this that Salomon cals 
the Spider aife creature, becaufe shee layes hold ith ber 

hands in ks ings palag es: As if. Géd fet-her vpon purpofe 
there, by {pianing toadmonish idle Ladies of their duties: 
wo {alafle) are gtowne fo foolish, as they fcorne, of

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haue forgot to fpinne with the Spider, whilft yet of her 
they haue learned to enfnare Butierflies, and to poy- 
fon them; yeato hang their copwebs in enery corset 
ofthe Court, though much of it be built with Irish 
Oake. Tbe vertnous \woman ({aith Salomon ) omer{ees the 
Wayes of her hufband : she doth not ouer-rulethem as a 
Lady , and miftris, according tothe new Enelish fa- 
shion, but she ouer-lookes and reviewes themas a good 
helper, to make allfure , thar there may be no ouer- 
fights; and shee eates not the bread of idlenes; (that bread of 
idlenefle which is the common Diet'bread of thefe 
daies ) what therefore shail her reward be ? Traiy that 
which shee hath deferued, a double portion; honor, and 
maintainance: Give her faith he ) the fruit of her hands,and 
let her owae \worbes praife ber in the gates: Guce shee hath 
wrought shee shall eate, fince eee fpunne she shall 
be clothed; and shee is cloathed with her owne web, her 
ownie workes praife her in the gates. All the world fees _ 
what shee weares is her owne, God hath giuen hera 
wile heart & diligenthand , fo thatshee can bath couer 
herowne nakedneffe , and helpe to couerthe naked- 
nefle of her husband, children, and houshold alfo: 
Such Clothes are farre more rich then cloth ofgold; 
and this is praife enough for her, and shame enough 
for others,whofe heads haue not wit enough,nor hearts 
will enough , nor hands art enough, to couer their 


Owne finne , their owne shame , their owne naked- 


nefle. O Ladies blush for shame, ¢ if your fophifticate. 
and adulterate beauties , in compounding whereof you 
only vie diligence, will fuffer you to blush ) blush I 
fay, whillt you eate the bread of Idlenefie , and toore in 
cucry basket like Flyes , for the firft bloffomes, to fati- 
ate 
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ate your longing and lufting pallats , that would de- 
youre alfthe increafe & flore of nature ata mouthful 5 
blush, whilit you are clothed with the forraine labours 
of the Gilly Silk-worme ; negieGing in the meane time, 
the more conmmodious clo:hing of your Countriman 
the Sheepe; whofe fleece , with artificial fingers, might 
be made fit to be worne, both in the heate of Summer; 
and inthe colde of Winter. . Blush therfore at your 
apish pride , and idle luxurie ; or, if you cannot blush, 
tremble; leaft wiih that lady of Aierufalem,, thofe finnes 
be repaid witha feucie judgement ; whilft yee are for- 
ced toeate, firit the flesh of your Children , and after 
that your owne flesh, ifthe hungrie Souldiers {pare you 
fo long, as judging your painted carkeyfes too muchin- 
fe&ed and (arteited for their diets. Butif you feare, and 
defire to avoide this courfe ,heare and follow Salomons 
advice in this place ; for to you he {peakes as well as to 
your Tenants and fervants, whiltthe faith , Goe zo the 
Pifmire, O Slug gard, confider her Weayes, and be wife. 

Now , fince wifdome is fo requifite for the life of 
man, asthat without it a man is worle then a Pifmire ; 
and, fince wee fee to be wile, 1s notonly to know by 
fpeculation, nor only to goe and to confider, butalio 
to refolue , to practife , and to execute what wee know, 
and haue confidered , let vs vie diligence in cou fiderati- 
on :and Grftand {pecially let vs confider who is the au- 


thor and giuer of diligence and wifdome ;{ for to finde Eccl.§1.19. 


outthat is none of the leaft patts of what wee fecke ) 
and let vs feeke heras Salomon did , thatwee may fo 


finde herashee did. Ihave lowed Ywifdome and fought her Sap.8.22, | 


from my youth, defired to marrte her, fash lowe had I vato ner: 
Newerthelefe , hea I porceiued I could not i\0y her , except 
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Godgaue her , (and that was a point of wifedome alo, 
to know whofe gift itwas) I Went vato the Lord, and bes 


fought bir Yith my whole heart, and fayd , &c. See then the 


effet of this : 7 prayed, and vader/tanding Was given mee I 
called, and the fpirit of Wifedome came Upon me. 
When I as young ({aith Siracides) or ewer I Went abroad, 
I defired Wifedome openly in my prayer ; T prayed for ber before 
the Temple, and fought after her vato farre Countries. Hee 
travelled into forraine Lands, not onely for his private 
pleafure or profit, to attaine the Languages, orlearne 
fashions , or by way of merchandize to enrich himfelfe, 
(which are the ends propofed and purfued by all’our 
moderne Travellers) but for the publique , that hee 
might returne able to ferue the Common-wealth, and 
bring home fome knowledge with him, to enrich, a- 


dorne, or reforme the State wherein he was borne. 


Thas divers of the Heathen Philofophers did the 


like, whileft either beeing banished their Countries, 
or making a voluntarie travell, they obferved whatfoe- 


ver they {aw might bee beneficiall to their Countries, 
y S 


and brought it home with them for the general. pro- 


fit of all. Thus did Lycwrgws, Pythagoras, Solon, Socrates, 
Plato, Arifiotle, Seneca; and before all thefe, Mofés, that 
murror of Magiftrates; who beeing forced to flie from 
his native foyie, in forty yeeres {pace had time to -re- 


examine , and purge the Arts hee had Jearntin Egypt, 


and by forraine conference, and divers &verall chan- 


ges of fortune , to extraa principles of wifedome and 


experience for future times. For afluredly hee that ne- 
ver met croffes or troubles, be his naturenever fo preg. 
nant, can be but a foole, in comparifon of what hee 
might be, or in comparifon of others, But the beft 
Matter 
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Matter is he that hath ferved;the beft Pilot, he thet hath 
beene shipwrackt; the beft Governour, hee that hath 
obeyed ; and the beft teacher, hethathath erred. “/fz- 
redly the Crowne of old men , (efpecially of Princes) to base 
much experience, andthe feare of God w their glorie. Catt 
your eyes backe to Abraham, Ifaac, Taco , lofeph, Davia, 
and all the fervants of God, and marke how they were 
fitted for their vocations, & pat to many hard fchoolcs 
to learne wifedome: yea Salomon himfeife, intowhom . 
God infufed a plentifull portion of wifedome., did not- i 
withftanding increafe:and perfe& the fame by experi- . 
ence. Sothat though in his other words and writings 
he excell other men; yetin his Eeclefaites , (whichis a 
furvey, areview, acenfure of all both of his life, his 
vvords, and vvorkes, and vvritten in age after all this 
addition of experience) he therein excels himfelfe, 
_» Gonfider in our owne dayes what difference there 
hath beene betwixt Princes and great perfons, who 
haue neuer felt or feared the change of their Eftates,and 
others who haue beene perfecuted from their Cradles, 
and fo forced to beware of their feeming friends, afwell. 
as of their profeft enemies. 
Confider if ever Age affoorded fuch three Contem- Hi 
poraries, as Elizabeth then of England, Henry the fourth : 
of France , and Iames our prefent King and Soveraigne. 
The firft and laft periecuted from their Cradles , be- 
eame thereby wife aboue their fellowes; and the one 
did till herJa@t , and the other doth continue a Defender 
of the Faith, in {pite of Hell, whofe gates could never | 
prevaile (though fet wide open) to touch a hayre of | 
theirheads.. The third, wife and valiant, loft the true 
yfe of both with His Faith; when feare and. humane 
| G 3 frailty, 
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frailty, for politicke reffedts, caufed hiny toadmit Their’ 
entrance into his State, vvho never left vyorking till 
they cafthim our: He by Gods juft judgement beeing 
made an example to warne other Princes, whileft hee 
would not take example by the like fall of His Prede- 
ceffours. : 

A naturall foole cannot bee made wife ‘by experi- 
ence, norany other man wi:hout it. What knowledge 
bath he aith Siracides) that ws not tried? Aman that & in- 
firuthed viaderstandeth much ; and hee that hath good expert. 
ence,can talke of i{edome. He that hat! no experience, know- 
eth little ; and be that erreth w full of craft. When 1 Wandered 
to and fro, I fa many things, and my vaderflanding t greater 
then I can exprefe : [Was oftentimes in danger of death , yet I 
was deliverd becaufe of thefe things: that is, by experience 
of the like former eyils, 


And when all is done, ifmen, hide vp what they 


know,they may vvell flatter themfelues with an opini- 
on of wifedome, of refervednefle, of privacie, content: 
ment, modettic, and Ll wot not what flourishes : and o- 


thers may perhaps foothe them in the fame follies, and 


peifwade them, thar their cuts cover their ptide, floch, 
and nakednefle:: but except wee draw out, what wee 
haue drunke in, for generall vfe, we are Sluggards, and 
voprofitable fervants: To which end a Philofopher 
faidto a filent obferver of other mens mirth and free 
{peech at a Featt: If hou beef? a foole, thou doef the part of a 
Wife war to hold thy peace; but ifthou beet wife, then docft 
thow the part of a Foote to bee filent : For Yoifedome that i: hid, 
and treafure that whoorded UD, faith Stracides, what profit us 
in themboth ? Berter ws hee that keepeth bis ignorance fecret, 
then ausan toat bideth his Yifedome, 


Bur 
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But fome objet, thar to veter all and draw our felues 
dry , is the next way to be contemned : Common 
things are caftaway,andemprie veflels haue the low- 
deft found. lanfwere,itisno maiter, therefore ] was 
filld to be emptied, my praifé is not expected from men, 
but fiom God. What ckils it, whether my foule departs 
with many concealements, (which might haue bette- 
red others had they beene left behinde) or haue freely 
difcharged herfelfe of all her lading, of all shee knowes? 
The Jatrer is farre the better, 1am the lefle cumbred 
with accompt, and [-shalbé the more filled with fresh 


glorie aud knowledge: Do thou thy ditie betimes , and God 3cc\,52.30.

Allthat [ have faid is to this end , to leade you by the | 


hand, to the Pifmire of the vnited Prouinces, that con- 
fidering her wayes and courfe aright , (which I purpofe 
to liy downe withas much perfpicaity as 1 canto the 
meanicit capacity ) wee may by her example, and Salo- 
mons inftruction , grow wiler then we are, though we 
fall short of what we ought to be. | 
Wee haue gone to Beelzcbubthe god of Flies, to the 
Indians , Turkes , and other Heathens, for Drugs to poy- 
fon our bodies, vnder colour of purging and clenting 
them ; for infinite vanitues to difcouer our corruptions, 
vider pretence ofhiding them. And thus for lacke of 
confideration , hae madealk thefe things fo necefMlasie 
to vs ,as if without them wee could notlives So that 
had not Columbus happely found cut the new worldin 
time, there mutt needes haue beenean end of the old 
world long before this time. 
We haue gone to the Gantharides of Italy , and lear- 
ned there to provoke lift, vnder colour of quenching 
G 4 it; 
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it, To vitiate’virginitie vnder the colour of profeffing 


Chattitie ; To poyfon, ynder colour of preferuing or 
curing ; To be jealous over all but qur owne liues; To 
plot and pradtife vvith hell, for the obteining of earth; 
To bee frugall of our vices, and prodigall of our ho- 
nours; To watte our eflates in’a retired kind of bafet 
ncfle, where fenfualitie may bee clofe and fecure ; To 
feede our felyes, and to fterue all others; To be woorfe 
then beafts, and to make Saints of the Sodomites. And 
thus for lacke of confideration, haye made our felues 
Politicke, Machiavelian, Atheitticall fooles. 

Wee have gone to the Si/ke-\worme, and léarned there 
to vvatte and {pin out ourowne bowels, to make out 
backes brave ; Toconfume all in flourishes, Ban- 
quets, Maskes, Revels, and merriments ; vvhileft our 
brethren in one faith, goe fafting in fackcloth; are be- 
ficged with dangers, threatned with Maflacres, and fit 
mourming and weeping by the wyaters of Babylon: And 
thus for lacke of confideration , vvee have made our 
{elves fanitaftique, diffolute, deboshed, prophane, pro- 
digall and ridiculous fooles, | 

Wee have gone to Abaddon the King of Locufts, and 
from that infernall pit of falshood, brought fmoky. fi- 
perftitions, to darken our vnderftandings indifcerning 
Apirituall things, and old vviues fables, and lying Le- 
gends, to fright children, and infatuate men of more 
yeeres then difcretion: And thus forlacke of due cor- 
fideration haveloftour firft love, and made out felves 
blind, fen fle fle, blockish,idle,and idolatrous fooles. 

Wee have gone tothe Wafpe and Horwet , which infe& 
and fling all Chriftendome , and with them have taken 


_fo deepe a draught of the cup which the Whore holdes 


in 


ee 
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in her hands forall Nations to drinke of; The brimme 
whereof shee hath cunningly hunnied with faire pre- 
tences of feeming pietie, devotion, charitie, chaflitie, 
willfull povertie , obedience, vnitie, yniverfalitic, and 
{piced with glorions titles of the Catholique Church; 
as NOW wee are growen giddie and drunken, vnfenf{i- 
ble of our owne nakednes,and vnwilling to hesre of it, 
and vnableto hideit , And thus for lacke of confidera- 
tion wee haue made our felues vniuerfall fooles. 

Let vs now at the laft (if it be not too late) goe with 
the Sluggard, to the Pifmire ofthe united Provinces , and 
confidering her wayes,learne to be wife. 

_ Neither need wee be ashamed of fuch Tutors, vvho 
come of the fame race originally that wee doe, as our 
{peech witneffeth, vyhich varieth more in pronuntia- 
tion then inthe elementarie foundation , as M. Verffe- 
gan , an able and indifferent indgein this cafe , decla- 
reth. Befides, they are {uch whofe natures and man- 
ners we better agree with, then-withany other Nation: 
having euer found them plaine, but fure friends,both 
in thefe latter times , when Spaive would haue fwallow- 
ed vs, and before that for many hundred yeeres con- 
tinuance, as the conftant Leagues betwixt them and vs 
manifetily proveth. Confider at this prefent, ifthey be 
not friends to vs and our friends; and foes to our foes ; 
if wee dare truft any butthem, if they truft any like vs: 
if Nature hath not bound ys together in neceflarie 
bands of Friendship ; and God by miracle firft made vs 
meanes to preferue them, that they might now bea 
blockein the way to fuchtas would devoure vs with 
greedineffe. If this bee notfo, why did not the King 
_ of Bohemia refort to Spaive, with yvhom wee haue out-

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ward peace , asto afure prop at neede? Or why doth 
he now flay and remaine with them, or at leaft leave his 
deareft lewell there, whileft his owne Cownttrie is pot 
fefled and guarded by tho traftic: Spanish friends? 
A friend loueth at all times, and a brother w forthe time of 
nece/sitie. O Spaine therefore , shew thy felfe a brother, 
or let the uftrious Lords the States, be knowen and ac- 
counted as they are, honorable, and religious friends ! 
But lhaue forgot my felfe: paffion hath traafported 
mee, I muttleave thele Elepsanzs, and returne to the Pi/- 
mire. : 
Deare Countrimen , reade with patience that which 
followes, and confider it advifedly. The contents are 
a briefe colle@ion of fuch good Cuftomes and Orders, © 
as are eftablished and practifed amongtt this diligent 
and happie people ; fome of which I could wish tranfla- 
ted into our Common-wealth. Many of them are 
knowen to diuers of our Counttie-men before ; fome 
of them put in pratife in fome places already , but not 
vniverfally knowen or pra&ifed as 1 wish they were. I 
may mifle to mention many, I may mention fomea- 
mifie: I may hap to fet downe fome, that I might well 
omit, being neither proper nor profitable to ys. Many 
others could haue done better;none did it;1 haue done 
my good will; and where you like what I propound, 
apply it, follow it, and you fatisfie my private, whilett 
you profit the publique. Goe wow 10 the Pifmire, O Slug- 
gard, confider ber Ywates,and be Wife. nee 
Now, that wee may view all as in a Map or Lanth 
Kip with the beft advantage, wee muft confider, that 
this State hath two great Enemies,the one by Land, the 
other by Water, which they by their wifdome turne to: 
iets a 
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be profitable friends ; as vvifemen make greateft bene- 
fit of their greatcftadverfaries. The firft of thefe isthe 
State of Spaine, the other is the Sea; the firft vnites them, 
the other inricheth them ; the manner how, I willaf- 
well as I may briefly and plainly deliuer. 

The firft, feeking to caft vpon them that heavy yoke 
which they haue shaken from their shoulders , doth by 
that meanes force them to ftand clofe togetherin their 

_owne defence, and by a firme confederacie, to confoli- 
date their feuerall and diftin@ parts in a vvhole and in- 
tire bodie, who otherwife would fall afunder, by divi- 
fion and contradiGtion vpon euery flight occafion,

) the meanc time, Ivvishthem a fafe Warre vnder fo 

| flayed and advifeda Chiefe,rather then an vnifafe peace; 

which, bringing in cortuption, would foone open a 

doore to the Conqueror, For, as the ftate of things now 

ftandeth, behold what profit they make by the warres, 
| which the peace would lofe them. 


1, Firft, it increafeth their Shipping, canfing them 
re kia jabour 
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labour to exceed their Adverfary by Sea , as farreas Hee 

exceedeth them by Land: Which traly, I thinke, they 

have accomplished , fo that whilft hee affaults them at 

home, he findes them threatning worfe warres to him 

in both the Indies, and blocking vp every Haven of His’ 
with their Men of warre. And this oddes they haue of 
him in thefe warres, that ( befides their elfe-fufficien- 

cie, andthe privie contribution and aide of their friends 

and confederates , which tremble vnder the formida- 

ble growth of the Spanish Greatnefe , and feeketo hin- 

der it this way ) if His Indies furnish him with meanes 

to affault, the fame Jvdies furnish them with meanes 

to defend : andI doubt not, butintime the warre that 

now infefteth all Europe, will be remooved farther off 
intO -dfa, Africa, or America: and that Hee , who 

now is the common affaylant, will be driven in all thofe 

parts of the world to bethe Defendant, and to write 

Ne plus vitra in Chriftendome. 

As for the multitude of their Shippes it is fuch , that 
whilft I confider it, mee. thinkes it probable , that as 
many of them inhabite the Sea, asthe Land. Of this I 
am affured , that divers families haue no houfes but 
their Ships and Boates , in which they were borne, 
brought vp , and doe live after a commodious and 
cleanly manner: Andas they were borne, fo intend 
to dye free-men ; infomuch , as if Spaine should jufile 
them ont of the Land , they are refolyed to peoplethe _ 
Sea, andrather commit thensfélves >with Noah, tothe 
mercy of the waues, ynder Gods protection , then bee 
fubje& to men, whom they hane found leffe merci- 
fallin their powers, and more boundlefle and vaft in 
their defires, thenthe Ocean, 


And 
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And yet this diligence of theirs, in winning much 
Land from the Seas vfurpation ; and this providence 


of theirs, in making shift to live with their Families at 


Sea in Ships and Boates , and Samoreufes , when their 
Goshen will not affoord that numerous people houfe- 


_roome: and that generofitie and nobility of their na- 


tures , in ftruggling for their auncient and native free- 
dome, again{ft fo potentan Adverfary, (a vertue that 
hath beene hereditary ,and long fince obferved by 72- 


citusin thefe warlike Batavians) are now all turned to Tacit. 


vices by Exvy ; whocan fee nothing good in this peo- Annal. lib, 


ple, nor any thing evill intheir Adverfaries. Itis more 
jutt for Spayweto fupplant them , then for them to fap- 
plant fishes ; and that which doth commendthem, that 
they can liue any where, muft fo difgrace them, as they 
may be thought ynworthy io live any where. Bur let 
Envie ftill rayle freely , whilft thefe enjoy their free- 
dome;and may they ftill want domefticke neceflaries, 
whilft this want neceffitates their diligence , and occa- 
fioneth the encreafe of their firengih by Sea. | 
As.their shipping , fo their Excéfe payes a great part of 


the warre , and returnes that money which they dif- 


burfe to. the fouldier home againe, As vvee fee the 
Sunneexhales vapours from the Sea;.thefe , botteled 
vpin cioudes , fall dovvne in shovvers, and refresh the 


_ earth , and fo by riuersand draynes, as by veines, pafle. 


| into the fea againe, from vvhence they arofe. 


Andthis is to be feene, efpecially inthe Evxcife of 


Wine and Beere, yvhere every Hereticke aud Schifmaticke, 


that loues his liquor though he hates the State, and 
every drunkard and debosht perfon, vvbo being firlt a. 
flaue to fottishnefie,cares not to vvhom elfehe becomes 
: H 3 a flaue, 
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a flaue, are made by this fecret' and infen fible meanes 
to contribute towards the warres ; yea and the carelefle 
and improuident fouldier , who {pends his intertaine- 
mient idely, and felleth (as.it were) his blood for 
drinke, and his flesh for bread, is, as if he werea vo- 
luntary , and ferued at his owne charge : for euery pay- 
day , he payes backe his meanes to the Sutler, andheto 
the common purfe. 

Now as they pay Excéfe generally vpon all Beere, fo 
efpecially great Excife vpon forreigne: Wine and Beere, 
1. Firft becaufe, though they cannot altogether keepeit 
out, for that it should hinder their trading, yet that this 
may beea meanes to reftraine and limit the-excefle 
thereof , being but for matter of pleafure, not neceflitie. © 

2.Secondly , by this meanes their owne Beere and 
Barly is vented at good rates , which if ours were gene. 
rally and freely admitted, would fcarce be vendible; and 
{o men are exeited and incouraged to fow,mault, brew, 
and to fecke to fupply the Common.wealth within it 
felfe , without borrowing abroad. | 

And whilft I confider this, I can but fometime 
wonder (perhaps in my ignorance) at our teftraints 
about the out-lading of Corne and Beere, euen when 
thereis no dearth but plenty, if men were forced to 


bring ont their ftore.  Affuredly if in the time of fear- 


city, when God feemes to call vs to fafting and humili- 
ation , (as at this prefent ) fafting were enjoyned and 
ftriGly obferued , and the Alehonfes daily and duly vifi- 
ted for auoyding of idlenes , drunkennefle and exceffiue 
ryot , there needed no other prouifion: againft fa- 
ine. But this is the plague,thefe Statutes being penal] 
are beg’d aforeband , or left to the purthite of beggars 
| ea 
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and bafe Promoters , who compound the forfeiture and 
coofen, the Lawe;-or:committed tothe ouerfight of 
fach asare Ingroflers themfelues, who defire to-haue 
allthings deere, that they may vent theirowne com- 
modities at the beft rate , and fo growrich , though the 
Common wealth waxe poore. : 

3. Thirdly from this Excife of forraine Beere and 
other commodities the State.makes more gaine to- 
wards the maintenance of the warres and other pub- 
liqueworkes, then all the reftthatdealeinthem, For 
in Beere efpecially they double the price , and haue 
clearely as much for the Excifeas the Merchant paid to 
the Bruer. Now inthis they do the parts of prouident 
fathers , who feeing their prodigall children watte their 
portions, they vnderhand lend money, which their 
children know not of , and fo preferue their Lands 
from fale , and their pawnes from fortciture, returning 
them againe when they haue more wit to keepe them 
and vie them. 

And in my conceit, this were a good Tozle to take our 
frugall Feves, and a fare trap for our negligent drun- 
kardsand prodigall heires; who being only niggardly 
in publique works where they should freely gine , will 
erutch to difburfe ix pence towardes the maintenance 
ofthe Minifter, and reliefe of the poore, or twelue 
pence towardesa Subfedy for defence of the State , or 
for the Kingsand Kingdomes honour , when they will 
at that very time, willingly fpend ten times fo muchin. 
ryotand excefle , neuer fecling or complaining of the 
matter, though they continued this courfe every day, 
andcannot by perfwafions of reafon,or the force and 
authoritie of the lawes of God or man,be diuerted and 
as, aot H 4 drawns 
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drawne from it: fuch abafeneffe there isin man » fuch 

adulland beattly fottishnefle in nature, to contrary 

Religion and reafon, elpecially being feconded in any 

euill by company, and confirmed therein by cuftome, 
paftreclaiming. 

Now if the vnited Provinces had peace with Spaine, 
as other Countries haue, or were in fubjettion to 
Spaine , as not onely the Spanyards, but fome of their 
owne infected members, and fome others perhaps of 
Ours, incOnfiderately (as I fuppofe) feeme to defire: 
then neither should tiiey be fecure of their owne lives; 
eftates, and liberties, nor their neighbors fafe by them. 
Forafluredly, howfoever men flatter themfelves, as the 
Catholike King would be King of all Catholike fub- 
jects, (o moft of thé feeme to defire him for their head : 
But should they be fo vnhappy as to haue their defires, 
what were they but ftaves? {ince where the Spaniard 
comes, he fets himfelfe downe like an abfolute and ty- 


rannicall Lord , filencing all Lawes bur his owne, 


which are as thofe of the c4zedes and Perfiams 5 yea as 
thofe of Draco written in blood. Never did the Lurdanes 
more Lord it in England, then they where they con- 
quer, or be let in vpon any tearmes: tell me Naples, Mi- 


tan, Auteverpe, if this be not true. And though Religion 


be made the ftalking-horfe to infatuate and bewitch 
the mindes of men , and make them betray themfelues 
and their Countries to flaverie ; yet the Latke becing 
dared, and the Woodcocke in the Net, that maske is 
caftaway, and there isa much trot to their promifes, 


as to the Moores their Kinfmen and late Counrrimen. 


So that becanfe of thisfeare, as lon 9 as the contrariety 
of Religion Jafteth, the innocent party cannot be fate 
with.. 
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without armour, nor fecure then. Shew mee in any 
part of Chriftendome, where any perfon profefling 
the reformed Religion hath beene {pared , were hee 
friend, neighbour, or kinfman, if That fide had ftrength 
enough to reach his throat: and notwithftanding our 
advantages let flip in mercy , and none of them purfued 
bloudily , how haue they in all places, by all meanes 
waded in bloud vp to the chinne, for the accomplish- 
ment of their defignes? And this vvill continue.as long 
as Antichrift raignes ; for the Wolfe is bloudy , and the 
Lambe fimple; his Fleece vvarme, andhis Bloudand 
Bleshfvveet. Bur ifthe peaceable Gofpel had free pat 


_ fage and free operation, then indeed there were not on- 


ly hope, but fecurity, that yvee should liue in peace one 
by another, and that the ftrength and riches of one 
King, should not be terrible to anothers vvyhilft God 


_ would teach every oneto be contented with their own, 


to attend vvith confcience the charge they haue in 
hand, the peaceable government of the States com- 
mitted to them , and as brothersto joyne their povvers 
againit the common enemie of the Chri/lian Religion; not 


fo much feeking his fubverfion as converfion; nor am- 


 ditioufly thirfting after the enlargement of their ovyne 
=] 


Kingdomes, as pioufly defiring the enlargement of 
Chriftes Kingdome. For as acovetous rich man, if he 
ferioufly thoughtto vyhat end his goods vvere giuen 
him,and what a ftri@ aceount he muft make for them, 
vvould not fo greedily hunt after his ovvne hurt and 


_ others loffe : fo affuredly, if ambitious Princes did vvell 
_ confider their charge, and con{ctonably ftudy ypon the 


_ workes and duties of their Callings , (knowing, that as 
the people are ginento be their feruants , fo they twterchange-

they woald not with fo much hate and hazard of God 
and man, of foule and body , of their Kingdomes heere 
onearth, andthe Kingdome of heauen , expofe theis 
fubjeéts liues to certaine ruine, for the accomplish- 
meat of their inordinate and importunate defires (ef- 
pecially Chrifian againf? Chriffian, brother againft bro- 
ther) neither would they vfurpe fuch a tyrannicall and 
heathenish authority ouer their flockes, as with the 
Great Turketo make their owne wils, limits, and lawes 
tothe wils ofall other men ; Hoc eff deglubere pecus,c> nom 
tondere. But as the Pope, that fpirituall Tyrant, that Anti- 
chriff, hath gotten Church-Courtiers to vphold his Re- 
galtic, with impudent forcheades and artificial] falfe- 
hoods; fo, thefe haue gotten Court Clergie-men to be- 
come their Champions, who, being full of winde them- 
felues , haue blowne thefe bladders with flatterie and 
forgeric, euen to forget their owae yanitie, to which, 
they are fubje& , and to which they shalbe fubjeQed in 
the end : whilft they imagine all other men to be made 
for their pleafures ; and heir Wils tobe amore juft law ta 
their fubjects,then Gods Law ts or can be to them. Well might 
they bee admonished by ozr Souereigne, who is able to 
be Tutor to them all, more dearely to prife the liues of 
their fubjects, and not to feeke quarrels to enlarge their 
Dominions,and to embroile all Chriftendom, that they 
might fish for aduantages, but ratherto ouerfee all in- 
juries, but fuchas would ftartle Dawid himfelfe , kno- 
wing well, though warres be begun for the pleafure of 
Princes, the fubjects bLoud muft determine the contro- 
uerfic , and be powred.out, as a facrifice to appeafe the 
Furieh Ba ole es 

19 
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To returne to my purpofe ; if the vated Prouinces had 
‘peace with Spaine , then they muft trade ,as others doe, 
atthe appointment of Spare ; who hauing once the 
Faftand Weft Izdies in pofleffion, would force all Ew- 
rope to be their Retailers,and that ypon moft fervile and 


-vnequall conditions , and fo to take all commodities of 
them at the fecond hand, and tovent them for their 


profit only. Whereby , having before the Iwdies , thofe 
fountaines of gold and filuer in their power,rhey would 


alto this way ineroffe all the wealth of Chriftendome 


into their coffers , and thereby inable and arme them- 
{elues to accomplish that vniverfall Dominion they 
aymeat. For what should let them , whilft they had 
the finewes of warre at command , and felt themfelues 
ftrong enough torush into the battel when they plea- 
fed ,and fo to furprife others ynprovided and vna- 
wares ? whereas now the uaited Provinces mecte with 
much of theix Marchandize at an indifferent rate, 
and fometime exchange Leade and Iron for Gold; not 


_ admitting them to be Mafers of the whole world by the 


Popes Donation, hauing as good a title as they had, whilst 
they hane a fivord and power to wake good their title , as they 
did and doe. Why should it be juftice in them to take 


from the Jadies and inthrall them in fermitude , andin- ’ 


jufticein others, to take againe from them , and to re- 
deeme their owne liberties ? Efpecially when all the 
gold they fetch from India , is but to make chaines and

| fetters to captivate Chriftendome,and all free Nations? 


Let others looke on and be laughed at, whilft thefe 
share the world; or ftand by and giue ayme , whilft 
thefewin the prize; or helpe to hold yp others, till 


their owne time comes for correction ; the vaited Pro- 
’ iNer vines 
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vinces Will not lofe their parts neither inthe old nog 
new world: for which (befides their owne gaine and 
glory ) all Chriftendome is beholden to thenr , whilf& 
both they oppofe this Monarch , and hinder his mon- 
ftrous and prodigious growth in the Ivdies , and alfo re- 
ftraine him from ouerflowing all Europe withan yni- 
verfall Deluge, as otherwife he would do, 

Againe, it the Vuited Provinces were all one with 
Spatne , or vaflals to it, then were their conjun@ion 
much more terrible : for hauing before the greateft 
Land force of any Potentatein Chriftendome, if to 
this there were added their flrenoth at fea, wherein 
they exceede all Chrtitian States but our owne, whothen 
could withfland him? for, ifhe frighted vs, euenat 
Sea, in 88. whenwee had thefeto helpe vs, to guard 
our Coafts, and to keepe backe , and diuert the Prince 
of Parma from his intended attempts , what then would 


he do hauing thefe to helpe him , and when he should 
finde not only the Hauens of Dunkerke, Newport , Ostend 


Stuce,but all the Coatts of Zeelandand Hollaad,asfo many 
mouthes, open to aflault and devoure vs at an inftant ; 
and oportune toland fresh forces and fupplies of all 
Kindes at pleafure ? This truth E/cowedo, Sectetary to Di 
lohn of Aufiria , faw long fince, and at this day the Spa= 
wiard{ees ittoo well; and therefore labours more for 
thefe Countries then for the Indies ; nay , he wafteth and 
imployes willingly all his Indian treafure about the 
fetching in ofthele; becaufe he feesit to be more for 
his profit, at leaft more conducing to the dire@ end 
of his aymes , to haue shefethen zhofe. For doubtleffe , if 
he were once abfolute Mafter of this wife and diligent 
people, he would foone bee Matter of all Europe be. 
oe

fides. Since, befidesthe conveniencie of Situation, 
their induftrie is able to effe& any difficult worke, 
which others thinke invincible: fo that wee fee them 
powerfull and profperous even in all actions they vn- 
dertake by Sea or Land; and that they carry any enter- 
prize through , though it bee againft Azmfefe , the molt 
powerfulland politique Enemy in Chriftendome. Mos¥ 
powerfull i call him in regard of his Indies ; most politique, 
in regard of hs Iefuites; and an Evemy Icalland count 
him in regard of Religion ; wee beeing for Chrift, and hee for 
Antichrift. ibis | 

Thus had he thefe Countries joyned to thofe He 
pofleffeth, together with thofe tharare Clients,fubjects, 
or vaflals to the Houfe of Austria , Germany were wholly 
poffefied , open roades by Seaand Land made to the 
conqueftt of Deamarke and Sweden; France were be- 
fieged and gitt about, Zxglad cither fubjetted or 
blockt vp, and shutout of the world, and all Chri- 
fiendome in daunger ofa violent and fodaine furprife 
by Sea and Land. © Itconcernes all thefe therefore to 
looke about theni , efpecially the petty. Princes of Ger- 
manie , except they intend to hold their Crownesat the 
courtefie of Spaiae, and become fellow vaflals with the 
relt of Ewrope , to the Catholique Sea and Scepter at 
once, asthey haue dishonorably fuffered their nesgh- 
bours tobe by difunion. Whereas the vated Proninces 


their owne , and get ground of the Spaniard, eucn where 
he affanits, and do honorably extend their helpe to 
other Princes , euen when the warre knockes at their 
owne doores forentrance, and whenall corners of the 
Land may heare the roaring of the enemies Cannon, 
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with contempt. So that all Ewrope befides is the more 
fecure, by reafon thefe States and their Countries are 
imbroyied,and they againe inrichthemfelues by that 
which impouerish the Zzg/#sh and all other Nations, 
(for which partly they may thanke the warres)I meane 
bythe Eaft-Indian Voyages , wherein they hauethefe 
aduan tages, which (I tuppofe) others want. | 

1. Firft, they goe with lefle charge then others both 
for men and,vidtualls. Their ships requiring fewer per- 
fons to man them, and their men leffe vi€tuall and 
courfer to keepethem, then ours. Befides, many of | 
them are venturers , and fo sharersin the gaine: And 
therefore wilbe content to liue with litde, to indure 
all difficulties , to worke out all hazards with pati- 
ence , and bee good husbands for the generall , whilft 
they know the profit redounds 10 their particulars. 

2. Secondly , they carry out no coyne from their 
Owne State , but what they bring -in of others ; their 
owne being kept bafe( perhaps for thefe purpofes ) fo 
that they furnish themfelues elfwhere , and weaken not 


the wealth andcommon ftocke which is currantin the 


State, ; ‘ 
3. Thirdly ,they vent the commodities which they 
bring from thence, for the moft partin other places, 
and returne either mony, or other more neceflarie 
fupplies, in ftead of the leffe neceflarie , which they 
carry out. ; 
4. Fourthly, they make (as I haue before noted ) an 
eafie exchange , not trading vpon fo {tri& conditions as 


wee doe, but freely as the Spaniard doth with them 


and others;and fo oftentimes me ete their commodities 
halfe way, and barter powder and shot, for Pepper, 
Cloucs , and other {pices. 5. Fifily, 
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4g. Fiftly, They haue a large territorie and ample 
command in the Eaft-Jvdjes , frommwhence they have 
expelled the Spaniard and Portugal by force, and {fo haue 
farre better oportunity & conveniencie to trade there, 
then any other Nation whatfoever; nay, they are able 
to lade themfelues from theiz owne Lands. Yea, it is in- 
credible what ftrength they haue in thofe parts both of 
men, Forts, and Confederates; and what a circuit of 
ground they command, whereupon thofe rich com- 
modities are growing : All which they haue wonne 
with their induftrie, wifedome, and valour, from this 
Enemy of theirs, having crackt his credit there among 
the Iufidels, as they hope to do heere alfoamongft trae 
beleeyers. Neither hath He hope either there or here, 
ever to recover what Hee hath loft both in reputation 
and Rent, except Hee can worke a divifion amongft 
themfelves, or at leaft betwixt them and vs: which 
therefore to effect, He turnes every ftone, and tryes all 
conclufions Policiecan invent. But I truft, even Thofe 
of theirs that are moft interefled in the quarrels of the Church 
at home , and thofe of ours Ysho are mojtinterefted sw the Ea- 
frerne quarrels, fee the y flue of thefe differences too well, 
ro giue {cope to their affections fo farre , as thereby to 
be made inftruments to repofiefle the Spanyard either 
here or there inthe ground he hath loft. Sincewhat 
they at home helpe to gine the Spanyard, they take from 
theit owne Libertie; and what we take,or helpe to take 
from the Hollander to give to that State, isto take from 
our elves, to giue to our enemies, whilft we weaken 
our beft friends, and make the generall enemy of Chii- 
ftendome ftrong, for.our owne certaine ruine amongit 
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As for the terrible grouth of the Hollander , which 
fome feeme to flartle at,it cannot fright vs; fince their 
principall ftrength is at fea, and foobnoxious to many 
vnavoydeable dangers in their trade , except they hold 
good correfpondencie with vs. For our very Coaft 
wilbe euerable to command them, and hold them in 


awe, and they muft refolue either in flormes to ride 


outall hazards,& fight againft winde, tide, rocks, fands, 
and all other cafualties , or to fubmit themfelues to the 
vercie of our harbours. And in calmes or fayte wea- 
ther they muft paffe enery flie-bote,, at leaft euery Fleet 
they fend out and receiue home, with a guard fuffi- 
cient to keepe vs vnder hatches ; otherwife wee shall be 
fure to gaine more by their voyages, then they them- 
felues that are the venturers. Now how impoflible it is 
forthat State to preuent thefe difafters of theirs, and 
aduantages of ours, is apparent to any man that obfer- 


ueth the fituation of their Coaftand ours,and confide- 


seth how much one Dunkerke ftandes now in their way. 
Thus therefore whether they trade as Marchants or 

men of warre, and vvhether they labour to increafe 

their Eftate athome or abroad, or to hold their owne 


already acquired, our friendship is fo abfolutely necef. 


faric, as they.can doe nothing vvithoutit, nor ftir out 
vvithout leaue.So that God hath bound ys together by 
an vndiffolueable band of neceffitie ; and it were well 
therefore that our hearts afwell as our Lands, and our 
trades in all other places, afwell as at home, were fo 
vaited. Now if I may haue licence after fo many- judi- 
cious perfons that haue handled our trade in the Eaft.

3- Thirdly , wee may obferue our wafte , andfo our 
weakenes in this kinde, when wee fpend in Evgland 
cacetade K more 
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oo THE BELGICRE PISMIRE, 
more wine,velvets, Silks, gold and filver, in Laces, Im- 
broderie,Guilding; more Sugar, Tobacco, Drugs and 
Spices,chen they do perhaps, in the places from whence 
wee fetch them, and where Nature hath made fome of 
them neceflarie nourishments: fo that our owne shi ps 
are not fufficient to furnish vs, but others alfo vent 
muuch of thefe their vanities vypon our Coaft. Thus per- 
haps this orthat man may be the richer by this Trade, 
butI cannot conecive how the publike purfe is filled 
with Bullion,or the Commonwealth advanced, but ra- 
ther much impoverished, and miferably weakned by it. 
As for fuch as fay , The Kings Cuftome is the greater, 
and shipping increafed by it, I can conceive no proba- 
bility in either,but conjeQure,that ftocke which is there 
wafted, and worne out with vfe, would in both thefe 
se{pects, be more beneficial, were it any other-where,. 
or any otherwife employed. 

4. Fourthly, we are tyed tofuch hard conditions,as 
muft needes bee aventer indeed, if wee profit by the 
Voyage : For if we be ftrong, we muft not touch,with- 
Out Spaine feales the Warrant ; and if we be weake , wee 
become a prey to them, orany other. more potent.. 
Thus we are fent out as sheepe among Wolves , and 
like Doves among Kites ; and if we ftirre any of thefe 
contrary to exprefle order, that Iuftice , which would 
moderate all commerce amongft Chrittians, in an eyen 
and equall Balance, makesa prefident of his owne, and 
mues Vs vp at Our returne. 

s, Fiftlyandlaftly, we haueno Land, ora very lit- 
tle in thofe Parts, and fo not the like meanes from our

with thofe feverall Nations, as they have. 

But now if it were poffible to vnite our Trades there, 
and to bring both Nations into one Corporation, it 
would be a meanes to firengthen and affure both parts 
here and there , andto enrich both parts without feare 
of any third, or falling out amongft our felves. 

For I verily beleeve , that that difguft betwixt the 
two Nations in the Eatt-Indies, was not fent thither 
without a Rowish pradtife : nor can Ibeleeve, that thofe 
many delayes and dallyings fince vfed in the compofi- 
tion of thofe grievances , and in not fatisfying His Ma- 
jetties juft demands , proceeded altogether from free 


and loyall thoughts to their owne State, but had the 


corrupt mixture of Spanish Lees in the bottome. Which 
may teach ysto be more charitable, then to cenfure the 
whole Natien for the practife of fome few : fincc wee 
may confider , this State is compounded of members 
diverfly affected ; and that the good and honeft people 
doe fufferin our fafferings , whilft they fee the others 
offer vs injurie, vpon purpofe to make ys breake off, 


| for the benefit oftheir Grand Signior. 


Thus we have feenea glimpfe of that profit, which 
the wxited Provinces make of their Land-enemy: their 
other Enemy is the Water both falt and fresh; of this 
likewife they makea profitable friend, as Iwill labour 
briefly to manifeft, 

The Sea lyes continually raging vpon their Coafts 
in fucha manner, asifit would hourely eate them vp, 
and fwallow all ata mouthfull. It over-lookes them, 
and they feeme to lye vnder it: yet they keepe out this 
{trong enemy atthe armes end by artand induitrie, ha- 
ving nothing but rampiers and paaeees of Sand 
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to oppo it. To make thefe ftrong therefore, and to 
vnite them that they may not be blown away with the 
violence of every ftormy vwvinde, it isincredible yvhat- 
paines they take, fetting a kind of long graffe ypon the | 
fame barren Sands, as curioufly and carefully , as vvee 

{et flowres and hearbesin our gardens : vvhich grafle 
once getting roote, bindes the earth together , that the 


al winde cannot readily come to blow it away, and tea 


cheth them by the like combination to turhe their 
weaxencfie into the like ftrength. Now this were no- 
thing, if they had but a little banke to keepe, but confi- 
dering whata large Coaft they are to guard and make 
good in this manner, (wanting our naturall yvallés of 


a _ rocke) itis a miracle that they should haue fo much ~ 


courage as to vndertake it, and fo much conftancie as 
to purfue it,and fo much cunning as to effeé it. I make 
no queftion if fome Nations, who beare their heades. 
aloft, had the like workein hand, they would either 
Neucr attemptit, or faint and gine oner in the midft ; & 
Caf, Com: rather with the Heluetians , fecke new Countries to in- 
habite, then be at fucha continual coft and care to de- 
fend their owne again{t two fuch enemies at once: 
vvhen thefe notwithftanding , donot only keepe their 
ground, butas they haue dealt yyith Spaine for his ine 
trufion vpon their ancient Liberties , Rights, and Pris © 
viledges , fo heere they haue wonne vpon the Ocean,, 
and recovered a great part from the Seas viurpation; 
patt vvhereof, hauing neither fand nor other foyle to 
helpe them, they defend vith ftupendious heapes of 
ftone, vvhich , vvith incredible colt , they fetch from 
their neighbor Princes, euen in piaces farre remote, for 
monie;and with a continuall {apply of thefe from time 
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fo time, keepe out the entrance of fo furious an adver- 


fary. The affault and battery vvhich the Sea makes in. 


this one place that! hane feenc, isabout an English 
mile long or more, which they defend aod maintaine 
vvith huge piles of timber (broughtlikewife from fo- 
reigne parts) inter-lined vvith thofe heapes of ftone 


- fore-mentioned about the bredth of two or three acres 


all that yvay: otherwife the Sea. would breake in ouer 
all, and foone determine the controuerfie betwixt thens 
and Spaine , taking pofleftion of all from both of theny 
by force. | 

Thus wee fee how this people maintaine their 
owne, both againft the King of Spaime and the Ocean, 
by helpes vvhich they fetch from forraine Nations; 


- yvhilft both ther fouldiers,vvherewith they oppofe the

Spaniard, are principally ftrangers, and the very walles 
and bankes, vvhereby they hold out the Sea are like- 
wife forraine, and far-fetcht. And this is none of the 
leaft part of the Pifmires wifedome and diligence: to 
which. Salomon fends vs for imitation, whilft he faith, 
Goe to the Pifimive , O Sluggard , Confider ber Yrayes , and. be 


Now as they haue this open and able enemie’, the 
Ocean, befieging them almoft about, & affaulting them 
vvithout continually; fo haue they wvithin the factsous 
fresh-\aters, that vvill keepe within no bankes (like 
Schifmatickes, without the falt of fobricty and-difcreti- 


on) ouerflowing them at certaine feafons. Infomuch 


_as their foyle feemesa fpunge in Summer, anda ftan- 


ding Meare in Winter; for then, almoft, all the face of 
the Continent is vnder water. But fee what profit they 
make ofthis Adverfarie, whilft cutting large paflages

from place to place with incredible coft, thefe waters 
wotke for them continually as faithfull feruants, con- 
veying their carriages by this meanes, toand fro, ina 
cheape,, eafie, and fafe manner. And fuch vfe doubdeffe 


do they make of the feuerall (es amd Religions, by 


neceflitie tollerated amongft them , to helpe to cairy 
the generall charge and burthen of the Common- 
wealth, withthe greater eafe and aflurance. 

Nay noronly the water, but the winde alfo is theie 
journeyman , and labors continually for them by Mils 
and other Engines ; fome pumping and forcing the wa- 
ters out of their furrounded paftures ; fome prefling 
Oyles, others bearing flaxe, hempe , copper ;fome grin- 
ding corne , others {pice; (ome making paper , others 
fawing timber; and briefly, neither man, woman, 
or child, neither fea nor land, neither water nor winde 
fuffcred to be idle,but wherefoever it blowes, it blowes 
good to fome of them. And it is remarkable & wonder- | 
full, that though there be many of thefe Mils in every 
towne, yet none of them lacke.worke , but haue afmuch 
to doas they can turne their hands to attend. But whilft 
wee confider the harmony of the whole, together 
with the neceffarie dependancie of one part with and 
vpon another , wee readly fee, that thefe Mils helpe 
to imploy their ships, andtheir ships them interchan- 
geably; So that whereas one {aith wittily but not 
well, How all the elements con{pire there together to 
be naught , to shew their diflike of the naughty people, 
Imay trulyfay, All the naughty Elements are forced 
there to do good, to shew the vertue and diligence of 
the good people, who confpire together in honeft lae 
or and artificiall induftsie. And this is one of the caus 

: ena 
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fes they can do things they vndertake, at cheaper rates 


then many withvs, becaufe they make the artificial], 


Engine toworke forthem , vvhich with the eafieat- 
tendance of one or two difpatcheth the bufinefle, per- 
haps, of twenty. Thusas Sertorivs taught his vveake 
 fouldier to pull off the horfe tayle, haire after haire, 
which a ftronger could not moue together all at once, 


fo thefe make their ftrong wits fupply the defe& of 


weake handes,and with the helpe of Palas or Mercurie, 
_effed that vvhich Briarivs would wonderat. | By this 
meanes an infinite number of people are imployd in 
_ Shippes,Samoreufes, Hoyes, Skutes, and Botes , to car- 
ry and recarry commodities, to fish, fowle s and trade 
_ from towne to towne. So that, though it be hard (as I 
_ haue fayd) to determine whether the Land or Sea be 
_moftt inhabited by this Nation’; yet it is very proba 
ble, and I verily beleeue, that if their Land feedes one, 
and inricheth one, the water feedes two, and inricheth. 
ten forthatone. And fo excellently haue they contri- 
ved thefe channels , as they ferue not only for necefla-. 
ie draines to their grounds, and for highwayes in 
tranfporting their goods commodioufly from: place to: 
place, but for ornamentsalfo to beautific afwell as -in- 
rich their Townes, where the Ships and Botes paffe vp 
and downe through their ftreetes , and loade and vn- 
loade, takein,anddeliuer wares at their doores; the ri- 
vers being walled an both fides with faire houfes , and 
the bankes fet orderly and pleafantly with trees in moft. 
places as you paffe the common ftreetes of greateft 
dealing and firring. 
Thus trade they within landamoneft theméelues, to 
the exceeding pleafure and profit of all, andabsoad at.

Sea by the Eaft and Weft Indian Voyages , by thtir fish- 

ings for Whale , Cod, Sturgeon , Herring, and the like, 

they imploy a world of Shippes and men, and by this 

meanes are not only ableto maintaine the vvarres , but 

to helpe their neighbors alfo vvith Menand money: 

and notvvithftanding all this, to build and plant yvith 
fuch coft and curiolitie , as if they meant not to lofe the 
poffeffion , or did it for the vfe of other men , efpecially 
their good friends the Spaniards, Nay rather they feeme 
to build thus richly and gorgeoufly vpon purpole, as if 
they intended by that meanes to intice the couetous 
and ambitious Spaniards to affault them, and yet vvyith- 
alltoafure the Affaylants of their refolution ; to ftand 
out to the laft man; and thatyhey take not fuch paines 
for the pleafure of any other , but them(elues and their 
ovyne children, efpecially not for their Enemies,vvhom 
they rather contemne then feare, as thee evidences 
manifeft. 

Now as wee paffe along, it will not be amiffe to 
{peake a word of their buildings , whichare faire , large, 
vniforme, all of brick , edged with marble or free-ftone. 
No coft is fpared either to adorne them without or 
within , orto adapt them to the owners vfé. Many of 
theix houfes are paved with blacke and white Marble, 
and curioufly fronted and in-layd with diuerfe rich 
pieces. Yea the paving of their ftreetes is fuch , being 
much of it bricke laid edge-wife , asdoth witmeffe the 
generall willingneffe of their hearts to advance any 
publique worke either for neceflarie vfe or ornament: 
wherein-they area people beyond comparifon forward 
and liberall , fo that all common workes of whatfoeuer 
ssinde , are with great zealeand diligence performed on 


all 
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alfhands, and that they may be vvell and fubftantially 
effected and maintained | no coft is thought too much 
atany hand. 

I tell not any of thefe nigh and notable thinges, as 
wonders farre off, but to make this wonder the more 
notable, that being foneere and fo well knowne by 
many, they are followed by fofew, nay {carce imitated 
by any. 

Their planting is likewife remarkeable , where not 
Only the feuerall Cities and townes haue large , faire, 
and pleafant walkes , fer with trees after an exad, 
| artificial, and beautifull manner , and fo kept and pre- 
ferued with great care and coft ( asthe private Gardens 
of great Perfons with vs, oras Morefields of late, in imi- 
tation of thefe ) but alfo the very hedge-rowes are fo 
fenced, and orderly difpofed, and the high-wayes fo 
planted , as a man would thinke he ftill trauelled 
through private walkes , not publique roades , and 
thorow fares. 

One reafon of this may bee, becaufe through all thefe 
Countries there areeither none or very few Commons. 
Thofe that are, being very {mall, are thus imployd for 
matter of ornament, where the common perfon is 
not fuffcred (as with ys ) to fpoile all at his pleafure, to 
cut downe what his predeceffors planted : but all is pre- 
ferued by general! confent. Which | know not whether 
to atiribure to the good difpofition of the people ,and 
their care of pofteritie, or to the wifedome and dili- 
gence of the Magiftrates , executing good Lawes ftridlly 
and impartially whichtend and ref{pe@& publique vtili- 
ty; or to the people and Magiftrates joyntly apace 
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and confenting in one for the common:good. 

And that Lhaue fome reafon for this doubt, confi 
der that with ysthere is more good ground watted (te 
pafle by Forrefts, Chafes and Parkes, matters of meere 
pleafure, or more pleafure then profit, ) and not to” 
mention Commons which lye dry Winter and Sum- 
mer) infennes and furrounded grounds, then is con: 
tained in all the Lowe-Countries;in all the Low- Countries| 
fay,where meanes for the maintenance of all thefe wars, 
and works, and buildings, and wonders before mentio- 
ned,and after to be mentioned is found out. And thefe 
fennesor Commons of ours (whatfoeucr ether shew. 
they make to the ignorant and vnexperienced at firft 
fight) ferue for nothing but to breed idle perfons , va- 
gabonds, theeues, and beggars : For either, being fuch, 
they refort to thofe placesas.to their harboroughs and 
<ouerts , or comming thither able and honeft men, are 
foone made fuch : Fr, by the charge of the’ poore, 
which they finde there, towhom they are forced to’ 
contribute by the Law. Secondly , by the wafted foyle, 
promifing fairely in the Spring, but deceiuing their ex- 
pectation in Winter, the time of moft need. Thirdly, by 
the converfation of theirneighbors,corrupting one the 
other by idle example. Fourthly, by the oporwnity of 
places out of the way, and fo out of the cye of the | 
Law and Magiftrate , and giuing shelter to all difog- 
ders. So thatin Exglaid generally, where you findethe — 
large(t Comaons,thete you may finde thee miferable 
enormities. Neither will the people learne better either 
by reafon or experience, fo"hath fuperttition wedded 
them to the ezrors of their Anceftors in euery te- | 
Spet. 4 tery a Svea | 
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Butin thefe Countries cither through the lacke of - 


Commons , the diligence of the Magiftrate , or the 
good difpofition of the people, it is farre otherwile, 
where there are none or very few beggars , except neere 
the Court, and thofe moftly of other Nations. For in- 
deed enery man workes ,and depends vpon himfeltfe 
( with Gods blefling ) for his faftenance ; thinking it a 
shame, that two hands should not feedeone mouth, 
_and clothe one backe : None but the aged or impotent 
with them will aske any thing, and they very feldome; 
and that rather by prefenting themfelues as objeéts of 
_ compafiion to the paffenger , then by verball follicitari- 
on. And this is fo well knowne, as families falling 
into decay, haue died through penurie, rather then they 
would make others acquainted with their wants. 
Which obftinacie or pride of theirs I praife not , but fet 
the fame downe only to shew the generofitie and free- 
dome of their natures which abhorres dependancic. 
To preuent this inconvenience , the charitable Szare is 
forced , where the like fufpicion ishad of want, to 
fearch the houfes of fich, and to contribute towards 
their neceffities , by akind of filent and clofe compulfi- 
on. Yea there is often found , that diuers of thefe haue 
beene releeued by mony caft into their houfes, and 
that in large fummes by liberall hands, whilft the per- 
fons have kept themfelues fecret, as doubting the re- 
jection or returneat leaft of their ince benevolences, if 
the receivers had knowne where to make reftitut‘on. 

Andnow indeed I muft confeffe, though their caa- 
tities be not fo full ofoftentation, nor fpent in that 
fort ,that wee ( by the example of our forefathers ) be- 
ftow ours ;thatis ,at the doore ( whidh courte I con- 
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ai denine not, but wish continued, in regard of the aged 


andimpotent perfous, and in regard of the covetous, 


eae who take an eafie exevfe to be vncharitable, and will 


neither give priuately nor publiquely ; and in regard of 
the vain-glorious, who will giue there publiquely orne 
where ) yet it is more properly,and I thinke, more profi.

ia tably beftowed by them then by vs. For.with vs (as 
Hl good Cuftomes may be corrupted ) this Doore.dole (as 1 


may call it) rather makes rogues and vagabonds, then 
releeues aged and impotent perfons. Sothat, asthe 
Abbies , and other like houfes, hauingin their handes 
the liuings of many poore people , (whofe fuperftitious 
forefathers gave fo much to the Church , as they left 
nothing for their children ) might well releeuc at theig 

Luc.ze.47- doores {uch , as vnder thecolour of deuotion and long pray- 
ers they had before rob’d and difinherited : fo doubt- 
Jefle many with vs , hauing before fed them({elues full 
with the fweat of other mens browes ,euen to glut- 
tonie, drunkenneffe, and furfetting , may releeue with — 
their craps, crummes , bones, and broken beere, the 
neceffities of fuch , as they , ortheir predeceffors, haue 
before vndone and made beggers, either by fome hard 
Farme, or by vfurie, or fomecraftie bargaine or by _ 
fuites and moleftations , or fome other the like crueil 
exaction. But thefe onthe other fide giue little at the 
doore (except to the impotent, or to children) but 
their charities are more properly and_ profitably pla- 
ced, uz. 

1. Firft,in putting out poore children apprentifes, 
which haue their trades taught them freely , and their 
micate and drinke they duly receiue at the houfes of the 
better fort from day today by tumes, during their ap- 

picn- 
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prerttiships: Where notwithfanding they are not fuf- 
fered to hang idlely from their worke, and to loytet 
away the time, but fed, difparched , and fen: away pre- 
featly. The like to this, or rather betier, was thatact 
forbinding out apprentifes vvith vs even to husband- 
men in the Country , vvhich vvas hotly purfued a- 
vvhile by fome good Patriots vviih happy fuccefle ; but 


this foone met difcouragements , as many other good » 


thingsdoe, vvhich are executed vvith more heate thea 
conitancie. 

2. Secondly, their charities are (eene in their A/msef- 
boufes for the aged people of both fexes , feuerally by 
them(elues ; vvhofe Roomes art kept, and they tended, 
both im a neceffary and neate manner ;infomuch , as 
aman comming into one of thofe houfes ( as every 
tovvne hath one of them at the leaft, very large and 
faire, vvith gardens andall other neceflaries for the de- 
light and recreation of wearie age) he would judge 
them to be built only for shew and brauerie: Yea, 
eucry (cuerall chamber or Cell is fo adorned and fur- 


nished , as it would not only content the dweller , but 


delight the beholder alfo: Anda ftranger would rather 
judge them the habitations of rich Marchants , then of 
poore decrepide and decayed perfons. 


Il know no Nation exceedes vs in thefe kinds of | 


workes , efpecially fince the Reformation of Religion, 
and that the Golpel came to bee freely preached a- 
mongtt vs,fo that (to the honour of God and His caufe 


| beitfpoken) our chankefulneffe hath beene more fruite- 


full, then our Adverfaries merét: but thefe of ours are 


the charitable adtions of particular perfons , fothat one 


place hath ( perhaps, fuperfluitie of provifions , having 
L, 3 many 
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many Almes-houfes , and another lackes neceflarie fup- 
plies , having none: whereas in the wnited Provinces 
thefe houfes are maintained atthe publike charge of 
the State or the Cities ; and fo every place is alike {uffi- 
cicntly provided for according to an evenand equall 
proportion. 

3. Thirdly, their Wafe-honfes for poore Orphans are 
ordinarie in every Towne, where great numbers of 
children of both Sexes, are educated, (as in Chrifts. 
church Hofpitall in London ) and fome of them taughe 
Trades , others trayned vpin Learning , and every one 
employed according asthey are inclined and found ca- 
pable;and then fent out to feruein the Church or Com- 
monwealth, when they are fitted for that purpofe, 

The women have choiceto goe or ftay at pleafure : 
but ifthey marry, then are they difmiffed from thence, 
yet not empty handed , but fo provided as may ferue to 
fet vp yong beginners, Jeft they should feemeonely to 
marty , as with vs they vie 10 doe too often, to fill the | 


Commonwealth with idle beggars. 


4. Fourthly , their Guett-houfes for ficke are ge- 
nerall in all places, and well provided ofall neceffaries 
as the other before-mentioned. There the fickefin de 
cleane linnen , good beds and fires , attendance , meate, 
drinke, Phificke, Chyrurgerie , and whatfoeyer may 
helpe toward his recovery at the common charge of the 
State. So that-be hea native ora ftranger, an inhabi- 
fant or hired fouldier, or any other perion , if hee bee 


- poore and ficke, hee is admitted and provided for, till 


God difpofe ofhim , either to health or death. Info- 
much as we shall not fee inan Age, a poore man ora 
childe lye ficke groning in the fircetes, nor a diftreffed 

ae woman 
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woman there travelling in child-bed,in the eye of mer- 
cileffe paffengers; as it fals ont too often with vs, more 
I mut confefle,out of foolish pitie, for lacke of execu- 
ting good Lawes for their timely employment, and for 
prevention of idlenefle, then for lacke of charitable 
hearts to relieve their neceflities once decayed. 

5. Fiftly, their Bedlams and Dul-houfes for diftra- 
éted people , and their Houfes of correction or Tucht- 
houfes,for idle people that will follow no certaine nor 
fetled courfe of life, norbetake themfelves to any vo- 
cation, are as ordinarie and generall in every place as 
any of the reft afore-mentioned: and all meanes vied 
to reclayme the firft to their wits, the other to their ho- 
nefties. Neither are any of thefe houfes left to the cor- 
rupt and coyetous abufe of any one man, bur theis 
Rents, disburfements, vfages, and orders, are duly and 
ofien vifited and examined by the Magiftrates & Prea- 
chers, and an open eare affcorded to all complaints, 
with a {peedy reformation of all injuries and abufes en- 
joyned. | ; 

6. Sixtly, their Lumbards or Loane-houfes, are prin- 
cipally for the benefit of the poore , where Brokers are 
not fuffered to take fifty, or one hundred in the hun- 
dred, and ratably in leffe fammmes even to fixe pence, to 
the grinding of the faces of poore men, the difcourage- 
ment of labourers , the maintenance, enticement, nay, 
enforcement and provocation of theevery; but the 
poore may ypom pawnes fupply his owne neceflity at 
eafier rates, and hauc reafonable time of redemption al- 
lowed : for the ordinarie rate for vfe is fiue or fixe in the 
hundted: what the Lumbard takes I certainely know 


not, but in fome places | heare the Lumbard it felfe is 


tied to tho’ lowe rates aforefaide. 
Thus firft, they wifely prouide to keepe men from 
| : tw ky: Wane 
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want, by imployment , and then prouide to fupply 
their wants, if age , ficknes , infirmitie , or cafualtie cat 
them into pouertie, by vnavoydable neceflirie. 

And all thefe with many other charges domefticke 
and forraine , may the more eafily be fuftained, whilf 
the people are naturally or cuftomarily frugall , and 
bound tobe (o, ifnot by Lawes , ( as wee are to no pure 
pofe) yetat leaft by the example of their Predeceffors 
dead and Superiorsliuing, as 1 would to God wee were, 
This frugality of theirs appeares in three refpedts ; in 
their feeding , and cloathing, and calling: or in their 
diet , apparel] ,and titles. 

__ i. Firt, their det is but homely,euery day is nota 
fcafting day , but they know God made a Sea afwell as 
a land, fish afwel as flesh, and appointed there should 
be Fafts afwellas Feafts. Yea,their whole life feemes no- 
thing but to fal from fuperfluity,if wee compare it with 
our ownc,except their excefle. in drinke,which is the on- 
ly ftaine of their Nation : Neither is this fo muchas Ru- 
mour makes it feeme; for euen in this vice | feare wee 
exceede them; at leaft | am fure,ifthey {pend more time 
in drinking then we doe ; wee {pend inore drinke then 
they vfe to doe in the like time. | 

As for their feaftes, ifany exceffe be among them, 
itis there to be found, and that rather in their long 
fittings, then cofily furfets: for thefe their meetings 
feeme meerely to be loue-feaftes , and to be made more 
forfocietie and neighbourhoed , then for the delicacie 
of the Cates, which are neither yarious nor chargeable, 
They travell not over Seaand Land for dainties , nei- 
ther need they travell farre for Cookes ; their owne 
ferue their turne , and fit sheir ftomachs and pallates 

| Detter» 
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better, then either the luxurious [¢alian , or ryotous 
French. Saltis their principall {pice , and they trauellto 
the Indies rather for vs then for theméelues: fince if 
they {pend one pound of thofe Drugges, wee , for that 
one, (I beleene ) fpend one hundred. And the fame may 
be faid of Sugar and other compofitions for fauces , 
which they bring to vs, as to Gluttons, whilft , like 
fober and temperate perfons , they abftaine themfelues 
from the exceflive vfe of thofe vnwholefome prouo- 
cations. 
2, Secondly, as their dietis moderate , where all ex- 
ceffe and wafte is avoyded, fo are they modeft in their 
apparell , shewing themfelues conftant to their country 
fashion , and decently cloathed euery man according 
to his ranke and ftate. The Lawes neede not limit 
them, whilft Reafon is their Law ; and they are asha- 
med to goin fuch apparell , as we shame to be without: 
J meane } as with vs the only glory is to be gay , and the 
gteateft shame to be vnder-clad or euen-clad to our 
Callings: fo with them the greateft shame is to be 
gaudy , and the gteateft glory tobe decently and mo- 
deftly attired , equal] to their abilities, or rather vnder 
then aboue it :But now the light example of the French, 
feconded by our more futable converfation, hath be- 
gun to taint them by degrees with cuery exceffe , efpe- 
cially in apparell ; and if the prouident Magiftrate looke 
not to it betimes, the ynbrideled and licencious youth 
will, in this refped, vndo the publique , and weave fet- 
ters of filke for their owne feete, which their plaine 
and wife forefathers ( in inwitation of the renowned 
Spartans ) broke afunder by induftrie , and kept broken 


by frugality and contemed rufticitie. Afluredly the cu- 
M cuftomary 
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cuftomary fubjedtion to any of thefe vices, effeminates 
the heart of man , and preparesa State fit and fupple for 
any other fubjeQion , how bafe, dejected, or dishono- 
rable foever it bee. | | ) 

3. Thirdly, as their diets and clothes are meane, fo 
are they generally contented with the eftates and titles 
of their Anceftors, not vainely or ambitiouflly hunting 
atrer the badges of Gentilitie or Nobilitic , and vndoing 
themfelues 10 purchafe cither. For they thinke it a 
madnefie to clip their wings , thereby to impe out their 
traines , to leflen their meanes for the increafe of their 
charge, andto fell their Landes to buy titles... Much, 
better us it (fay they ) tobe Earle of Holland in poffeffien, then 
sttular King of Terufalem. And by this contentment they 
enjoy themfelues in a retired prinacie., whilft the 
Common-wealih enjoyes them as able to ferue her in 
all refpects publiquely , as.if they had ftiles. anfwerable 
to their defervings. By this meanes alfo they arenot 
charged with fuch pompe & futniture either.of clothes, 
{tuffe , Plate, and attendants, as fuch a ftate would 
require , nor are they forced , for the fuckling and fatif 
fying of thefe Calues , to draw milke from, the Com, 
mon-wealth till bloud follow, as they muft.do should 
they heighten their ftation. tuo ed behaoss 

I dare fay , that their moderationin. thefe three ref. 
pects , is none of the leaft meanes thar they are fo well 
able to goe through with all other difficulties ; whereas - 
with vs the contrarie affe@ion in thefe particulars , 
workes the contrarie effeats , being the three principal. 
caufes of our generall want. a 

1. Firft for dict , it is wonderfull, that the Belly and 
Backe of England , like Bel and the Dragon ,by Luxurie 
| and 
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and Pride should devoure all Gods bleffings , which 
both by Sea, and Land it felfe aboundantly brings 
forth ; and which, if men and not beaftes had the dif- 
pofing of it, were able plentifully to helpe others; 


_ when as wee, not therewith contented , as if it were 
- fome barraine part of the world, and not one of the 


fruitfulleft, doe call for fupplies out of Ireland and. Scot- 


land alfo, (efpecially of Beefe and Mutton) when no 
| Land in Chriftendome is better furnished of thof fo- 


lid and fubftantiall prouifions then our owne. But 


thofe brethren of ours both in Irelandand Scotland are 


| content with dried fish, barly-broth, milke, whay, 


| ctuds , shamrocks, long woorts, rootes, and the like, 


vvhilft they furnish vs with their flesh which they 


| finde fo vendible in our Markets. 


~ One of the caufes of this may bee the idle wafte of 


| our young fore, euen then when they are new falne fra 


_thedam. What droves of Calues, Lambs, Rabets, and 
) yong Fowle, with fish, fruit, and abundance of other vi- 
ands, are daily devoured in one City of London before 
‘they cometo maturitie, and that for the fatisfadion of 


every prodigal! youth,and luxurious Dame 2 


2. Secondly, for apparell, (befides that no mans me- 
mory can thinke vpon all the out-landish toyes, which 
are howrely brought in, and made neceflarie tovs, by 


the change of fo many new fashions that haue floated 
-amongft vs in their feafons) the principall clothing 
_vfedamongftvs, is both forraine and beyond the abi- 
lity of the wearer, if either his eftate and calling, or the 


Lawes of the Land were looked vpon with refpect. 


But wee are more led in thefe things by theexample of 
our prefentiuperiors, then the Lawes of our wifer pre- 
) M 2 deceflors, 
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deceffors. It vvere bravery therefore indeed vvorthy 
ofa Courtier, knowing otlters would imitate and fol- 
low him in the head of the fashion, to adorne himfelfe 
vvith domeftique ornaments, banishing thofe Dorres 
and Butterflies from his eares and elbowes ,.-who durft 
buzze about him contrarie perfwafions : and whilft 
hee feeth the /talian, French and Spaniard come in Silkess 
to incounterthefe with skarlet cloth ; thofe Exglésh bra- 
ueries, as our Anceftours had wont, and our vvifee 
neighbours vie to doe. What advantage hath an embro- 
dered coate,ofa plaine modeft habite, in treaty or coun- 
fell ? Onely this, that the more fober perfon knowes 
there may be a fudden sharpneffe of vvit, or areferved 


formality, no folidity, where there is fo much vanity. — 
And now, J pray, vvhen Gallants know that this is the 


generall opinion of the world, and their outwardha- 


bits is one of the principall markes whereby men guefle 
at the inward, vvhat haue they gotten by their affe&ted 
braucrie ? nay how much rather, if they bee vvife , haue 


they loft, to buy the opinion of folly at fo deare a rate ? 


doubtleffe, if in thefe kindes wee could bee fo happily 
vvife, as to moderate our {elves either by Lawes or ex- 
ample, wee should foone abate much of our neigh- 
bours pride, vvho for lacke of vent for their vanities, 


vvould bee forced tofpend them vvithin themfelves; 


aud{fo our Broad-clothes would in short time fret out 
their Silkes and Velvets; and wee should learne by the 


frugall example of the vvile Pifmire, to make profite of 


them, as they now make profit of ys. 


The like may be faid of that ambitious difpofition | 


or humour of ours to hunt after titles, as if the Calen- 


tare of Spayne had infected our more temperate climate, © 


and 


aud fo intoxicated our judgements, that like perfons 
giddy vvith high climbing, or high looking, vvee had 
forgot our owne ftanding, infomuch as the Yeomanarie 


afpires to Gentilitie, the Gentilétie to Nobilitie, the Nobilt- Ef, 14,14. 


tie to Principalitie: Every one with Lucifer laying, Ero /7- 
mils altifimo. And thus Confufion mixcth all, and 
martes all. 

There are Lawes to prevent all thefe diforders, and 
to keepe every man inhis ranke : 


| whiltt thefe vices often liue im the perfons. that should 


execute them. So.that the offence is lawfull , the Lawe 


js Gofull ; vice hark gotten the vpper-hand of vertue, 


and the Lawe now either ferves to no end, or onely 


_ ferues to shew vs our trauferefsions, and how apt wee are 


to doe whatfoever Iuftice prohibites, though therein 


_ wee contradiét both the will of Ged and the King,, Would 
 Godthat heereafter whofoever durit prefume to begge 


the penaltic of a Statute ordayned for preventing or 


zemooving thefe and the like common annoyances, 


thereby to make the lawe voyd for his private benefites. 

| (difpenfing with.a generall offence done to the Com.. 

» mon-wealth) might be counted a traytour (as truly hee 

+ isno better) and fo:punished for his treafon, tbat others 
might heave, and feare, and do wo more {o. 


i might adde fitly in this place the feveritie of the 
Magiftrates in the waited Provinces ,in taking all mulds 


| ofthis kinde where the tranfgreffion is common, and 
_imploying fuch forfeitures-to the generall good of the 
| State , mating with the blood of one Scorpion, am Antidoie a- 


eainft the poyfon of others. Likewife 1 might {peake of 
their Mercie in that which concernes life, infomuch 
as, though Fellonie be death by their Lawe,yet few die 


But they lye dead,, 
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for the firft offence. but haue two orthree admonitj. 
ons by whipping , and branding, before they be cutoff 
as dead members. Butindeed their general diligence 
fo takes them vp, and prouides fo well for their im. 
ployment, as there are very few theeves amongtt them, 
in comparifon of other Countties-vvhete idleneffe is 
more permitted. 
I mutt likewife tell you, how not only Robbery, bur 
cuen that clofe kinde of theft, ufurie, vvhich eats vp 
all trading, and picks the pocket of euery profeffion, is 
no free-denizén in their Land, but ameere ftranger og 
{ojourner, and that a very poote one : And how by this 
meanes Land is boughtand fold at good rates, and the 
ttocke of euery man kept ftirting in fome kindeor o- 
ther ; vvhich quickens the’ Common-wealth > and 
Keepes the backe of the Marchant from breaking, “And 
1 could wish , by the way, with all my heart, that it 
were banished Evglimdalfo , or at leaft muzled for ‘bi- 
ting fo deepe: Or, if neither of thefe, yet that the 
bandes and affurances might ‘be publiquely recorded, 
anda part of the intereft kept backe to the vfe of his 
Majeftie and the Church, towards the redeeming of 
improptiations. And great reafon for this, fince now, 
offending againft God and the King, they+pay ne- 
thing of their increafe to either; but by this meanes 
might be reftrained , or at leaft conftrained to do his 
Majeftie feryice, and to recover to the Church their 
ancientright ; which to performe, Idoubtnot, from 
the tenths of the vfe-money in Eveland, a fumme fuf- 

ficient might {peedily be raifed, 
I might likewife shew their equity, not Onely in de- 
ciding contoyerfics, and cuning off delayes in Lawe 
; eth ; with

with expedition , but alfo in providing for the poore 
Debtor, who hath not to pay his Credivor. For if it ap- 
peare, thateither fire , fea, furetiship, truft, or fome 
fuch croffe, or (as we fay ) cafualty, hath impoverished 
him ; and that his wants arife not either from prodiga- 
lity , or flouth , or fome perfonall defe& in his Calling, 
he shalbe inabled and fet vp againe; at leaft, if hee be 
caft. into prifon, the mercileffe man, who with vs fayth, 
He will make Dice of his bones; shall be forced to keepe 
him thereat hisowne charge. And (0 itis , if the fuite 
finell of vexation in the Plaintife, or ifthe Defendant 
oughtand be able, but fraudulently denies, or delayes 
to fatisfie the Plaintife,a quicke and {peedy tryall mani- 
fefteth the truth, and cuts off thofe demurres ; which 
with vs had: wont to. occafion greater loffe of time and 
money , then the Joffe of the debt, or thing in queftion 
could haue beené to either party , at firft.without fuire : 
though now to the honour of the Clergie ; Confcience 
Begins to finde the right end , to vawinde that infinite 
bottome of controverfies , which the confufed variety 
of opinions had made in the determination of Right 
and Wrong. Yet whether thatcourfe oftheirs , where 
the imprifoned lycs at the charge of the AGor, would 

doe well or no with.vs , !doubrt ; though there, 1am af- 
fured, irneither makes any’ man the leffe wary of his 


eftate , or the leffe carefull to pay his debts ; neither is. 


dealing any thing the more dead; every man fo honeft- 
ly and-dire@tly. aymes to doe what he is able for the ge- 
herall fatisfaQion ofall; fo that few repent ofany truft 

they have affoordedothers. ? 
I might here alfo obferveamongft them , that which 
Comines obleryes of the Venetians; that ypon every ¢x- 
, ce NE 4 tra- 
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raordinary occafion , when they are to confult about 
any {peciall point of State, or execute any thing conful- 
ted of , which concernes the publike fafety , they begin 
at God, and appoint certain Bid-dayes ,asthey callthem, 
or dayes of Fafting and prayer , to implore the dire@ion 
and afliftance of God in the profpering of their enter- 
Com.lib.g, Prizes.. And as Comenes , vpon that occafion , both pray- 
capi2z. feththe Venetians, and pronounceth them blefled; fo 
doubtleffe may I fay of this people, that they profper 
the better in all their vndertakings and attempts, for 
this their folemne , doyout , and pious proceeding. 
Whereas we pafle bythefe, and the like paflages with- . 
outobfervation, and haue loft Prince of excelleut hope, 
and haue had. the Daughter ofour K 1 N G, great with 
Mat.t4.r9. Childe , andin the depth of Winter , a/fate and [eafon unfit 
20. for flight ..and by our Saviours direction to be prayed againft; 
pen 20 ynmercifully hunted vp and downe Uke a Partridge , or 
Reuel, 121 like that Woman in the Revelation, pur {ued by thé Dragon, 
2.3.4.6 from the heaven of a Kingdome and Princpalitie , through the 
“Ylderneffe of many Yooes and miferies, with infinite other 
difficulues and barbarous. indignities , impoffible to be 
proffered or forced vpon Ladies by generous fpirits, and 
impoffiblero be borne and overcome, but by an invin- 
ible fpixit: And hane feene a Palatinate {poyled , the 
chiefe City (San@uary forthe perfecuted members of 
Chrift; a Seminary of piety heretofore) ftormed, taken, 
poffefled , and made a Cage for vncleane birds: yea, all 
the reft blockt vp and befieged beyond hope of reco- 
yery: The Church alfo amongtt the Grifons, and in 
France opprefled and pesfecuted; and yet for all: this | 
haue notfafted ameale, shedateare , let flie a pnblike 
figh ,or generall grone, abated any of our pompe or 
prides 
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pride , for thefe afftidions and humiliation ; but rather, 
like corrupted flesh , fwel’d higher for theft ftrokes ; or 
as fenflefle limbes,haue not felt the cauterizing and cut- 
ting offour owne members. Nay, 88. andthe Powder. 
pot are forgotten , or we haue forgotten to giue thanks 
for thofe deliverances ;or whether we may praife God 
for them or no, I know not, but Lam fure of this , that 
we doe not. 

Perhaps this may bee the peoples fault, who are fo 
farre from obferving extraordinary and religious Fatts, 
as they will not obey the Magiftrate commanding or- 
dinary and civill Fafts for politicke refpects. Perhaps it 


may be the Priefts, who should obferve when God calleth Yoel.t, 14; 


vs to fafling, and then admonish the Magiltrate , and 
blow the trumpet to excite the people to mourning. 
Perhaps the fault may be generall , Peace and Plenty 
having rockt ys afleepe with a continuall feaft of fixty 
and foure yeeres long , fo that now we haue forgot ta 
faft, or haue bodies vnapt for that exercife. But where- 
foever the fault is, I wish ic were mended. ‘ 
I should conclude all with a touch of their Counce, 
and politique Government in point of State, but thag 
the bufineffe is too deepe and private for my inquifi- 
tion: Onely I obferue a generall freedome permitted 
and vfed , where generall actions which concerne all, 
and are maintained by all,are generally debated,argued, 
fifted and cenfured by all men without contradiction, 
And this ( I thinke ) to the end either that Rumour ha- 
ving {cope enough to play in , may die withoutan Ec- 
cho ,or that fo the beft and worit may bee feene or 
heard, and all danger and advantages difcovered which 
are fubje@t tothe common eye. But after all this , the 
| ‘Si ae N  refolution 
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refolution and conclufion is filent and fodaine, whiltt 
they giue all men libertie to informe, they themfelues 
only dire& and difpofe of the bufinefie : for they feeke 
not the fatisfafion of their owne wils fo much , as the © 
gcnerall fatisfaction ofall , where it may be with the 
goodofall. Andwhilft mendoe nohurt witn their 
hand, they permit them freely to do all the good they 
can with their tongues , without feare of punishment, 
No man doth any thing, which he is ashamed to 
heare of ; or if he doth euill (as all men may erre ) defi- 
reth to heare of it by any meanes, that fo.he may the 
better and fooner know how to amend it.. It is the in- 
folent and obftinate which hideth his faukes , and 
{tops the mouth of truth by violence;the penitent con- 
fe fleth his error, becaufe he intends to giue fatisfaction. 
And now I haue showne you but aglimpfe orsha- 
dow of the true ftate of thofe Countries; what need 
wee fecke for Plato his communitie , or Sit Thomas More hig 
Vtopia, when the realitie of their wishes and beft con- 
ceptions are brought into action ; andthe beft of what- 
they fancied might bee , is heere feene truly to bee , af- 
ter a mott exad and corrected Copie? ‘And this is 
enough to make all wifemen well affe@tioned towatd 
the people, which I wish with all my heart, that fo 
our aflociation might be firme , our imitation fafe. 
‘Whatshall we need to tranell to fuch places for fashi« 
ons as affoord nothing but what wife men and good 
men shun? Let vs rather flocke thither where all things 
abound , which wifemen and good men feeke : Fidelity 
in bargaines and contraits , wifedome in counfell, firength ia 
warre , brotherly lowe aud affurance, modesty and frugalitie ; 

and that | may fay all in a word, Piesie , and Religion. 
hy ss gaat Bs 9 For 
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For that which I heare fome whifper in fcorne a- 
gainft this Evcomium of their pictie, as if there were no- 
thing leffe cared for then Religion amongit them, 
whete all Religions are tollerated , is eafily cleered to 
an indifferent and vnderftanding ludge : confidering, 
Firfi, that they are in warre, and mutt for that caufe 
hold good quarier with all , but in regard of their 
owne infected members, whofe corruption might 
otherwife be wrought vpon to breake out, asalfo in 
regard the burthen of the watre requires many able 
fupporters, who muft bee wooed and bribed wiih pri- 
yate libertie , to defend the publique; and oftentimes 
wee fee Iydas carries the purfe , and the moft able are 
notalwayes the beftaffected. Secondly , where the gold 
“and riches of Infidels are imployd to invade the State, 
they thinke it lawfull to vfe the gold of ewes, Turks, 
and Heretikes to defend themfelues withall. But if 
any object ; the Enemy takes the Infidels gold by com- 
 pulfion without contra& , and therefore his act is 
lawful: thefe fay, They doe it without compulfion, 
with the confentand good liking of the sew, and there- 
fore they hold their courfe more juftifiable. Thirdly 
and laftly, they area Common.\wealth , and {o want that 

" abfolute power ouer their members, which Movarchies 
haue and may vie; and therefore are forced fometimes 
to winke atfingular Mifchiefes, for the ayoyding of 
wniveriall Inconveniences. Neither are they apt or defi- 
rous to preffe the confcience too ftridtly , fince God hin 
felfe faues no man against his Will. 

But as Iimuch lament that the wine of giddie Schifme 
should dif mantle the Chriffiaa Common-wealth, to the 
{candall of Jewes and Turkes, and derifion of Achesits, 
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vvishing vvith all my heart it yvere otherwife: fo with. 
all I vvish, fince fuch a happineffe as vniverfall Peace 
cannot be hoped for, till it pleafe God to effeét it by 
miracle, that in the meane time there yverean equal] 
toleration of Religion thorow alf Chriftendome; wvith 
provifion, that none but one Religion should’be profet- 
fed, and publiguely preached in one place, though 
others might there liue fafely and freely vvithout im- 
peachment of their confciences , perfons, or goods; fo 
they neither made attempt of violent mutation, nor 
had publique meetings, or harboured fuch teachers as 
vvere contrary in opinion to the Church and State 
vvherein they lived. | 
And (if it be lawfull for filly fubje&s, vvho ftand a- 
loofe of to prie into the facred Arke of their Sove- 
raignes intent, and fo to gueffe at their hidden purpo- 
fes) I verily beleeve, that this, or fomething like it, is 
that vvhich his Majeftie aymes at, if he could effeG it as 
well in Izaly, France,and Spaine,as he vyould ypon thofe 
or better tearmes, vvillingly grant it in England, Other- 
wife bee fees it vvould be prejudiciall and difadvantage- 
Ous to the 7ruth,to permita tolleration only in England, 
except he could likewife eftablish it vniverfally. But 
then it were to be hoped, that Truth would get ground 
of falshood by familiaritie ; and that civill communion 
vvould prepare the mind for fpirituall, and not faffer 
fuch an averfeneffe to continue amongit vs, as is novy 
generally profeffed, vvhen Chriffians hold each other in 
vvorle account then Turfes. Infomuch as fome men fay, 
and it eemes not yvithoutfome reafon , that they had 
rather liue vnder the Turke’, then vnder the King of 


cile 
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eifeof their religion , at leaft the libertie of con{cience; 
burthe Iaquifitios of Spaine tyes all men in a Tyranni- 
call manner to be flaues to Rome,and forceth them with 
tortures to renounce their Faith,doing violence tothe 
-will of man , which they themfelues hold to be free, 
ewen whilft they punish the perfon and will for being 
fo. And affuredly therefore, as religious pretences and 
a ftric&t obfervance of the Rowmish Faith, Haue much 
advanced the Spavisb Conquefts one way, amongft 


fooles that wilbe eafily:mif-led with flourishes: fo the . 


prefling of the Zvquifition ypon conquered Countries 
hath hindered his Conquetfts in other partes amongft 
wife and free Nations, who can looke into thofe dou- 
ble drifts of policie. And this difcoverie hath faved 
Chriftendome from: that Catholique fubjéfion , at 
which that State hath mainely aymed , euer fince it ac- 


quired the ambitious title from that Citty and Sea, Where Avoc:1 8? 


the Mart of {uch soyall Marchandize is kept. 

For wee fee, whilft the Zurke holds all men shalbe 
faved in their feverall Religions, fo they be conftant to 
them, thefe hold all Chriffians to be Hereticks , that ad- 
here not in all points to their opinions though never fo 
abfurd, abhor’d, and contradictorie to the revealed 
will of God. And, thefe fuppofed Heretickes, they 
purfue with the ytmoft violence , malicious hearts can 


expreffe by cruell ations, vfing them worfe then a righte- Pro, 12. 10 


ous man would ufe bis bea? , which he:knowes is his fel- 
low-creature : When thefe,forgetting all refpeG& to Man 
the true image of God, as themfelues are, do prefer 
dead Idols of their owne invention before him ; Yea, 
and thinke there isa fufficient caufe to deftroy him, if 
he will not, with them, dishonour the Image of God

cannot bee till the rigorous Imquifition be abolished, and — 
greater freedome giuen to Chriflians to converfe, and a 
better and more charitable conceit wrought and ad- 
mitted on both fides of each other. For then ‘there 
might be hope of a generall Councell, where all'might 
freely and without perill or prejudice {peake, which 
is the only abfolute Phificke for this Maladie, | 

But if this meeting might not yet bee vniverfall , in 
regard of that imperioufnefle which W4utichrist chalen- 
geth, and exercifeth over the whole Church, which 
will be hardly layd downe without blowes and bloud; 
then, atleaft, would-fuch an vnanimity and confent 
might be wrought amongft the Reformed Churches bya 
gcnerall meeting, as leaving every Church free to their 
owne formes; mightbinde vs togetheragainft the com- 
mon Enemies, in fuch a firme, fure, fundamentall , and 
brotherly ynity , for poynt of Fath ,as.a Ceremony or 
shadow , ora fingular conceit , or an opinion about the 
skirt or hemme of Chrift garment , should not beable 
to shake or feparate the Communion, or to juftle ys 
from each other at fuch a diftance. 

But whitheram I travel’d beyond the wifedome of 
the Pifmre, out of her element? Zeale hath tranfpor- 
tedme, and (1 hope) that zeale which is according vute 
knowledge. Paul may bethought mad, Fesfusislo: Hee 
cannot be befides himfelfe,who is not befides the truth, 
As for thofe which fay , This courfe of connivencie 
would breed Atheists , Libertines , Free. guefis, and luke- 
warme perfons , (for lcount them all one ineffed: ) I

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anfwere , Simon Magus willbe fuch, though he be Si. 
mon Peters difciple , heare him preach daily , and fee him 
doe miracles. Norcan perfecution {0 well diftinguish 
truth and falshood, as profperity: It is Gamaliels counfell Aa, 5.58, 
and fentence ; Let them alone; for if their counfell be of men, 39 
it will come to nought , but if it be of God , ye Cannot overe Mat. 13-50, 
throw it, lest haply yebe found even to fight againft Ged. 
And now to returne to my purpofe , and to demon- 
ftrate all that I haue {ayd in praife of rhis people, that 
my Countrymen may not paffe the feas , or travell farre 
for a proofe, ler them looke into Matter Camden in his Camd. 
Britania, in the title of Pembroke. shire, and alfo into Ma- Br't. in 
fter Speeds Chronicle concerning (ttle England beyond Spee Ez, 
Wales, inhabited. by the Dutch-men in the time of Henry 
the 3. and fe what they fay, both for the juft praife of 
that people , for our and their confanguinity; and fora 
briefe, yet full confirmation ofall that I hau faid,more 
largely and loofely. 7 
Orlet every Reader take a neerer courfe , andlooke 
home to the next great Towne inhabited by the Durch in 
our Land, andconfider in what ftate fach places were 
at their firft arrivall ,.and how they have increafed in 
wealth, people, beauty , order, and trading, fince theix 
admiffion and entertainment there,and (I beleeve ) he 
will be of my mind. | 
. Fo inftance one place for all amongft many that I 
know, looke vpon the City of Norwiches which may be 
a mirror to all the Kingdome befides; and that partly I 
might fay , principally by their meanes. The order and 
2ood governement of the Magiftrates, the diligence of 
the Citizens, their quicke trading, whereby they fet

' boutthe Citie, isnotable and admirable. Thisis prin? - 
cipally occafioned by the example of the Dutch , asalfo 
by a kinde of vertuous emulation , to which the English 
are excited by their diligence. And this, though it 
move cnvie in the bafer and flouthfuller fort, who are 
loth to fee others live by them, and fay they are preju- 
diced by the cheape fale of fuch'wares as the Strangers 
worke: yet others of better mind and metall, are in- 
couraged by this, and provoked to fare hard , to be fru- 
gall, to -worke early and late, that they may ‘ell as : 
cheape, and make as good worke as the Stranger. | | 

Many neceffarié’ trades they haue brought in a- 
mongf{t vs , whereby our owne materials , and our men 
are joyntly well imployed: they haué beene the In- 
venters of many profitable Engines both for peace and 
‘warre: Travellers by Sea and Land are beholden to 
their labors ; and for the belly , they haue taught vs by 
rootes, fruite, and the Garden crop, to {pare much flesh 
and Corne , if wee were as wife and willing to vie 
them as they doe. This doubtleffe is a good preventi- 
on for dearth and fearcitie, and 1 would it were made 
more generall in our Land , that {0 wee need not {pend 
allour flesh within our {elues, ‘at leaft not borrow of 
others, who haue farre more need of their owne then 
wee. There was-once a courfe taken by the Iudges to 
fcttle and reward fuch planters and Gardiners at the 
publique charge in euery place ; but being only pro- 
pounded, and never farther enquited after, it yani« 
shed, and died affoone as it was conceived , before it 
could conceiue and bring forth a yeeres increafe, 

I might heere alfo shew you, how, notwithftanding 
their numbers, and that they all, or the greateft part 

i i See ~ jue 
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livevpon their handie-labour, yet they are not bur- 
thenfome to the places where they are feated , but ra- 
ther every way helpfull vnto them. None of them 
beg of ys , their owne poore they fuftaine within them- 


felves, (though they finde vs willing to helpe them)and 


in alliefpeéts shame the flothful, cheare vp the diligent, 
and fatisfie the wife and well-minded. So that wee 
may evidenily fee , as Ezipt was blefied both for J0- 


fophs fake, andin hauing him an inftru@er, to teach 


them to prouide wifely ina plentifull feafon againita 
famine; fo are wee happy, in hauing thefe men with 
vs as examples of imitation , and bleffed alfo by God 
for their fakes. Wherfore to shut vp allin a word: 
Since God hath giuen vs one originall , not only 
from Adam or Noah , ot laphet , but ina farre neerer line 
to be derived from our firftarrivall in England, and fo 
fitted our natures and manners together, that ( except 


, fome {mall differences which will be betwixt Nation 


and Nation , cuen by the different temperature of the 
foyle and ayre , or other naturall accidents, as betwixt 
brother and brother in ahoufe) wee agrce well , and 
feeme as if wee were one people. 

Since it hath pleafed God fo to place vs vpon earth, 
that one may conveniently helpe another in {pite of 
the interpofition or oppofition ofany third. - 

Since they may ferue as neceffarie venters of our Com- 
Modities, and wee as able Suppliers of their neceflities. 

Since God hath made both of vs ftrong in shipping, 
fo thar joyning in one aswee hadwont, no Prince is 
able to touch either of vs, but wee remaine Mafters at 
Sea ;and that the only way to conquer vs both , isto 
dif-ynite and diyide vs. 
bi.. oo Q since

Since wee havehelda league inviolable for many 
hundred yeeres (a matter of fuch moment, as France and 
Scotland would not be disjoynd in this refpe& , notwith- 
{tanding the accefle,addition,and ynion of England) and 
haue interchangeably affiftedand feconded cach other 
in warres, and haue done and received more curtefics 
to and againe ofeach other, then of all Chriftendome 
befides: witneffle our Chronicles of old , the late fea-fight 
in §%, asalfo the acknowledgement of that gratetull 
Lucene of glorious memorie, Elizabeth , in her Letter to 
the Lord of Davesvord , Admirall of Holland, Auguft. 144 
i598. in thefe words amongft many others : 

The loue and diligence ‘which my Lords the States hane vfed 

in this action. , doth Ywitneffé vato vs , That the fuscere affection 
Wee hane ener borne to the vnited Provinces , and benefites 
bestowed vpon them , bane not beene ill imployed, rc. And a 
little after in the fame Letter ; Moreouer your zeale and 
affection to vs-ward, doth increafe our debt towards you, the 
knowledgement \Whereof is fo deepely imprinted in our heart, 
a Wee thought good by thefe Letters to make Some part of fa-~ 
tus faction , the which Yee intreate you to impart to the whole 
companie of our friends under your command letting thena 
underfland befide , that they may be Yell affured, that as here 
tofore Wee haue ginen fuf ficient teftimonie of our fincere af 
fection towards their Countrie » Wee ave now by their valour

When no thought or cogitation was in this Kings 
minde of any breaclbetweene himand his fubictts, in 
| theyeere of our Lord 1544. certaive of the ra(calitie 

beeing fuggelted by fedicious Preachers, and thoie Prea- 
chers fet on by fomie of the Nobilitie, little better then 
bankrupt, they began in moft rebellious rage, to fall to 
the robbing and fpoyling of Churches. The Ducheffe 
_ of Parma being at Bruxels yvhen the newes of this out- 

ragious and generall facrilegious theft vvas brought vn- 
to her, was much amazed thereat, and demanded of the 
Earle of Barlamont, (who then was prefent) what they 
wvere that had donethis., vvhereunto hee an{wered her 
in French, Ceffe font que de Geus , vvhich as much to fay, 
they are but Rogues or Rafcals. The Church.robbers, and 
thofe that fet them on worke, yvhereof fome vvere 
Gentlemen, (though much vaworthy of that title) ha- 
uing gotien notice how the mame of Genus was ginea 
them, did foorthwith accept of the name , and wore itt 
fead of brooches on theit hats, little woodden dishes, 
to betoken beggars dishes; and fome of that fort did af- 
terwards weare Foxe tailes in their Hats in flead of fea- 
thers ; fo as it feemeth they tookea gloric in this wore 
thy name : for they alfo cued a print or ftampe of a 
Cocke to be made, at whofe mouth the words Vine les 
Gews par tout le monde were fet downe, vvhieh is as much 
to fay, Live, or flourish may the Rogues oner all the \werla: 
and the paper-prints or pictares taken from this ftamp, 
were fet vp in all houfes, tapho afes, and taulernes where 


they frequeuted ; herehence it commieth , that in all the

Low-countties, this kinde of people doe vnto this day, 
beare the name of Geufes,howbeit they haue fince beene 
taught to call themfelues she Reformed , but Proteftants 
they neither doe,nor cuer did call themfelaes. 

Here haue you the originall and beginning of the 
breach betweene the King of Spaine , and thefe his Ne- 
therland fubie&s; and as touching their beeing oppret- 
fed and wronged by the King of Spayne, and in danger to 
be brought vnder the feueritie of the Sparish Inquifition, 
the blame that the King of Spaiwe herein deferueth is,

ry Tuorkes , and Mahometans bee {candalized to be- 
hold it. Samer 
Now becaufe the King of Spayne had: fworne at his 
being in the Netherlands, to defend the Church and 
Eccletiafticall perfons in their auncient and Chriftian 
Priuiledges, and that he apprehended Church-robberie 
to be theft, he fo much wronged thefe people, as to fend 
the Duke of -4/ua to punish this theft, which (as I take 
it) was as litile wrong, asto hang a Minitter for ftealing 
of abooke of Martyrs out of a Parish Church in London 
Aas pL i Tawny 
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Tawny-carfe. 

Youhaue here faid fomething to no purpofe: yet 
firft to anfwere your falshoods, and thento adde that 
vvhich is trve. Your fpeech confifts of two parts: inthe 
one you labour to cleare the King of Spaine from all op- 
preflion; in the other,you fecke to caft all she faultypon 
the people,and elpecially vpon thofe of the Reformed Rée~ 
ligion,yvhom by the vvay, as farre as your skill will ferue 
you, you fpet vvith three or foure crimes, which! dare 
fay, you count proper to the cantfe. 

Firft, I vvillingly grantthe quiet pofleffion of Philip 
the (econd King of Spasve in thofe Prouinces, and the 
generall obedience vyhich the people yeclded to him, 
during thetime of his flay among{t them, all which 
augments his obligation of loue. But whereas you lay 
the caufe of thefe enftiing warres, to the rafcall multi- 
tude, fedicious Preachers, and bankrupt Nobilitic (as 
you ftyle them) you shall finde your owne gloriousand 
‘Catholique Companie to be thele Rafcals, your owne 
Popish Clergie to be the fedicious Priefts, your owne 
bloudie Nobilitie, to be thefe bankrupts of true Bloud 
and Nobilitie. For the reprochfull name of Gews caft vp- 
oo them, vvhich you interpret Rajfcall, they wore it, and 
the enfignes and badges of it, as an honour, to let the 
world fee, the King of Spaine and his Councell, efpecial- 
ly the Clergie, accounted no better of thems , then of 
Rogues or beggars, and intended with the vim oft {peed 
to make them (uch, vvhich alfo they expreft by the 
woodden dish. 
 Asforthe Foxe taile, vvhich you fay, they wore in 
their Caps, it was perhaps to put you in minde,that nei- 
ther they nor their Preachers were fuch Votaries a5 your 
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70 A Tongue-combater. 
chafte Friar Cornelius Adrianfan of Bruges; vvho being a 
molt zealous perfecuter of the Geufes, and very deuoute 
and obedient to the Churchtef Rome and the Catholike 
King, inuented an Order of humilitie and innocencie, 
and vied to vvhip the penitent female foules , that hee 
confeft,with a Foxe-tayle ftarke naked, telling them it 
became Innocencie to bee feene fo. This muft needes bee 
a fore and feuere kinde of Penance both to them and to 
him; yet not fo abfurd and abhord, as that Sodomiticall 
practife of the Friars of Ganz and Bruges; for which much | 
about that tinte, many were.burnt, and many were 
vvhipt, by the fentence of the Court of anders, beeing 
all men of their owne Religion. 

For the hanging vp of a Crucifixe vpon the Gallowes 
at Gorium, vvherewith you charge the people, I mutt 
confeffe I allow not of the fa@; nay rather I condemne 
jcras an idle and{candalous action, neither can I fuppofe 
jt true; yet admit it were fo,then doubtleffe either it was 
done by fome irreligious perfons, who mixed théfelues 
vvith the multitude of rash Reformers; or if by fomeo- 
thers, out of blinde deuotion and indifcreet zeale, they 
might defend themfelues with thefe reafons,which you 
can hardly refute. :

ry Prouince, holds apart from othets, as proper onelyto - 
themf{elues, I vvill onely shew you a few of tho‘e Priz- 
ciples (rather then. Priasledges) of State, vvhich thefe | 
Naiions hawe preferued intire in generall,notwithftan-' 
ding the many powerfull hands they haue in that time 
pait thorow; when, eucn the mott noble and generous 
Nations, vvho boaft and glorie of uninerfal Monarchies, 
haucindured in lefletime many violent changes, anda® 
totall and finall lofle of their Liberties. , 
The 


; 
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The Batanians(for that is the moft generall name pro- 
per to this people) were origi nally of the Cattens, now 
called Heffens ; they firft pofleft the Land which they 
now hold, without iniurieto any other Nation or per- 
fon, finding it not inhabited by reafon of many wants 
and inconueniences, vvhich their invincible indufiries: 
haue fiuce ouercome; and much ofitalio not habitable, 
in regard of fundry difficulties vvhich their admirable’ 
inuentions haue fince remooued, or conuerted into: 
profitable helpesand neceflarie com modities. Thus o- 
riginally they are free vvithout forraine tenure for the: 
place, or complaint of any perfon for elbow-roome or 
catrunfion. Their Gouernement alfo was as free as. go- 
wernementcould poflibly be: they chofe their Gouer~ 
nours themfelues, yvere he one or more, King, Gene- 
sall, or Earle; and cuer had refpect that their Liberties: 
and welfares should not reft in the bofome or difpofi~ 
tion of one man oncly; but fo wilely and warily proui- 
ded, that were he wife or foolish, vertuous or vvicked,. 
wat ant ot cowardly, true or falfe that ruled for the time, 
he might profit them , but should haue no power to 
ruine them himfelfe, or betray them to be ruined by the, 
Tyrannie of others. 

For thisendalfo they chofe a certaine mixed numbet 
of the Nobles. and Commons to fitin Councell,whons 


they called States General; andinthefe confifted a great 


art of the Soueraigntie, at leaft power to qualifie the 


ouer-fwellingtorrent of Tyraunicin the Superio ur,and 


to reprefle and ftay the headftrong and difobedient fary 
of the inferiour, and to Mand im the midft as a Modera-

In thele States vnited, together with their Prince, 
(whatfocuer title he bore) was the Soueraigne Power in- 
cluded; yet fo, as they had reference in all great affaires 
to the people alfo; vwho were not shut ont, (like beaftes 
by Butchers againtt the day of flaughter) but called to 
counfell, if the bufinefle concerned them, andthe gene- 
tall vvelfare. And to fay truth, many of the States were 
of thefe Commons, who therefore would carefully 
looke to preferue the common libertie.

And, that you may 
apprehend this cleare truth the better , Iwill produce

to vnite the feventeene Prouinces in one folide body, ma- 
king rhereof'a Kingdome, and himfelfe abfolute King 
of that Kingdome. But, beeing hindred by {trong op- 
pofition athome, and ftronger ingagements abroad, he 
was forced to leaue that worke imperfect , to bee made 
vp bythe art and induftrie of his fonne Philp the {e- 
cond. He onely had left the rough draught, and firft 
patterne of that Monarchie, which the times facceeding 
should polish and make perfe& : to which end hee re- 
figned the Netherlands to hisfonne Philip the fecond,ve- 
ry carly, to giuehimtime, and the aduantage of actiue 
and fortunate youth, to'enter vpon this worke, and ta 
finish it. All which was done ( the Kings fecret intent 
oncly referued to himfelfe and his Chamber-councell) 
with the confentof the States Generall, who gaue him | 
the Oath, which they adminifter to all their Princes, to 
obferue the Cuftomes of the Presiases, and preferue 
their Liberties intire.

command of the bafeft vaflall that should be borne Spa- 
nish, and be there fent to domineere.

temptand great diflike of the 2ccherlands, althorgh 
they vvere his patrimoniall inheritance,contrary tothe 
admonition and counfell of C4risfotle ginen to Alexaite 
dcr the Great, That to the Greciaws he should shew him- 
felfe a father, and as ynto a free Nation; but to the con- 
quered Barbarians and firangers, as a Lord and Com. 
mander. 

That he had caufed iudgement to be given , and exe. 
cution. to be done vpon Noblemen and great perfona- 
ges, by ftrangers, defamed perfons,and men of bafe con- 
dition and quatitie, and not without great and particn- 
Jar defire of reuenge; being fuch perfonages,without the 
vvhich the King, nor the Emperour his father , should 
eucr haue attained to fo great eftate and glorie. And 
that in Braxels vnder pretence of hatred of Religion, he 
had tyed one Asthsny Vtenhow a Gentleman, toa ftake 
witha chaine, compafting him about with a grear fire, 
‘but not touching him,for the Spastardsto pafle the time 
withall, terning him round about Lkea poore beat; 
who was forced to line in that great paine and extremi- 
tic, roatting before the fire (0 long, vatill thar the Hol- 
dasders themfelues hauing compaflion of him, thruft 
him thorow, contrary to the yyill andintent both of 
the Duke and Spanish Prietts.

That his crocltie appeared by his ranfacking, fpoi- 
ling, raining, expelling, deftroying, imprifoning, chay- 
ning, banishing, and confifcating of mens goods, bure 
ning, hanging, beheading, breaking vpon yvheeleshane | 
sing men alive by the feete, and vvith moft horrible 
and incredible tormenting, racking, and muithering of 
{fo many noble and vnnoble,rich and poore, young and 
old, widowes and orphans, men, women, and young 
maides, of all eftates and conditions: foas hee bragged 
fitting at meate, thathe, hauing done the beft he could 
doeto root out all Herefies, had caufed eighteene thou- 
{and men to be cxecuted and putto death by the ordie 
narie minilter of Iuftice, within the fpace of fixe yeres — 
that he gouerned the Netherlands, not accounting thofe 
that his foldiers in the Nesherdasds by the warres, by their 
cruclics, and other tyrannous meanes had murthered 

and 
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and miferably confumedand brought vnto their ends, 
which without all doubt could not chufe but bee an in- 
—numerable number: and yet Verges the Prefident of his 
_~bloudie Councell, thatwent with him into Spazae,com- 
plainedand faid, that #imia mifericordia, too much mer- 
cie, fpoyled the Netherlands : which too much merzie 
of his was fuch, that a man could hardly keepe and pre- 
ferue his owne goods from {poile, becaufe of his and his 
- fouldiers coueroufnes ; nor his vvife and davghter from 
abufe, becaufe of their lecherie, nor his life from vio. 
lence, becaufe of their bloud-thirftinefle : neither could 
Nobilitie, riches, honeftie, nor yet any fore-pafled merit 
or feruice, helpe or auaile any man, if he were once fal- 
len into hatred and diflike of him. 

That he vfed to helpe himfelfe to effed his will by 
f{uborning of falfe witnefles, at itappeared at Doraécke at 
the death of Martin Hutten, who was the Kings Olicer, 
executed for the fame. 

_ That without refpe& of any iurifdiGions and ordina- 
rie Cuftomes of the Countrey , hee tooke all authority 
from the Indges , both of criminall and ciuill cautes, 
which in any wife might concerne the Confifeations v- 
fed and executed by his bloudie Councels; wheieby nei- 
ther fpirituall nor temporall perfons, widowes nor or- 
phans, poore Hofpitals, Lazer-houfes; Orphans houfes, 
nor {picituall Hofpitals, that had iuft and due penfions, 
andyeercly Rents comming, proceeding , and to bee 
yecrely payed vnto them out of the reuenues of the ba- 
nished and executed perfons goods, could be payed; but 
he tothe contrarie, drew it all into his owae hands, 
without giuing any charge to fee the faid Rents payed 
out of the confitated goods and lands once regiftred, 
FE the 
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the lift whereof he fent vnto the King, amounting (4s 


he fet it downe) to about eight millions of Guldernes 
yeercly, that fo he might couer his cruelty with the pro- 
fir thereof, and thereby winne great commendation in

That the vnreafonable and vnfpeakable exactions 
and taxes the one following the other, (befides the con- 
fications aforefaid ) exatted and laid vpon the poore. 
people were exceeding great,as the hundreth peny gran. 
ted vnto him for fixe yeeres,which amounted ynto ma- 
ny millions of Guldernes; the twentieth peny, and alfo 
he asked the tenth penie of all goods meoueable and 
ynmooueable, yea and of all wares bought and fold,and 
fought by all the meanes he could, to raife the fame (a- 
gain{t the aduice ofall the Eftates and Councels of the. 
Countrey) no: onely proceeding of the cleare gaines of 
the things fold, but the tenth and twentieth: peny of 
the capitall and principall value of all things fold: fo as 
they should haue driuen all Trade of Merchandize,han- 
dicrafts, and dealings (whereby the Inhabitants for the 
moft part get their liuings) out of the Netherlasds,which 
exaQion hee thought with all rigour and extremitie to 
haue raifed and pur in pra@ife, if he had not beene im= 
peached and hindred from the fame by the warres;wher- 
as before that,the Couatrey gase him twenty hundred 
thoufand Guldernes yeerely, befides certaine extraordi- 
narie millions continually payed. To conclude, he caus 
fed the King andthe Netherlands in fixe yeeres gonerne-

Duke of Ulva, neither yet the King of Spaine, vvould 
not offer, promife, or pay the Netherlands one peny;not- 
withitanding afterwards, that by the. reckoning made | 
by the Merchants on both fides, he (hauing receined in 

the Merchants names, about two hundred thoafand 
Guildernes of ouerplos found to be in the English Met- 

chants hands) would not give it vnto thofe perfons that 

had loft it, as the Queene of Eng’ana did; but raiher cau- 

fed many men (by reafon of flopping the Trade) 0 be- 

come Bankrupts, tothe generall hurt and preindice © 

the whole Countrey. Befides, for want of paying his 
fouldiers, hee fuffered them, without all muilitarie difcis 

pline, to vfe all ryotous, difordered,and forcible actions; 

as threatning of the people, ftriking, robbing, ranfack- 

ing, forcing of women, and uch like actions, and to 

burne and {poile diuersfaire Villages, as Catwicke vpon 

the Sea, Sansfort, Alfen, and many others ; and ranfack- 

ing diuers Townes, to murther the people, thinking to 

hane centred forcibly into F#recht and other rownes, aud 

to haue {poyled and ranfackt the fame : wha‘ they did 

to Dornicke, Valencia, Tpre, CMastricht, Dewcuter, Mervelen,

Oudenard, Dermonde, Naerden,and elfewhere, is yet in moft 
fearefull remembrance. | 

In his time in Braxels, there was aboue one hundred 
and thirty Burgers murthered, and cruelly brought yn- 
to their ends by the Spaniards. In Gand ina ceitaine vp- 
rore made by the Spaniards, there was fixtie or feuentie 
Burgers at one time, and after that an innumerable 
numberof men and women flaine and murthered. In 
Ypre likewife at the execution of a Preacher, there was 
two and twenty Burgers shot thorow and killed, befides 
thofe that were hurt. 

In Dornicke at a certaine yprore betweene them of the 
Cafile, and the townes Garrifon , two Spaniards beeing 
flaine, they cryed Spania, Spania, and therewith wilfully 
killed fitteene Burgers : and there likewife they forcibly 
entred into the widow Portiers houfe in the day time, 
and killed her daughter and her coufin, thinking to haue 
found great ftore of moncy in her hoofe; for the which 
there was no other execution done vpon the offenders, 
but onely they that had done the deed, were fent away 
from thence, and put into another Garrifon. | 

In Flefsingue was there not a Billfound about Pacieco, 
(that was kept prifoner by them) wherein was the 
names of an innumerable number of men both Gentle- 
men and others of the chiefeft Bourgers, which by the 
Dukescommandement should have beene murthered 
in the yeere 1572. in diuers townes, thereby to compell 
them to yeeld to the tenth penie: What horrible mur- 
thers were donc and committed in Naerden and Harlem, 
contrarie to the faithfull promifes made in Dom Frede- 
vickes Name, is manifeltly knowne to every man : where 


he caufed all the foldiers (agt {paring their young boyes 


; and 
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and Pages) to be executed, fuffering their dead bodies 
ftarké naked to lie a whole day and anight ypon the 
{caffolds , and inthe marker place, to the great shame 
and feare of the women and maids; and fome of them 
that had deliuered the Towne vnto him,he determined 
to fend them into Spaine to be Galley-flaues, and thole 


that lay in the * Fuyck by Harlem, he futfered them to die*a sconce te. 


for hunger, faying,.That be promifed theme their lines,but not 
to gine them meate. The good Bourgers he com pelled to 
be Pioners before the towne of C4/cmar, that fo hee 
might bring them vato their ends. 

There is no honeft nor godly Chriftian, but abhor- 
rcth and is ashamed to doe any iniuries vnto the bodies 
of the dead; andthe burial! of the dead is thonghta fit 
and an honourable thing amongft the Heathens and 
Barbarians: but the Duke of Alva caufed diuers. dead 
bodies (to fpite both God and man)after they had beene 
buried and lien certaine dayes in the ground, tobe dig- 
ged vp againe,.and to bee drawne vader the Gallowes, 
and theie to be hanged or burnt ;alledging, that they 
died without receiving the Sacrament,or being confelt: 
butin truth it was done onely, that according to his: 
Proclamation, he might con fifcate their goods. 

The ftate of marriage (the onely foundation of all 
focietie in. euery placeand Towne, and the bond of 
lone and peace, the right ground of all good life and 
conuerfation amongft men, which moft confifteth in 
true and right coafent) was by the Duke of 4/wa broken 
and difannulled; for that the parties that were married 
in the reformed Affemblies,were held as Heretickes valefie 
aliey married againe,(which many did)intending therby 
20 beftow the rich women vpon his fouldicis for a prife. 
eit } he. Ise

To conclude, he did openly breake and difnnall all 
honeft amitie and love, that one man is boundto shew 
vntoanother, murthering and executing vvomen that 
holpe their husbands,and children that comforted theit 
parents in their vitermott and greatett extremities, and 
{ach as did but comfort them with a Letter;as was to be 
feerie in the towne of .Mastricht, vvhere the father was 
cruelly put to death becaule he lodged his fonne(that he 
had not feene in a long time before) one night; andan- 
other, becaafe he gauea poore widow (vvhole husband 
had beene put to death for Religion) certaine corne for 
almes; another, forthat he fent certaine money vnto - 
his friend which was then in England, and coniilcated 
the goods of many honelt and rich women, becanfe 
they had lodged theit husbands in their houfes,whereby 
they were compelled to begge their bread. 7 
Hee likewife prophaned the holy Sacrament of, Bap- 
tifme, caufing the children that had beene openly and 
publikely baptized i# the Name of the Father, of the Sonne, 
andof the holy Ghoff, to be baptized againe , becaufe they 
had beene baptized (as hee faid) by Heretickes, vvhich 
vvas againft the Decrees of Councels, and all the Lawes 
both of God and man. ge 
To shew his extreme pride and high minde, in the 
Caftle of Antwerpe he caufed his image to bee made and 
creed of brafle, (like Nebuchadsezzar) placing vader 
his feet the Nobilitie aud States of the Countries af the Ne- 
therlands: and at Antwerpe in the market-place, where 
he published a Pardon, he caufed a princely Throne to 
be erected, which is vfed to befet vp, onely therewith 
to honour Princesand Kings, which he of himfelfe cau- 
fed to be (et vp and fate thereon, to the diminishing 4 
the 
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(a) 7 
the Kings honour, vvhich no Lieutenant to the King 
before him durft attempt. 

This is part of that vvherewith the Countries of the 
nitherlands,both of the one and the other Religion doe 
| charge your great and glorious Duke of W4#lua, who 
yyent out of his command like a {nuffe in the noftrils 
of all the Netherlanders ,that loued their Countries li- 
beities , howfoeuer they varied in pointsand opinions 
of Religion. | 

After his departure the King fent the great Com- 
mander of Ca/file, not to moderate any thing of his Pre- 
deceflors tyrannic, but to purfue it more couertly and 
cunningly. In his time, vnder colour ofa mutinic , 47- 
gWerpes prasxels, Maftricht, Alost, with diuers other places, 
(beeing then vnder the peaceable goucrnement of the 
King) were furprifed by the Spanish So aldiers,ranfackt 
and burnt, as if they had beene townes ofenemies, and 
at laft forced to redeeme their owne liberty, by fatisfying 
che Souldier their vnreafonable demands; {fo vndethand 
paying the Kings Army. The Captaine of thefe coun- 
texfeit Mutineers was one leronymo de Rhoda a Prich; who 
(as it plainely appeares ) had fecret inftructions to mu- 
tine, or pretend Rebcliion, or doe, oF counterfeit any 
other falshood , which might impoucrish the people, 
make them vnable to refiftany violence, and fo faci- 
liate the Kings maine end of Conqueft, and abfolute 
fabicétion of thefe Countries to Tyrannie. According- 
fy (the great Commander being dead ) hee tooke vpon 
Jim, by fome private in Aruction from Spaine,to rule all:

laa ee when time (erued. Vpon which, the whole State be- 
holdiog nothing that might mooue them to hope for |

{aire of faire dealing, they altogether agreed and refol- 
ued to renounce their allegeance to the King of Spaynes 
and finally to declare him faloe by Tyrannie fromthe 
Seignorie, Prircipalitie, luriGidion, and Inheritance 
ofthofe Countries; vvhich accordingly they did, —4auo 
1581. by publike act. | 
And here you {ee fome of the true caufes of their fi- 
nall breakiag off fiom their obedience, and many of the 
new preflures you fo earneftly enquire after; all which 
you maft needes iuftifie for reafonable, if you bea rea- 
fonable creature, and haue not the eyes of your vnder- 
ftanding, as wellas of your faith, feeled vp with a ferher 
from one of thofe Romish Geefe that kept the Capitoll; 
or put cleane our by the application of Spanish Carholicon 
tempered yvith golden Drogges of the Eaft and Vet 
Indies. | 
For is it not reafonable , that hee who difclaimes his 
Owne intereft, vvhich is right and juft, though not fo 
Jarge as he defires, and flyes to another vvhich is anfwe- 
rable to his defire in the extent, though yniuft and vio- 
lent, should lofe the ivft title which he difclaymes, and 
receiue no. manner of benefit from it ? In cafe of tenures 
{I haue heard) that our Common Law (which is for the 
motft part grounded vpon Reafon) fayth ; That ifa ile. 
nant for life f&ekes to the prejudice of ano:her perfon, 
to chalenge a flate of Inheritance,and to pleade it;being 
cuided therein, he lofeth his firft title , and cannot fall 
backe to aflume that Right vvhich before he difauowed.

did, vvhen he fought to conquer his one Inheritance sand © 
foraught the people to refit him as 4 common and publike 
enemie, who fought the [ubuerfim of their fundamentall Lawes 
and Liberties, and the bondage of their Coustrey. Thusfors 
getting his owne duty firft, hee taught them to forget 
theirs afterwards; and fecking to inthrall them vniuftly, 
he gave them a iuft caufe and ground of farther liberty, 
Red-{carfe. 

The Duke of -4/va had neuer charge from Spatue, 
nor neuer intention of his owne to bring an Inqui/ition 
into the Netherlavds; this is but a meere calumnie which 
hath beene fpread abroad, and giuen out by the fediti- 
ous, to foftet the obftinacie of the people: but had the 
Inguifition beenc brought into the Netberlands,it had but 
returned from whence in long fore-going yeres it came: 
for you muft note, that the Jvquifition was neuer inuen- 
ted or brought vpin Spaine, or there euer intended for 
Proteftants, feeing it yvasin the world many ages be- 
fore euerthe world was acquainted with the name of 
the Proteftants, or with any fuch kinde of people as 
Proteftants are’: for the Emperour Charles the’ Great; 
who liued about eight hundred yeeres paft,did firft pro- 
mulgate and putit in practife; and the caufe was, that 
after the Saxems in their Countrey of Saxonie, (Holland, 
and thofe annexed Prouinces beeing at that time part of 
the nether Saxowic) had beene brought from Paganifine 
to Chriftianity;this pious Empetour hauing greatly fur- 
thered it, he had no fooner turned his backe by reafon 
ofhis being impeached with warres in other parts, but 
thefe Saxons turned from Chriftianity backe againe to 
Paganifme; and for fuch Apoftata’s and forfakers of the 
Eaith, he ordayned an Jxquifiier, the memory whereof 
a ve gaus

gaueexample , that fome ages after it was renued and 
pat in practife in Spaine, for tuch cAoores and Lewes, as 
having receiued the character of Chiift,fell back againe 
to Mahometifme and Iudaifme; andalbeit this lagut/ie 
tien was neuer intended (as before is {aid) to haue beene 
| yenued in the Nesherlands, yet peraduenture It might 

haue prooued as heceflarie , vvhen fignes appeared of 
the good difpofition of fome there alwellto Mahome- 
tifme as to ludaifme. For diuers that are yet liuing haue 
{eene written vpon the Targets or Reoundafies vyhich 
fome of thefe Gews-gallants did beare, their refolution 
thereunto, in thefe words, Rather Turkish then Popishs 
yvhich isin effet, Rather Mahomet then Chrift: and Hol- 
landers report themfelues, that fome of their Countri- 
men haue beene (0 edified in the prefent Synagogue at 
Amfterdam, that they haue relinguished their Chrifiiani- 
tic, and are become JeWes ; and for defe& ofan Inqui/i- 
tion, had not any thing faid yntothem for it; nor mutt 
they, where profeffion is made of fuch con{cience-liber- 
tie, thatewery man may chufe what he will belecue, or 
whether he will beleeue any thing or nothing. 

Bot this may feeme the lefle wonder, when there 
haue beene found among thefe Geu/es, a companie that 
marched vnder the Enfigne of the Deusil ; for fo was the 
Enfigne called, becaute there were depicted therein ihe 
Deuils clawes, vvhich many that are yer liuing, haue 
feene difplayed in the towne of Leive in Brabant, at (uch 
time as it ftood out in rebellion againit the King : anc to 
may you now fee how rebellion againtt the King, and 
rebellion again {t God doe concurre together, for where- 
as ancient good Chriftians hauing beene taught by the 
example of the moft glorious Chriftian Emperour Co7- 
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44  ~. A Tougue-comoaten~ 
fiantinus Magnusto fight ynder the figne of the Croffe,: 
‘thefe new contrary Chriftians abhorring that figne; 
haue more devotion to the clawes of the dewill, a wel-de- 

uifed and befitting enfigne for fuch as fought ynderit,

Wherfore I would hauea generall Jvqui/ition in all coun- 
tries of Chriftendome, onely to finde out fuch as yvere 
hipaniolized in the Dominions of other Princes; and 
fuch would | haue worthily put to the fame torments 
yvhich they infli&@ vpon others for their con{ciences:. 
Thofe Turks and Lewes you {peake of, yvould] haue con-- 
werted by prayers, difputations , and good examples of 
yertue and juftice: for no man hath fure hold ypon 
that con{cience,which is retained by force from its own 
choyceand liberty ;and therefore you finde faule very 
wifely, for that euery man may beleeue what hee lift in 
the Netherlands , as if yout holy Inquifition had power to 
make a man belcene what it lift in Spaimesyou may force 
men to confeffe, perhaps, but you cannot forcethem to 
beleeue; which is an action of the will fubie@ to no vio- 
lence, but the force of peifwafion, or the holy Spirits 
motion. And therefore confidering what a heauy iudg- 
mentlyes ypon them, and how their eyes, eares, and 
hearts are fecled and aled vp, that hey cannot fee, beares 
and vaderfland,RoMm.11.9 10,11,12. it were rather fit for 
Chriftians to pitie them, and pray for theit conte. 
i (Cc sae aa thew, 
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£6 A Tongue-combater. 
then bycruelties to perfecute them,and fo to canfe them 
to hate and abhorre the Name of Chrift,and the profef- 
fion of Chriftianity yet more then they do. Dawid in the 
sg. Pfalme, verf. 11. doth learne vs to make better vfe of 
their neighbourhood, then to become their butchers. 

As for that which you charge diuers of the Geufes 
withall, that they marched ynder an Enfigne whereup- 
on was depicted the devils clawes, which you oppofe a. 
gainft that banner vvith the figne of the Crofe vpon it, 
borne by Conftantinus Magnus; Lanfwer,they rather thus 
corref{pond;Chrifts croffe is caried in token that he hath 
triumphed vpon the Crofie,ouer the Croffe it felfe, the 
Law, Death,and Hell; and now as an Enfigne of our fpi- 
rituall liberty, that figne is {pread and difplaid abroad; 
fo thofe perhaps caried the dewils claWes as it were in tri. 
umph, to shew how they were efcaped from the deué/s 
claes;(your deuillish Ivquifition and bloudy feruitude} 
and might now ferue God vyith the liberty of confci- 
ence,according to that fong of Zacharias, Luk.1.7 That be 
ing delinered from the hands of their encwstes, they might ferue 
bins Without frare.

Where free liberty of Confcience is allowed,why may 
not every one beleeve ashim lift? vvhat shall reftraine 
him? if you doubt of the Holanders making difficulty of 
turaing Turkes, doe but enquire what they have done at 
Tuas, where they hauefalne to Mahometifme by vvhole 
shipfuls at once ; and afterward to mendthe matter, 
haue taught the Mshometans of thofe parts the laudable 
science of Piracie, for the more afflittion of Chriftians;

tent of Spaine, the tyranny of the Duke of Alea, Dom 
Jobe and others; and yvithall, what danger the Empire 


vvas to expeé thereby, whilft thofe Counrries should” 


be made the feate of the vvarre, a place of retreit and 
gatrifon, anda ready and able Magazine, by reafon of 
their trading by Sea and the nauigable Riners, to reduce 


all Geresany,and{o confequently all Crriftendome, va. 


der their obedience;if yet their ambitious aymes looked | 


no farther. 


This then vvas thought fufficientto put all Chriftene | 


dome vpen their guard ; and yetall thisis not fufficient 


to make you beleeue any thing, but the golden Legend 
of Spaine. 


Then haue you the refolution of the Queene of Fite | 
gland co helpe them, after mature deliberation and confi- _ 


deration of this their caufe, and the queftion betwixt 


chem and the King; and after she had long and in vaine - 


inter 
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interceded for them to the King, and prefentedboth the 
initice of their caufe, andthe danger of his iniuftice by 

divers demonitrations of loue tohim. Now thisher re- 
folution muit needs bee grounded vpon the manifeft 
and apparent inftice of the caufe, otherwife Monarches, 

andatimerous woman efpecially, vvould have beene 


wary, cuen for confequence fake, if not for confcience, This tatus* 


_ how they favoured or fupported the fubie@s of another 


Prince, at leaft if they iudged them Rebels. But it is beter ofads 


_ cleere both by the aé it felfe whereby shee yndertooke 
_ their protection, as alfo by the reafons whereupon shee 
grounded that refolation , that shee tooke them for no 
Rebels , but for diftreffed peaple tyrannized ouer by a 
_ cruell, mercileffe, aad bloudy enemy, who by ftrange 
dealing, had made himfelfe aftranger to his owne. 

This alfo might appeare by the Duke of C4xjous ac- 
) ceptance of the title of the Duke of Brabant and Handerss 

_ and by the King of France his declaration made for ap- 
probation of the caufe, and conditioning for the tile af- 
ter the death of his brother the Duke of C4mjow; vvhich. 
he would not haue done, being of the Romish Religion al - 
) fo, if hee and his wife Councell had not by pregnant 

_ proofes feene,that the King of Spaine by his tyranny and 
» intrufion, was falne from his Right, and had manumif- 
fed them from all neceflary obedience. » 

This laftly is confirmed beyond queftion, by the laft 
accord made betwixt the King of Spaive and thele States, 
vvherein the title he had is wholly relinquished ; and he 
| treatesand concludes peace with them, as wiih free 
| States,to whom he pretends no title; and fo entertained 
their Ambaffadours, as the Ambafladours of a Confe- 
deracic. Befides, the King of great Brsstasne, Fravce,Den- 
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marke,Sweden,the State of Venice,the Germane Princes, with 
other Nations ia Chriftendom & without, haue treated 
vvith them vpon the fanie termes, andhaue concluded 
peace, and made Icagues and alliances vvith them as 
vyith free States, acknowledging them to bee inuefted 
with foweraigne power in the vaited Body. Now there- 
fore it is iniuftice for the King of Spaive to fall backe 
from his former conclufion; made fo aduifedly, andto 
reuiue his title, as'an zmmortall cawfe of vvatre and 
bloudshed, yeait is iniaftice in you, orany other perfon; 
to defend that title by-tongtie, pen, ot hand. Fort cals 
both the vvifedome and honour of our owne Kingand 
of all other Kings, Princes, and States, vvho haue made 
peace yvith that State, into queftion; yea it cenfures and 
condemnes them all ; it diffolues all thofe Leagues and 
Confederacies of trade and commerce, of wartes offen- 

fiue and defenfiue; concluded with theayfor ‘the gene- 

rall good.and fetsall. Chriftendome in combuttion,with 

a Romish [quib of referwation, and Catholike equinocation, 

And furely, howfeeuer you, and fuch‘as you, may ins 

confiderately thinke meanely, and fpeake ‘bafely of the 
wifeft and worthieft perfons employed.in that State; be: 

caufe you finde them without traine, Or pompe, Or tits 

lar vanities; and many of them raifed for their experié 

ence, fidelity and vvifedome, from meane ftations, to 

treade in thofe high fteps‘of authority and’ {uperioritie, 

(as the Romane Confals had vvont, of whom one fayd, 

they Were all Kines) yet whatfoeuer is vnfit to bee fpoken 

of other Princes, is vn fit to bee fpoken of them in their 

places; and the iuft attributes you giue other high Coms — 

manders, onght'to be giuen them in their wasted Body: 

And that they-exaé it not, proceedes from their lenity 

Pete LS 1s See eee and 
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and humility; that you gine it not, proceedes from your 
ignorance, arrogance, malice, and pride. Therefere 10 
conclude this poynt, the fcrupulous fouldier, vvho be- 
fore either vvould not fee the trath, or could not iadge 
ir, may now be refolued of the iuftice of the warres,euen 
from the King of Spaines owne confeflion and concefli- 
‘on, and from the publikea&s of his owne Prince and 
State vvhere he liues. Befides, the miraculous bleffing 
and profperity which God hath given to their waires, 
shewes é¢ 4.0f bia yand the policie and power of Princes 
doth enuie ir, and oppofe itin vaine. God blefleth them 
with peace, and plenty, and riches in the midift of warre, 
and impouerisheth and embroylcth their oppofers,in 
the midtt of peace : as Tastalws is thirftie with water at 
the lip,fo thefe beggar and bieake at the fountaine head 
of Gold and Siluer:: God by allihele. meanes confir. 
ming their caufe,and shewing himfelfe to be their God, 
if they will be his people. And this(l thinke) shall ferue 
to fatisfie you, at leaft to filenee your further clamour, 
shewing, that the Queene of England was mooued to 
take the Netherlavds parts out of ;meere commiferation 
of their iuft canfe, and the-deteftation of thofe Spanish 
cruelties and tyrannies vnder which they groned. 

Now if you be not weary of your taske, let vs come 
to fpeake of the fecond reafon, inducing thar good 
Queene to fuccour them; which was, partly domefticke 
re{pects , mixed with other important reafons of States 
namely, Becaufe of our auncient leagacs with that peo- 
ple, our daily commerce and intercoutfe, the depcndan- 
cie of one Stare vpon another, the aflurance of their 
good and approoued neighbourhood, the feare of Spa- 
wish propinquitie, efpecially as the cafe ftood with the 
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Queene, being fole, of a contrary Religion, and obpo- 
xious to the pretences and claimes of the next Succef. 
for, vvho might be colourably affifted by the inuincible 
Arme of Spayne, to difmount the true Owner ; and then 
the pretender by the fame Arme hoyfted ouet the fad- 
die, and fo himfelfe eafily fettled'in the feate of Soue- 
raignty, by the Pepes donation, as hath beene accufto- 
med in other places.

Before I come to difcourfe about Queene Efizabeths. 
reafons for taking the Ho/anders parts , gine mee Icaue,I 
pray you, to {peake a little of the vulgar multitude here 
in England, tothe end you may confider of the reafons, 
why they hate the Spaniard,and loue the Ho/lander,to fee 
how vvelland vvifely this loueand hatred is founded. 

‘That England and Spaine haue anciently remained in 
great amity together, Hiftoriesand Chronicles wil wit- 
nefle, and the diuers alliances and marriages often made 
betweene thefe two Countries, can alfo giue teftimony 
thereof, “2 

True thenit is, that the great breach and hoftility be- 
tweene England and Spaine began but in thefe our dayes: 
let vs now fee and confider, vvhy and how it began ; to 
wit, whether by Spaine or by England. | 

King Philip the fecond of Spaine, as all the yyorld 
Anoweth, did vpon the death of Queene c%zary his wife, 
giue place and quiet entrance ynto Queene Elizabeth; — 
and for further proofe of his defire of continuance of 
peace and amitie with her, hee freely gaue ynto herall 
Queene Maries lewels they iuftly belonging ynto him. 
felte : he alfo kept his Ambafladour Lidgerin England, 
as the faid Queene Kept hers alfo in Spaine, profeffing 
Outs 
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outwardly vato him all loue and amitie; and yet this 
notwitftanding shee permitted fecretly and yvnderhand, 
the tranfport of Artillery and Munition of warre to the 
iMaores of Granado,to enable them to rebel!,iuft about 
the very fame time, that the 2echerland-rebellion was 
determined to be begun, that thereby the King of Spaine 
might haue his hands full, by becing thraft into two 
vyarres at once; both which shee vnderhand furnished, 
but more the warre of the Nesherlands, then that of Grae 
nado, becaufe of the readier commoditie. Soone vpon 
the contriuing of this plot, when the King of Spaine, to 
appeafe the Netherlandbroyles in the beginning, had fent 
the Duke of Alva with Forces into thofe parts ; and after 
hisarriual there, fent him a fupply of 600000. crownes; 
fome affirme it to haue beene 8cooo0, She ceized vpon 
his money in the vveft part of England; and hauing got- 
ten it vnder her hands, did therewith aflitt his Netherland 
Rebels, vvhereby this money ordained to haue ferued 
himéelfe againtt his Rebels , came to ferue his Rebels a- 
gain ft him, and bred befides this a farre greater incon- 
Wenience: for it was the caufe why the Duke of Alva 
demaunded the tenth penie of the country: peoples 
eoods, whereby they became the more alienated and 
apt to Rebellion. ! | 

Some yeeres after this, Captaine Drale wasemployed 
from England to the vvett-Indies, vyhere hee robbed the 
King of Spaive of about a million and an -halfe of his 
treafure. Thefe and fundry other wrongs and detri- 
ments were done by the faid Queene vnto the King of 
Spaine,at {uch time as either had their Ambaffadours, 
the minitters of peace, in each others countrey, they 
profefling to cach other loue and amitie: the King of 
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Spainey doing againft the Queene of Enzland no 
3@ whatfocuer to the ¢ontrarie, whereas shee, con: 
trariwife continued to doe again him vndethand as 
many wrongs as shee could, befices thofe great notoil- 
ous wrongs here mentioned. But when thefe. grew fo 
frequent, that the {mart vnto the King of Spayne became 
intolerable: and:fo manifetted vnto the world, that all 
other Princes and people tooke notice thereof, how was 
it poflible that it could fland with the honor of a King, 
and of fucha potent Kiag as is a King of Spayze. , till to 
continue to put vp wrongs, as faft as shee. continued to 
doe them 2 hee was therefore at the lait mooued with 
the preparation of his great Cdrmada natall of the yeere 
ofour Lord 1588. the memory whereof, by the incefs 
fant clamors of paritanicall enemies of peace hath poflefied 
more place in the'lieades of the inconfiderate vulgar 
multitade,then the many gicat wrangs that inforcedit. 
But thankes bee to God; our peacefull King James 
comming to the Crowne, and well knowing how mat- 
cers had paffedsdid (to the great happints of the Realm} 
faluc vp this fore from further fefiring, yshereunto hee 
found Spaiae moftreadyand willing, and well content 
to let pafle and forgerall English iniories, For to oiue 
the Spaniards their due, certaine itis, they are ‘men that 
are not of vnreconciliableand reuengefull natures, not 
fuch long-enrertainers of. defire of revenge , as {ome o- 
ther Nations are faid tobe » And this appeareth mani- 
fettly in this: Nation more thenin others for notwith- 
ftanding: all fore-going holtilitie betweene Englishmen 
atid Spaniards both-by lea and land, and. inuafions euen 
ia Portugal and Spiene it felfe , vvhereof people may re+ 
maine nore fenfible ; then of an. \vneffectuall Armadas 


yet 
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methath not any English Anibafladour, nor any other 
of the English Nation beene by Spaniards in Spasise Hare 
baroufly abufed; but Lam ashamed (cuen forthe honor 
of our Nation) to repeate, how Spazish Ambaflacors and 
other Spaviards haue beene vfed in England. 

As for the fundry benefits which the commerce aid 
traffique betweene England and Spaine hath-brought vuto 
our Nation, doubt not but many of our Merchants, 
fea faring men and others will confefle, and farre more 
profit and benefite will no doubt enfuethe moft hono- 
rable and great alliance now expected. ~ 

But let vs come to our good neighbours and friends, 
the Hollanders, and confider of the gratefull goodnefie: 
and benefits which we reape by them, that thereby wee: 
"may know how well and wifely wee are aduifed to e- 
fteeme them for oar good neighbours aad friends , and: 
fo friendly fticking vnto them. ais | 


That we hate for aboue thefe fifty yeeres raken their: 


parts is fufficiently knowne ; that the people of England’ 


haue oftentimes generally farted by the great preflures 
and parliamentall payments impofed'Vvpon them by 
Dieene Flizaberh , to vphold thefe friends and neigh- 
Bouts withall is likewife well enough knowne ;‘as alfo 
that great aboundance of English bloud hath beene shed 
in their quarrel, and an in finit number of Englishmens 
liues loft, vvhofe. courage and valour was’ worthy of 
more honour, then in their bafe and dishonourabléfer- 

nice could be deferued; and now when all comes to all, 

they are fo farre from honeft ciuilitie, that they will not 
acknowledge any friendship done them, and therefore’ 
canthey not entertaine any thoughts of obligation or 


gratitude ; nay, they dare plainely tell vs, that viet a 
vith yehol- 
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beholding vntothem, vvhichisas much to fay; that 
they expect gratitude at our hands.

You long to breake your malice vpon Queene Eliza. 
beth,and will goe fatre about , and neuch out of the way 
to doeit , you should not otherwife shew your felfe a 
right Romane Catholike,or aright Spanish Papist.

The quarrel! betwixt Eagland and Spaine you caft 
wholly vpon Queene Elizabeth;and by the vvay, blame 
her for fuffering Artillerieand Munition to bee caried 
out of her Land to the Moores of Granado, and for ceizing 
vpon a gteat-fumme of money belonging to the Kin 
of Spayne, vvhich fell ypon her coaft. Then you huddle 
vp that vvhich Sir Francs Drake did againft the King of 
Spaine in the Indies, making the King of Spaine like ano. 
ther Melchifedec, or king of peace and instice, to ftand fill 
all the yvhile in a maiden-like pofture, and neuer lift yp 
his hand to defend himéelfe and annoy 4er, till in 88. he 
yvas

fuperftitions in Exgland, and liberty to corrupt others; 
fo as noneare barred from hearing of their Mafies, but

namely, Dom Bernardin of Mendoza, who thereupon was 
chafed out ofthe Land like a pie, and tooke not leaue 
likean Ambaflador.

farce the Ambaffadours of Spaine haue intruded them- 
felues in the affaires of Evg/and , for the aduancement of 
the Romish Religion , and difpofing Offices for that pur- 
pofe, is fo notorious to the people, asit isno maruell,if 
they haue fuffered fome indignities ; nay, it isa wonder 
they haue runne no farther hazard. I make no queftion 
had the like actions beene vndertaken in Spaiwe againfk + 
the Romish Religion, by an English Ambaffadour, the ve--_ 
ry Clergie of Spaine would haue ftoned him out,andthe - 
people would fcarce haue fuffered him to paffe vn. 
punished, perhaps though the King’ himfelfe would 
haue beene his proteGor. 
The benefits of cur commerce, efpecially by this ex 
pected altace you fpeake of, the fucceffe will manifett; 
and we haue great caufe to hope it may be good, at leat 
better then itis, in regard wifer heads have the handling 
of it,then either yours or mine : and yet I muft tell yous 
we begin with no good emes hitherto, fince by way of 
prevention, our Clothes, Stuffes, and English commo- 
dities of Wooll are excluded, vvhereby the gaines wee 
get by the a/4ance, yvill (oone be drawne homeagaine; 
Princes delighting to out-reach one another in thefe 
refpedts of State. Had wee once beene as wife to keepe 
our shecpe from thence ; or were we now as warie toba- 
nish their Ssikes,Veluets, Tobacco, and other needleffe coms 
moditics from hence, then wee might hap: indeed to 
gaine by the Trading, otherwife we may put the gaine 
in ourcyes, But the Cuftomes would fo bee leffened; 
nay tather let the Commonwealth finke, ; 
: Be ; For 
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- For the Ne herlands ingratitude, |] cannot accufe them, 
neither vvill | excufe them : lL know many old and wor- 
thy Commanders, who haue loft their bloud and bones 
in their quarreil , complaine of negle@, contempt, and 
forgetfulneffe of former good turnes; and perhaps there 
is too much caufe of their comiplaint: buat for my parti. 
cular, as I fight for them, fo I have my meanes from 
them, and should be taxed of ingratitude my felfe, if I 
should taxe them of vvhat I know not, or feele not. 
Souldiers hawe neuer the happineffe to bee well rewar- 
ded, or vvorthily regarded as they ought in any places 
the reafon perhaps is, becaufe their employment is bur- 
thenfome even to thofe thatemploy them : and there. 
fore though neceffitic procure their entertainment, yee 
that compulfion, together with the perfor, is alike vn- 
gratefull. Looke into Greece and Rome, and all great 
States, how they haue vfed their owne, and then you 
vvill rot fo much vvonder, that the idle, ynexperienced, 


and mott inconfiderate fort of people in thefe Coun- 


tries, vfe flrangers no better. Men are apt to-bury mas 
ny benefits vnder the iuines of one iniurie : and the 
Welt-windefrom our Coaft, blowes not fo fauourable 
a gale vpon this as it had wont ; neither doe the Starres 
from our Firmament, caft vpon them fo happy an af- 
pect and fruitfull influence, as heretofore: they there- 
fore cannot diffemble the alieration, but shew itallo in 
the alteration of their lookes towards vs. 

Another reafon vvhy we receiue no better vfe, may 
be the buying and felling of Places; of which, vvhen the 
States haue taken notice, as of Offices valuable at high 
rates, they hane inquired into the fecret vvayes of thas 


| gaine, and hane abridged it yyhatthey could. Whereas,

if preferment might haue proceeded the right way in 
anyreafonable manner, according to the Jaw of Araes 
and Armies, that is, free/y to the next fucceflor as heire 
to his predeceffor; or to the bef deferwer, as purchater by 
perfonall woorth and valour, then neither should the 
Souldier complaine of his Officer, or the Officer of the 
State : whereas now the price is eucrin the eye of the 
Commander, that he may gather vp his money fpeedily 
by exaction, vvhich he hath disburfed, leftit prone too 
deare a bargaine;and itis alfo in the eye of the Stare, 
caufing them to imagine the Commanders profit to be 
farre more then it is, for vvhich he yenters fo much mo- 
ney, and his life to boot, asif hee intended to buy dan- 
ger. 

Another reafon may be, that the Stare takes the Off- 
cer and the Souldier to be incorporated into their Body; 
now vvhen naturally (of all people in the world) they

faitered to doe what iniurie hee would, and by his idle 
exceffeto vndoe the induftrious Merchant and Artizan, 
of which this Common-wealth principally confifteth. 
Now this his profufe prodigalitie makes others (though 
ober) thought the worfe of, and fo to receiuc the harder 
meafore and cenfure at all hands, as ifit were nota per- 
fonalland (peciall fault, but a generall difpofition of the 
Nation, vvhich is a great miftake in this matter. 
Laftly, the cenforious Cato’s of that Commonwealth, 
feeing not oncly themfelues by truft, bat alfo their 
youth {poiled by the example and conuerfation of thefe 
ouer-reaching Gallants; and that now their fonnes and 
daughters begin to reuell away their eftares; to shackle 
and manacle, to bridle and faddle themfelues in filkes 
and veluets, in gold and filuer, and to waxe wearie of 
that ancientand commendable frugality, which main- 
taines their liberty, miuft needes hate thofe that they be- 
hold to be the caufe of this vanitie, vvhich threatneth 
and introduceth flauerie : efpecially when they fee it 
proceedes from the imitation of the French ,English, and” 
Scottish Nations, who were firft called in by their vertue 
and valour, to be the bulwards and walles of their Come 
monwealth ; but now pull downe with the left hand, 
what they builewith the right, laying open by their Lue 
ciftian pride, a breach wide enough for the wrath of 
God, and politique power of ambitious man, to entet 
in front for their deftruGion, 
Thefe or fome of thefe may be the caufes, vvhy the 
modeiter and better fort (whereof there are many) fe. 
ceive no better vfe, being mixt with bad deferuers ; and 
‘yvhy (perhaps) they feeme to bee hated, orat leaft dife 
xe(pected, even of thofe for whom they fight, and vvho | 
| ought 
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ought to profecute them wvithall honorable attributes, 
renerent refpects, and ample rewards. 

But how/foeuer , if we compare their vie of vs, vvith 
the vfe you haue and doe finde vnder the King of Spaine, 
they will appeare mot gratefull and ref{pedfull people. 
How bafely doe all the English vvaite vpon the Spanish 


- Dons, asifall Nations yvere bound to fight for the Spa- 


niard by a duty of nature? You are promifed mountaines 
at the firft entertainment, but are payed witha bit and 
aknockeas Apes deferue. We baue Ic fle promifed , bur 
that is furely payed, though fometme fomething flow- 
ly. When the King of Spaine isranne farre in debt to any 
troupes, the Generals know how (like good husbands 
for their Mafters profit) to put fuch troupes vpon fome 
de(perate feruice, where few may come off: nay,they vie 
to forcethem on vpon fach vnaflaultable and impicg- 
nable yvorkes, as appeared in the fiege of Bergen. So the 
ereat Turke vieth to take townes, by filling vp ditches 
yvith his owne men. And thisis generally cb{ferued as 
a difference betwixt our Generals and yours ; your Ge- 
nerals care not how many men they lofe to fane money; 
out Generall cares not what mony he {pends in making 
yvorkes for the fauing of his fouldiers liues ypon appro- 
ches. The diference of our accommodation is fuch, as 
we never vvant victuall, and you almofl ener want it: 
fo that euery fouldier with vs,.is, or may be (if his owne 
idlenes or ryot be notin the fault) better prouided, then 
the Commanders with you. This appeared before Ber- 
gen, where 1500.0f your fide came running to vs,driuen 
by meere necefiity, for Jacke of meat or pay ; of vvhbich 
number, though molt were English, yet there were ma- 
ny of all Nations; as Walloons,Dutch,I talians,ana Spaniards.

And if the Netberlanders should fay (as you report)that

It concernes vs both equally therefore 
to keepe this ball vp, if we intend to continue gametters 
long ; fer affuredly vvere thefe Countries reduced to 
fuch termes as the Spaniard defires,vve could not be fafe; 
but might certainly expe& a prefent inuafion; and fo 
might they expeét ftiddenly to be {wallowed vp, if ours 
were enemie. This the vvifedome of their State fawe, 
vvben they fought protection rather from the: Queene 
of England, as beeing more fr, then from the King! of 
France , as being more potent. Andthisthe wifedome of 
our State then confefted alfo, vvhen they ioyned wvith 
them for the aptnes aiid oportunity , each State had to 
helpe or annoy one the other , afwell ia commerce and 
trade, as a'fo in warres offenfiue and defenfiue: andl 
vvonder thorow vvyhat new Spectacles your yvifdomes 
(the vvifedome of the prefent times ) fees the contrarie

But now | belecue,and obay, and will doe 
as he bids me , whatfoeueran Angel, mach more what- 
foeuer a Shaucling can fay to.the contrarie, 
aCor.3%,23 Befides, [{ce S, Pawleand the Corinthians celebrating 
atatable, I neither heare of the bread tranfubftantiated,

uocationor adoration, but all done as we doc it,in remem- 
brance of Chrifts death, by way of thankfull acknowledge 
ment of the benefit wrought for mankind thereby. All 
thereftis of yourowne inuention, fuperttitious, idola- 
trous, antichriftian, 

Looke the placeand it willconfirme you in all thefe 
plaine and evident truthes: for they tooke the Sacrament 
at theirloue-feaftes,fo far then from fupeiftitious adorati- 
Olis, as they wete irreverend and afmoft prophane in net 
difcerning betwixt that, being a religious aGion, a {pi- 
rituall meate,and other ciuill ations and corporail meates: 
wherefore the Apoftle reduceth them to the primiriue 
inftitution, far from nad Idolatry and. drunken prophane- 
nefle., in chriftian fobriety.as becomes perfons made 
worthy partakers of fo greata Myliery, 

That which youadde to auoide your Idolatry, as ifthe 
reuerence you doe to your Idoll in the Maile, were no 
more then what we in the prefence shew to the Kings 
chaire of State, is ridiculous, Our reuerence is ciull yours 
is religious: all men , yea the fimpleft old wife can diftin- 
guish ours froma religious act of worship to God; it trou- 
ples your greateft Dottors to cleare yout point in the 
Schooles by imaginarie diftin@ions; how then in actiogs 
they shall be diftinguished,efpecially when they are to be 


performed by an old ignorant woman, it will troublea 


man no leffe wife then your felfe to imagine, niuch more 
to manifeft. 

That whichS, Auguftine faith of Images , being Lay- 
mens bookes, is concerning their hiftoricall vfe;but we fee 
they hane taughtthe people fo many lies, that if 4uga- 
flime were nowaline, he would barre them both from 
preaching and praying in the Church too, Forifa woman 
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be forbidden to-be a teacher there , I know not why a 
dumbe Idoll should be there admitted to teach I prefume, 
both the pretence and intenvof the -firft introducers was 
ood, to banish heathen Idols, to pleafe the new conuerts 
with fomething fatable to their olde fuperftitions;but we 
fee the cuill fucceffe of this , and of all other points of hu~ 
mane Policic,of worldly wifdom intermixt with the wor- 
ship of God, either direétly againft, or fimply without the 
authoritie of the word of God it felf, how it brings cofufi- 
on, & helps in the iffueto pul down 570,& build vp Babel, 

The laft point you handle is agricular confefsion ; for 


_ which you bring a proofe from Scripture :-The proofe is 


Chrifts generall commiffion giuen to the Apoftles and 
their Succeffours, Receine the Holy Ghost, whofe finnes you 
shall forgine, they are forgiuens and whofe finnes you shall 
retayne, they are retayned, But here-you leaue out 
what Chrift {pake to them before ; namely, As my Father 
fent me, fo fend I you, Chrift was fentto forgiue finnes, 
not by hearing auricular Confefsion , but by preaching 
the Gofpel of Repentance , from dead workes and faith 
in Gods promifes made in him; and fofent he his Apo- 
files, not to heare priuate confeffions, but to publish the 
Gofpel for remifficn of finnes , and fauing poore repen- 
ting and beleeuing foules,who made publique confeffion 
of their finnes, as the Apoftles did publiquely preach ‘re- 
pentance andconfeffion. 

You bring in alfo the example of John Baptift, Mat.3.6. 
Where the people are {aid to come out to himto be bap- 


~ tized. confeffing their finnes; which makes nothing for 
your purpofe, to prooue auricular Confe/sion,but shewes 


how glad you would be to finde shelrer to couer your 

nakednefie in the garden of God; when your owne figge-

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The truth is, they that came tobe baptized publikely, 
were publikely to acknowledge that guilt & finne which 
they would haue washed away , and remitted by Bap-

Yours requires an exact numeration , ours 
faith with David, Pfat.19.12: Who underftandeth his 
faults ¢ Therefore we feeke to haue thofe confefled, 
which notwithftanding our former confefling to God, we 
finde ftillto leaue a fting behind.3. Yours is full of fuperfti« 
tion, asifthe worke wrought, thatis, the confeflion of 
the (inner, & abfolution of the Confeflor,were fufficient:

Indeed this muft needs fe- 
cure all men; | had forgotten this, Yet now.1 remembes

And for matter of meere con{cience, howfoeuer world.

wife; my experience knowes, that it makes men and wo- 
menimpudent, fo that they care not at laft who knowes 
or fees their filthineffe, | haue feene the written confeffi- 
ons of fome before they were fent to their Confeffors, 
and that without. the leaft touch of modeftie , or. fence of 
shame in the impudent penitents,when | haue blushed to 
reade thofe horrible crimes,which they gloried to. iterate, 
both in confeffing and committing interchangeably, 

Thus our new-converted Gallants(who neuer had a 
God before, till now that they haue gotten him: abeut

you haue gotten by faining your felfe to be for vs, & now

Earles of Oxford, Southampton, and Efex, and the Lora 
Willoughby (appointed Collonels and for that purpofe de- 
puted by the States Ambalfadors, and [uch other Captat- 
nes, and officiers under them as they shall (ubstitute, to 
‘Leavy and take up [uch voluntary fouldters , as shall be 
uvilling to goe ouer iu theyr company ; but that withall 
you affoord them your beft direction, asfistance, and fur=

therance therein,and giue notice of this his Maiteftzes plea- 


fore to the deputie Lieutenantes, Inftices of peace, and o- 
ther his Maicfties Minifters within the precinét of your 
Licutenancy.T0 which we doubt not, but youwill allrea- 
dily and effectually apply your felues both in refvect of the 
general caufe, and for the cafe and benefit the Counircy 
will finde in being disburthened of many unneceary pere 
fons thatnow want imployment, and line lewdly, ov un- 
profitably im the Countrey. And if any of thofe velunta- 
ries shalb after they haue accepted impre(fe money and fo 
inenged themf{elues into the fervice , withdrawe them- 
felues, or runne away from theyr Captaines , or Condu- 
for ,his Matefties pleafure is, that vpou any fuch com- 
: A sil plainte, 
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plainte, you yeeld your beft asfifance for the apprehending e 
and recoueringe of thofe fuzitives, and them to comit to 
prifon untill they (ubmit themfelues, or otherwife punish 
them, as is vfuall in fuch cafes. And fa we bid your 
Lordshippes bartly farewell.. 20 of lune, 1624. | 


4. Obferue the Peoples willingnes generally to offer 
themsfelues to this feruice, and the expreffion of extraor- 
dinarye ioy affoone as they heard the Drunsmes beate , 
and that the intent of their intertanienent was publi- 
shed, to ferue the States of the Vnited Provinces againft 
the King of Spaine and the Arch-Dacheffe ; foe shat 
thefe wordes were forced to bealtered by command, for 
prefentirefpects of State. 
5s. Obferuethe Nebles, and thofe none of the meaneft, 
{triueing for imployment in this warre, not for the gaines 
of thefe poore and (in comparifon of them) petty places, 
but to honor their Nation , toshew the worldamongft 
what people they were nobles, to defend religion and 
that State which ioynes with our owne to defend it, to 
countenance the caufe, to deter the enemye , to hold the 
Common man vpon the right fide, to aflure the ad- 
verfe part what ayde he is to expect {rom vs, and to flop 
the mouth of the clamorous Marchant, who, though he 
had iuft caufe tocrye, yet cryes now in an vnfeafonable 
tyme, and will therefore learne to gine ouer vaine cla- _ 
moures whilit he beholds the Peeres are ingaged in the. 
woike which he would hinder, 
And heere I cannot but prefent this glaffe tothe vew 
of many young Nobées and Gentiles in thefe parts of the 
Vnited Provinces, who whilft their Countrieis affaul- 
: ted by 
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ted by malitious Enemyes, and defended by honorable 

frangers, borh of our ae other Nations, fir full chem- 
felues andlend no handtohelpe it, but hold it rather 4 
gveate indignitie to bea fouldiar. Thefe muft needes be 
ignorant of their owne honorable roores , which fir 
fprung from Armes and muft be by that moft honorable 
profeffion mainetained whereof thofe fivordes aie wit- 
nefles,which none but Gentlemen weare amongft them, 
And lam perfwaded therefore, this groffe and effemina- 
te conceite, is bredamongft them , eyther by their too 
tender Moyhers, who had rather fee their Country perish, 

then to beholdtheir children hazard them{clues for the 
fafeguard of it; or from their Avabaptifficall neighbours 
who fuppofe (erronioufly)all armes to be Antichriflian; 

or from the Malignant papifi , who though he hath the 
libertie of his confcience amongftthem, yer becaufe he 
may not haue the free and publique evercife of his fu- 
perftition,wisheth the Spanish trow yoke ouer the neck of 
the Belgick /yon, anddeters hisowne, and others, from 


their Country es feruice, and hates fiuch to death, as feruc ' 


to fecure his libertieand life. 

3ut to returne to our matter, and to manifelt our ke 
nerall willingnes and allactitie for the vndertaking of 
there defence; 1 would neither haue the Common peo- 
ple ignorant,nor yet think vs fo ftupid not to vnderftand 
the benefite of this defenfiue ayde fent ouer to them at 
this prefent, which is greater then at firft fghtitappeareth 
toalleyes. For befides that wee helpe to defend there 
frontiresat our owne charge, which all fee , wee alfo 
fpendthe meanes , which wee receiue out of England, 
amongft them alto, fo they haue the vfe both of our 
menand monye, which makes tradeing fomething quic- 
Ker 
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ker fetting many trades on worke, and filling the pub- 
lique purfe fomething fuller by excife and other dutyes, 
which all obferue not. What ready mony hath beene dif- 
burfedin their Counttie for Hats, Armes, and other ne- - 
ceflaries to furnish thefe troopesis apparant to all, and 
the laborious Tradefmsan taftes of the dooble benefite, 
and will bleffe God for it, howefoeuet the zgnorant and 
infoleat will not acknowledge to haue received heereby 
fo much as a fingle curtefie, For lheare them obied, in 
fcorne, that allthis és vot given but lent , they must repay 
gt, True, asthey did the money for the Cantionarie 
townes of Flushing in Zeland,and the Briell, in Holland, 
with the Caftle of Ramekins in the Ifeland of Walthe- 

ren which came to 81 $0008, which firft vpon fuite to his 

Maicftie they inftald for 40000 by the yeere, and conti: — 

nuedthe paymét thereof for fiue yeeres,but after, finding 
it heany, they againe fought eafe of his Maieftie, and gra= 

tioufly obtayneda generall releafeand poffeffion of their 

townes and Caftle for the fumme of 2000@0 payde to 

his highneffe , and of 25000, afligned by his Maiefties 

bownty towards the reward of the Officers, Which aba- 

tement proceeded neither from our want (for then it had 

beene a moft vnthankefull part in them , not equally to 

re{fpect our want in the repayment, as wee did their in 

the lending) nor out of the exceffe of their witt (as fome 

would arrogantly haue it) but out of there humble 

fuite, and his Maiefties grations and ready graunt: Who 

confidering what became his honor would gine rather 

then receiue,and would not defraude that truft which 

was repofedin his predece/for,and fo fuccesfiuely in him, 

bur redeliuered the Keyes of their Country into theit 

owne poficflion againe, And this may teach them to fee 

tha, 
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that itis not in the power of ove Stanly or one Yorke, 
to ftaine the honor of a Nation ; but they may as fafely 
truft vs,as themfelucs; provided they be fure of their 7e- 
ligion whome they truft. If they be careles in admitting 
Captaynesand officers, they may well fufpeét fuch foad- 
“mittted : but if they know them fasthfull to God, they 
neede not doubt their fidelity to them. Andit is not only 
ours,but all other Nations, yea their owne moft of all,who 
are to be {ulpected and fo kept from Command, ifeyther 
they bee of vo religion or popishly affected : If of none, 
then they are for any Deuilj rhat will tempt them (and 
Mammon (pecially is then the God they worship) if po- 
pish, then they ate for Antichrift, and fo for the Catholi- 
que King, who is hisbett beloued fonne , andlike tobe 
the heyre of all that he can giue him, For he vfeth his ec- 
clefiafticall Keyes to no otherend , but to open and shut 
the heart,andail other houlds, forthe intertainement of 
the Spanish pompe and pride,and for the inlargement of 
that quinteffentiall Monarchie, though the {pirit of God 
by the Mouth of Dawiell fay the contrary neuer fo pereme 
torilyand plainely. | 
But fome obiec the Kinges bownty in this refpect 
proceeded from the confideration of his owne charge , 
which he should haue beene at in keepeing thofe places , 
meerely for the proffit of the united Provinces. Perhaps 
-indeede this was the caufe which made him the more 
‘willing to part with them, vpon their fuite,and his Coun- 
fellsaduice but this doth not leffen his downty , not 
their obligation, For to keepe a chargeable gage, foran 
other mans benefit, fo long as the owner pleafeth, to re- 
ftore it fafely and better in every refpect then it wasat the 
firft ingagement,and that when the owner defiresit, and 
B 3) vpon 
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vpon no termes of aduantage but vpon fuch as he him- 
felfe prefcribes, witneffeth extraordinary Foneffie in the 
lender and deferues extraordinary thankfulnes from the 
borrower, Indeede the firft motion for reddidition of 
thefe places proceeded, perhaps, from) fome who wished 
well to the Spaniard, and did not like the continuance of 
this their dependancie upon England, who was by thefe 
cautions really and perpetually in point of honor, and prof- 
fit, and interest, ingaged for the defenfe of their State and 
wile equally with themfelues: And this was feconded by 
a windie hamor bred ina few others by profperitie and 
peace, which looked not fo farre as the firft mouersayme, 
but {uppofeing themfelues able to ftand vpon their owne 
feete, thought {corne to hold any longer of others , and 
beganto meditate how to forget the hand that helped 
them vp, and to requite that curtefie with quarrells : 
which they could not doe fafely (they @w) whilft wee 
had thofe pawyes in onrcuftody. But for the carriage of 
our Queene of blefled memoire deceafed , of our prefent 
founercigne, of our Counfelland State in general, there 
was no paflage eyther in the firlt taking of them on, in 
the holding ,or restroreing of them, but fauours of reh- 
gtonand honor in allapprehenfions, and will do fo toall 
generations heereafier. 

Againe they obiedt that our prefent ayde lent them is 
for our owne fake; fince our Parlrament generally appre- 
hended thefe Countryes to be as the balwarks or at leat 
as the Counterfcarfe and oxtworks of our-owne land: 
and it was wifely fayde of a greate Commander in his 
{peech made to the Parliament, Anno 1621. that if wee 
doofe the Connter{carfe though it be beyond the. ditch, 
she whole tortification is accounted loft, For the Rampier 

Path rat (ae Sat ferses 
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fernes but for a defence to make compofition , fo that if 
wee wilbe content to loofe the counter{carfe,then wee muft 
prefently thinke of nothing but making a faire compofiti- 
on,or fuch,at leaft,as the befzeger will afford vs. And wee 
willingly ackowledg this to bea truth, wishing them to 
do vsgood for their owe fake , as they fee vs do them 
goodas they fay for our omne fake. If wee count them 
our o#t-workes (as wee doe) they ought tocount vs as 
the market place,or Sanctwary.or heart of the Citty, which 
thofe outworkes are appointed to guard, They count 
themfelues and the world generally and worthely counts 
them, to bea wife, politique, and prouidemt people ; let 
them therefore shew itin this particular, loueing us and 
doting us all the good they can piouflie for religion fake, 
curteouflie and readely for wesbourhoods fake , faithfull 
for friendships fake,or at leatt politiquely for their owne 
akes. 

Againe they obiect our people are imployde by this mea- 
nes, and (0 our State pruned, drayned, and disburthened 
of many unruly and vnnecelfarie members, This is very 
trae alfo.; for our nation (as ranke foyles yeeld many 
-weedes , and ranke witts many extragagancics) bringes 

forth many people, and withall fpirits of extraordinary 
temper for the warre; which might be atgributed to our 
diet (fince wee eate more folid flesh then any other Na- 
tion in Europe) but that wee likewife fiode all that is 
bred in our Climate (as appears; by our Ma/ffives: and 
Cocks of the game) are of a more noble and generous 
{traine (as Imay fay)then many others, Thefe fiery Spis 
rits are often moft varuly, fothat their parents are weary 
ofthem,and {ceing they will take no.courfe to liue other. 
wile , cloth them furnish then with mony, andexpote 
on ees B iij them 
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them to the warres. Many of thefe haue the wit and 
grace to come ouer well pronided , astheir parents fend 
them ont! others will not leaue England till their Mony 
be (pent, their clothes worne out , and then ashamed, 
with the prodigal, to returne home for new fupplyes, 
they come ouer into thefe parts ragged (as wee fee) a 
shame to their parentsand Nation, Others leave their 
trades, andrunne from their Mafters; andthisis the true 
canfe of thefe ragged and maked regiments , where you 
may fee good bodyes of Men, very ill apparrelled, And by 
thefe offcoureings,ymen Gefsat the pouerty of our State, 
forgetting they come, though naked, fromthe land of 
Broad-cloth, and that this rapvednes of theirs; in foricha 
Countrie, is one cuident note that they are wade and 
marked out, for the watres.: Indeede therefore wee con- 
feffe thefe men finde imployment heere by this meanes 
and withall this Stare findes defence, Befides the flock is 
our owne, wherewirhall they are fet to worke : for wee, - 
with our owne monye’, clothe them, furnish and arme 
them in all points compleat for the feild,with this charge, 
that they should fight for thefe Prouincesas they would 
fight for Brittanie, And were it notin regard of Religi- 
on (which wee alwayes prize and preferre before all other 
re(pects)and in regard of the fafety of both States,which 
equally concernes vs, wee could haue the fame imploy-. 
ment againft them which wee haue now for them, and 
that vpon farre better termes. Where then were they 
(but that thefe refpects do tye vs tothem) if our King 
(which God forbid) shon!dfend fo much monye and fo 
many men againft them tothe Enemye? The moft pur- 
plind and partiall perfon may f{¢e the iffue, and fo behold 
this benefite, in the contrary danger,

To tempt vs with zziuryes therefore , and not to fee 
their owne inftant necefsitie, becaufe the necesfity which 
we politiguely feare cp would preuent ftands in their light, 
is an intollerable ouerfight vnworthie of their wife. 
domes. | 

To prefumethey may dovs hurt without danger,be- 
caufe wee will doe them none, but indanger our {clues 
to keepe them from hurt (as being moft carefull of their 
wellfare with refped& to our owne aflurance and theirs in 
common)is amadnefs beyond all meafure. Asif should 
rob my neighboure and undoe him, becanfe I know him 
bufied in watching my houfe , tofaue me and himtelfe 
from robbing and undoing. 

Since now wee haue {ufficiently declared our owne 
kindenefs, in wooing the vnited Provinces to reciprocall 
curtefies, and the neceffitie of our flandiug together, ex- 
cept both of vsintend to fall; I proceede breefely to per- 
(wade both Nations to take better notice ofthe Enemyes 
trainesand deuifes inuented to deuide vs,that fo wee may 
vnite our felues to each other more clofely by vndiflolu- 
able knots ofloueand amitie, And becaufe the(e troopes 
of English newly raifed may {ome of them out of gnoran- 
ce giue or take offences which might eafely be auoyded; 
1 {whofe care and ftudy itisto do good offices betwixt 
them, and to preuent whatis poflible all shadow of vn- 
kindnes which may arife) euen in the leaft circumfance 
haue vicd that liber:yof {peech inthe difcourfe hither- 
to vnto which I am accuftomed and naturally inclined: 
Which, though fome may miflike who neither know me 

nor the matter, yet 1 knowe fuch honeft and downe- 
right freedome to be moft fitand profitable for the cone 
tinucing of friendship and clecreing ofthe cafe } which 
B. tilj liberty 
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liberty Ldefire leaue to vfe in that which followes alfo; 
for befides that the ffrocks of a friend are pleafant, in 
being profitable, Lviiderftand this bufines hath need of 
plaine dealeing, vnder whofe feucre conduét all affayres 
profper, better then in the perpetuall Ceckering of foole- 
makeing and.foole-fauoring flatterie, 

And firfi for ny owne Nation, | defire they would not 
bee 100 sealous, captious,and curious in takeing vnkindnes 
where none is offerd, Some perfons haue the trick to 

-pione their interefts and particular {pleenes vpon the 
publique flecue : and{o what they haue felt or do feele 
in priuate,muft needes bee a generall greeuance : but wee 

iuft be wife and wary,not to fuffer quarrells which may 
fall betwixt particulars, to troble or difturbe the ge 
nerall peace, whilft wee {ce thofe iniuryes are not backt by 
authoritie,and made vniverfall and nationall. 

And if wee muft not fu fter real a@ions to difturbe our 
affections, much leffe should wee permitavordes todo 
it, efpecially euill words from fuch perfons as haue not 
yetlearned to {peake well, 

Itis.truc that Ladyes and gentlewoemen paffing the 
firects ia ftrange habits, do often penance amongtt the 
ruder fort, (as.appeared by that moft vnciuill and barba-= 
rous demeanoure vfed lately towards an English Lady in 
Amfterdam who defired to fee the Cittie, and fuppofed 
adl gouvernements to be as ciuill as Londen)but we muft 
confides the fame fet of people would wonder afmuch at 
a Parrat or Poppiniay. It is true alfo that men ofall rankes 
miccte often amongft boyes words of reproch ; but, be~ 
fides that wee cannotaltogither cleere our owne in fome 
tude places from that barbati(me , what should fuch 
words of {corne fpued from fuch mouthes moue vs? 

| Since 
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Since indeede it is our glory to be thofe English Dogs, 
that haue holpen the Shepheards to chafe from hence the 
Spanish Wolues,who elfe would haue worryed,not on- 
ly. thefe filly Lambes, but the harmeles and innocent 
Sheepe, their Fathers, Let not this ftirre the courage of a 
Man to fury, bne pitty and {corne; as Lyons vfe to walke 
with contemptamongft barkeing whelpes, whofe shrill 
notes are mufick, whilft the Puppies bite not. Affuredly 
thefe boyes would, and doe too often , vfe their Parents 
thus; they know no better; they neuer learneda le fon of 
obedience, much leffe of gratefullnes, to honor thofe ina 
duty who defend them in loue , and often fauours them 
asthe Pellicane doth her younge, whome in extremetie, 
she foftersand cherisheth with her owne blood. 

It wilbe imputed a folly to me to touch this, butI 
haue feene fome touched with it. It often falls out that 
men who affedt honor, as it isthe fouldiars ayme, are 
more offended with reptoches and fcornes then actual 
iniuryes. And ifit were notfo, thefe {pirits would not 
fell their flesh and blood fo cheape, farre vnder rhe rate of 
beefe, or mutton, veale,or porke, nor would they indure 
heate and cold, and hunger and thirft, when feruants(ha- 
ueing more wages) will not, but that there isan ayer of 
praife and hope which they (Camelion like) feede vpon, 
and it kills their hearts to heare this blowne away bya 
flinkeing breath with difgracefull language. It were cafie 
for them by any honcft trade or courfe of life to liue well 
in their owne Countryes, for meeré neceffitie doth not 
bring them ouer hither, as if wee wanted meate and 
drinke in England, France or Scotland, but eyther they 
are brought hither to be punished for their idlenes, & be- 
caufe they would not at home doe a little eafie worke for 

C great 
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areat wages, are forced heere, as ina houfe of correction, 
to do great worke, yea the hardeft of all (ro ouercome 
manie wants, and difficulties, themfelues, and others) 
for little wages + Or elfe, being men made and marked 
ont for the warres, they feeke and defire this kinde of 
life , and would chofe it amongtt all pthers as the mok 
honorable, though they had nothing for their laboure, 
but the oportunity and lawfull authority , to erchange 
knocks freely. For they deale for honor, as marchants for 
profht; and they flampe in fiesh and blood, as the orher 
mintin gold and filuer. Now then the firft fort meeteing 
difgracefull words meets but his defert, it is part of his pus 
nishment to be reproched and reuiled : but this latter, 
whois only conetous of honor, takesitill , to haue this 
counterfeit coine of difgrace , put vpon him in ftead of 
currant money, But I would not haue any of thefelat- 
ter fort looke fo lowe to ftoope to fuch pettie praife, nor 
contrarilie once caft their eye afide to thefe fonnes of Be= 
lial, children of Bethell, who would mock Elizeus if he 
came amonge them witha bald head or a ftrange habir, 
Nay rather 1 would haue them doeall good they can for 
the generall State of thefe Countries, with refpect of thofe 
good people whoare mixed amonge the wicked , and 
mourne for the abhominations which are done in the 
Land. Deare Countrimen, you that be at home in peace, 
pay your monyes freely for the fupportance and defence 
of thefe, pray for them with vnfained faith ; and you; 
worthyes, that are heere, fight for them with vndaunted 
refolution, and, if neede bee, dye for them with comfort 
and cheerefulnes euen as for your owne Countrye; fince, 
as [ have manifefted , the warre is the fame though at 
ditule farther remoucd,and befides that it is alfoa religions. 
walre, 


warre, being for religion, if the wattiours themfelues 


haue any religionin them. 


Againe lam to exhort my Countrimen,who are come 
prehended vnder the name of greate Brittaines, to shew 


themfelues as ftrong being now vnited , as they haue 


shewnethemfelues heererofore being divided, Le: both 
the English and Scottish Nations declare by ation that 
they haue not loft their old heaits by takeing vponthem 
a new name ; but that they are the fonnes of ‘hofe Fa- 
thers whofe btaue blood, {pilt in the warres,hath intiched 
and manured thefe feilds, with France, Spaine, and Pa- 
leftine, and are ready to doit againe for the propagation of 
Chriftian Religion, and for gaineing free and aflured paf- 
fage to the glorious Gofpell of our Lord Icfus Chrift, 
Laftly 1 defire & exhort with all earneftnes that they 

would becarefullto ferue the vnited Provinces faithful- 
ly , and not to deceaue them in the leaft refpe& : whilft 
therein they ferue or deceine their owne Prince and Coun- 
try , with whofe monyes they are payde, and shald reape 
praife and honor ot shame and oblequi of theit friends at 
their returne home according as they behaue themfcluts 
in thefe imployments abroade. 

Aud now haveing done with our owne, Iam in 
moft humble manner , to prefent thefe petitions follo- 
wing which I haue learned from the obferuation of my 
Countrimen to the confiderations of my fuperiors in 
thefe parts, in whofe power it is to redreffe the enor= 
mities thereby to declare, that they prize vs, a5 Wee doe 
them, | 

Firtt that they wou'd be gratfoufly pleafed ,to heare

difcharged of their moft chargeable and vnconfcionable 
| C jj Solligze 
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Sodictiours,who eate them vp by lewish vfurie in an vi 
reafonable manner , Soe as I haue heard diuers con= 
{cionable Commanders fay, it is almoft impoffible for an 
Officer to live (though neuer fo meanely and inodeftly) 
vpon his meanes, except he deceiued the State or Sole 
diar; Since moft of his owne meanes is fwallowed vp by 
the follicuor, O that it would enter intothe heart of 
thofe prudent Lordes,to take a courfe for better payment, 
that the Captaines might noi have iufi occafion to com- 
plaine, nor Coloure to feeke shifts by curfed atte/lations, 
thereby to deceaue the Country of bodyes, andthemfelucs 
offoules. Then your Companyes would be fuller , and 
the officer would ferue with better courage, becaufe with 
better confcience, Yea then, if deceite should be ufed or of- 
fered, none would pitty the guilty delinquent, though he 
were made an publique cxampleand {pedacle of fraude, 
voworthy his profeflion. I fay vaworthie his profesfion, 
for know, whaitfoeuer othermen vainely thinke, thata 
reall lye is more dishonorable(though cuftome and com- 
panic cloudes it) then.a verball, which is fo haynous to 
the eare and reputation of a fouldier, 

But I hearean obiedtion againft this fuite, which I dare 
not mention without craueing pardon aforchand, and 
this itis,as they fay, God knowes the truth of it, That i 
Sollicitors were difcharged and better payment made, 
shen dincrs of the Natines should loofe excellent offices , 
the Generall State let goe a faire improuement, and di- 
verfe great perfons could not put their monyes out to v- 
farce vpon fich vnreafonable conditious. 1 cannot be- 
Jeeue this profisable finne,can barre the doore againgt inf 
rcformati6, though the infolencie of the Solicitors would 
periwade me to beleene it; who prefumeing, as it feemes 
and 


> 
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and as the fuceefle shewes, vpon {iipportance , dare af= 
front the greate(i Commanders and vfe them as feruants 
not like Matters by whome they liue. Sometyme Soli- 
citors haue beene put vpon Captaynes by force,and they 
authorized to take from the Captaynes ordinance the 
beft part of his meanes though the folicitor neuer ad 
vanced him a penie of mony aforehand, but becanfe he 
contracted with his Predeceflor ; Soe that if a cunning 
Companion who hath a little {pare monie can infinu- 
ate himfelfe into the bofome of a needy or negligent 
Commander, and fupplyeing his prefeut wants, faftena 
peece of mony vpon him, and procure from him an ine 
confiderate contraé , for his life only, let it be neuer fo 
vnreafonable , yet his fucceffor muft continue it, and 
make it good, nay, perhaps increafe it out of his meanes; 
and fo fucceffiiuely from genetation to generation , if the 
wars should continue it would continue like a rent- 
charge vpon the Captaine or campanie ; whereby it 
cometh to paffe, that though a Captayne , who venters 


Jifeand all for the State, hath butaterme oflife in his ° 


Captaineship; Yer the follicitor, forlayeing outa hun- 
dred or two hundred pownd, hath halfe the Captaynes 
- meanes, anda perpetuitie in that halfe , though he doe 
nothing fot the State but helpe to vadocit. Befides 
though thefe perfons be taken on, that the fouldiar may 
hauefound pay, for which the Captayne payes foundly, 
as [haue partly shewed, yet their payment is foe bad, 
that there are few Captaynes (I might fay fafely, none) 
put haue iuft caufe to complaine, iftheir iuft complaints 
might be heard and redrefled, 

But (uchis the vnequall condition of the perfons and 
the odd and difte(pedtiue carriage of the tyme towards 
them, that the Captaine contracting with the folicitor, 
C ij is bownd 
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is bownd for his part,and the folicitor is his owne iudge, 


and carues himfelfe what amendes he liftteth out of the 
Captaynes meanes: but the folicitor, contra@ing with 
the Captaine, is notwithflanding loofefor his part, or 
as good as loofe,fince hecares notfor Keepeing his day, 
but often puts the Captaine to borrow, and pawne his 
credit and clothes vpon intereft for payment of his com- 
panic, when noiwithftanding he payes vie to the follici- 
tor for aduanccing it aforehand ; Nay fay the Captaine 
forbeares it a moneth or two (as fometyme it falls out) 
yet he payes vfe for it, and the follicitor will not abate a 
ftiuer, though the one loofeth and the other gaines by 
this meanes, a dooble vfe, 

There is alfoa gaines made to the folicitor by pay-= 
ment of light money, which he knowes the Captayne 
muft be forcedto put away, cannot keepe to change;with 
many other grofle and intollerable abufes of which I 
haue heard Captaynes complaine , and which crye out 
(for the with-houlding of the labourors due isa cryeing 
finne) eyther to the State for redrefle or to God for jud= 
gement. I fee what account David made of his worthies 
and fouldiars , and how pretious their blood was in his 
fight, when refufeing to drinke ofthe water they fetched 
for him with perill of their lines, Hee powred it out to 
the Lordandfayde My God forbid it me that I shonla doe 
this thing; Shall 1 drinke the blood of thefe men that haue 
put their lines in ieopardie ¢ for with the seopardie of 
their lines they brought it therefore he would not drinke.I 
wish that all (olicitors and vfurers would confider this 
ftorie well , and then they wonld not: (except they were 
tight Nabals) make it their dayly trade to drinke vp, nay 
to be drunke with the blood of fach mien,and that whilft 

they 
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theyare watching that thefe may drinke the fafer,and figh- 
ting for fafeguard of that mony, whofe vfe eates them vp 
tothe bare bones, Butifthefe Iewes and bloodfuckers 
will not confider it, yet it concernes Dauid and the wor- 
thies of this State to looke to it better, and to their care 
and confcience | commend it. For ifthis be not refor- 
med,as it shewes inward corruption and putrifaction, ripe 
for diffolution, (0 it may, at one tyme or other, by one 
meanes or other , putthe State to ftraights and diffical- 
tyes, did not the auxiliarie Bandes take care for it,to.defend 
it, and refpect it, as their owne Countrie. Which care of 
theirs appeared the laft yeere,at the comming ont of that 
Placat, which gaue them, generally fo much difcontent, 
and thatin the inftant when they expected the Enemy. 
Which had beene a fit tyme and occafion to tempt them 
to mutinee, but that faith, honor, and religion reftrayned 
them;yea fuchatyme; as would have occafioned fome 
Nations then'to crye for gelt and reformation , oralfo to 
lay downe their armes. Whereas then, all thefe troopes, 
both British, and French, did nobly and loyally refolue, 
not to difpute the point before the fight, but firft to fight, 
and fo to difpute the poinragainft the Enemye with the 
edge of their anger and points of their fwords, that they 
might by their deferts moue the States to repeale their 
act, and to shew they meritted augmentation by way of 
largefle, rather then abatement or abridgemenr, by way 
of defalcation; which they would intimate by humble 
petition, without difputation , after the feruice was done 
and the Enemye gone off, and not before. And thisre- 
folution they generally followed , whereby they defer- 
ued dne confideration,and I doubt not in tyme but they 
shall finde it. They are Tyrants and not Fathers of the 
C iiij Com- 
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Commonwealth , who take occafion to beenill, frony 
the goodnes of their people; fo that the better the fubieét: 
ot inferior is , the worfe the fuperior shews himéelfé to’ 
bee; and the more he is content for peace,and quiet, and 
con{cience, to fuffer, the more the other puts vpon him 
and forceth him beyond his ftrength to beare and fuffer, 
It shall not befoe amongt you, ((aith our faviour to his’ 
Difciples) I hope the illuftrious Lords are our fauiours 
Difciples alfo, andlamfure then, J¢ shallot be [oe a- 
rnonalt them. 

Secondly I befeech the State to confider whether or ne 
it be fit to vindicate the honor of our king, State and Na+ 
tion , together with the King and Queeneof Bohemia, 
from the bafe afperfions caft vpon them, by rumor and 
lyeing multitude, in the point of their prefent mainte- 
nance, For I know the Common people belecue, and 
giue it Out,fer a manifeft truth, as men that wil] beleeue 
no better, how that royall Payer with their Princely chil- 
dren, lye heere at the charge of this State, and that exati« 
Ons are layde vpon the people to mainetayne them in that 
humble condition whercin they liue, which (notwithe 
ftanding it be farre too meane for the dignitie of fach 
perfons, )yet in the vulgar eye it (eemes therefore to be to 
haughtie, becaufe they think it comes out of their purfe, 
and to proceed from their beggarly beneuolence, 

This talfehood is bred and nourished by the Spanish 
faction , who would do worfe then {lander them if they: 
could, and doe this to make the Countrie hate them, and 
thereby to prouoke the people for their fake, to mutinee 
and rife againft the prefent gouernement of the illuftri- 
ous Lords, as if they were the occafion of this. caufeles 
and needles chatge, by harboring thefe diftreffed Prin-

«esin their Dominions. 

The knowledge of this was one ofthe ptincipal moe 
tiues which caufed me firltto put penn to paper in this 
fubieG; becaufe I faw the honor of my King, Countrie, 
and of thefe Princes traduced and toft vp and downe by 
lewde lyeing, and iden BMGs is For, in fiead of char- 
ging this State with their aboade heere (as thefe fellowes 
faine and giue out) they are euery way helpefull to it, 
{pending therein many thowland pownds ftarling by 
the yeere,andcaufeing much to be {pent,all which comes 
outof England into thefe parts. And I prefent it to the 
confideration of my fuperiors, whether it were fit, for all 
their honors, and fafetyes, tocrye this off, or to make the 
truth ofit fome way publiquely knowne, that the mali- 
‘tious mouthes of men may in this re{pect be clofed, and 
that the people may Know they beare no burthen but 
their owne, yea that weealfo doe helpethem, out of 
loue, to carry part of that,which belongsto them whol- 
ly to beare, out of duty to God and their Country, 

Thirdly | humbly prefent this motion to the confide- 
ration of my fuperiors, whether they thinke it fit or no, 
for the confolidation of this league, and forthe preferua- 
tion of perpetual amitie betwixt bo:h Nations, to equall 
ys, if not with their ewne, atleaft-with the cheefe ofo- 
ther Nations, who ferue them as wee doe; fince wee 
haue beene, are, and are like to bee, as good fludds and 
props to this State, asthey or any of them haue beene, 
are, orcan bee. Letnottheaduantage of language make 
a ftri@er band, then that of hearts and hands, If their 
tongues goe before ours, our hearts and hands goe in 
front with them, and haueencr done fo, todo this State 
feruice, Neither {peake I this co difparage them or any of 
D them,

them; It is nodifparagement for the beft of them, to 
march with vs; Neither fpeake [ this to detra&t from their 
deferuings , bat by comparifon of theirs to fet off out 
owne (which hath beene nothing inferior to theirs) and 
fo to beget equall refpect for equall merrit in all ranckes 
and degrees. | 
Fourthly I prefent to the wife confideration of my fu- 
. pertiors, whether they thirikeit fit or no, that in both the 
Indyesand all other places of trade or fishing , their peo- 
ple be ftraightly commanded carefully to mainetaine pea— 
ce; that they fell not our loue for alittle lucre,nor inuade

monweales are incapable of this power to conferre honors: 
lfee amongft the Romans, fexerall rewards and honors 
of all forts, diftributed freely and conftantly to the beft 
deferuers. Thereby to incourage ali of euery ranck, high 
andlow, the witty and valiant, in their feuera!! kindes,to 
do their beft , and to aduenture for the publique good. 
Titles, honors, lands, immunities, wreathes, chaines, 
ornaments, placesin the theater, with diners other pre 
viledges, and laftly ftatues and triumphes were appointed 
for the well deferuing fouldiar. And itis to be obferued, 
that whereas the Legionarie bands(which were natives) 
had filuer chaines, the Auxiliarie (which were firangers) 
had gould chaines to encourage them,and to binds them 
to the State by benefits, asthe others were bowid by na- 
turallloue and duty, Butit may be obic&ted that thefe 
honors conferd by the Romane Commouwealth were 
acknowledged by reafon of the Monarchie, and did ex- 
tend as vniuerfally, as the Romane commandand power 
it felfe, which tutched almoft the worlds circumference ¢ 
- but it is not fo with petty Commonweales, whofe acts 
feeme therefore to be private, and to be contained in nar- 
row liftes. And this is true, nor would I therefore defire 
for the wel deferucing fouldiar any honor or preuiledge 
buta publique acknowledgment and refpect within the 
Vnited Prouinces or wherefoeuer they haue power ot 
command this they haue power toconfer, as wee fee 
the State of Ireland gaue the title of King toH. 8, by 
a&t of parliament, who before was written Lord of Ire= 
land only ; and what the States could giue would fufh- 
ciently content the fouldiar, defirons of honor, and binde 
them the rather to the place and fernice , whil& they 
should there haue that duc reverence and acknowled- 
| D ij gement, 
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gement, which in other places they should not finde but 
vpon remouall loofe, And for ought Ifee the Honors 
conferd by abfolute Princes, are of force no farther then’ 
their owne forces carry them and giue them life and an- 
thority ; as wee fee in the Emperiall Courts, who wil! 
not be acknowledged for fuch in greate Brittaine, and 
{furely Sir Robert Dudly, what State or ftile fo ever he 
walkes vnder in Florence, muftin England, ifeuer he 
returne, vaile bonnet, andteturne.to his English titles, 
I fay therefore, had a worthy Commander, after long 
and good feruice,fome publique acknowledgement of his 
mecrit; (ome title, or note of honor, fome previledge or’ 
_ extraordinarye refpect and allowance (though it went no: 
farther then within the limitsand command of the vni= 
ted Prouinces) yet it would animate and ftirre vp noble 
fpirits to excellent actions and entreprizes through emu= 
lation. And hada private fouldiar, afterlong and good 
feruice, the leaft acknowledgement of his worth, were it 
butimmunitie from the excife, increafe of meanes , or 
any other preuiledge it would incourage a poore man to 
ferue brauely. But to fell his fesh and blood, for bread’ 
and cheefe, to (pend his duffie yout eucn till he ariueat a 
maymed and fickly old age, for fo much meanes as will 
Only keepe foule and body togither;in a miferable man- 
ner and (which is worft of all). if he liuesin the wars 20 
Ot 30 yeeres, neucr to haue hope of due and orderly pre- 
ferment, but to fee euery youth daunce frog-leape ouer 
his back, this is that which quencheth the courage of all 
honorable vndertakeing, and.is the only caufe foe little is 
performed vpon the politique and powerfull Enemy. 
Laftly 1 humbly defire all Readers ofboth nations high 
ana Low, to pardon me andto accept of my good will 
which 
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which aymed heerein to do good. Efpecially I feeke par- 

don of the illuftrious Lordsand Gouernors of this State 

who may thinke me too peremptorie, plaine , and pun- 

Gtuall,in fome pafages of difeourfe, and in the propoliti= 
ons I haue made, But when they shall vnderftand I have 
fu ffered for their fake from mine owne Nation,and haue 

beene taken and chalenged asa Man too much theit 
owne and partiall vpon their fide for what Ihaue done, 

fpoken, and written; they will, perhaps the fooner inter 
taine myexcufe, andthe better beare my plainenes and 
bouldnes. And forthofe of myne owne Nation who 
haue thought me to vilifié our owne and to honor this: 
people too much, I let them know that | haue done no- 
thing but what the truth and the necefflitie of the cafe res 
quired, For when I meete a difcontented Counttiman 
of mine owne, who feekes to cafe his prinare fpleene, 
and to reuenge his particular quarrell, by inuectines a- 
eainft the publique State of thefe Prouinces, then as one 
that vnderftands how much it concerncsall our welfares 
(efpecially for point of Religion) to be well conceited of 
each other, and to ftand togisher in firme friendship, ica- 
lous that many fracturesshould make the ieynt vacon- 
folidable , and not knowing with what heart and intent 
tho(e obieétions are made , nor how powerfully that 
fcattered breath may worke, ( whilft*I fee thin vapors, 
gathering and vniteing by degrees, breake out at laft into 
boifterous formes and bluftering windes) 1 doe what I 
ean to oppofe thefein the beginning, and that perhaps 
with a litle too much violence , contending for the ho-

haue done forthem , and how (whatfoeuer they fay and 
would faine make men bleleeue) they cannot rely with 
that affurance vpon any popish Nation , as they may v— 
pon vs, for all our feemeing ouerfenes ; Nay that there 
is no Nation vnder the fiinne that can be fo profitable 
and helpefull ro them as that of greate Brittanie, Which 
they may eafely {ee who obferue the fituation and ship. 
ping of both, and confider that all France, though farre 
more potent at Land , could not haue afforded vs equal! 
afliftance to that which thefe Countries, (then weake in 
comparifon of what they are) brought vs in 88 by Sea. 
Nor can all France (though they were our fuperiors in 
ftrength, asyet no triall by battell hath giuen them the 
aflurance) fo fupply their wants and fecond their warres 
offenfiue and defenfiue by Land and Seaas wee can doe. 
Thas incountring with English aduerfaries, Ishew my 
{cife a plaine dealeing Dutchman ; and incountring the 
Dutch,I shew my felfe what | am,a true hearted English 
man; But heere where | {peake freely I declare impartial= 
ly what I haue knowne, or heard vpon both parts; what 
grecuances ought to be remoued , what cautions ought 
to be obferued, what diligence ought to be vfeden both 
fides, to (ettle and make flrong this old league renued, in 
conferuation whereof the liberty of both Srates, yea of all’ 
Chriftendome’, yea of Chriftianity it felfein fome fort, \ 
confifteth, . The wrack of Religion isthat which is ay= 
med

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sired at,is thar which I fare; and were it not for Religi- 
on | would fudy, and should foone finde the way, to be 
a polititian alfo. Now I haue fayd nothing with a purpofe 
to overvaluc our prefent ayde (Lhaue {poken afmuch of 
theirs) or to vpbraide this S:ate with ingratitade, or as a 
man that grutched at what wee giue and thought it too. 
much (I wish it much more) oras one that imagined the 
wifemen of thefe Lands did not fee all this,and more too, 
without my light ; farre be this folly from me: Nay ra- 
ther my intention isto let the common man fee this, 
who will not vnderftandit, or at leaft acknowledge it; 
That when he fees the truth, he may make better ac- 
count of vs then he vfeth to doe. For I muft tell them 
for conclufion,that our Commons & the Srate generally, 
for religions {ake principally,is ready to drop their money 
and their blood freely for this Nation :‘only the wife- 
dome of our State holds vs back becaufe they fee vs too 
forward, and know well , that what is proffered is con- 
temned , and what istoo common,cloyes. Soeall the 
Remoraes and rubs thefe men finde in their affaires with 
vs is from this¢round. ‘Whereas on the contrary they 
are the’ Commons of the vnited Provinces who flighe 
our people, doe vs all the wronge at home and abroade, 
where they can take any aduantage againft vs,and gine vs 
and our State all the difgufts they receiue, This I beleeve 
proceedes principally from that irreligious or fuperftiti- 
ous mixture, which is among{t them, who eyther cor- 
ruptthe reft thar are rrnly religious and true patriots , or 
at leaft, by their maltitudes, fo ouer{way the good, that 
they cannordoc, for vs and themfclues, as they would, 
And forthiscaufe, Their S:ate and Statefmen yea the 
illuftrious Lordes themfelues are forced by authoritie and 
D 1u) power 
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power to reftraine. them from cuill, and on their be- 
halfes, to doe vs all the good they can, Soe you may ob- 
ferue that with vs the generall currant runns ftrongly in 
fanour of thefe Prouinces, particulars only oppofe it 
for polecie or perhaps {ome for poperie; butin the vni- 
ted Prouinces the general! currant runs ftrongly againft 
vs, and therefore their State or fome particular perfons of 
it, ashamed of the common folly, indeauor to mend it, 
I make a queftion if this people were in peace as weare, 
and wee in warreas they are, whether or no their Com- 
non people would as willingly and readely offer them- 
{clues and their monyes for vs, and prefle the States for 
permiflion, as wee offer our felues and our monyes fice~ 
ly for them, and preffe our fuperiors by fuites, intreaties, 
and humble petitions, togine vsleauetoaMift them. -I 
am per{waded, thofe that grutch and repine, atthe ex- 
cife which is raifed for their owne inftant and moft ne- 
ceflarie defenfe, would grutch farre more to doce it for o- 
thers, But ithath not beene long fo, their forefathers 
who with their blood bought :heir prefent libettie, were 
of an other minde, And thofe Popelings, Libertines,and 
Sectaries amongft them who are now all fick for change, 
would, ifthe Lord should fo plague them as to giue them 
their heartes defire(which I conftantly hope, and heartely 
pray for the fake of the faithfall which are amongft them, 
that he will not) foone finde the difference of gouerne- 
ment,when in ftead of Fathers,and Brethren,and Sonnes, 
and Kinsfolke, and a Prince of their owne election, yea 
fucha Prince,fuch a Generall, as neuer Nation met with 
a more moderate, affable, prudent,diligent, watchfull, pa- 
patient , prouident , andin all refpe&ts one more fit for 
them:in fteade of fach, I fay, they should haue Strangers, 


Tyrants, 
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and Tyrants fet ouer them,who haue shown heretofore, 
and would shew againe,if they had meanes, that (what-= 
focuer we foolishly pertwade our felues to the contrarie) 
they neither refpect Law, nor Promife, nor Oath ; nor 
make difference of Religion, or Sexe, or Perfon; but 
feeke onely fatisfaGtion of their Libidinous, Ambitious, 
Cruell,and Couetous defires, : 

This I thought good briefly to intimate, thar, if it be 
poflible, we may receiue reciprocal] kindnefle from this 
Nation generally sand then they need not doubt no more 
then we our felues doe, but that, where his Maieftie fends 
this yeere fixe thoufand Foot for their ayd, the next yeere 
(if they should need, as I hope they shall not, pray they 
may not) a Royall Armie will, in the name of God ang 
our King, command the infulting and incroching Ene- 
mie, to ftand backe, and giue vp, what he hath vniaftly 
fwallowed, and what he shall never digeft to doe him 
good, but which may proueas fatall to his entended Mos 


narchy,as that Flesh was tothe Eagle,which she fnatched | 


from the Altar,to the firing of her owne neaft, 

And this out of queftion we with them should effect, 
without reliance vpon other vncertaine Leagues, if we 
would ferioufly vnite our Forces by Land and by Sea,and 
follow that footing which God hath lately giuen this 
Nation in the Weft indyes. But of this there is little hope 
whilft thofe fatall quarrellsin the Eaft Indyes lye feftering 
betwixt vs in blood vnappeafed, and no fuch reall fatif- 
faction isgiuen,as may witneffe the impartiall luftice and 
neceffitie of the caufe if true(which with the circumflan- 
ces giues great occafion of ufpition ) or teftifie by execu. 
tion of the delinquents (if they be found to couer treches 
rie and murther vndex the apparance of Luftice) that they 

E will 
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will not hazard the loffe of his Maiefties aianedltet and | 
Cur loues, for the liues of afew Libertines ;. becaufe bey | 
loue vs for fome thing elfe befides their owne profit, and | 
willshew the world it is not true which their Enemies 
flanderoufly giue out, That they know no God but Gaine, 
#0 Religion but Reafon of State, no Heauen but this pres 
fent World,and no Friend but themfelues. For our parts 
we shew our felues to be Sabie&ts of fuch a Soueraigne, 
as loues no mans perfon fo wellto make vs loue or pro- 
tect his finne. If they haue dealt treacheroufly, we dif- 
Claime them for our Countreymen, and can be as well 
content to fee them fuffer worthely, as Pyrates.and other 
offendors who are put to death as publique Enemies to 
all Nations, But if ours be Innocent, and this cryme be 
rayfed-by policie to fupplant them from thofe parts as is 
fuggefted,then we hope and expecta feuere example shal 
be: made vpon thofe Diuels, who tothe end they may do 
euill, and fatisfie their cruelties (which they exercife euer 
where they are Mafters ) doe not forbeare euen to accufe 
the Innocent, as Satan did Luft e6. But {paring to cen 
fure this on either fide, till we fee the caufe cleared by 
{euere, {trickt, and impartiall examination, which 
we hope for andexpe@,we pray God to blefle 
and profper this League of Louc begun, 
and to conuert or confound 
all that wish the 
contraric,

This Text containes one of thofe wife obferuations 
which Salomon aflitted by the Spirit of God made,out of 
his extraordinary experience in. the paflages of this 
world: and thought fo needfull to bee vnderftood of 
all, as herepeates itagaine verbatim inthe 16. Chap. 
25. verfe,and in diuerfe other places in a dinerfe manner 
of words to the fame purpofe. :

Tewes, the Chriftians : nox need any man to vyonder at 
this, that I should mention Turkes and ewes vvith 
Chriftians: forthe Iewes Religion, yea the Turkes fu- 
perftition feemes in their cyes tothem, asitruc and as 
sight, as ours doth to ys; and yve haue nothing but the 
Scriptures to diftinguish them and vs afunder: Imeane, 
the confent of Scripture, Lawe and Prophets, Olde and 
New, Spirit and Letter : for fome paflages and obicure 
places, they pretend (though vnjuftly) to befor them. 
But becaufe vve know ( vvhatfoeuer they boaft) that 
their Religions are Wwayes vvhich both feeme vvrong to 
all good or indifferent judgements, as they are wrong in 
Gods judgement: and becaufe our hope is to haue no 
hearers here but Chriftians, vvee vvill leane them to 
theméclues, & {peake of the diverfitic of Wayes among tt 
vs, vvhich appeare principally to bee foure, euery one 
clayming truth,and holding their Religion to bee Ors 
thodoxe, and fo the onely right vvay to heauen.

becaufeall of vs (except the Heretiques who are gencral- 
ly cut off from the body of Chritt by vs all,or thofe Schi/- 
matickes who feparateand cut themfelues off, as perfons 
that have no way, that haue no tra& of Antiquity , or 
any footeftep to follow dire@ly in the Scripture) agree 
in the way it felfe, though peshaps fome of vs may vary 
either in the manner of walking in that way, or in fome 
ceremony and circumftance of deuotion or difcipline, 
which is as the hedge, andditch, and fence of this way, 
and no effentiall part of the way it felfe, but rather for 
the order,cafe, and conveniencie of the Traueller.

€@ whereof I referre them ouer toa booke called Ca- 
tholique Traditions, colle&ted by a Frenchman, wuitten in 
English, and dedicated to our late Prince Henry of blet- 
fed Memory. The only materiall difference vndecided, 
hangs betwixt vs andthe Church of Rome , they hol- 
ding themfelues to be only in the way as perfons that 
cannot poffibly erre from it, and all others to be out of 
the way , that in all points walke not ftep by ftep, and 
hand in hand with them. Like a man, who vvould per- 
{wade all Zzgland there were no other way to London, but 
through his ground, that {o he might exact a general 
toll of the Paflengers for his priuat benefite. 

Now whilft 1 fay, wee vvithall the Catholique Church 
agree about the way , andour only difference is vvith 
‘Rome : (neither intend to affirme, thateither our agrec- 
ment with all is (0 intire , nor our variance from thofe 
of Rome fo diftant , as fome of ours and fome of theirs 
would beare the world in hand.

there is no third way heere, but a right way ora wrong 
way, fo there is after this life no thitd place, but men 
prefently pafle either into cternall ioy, or erernall 
paine. 

Doth it not feeme right, that fince Chrift is God,and 
God is Omnipotent , able to doe whatfocuer he faith, 
that therefore when he faith, Thasmy body, that wee 
should then beleeue, the bread in the Sacrament to be 
tranfubltantiated into his body , and the wine into his 
blood? And doth it notfeeme ill, that wee who graunt 
this power of his, should ynderftand thefe words {piri 
tually, facramenrally,figuratiuely, and miftically ? : 

All thefe things, and many more like thefe, appeare 
thustothe naturall Man. But apparance and feemin 
are no infallible notes of veritie , as we shall manifeft, 
when wee come to fpeake of the Oppo/ition, or the publi- 
que Iudgement of verity, and now will partly shew, com- 
ming by order to treate of the ludge of thefe contro- 
nerfies, vvho isheere faid to bee man, guided by his 
owne imagination,and the giddy {pirit of Prinacée. 

3. The Iudge, A Mans felfe. 

Toa Man | Man iudgeth of things either by his Senfe, 
Or by his Reafon (for | fpeake of the naturall man, that 
is,of Nature corrupted not as God made man righteous, 
but as man hath corrupted his owne wayes.) By his 
Senfe if he iudgeth, he finds himfelfe often deceiuedsfor 
a ftraight flicke put into the water, feemes crooked in 
sais eyes, an eecho beguiles his eares; his feeling, tafting, 

| {melling, 
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imelling, all of them are fubiet to deception, And for 

his Reafon, the beft it can doe, is to difcourfe probably 
ofthe leaft common accident of a Flea ora Flic; and 
then whatfoeuer he brings, may be controuerted fo by 
another feeming reafon, that the Iudge who should 
from this ba(e, ground his determinations, had need do 
it with caution, and leaue roome to retra& and renerfe” 
his (entence. Much more is man puzzeld and loft, when 
he climes vp to higher contemplations, to confider the 
hidden things of Nature, as wee may plainely {ce by 

Gods arguments to Job; ob. 38. 39: 

If then the fpirit of a man cannot infallibly indge 
ofthe things ofa man, of his owne foule and body , or 
of fuch things as are fubieGted to his gouernment, how 
shall he be thought a competent iudge to determine 
the things of God, though we graunt him to be ofas vp- 
right aheart as David, and as wife as Salomon himfelfe? 
All that man can doe, is to iudge by apparance,and wee 
fee heere things may feeme otherwife then they bee. 


Now befides the infafficiency of Man this way,we shall 1+ 14.5-2% 


finde other defedts in him which accompany impotcn- 
cie, and are vaworthy ofa Indge: forin a ludge two 
things mutt be principally anoyded; presuaice , and par- 
ciality : now both thefe we shall difcouer in our Indge,, 
Man. 

Firft, Preiudice: Man naturally abhors all things pro 
pounded by his aduerfarie , and the hate of the perfor 
avil not fuffer him to intertaine the truth of his-difcourfe,. 
fut rather feeke arguments to oppofeit, his iudgement 
is fo taken yp aforehand. Thus I haue feene the fenten- 
cesof the Fathers reieCted for hereticallby Romane Ca- 
pholiques, when they hauc beene found in Lather or Cat- 
b 4 I, 
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vin, Whitaker ox Perkins. | 43 
Secondly, Partiality; Man naturally affects what ei- 
ther proceeded from himfelfe immediately, or from his 
neere, deere, honord, and beloued Predeceflors,or fome 
that in his eyes feemes learned wife, honeft, religious. 
In which regard God himfelfe difputes this point 
withman, Ezechiel78. 2. and in the 2g. verfe, con- 
cludes with an interrogation, withan expoftulation, 
faying, Yet (aith the boufe of Ifrael,The Way of the Lord us wot 
equal : O houfe of Ifrael! are not my Wayes equall? or ave Hot 
your Wayes rather unequall Andthis is come into fashion 
againe , ‘that Man dares argue the caufe with his Maker; 
and if God do not as man will haue him, fubie& his ac- 
tions to mans reafon,and que all his creatures ;but that, 
according to the rule of Iuftice, he condemne fome Re- 
probates , heislike to be iudged the Author of finne, 
And I wonder he {capes cenfuxe, for making fishes, 
foules, beafts : I mofe they. finde no fault, becaufe he 
made notall thee to be men and immortall , and why 
he made not men Angels, whilft holy David wonders 
at his extraordinary care & loueshowne towards man, 
faying; O Lord, Whats man that thou fo regardeft him? or 
the fonne of man that thou fo vifiteft bim? He wonders that 
any man is regarded; thefe wonder, that all men,and all 
creatures are not alike regarded. Thus man that iudgeth 
by apparance , whofe fenfe and reafon may be deceiued 
aud fo deceiue him, as he deceiues others, whe may bee

efpecially in hisowne cafe) is ynfit to decide acontro- 
verfie of this nature. And this therefore caufed that re. 
folute Luther to vtter that fpeech for which he hath 
beenefo often and fo yniuftly taxed and chalenged, 
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Phat he preferd one Saint Paule, before athoufand Ambro- 
es, Augustines, Hicromss ox Chryfostewms. Becaule Saint Paul 
by the iudgement of all thofe was, for the firft planting 
of the Church, guided by the infallible direGion of 
Gods Spirit, after a wonderfull and extraordinary man- 
ner and meafure : Butall thefe men graunt themfclues 
that they might erre; nay, that they did erre, and fo re- 
tracted diuerfe of their former opinions ; defiring nei- 
ther to be beleeued nor followed farther, then their 
words and writings should: bee found confonant to 
the verity of the written Word of God. | 
Now then all the iudgement of Man; nay, of al! men 
‘contradicting the Word of God, is of a private {pirit, 
fuch as Adam was dire&ted by when he left the guidance 
of Gods Spirit;of which Saint Peter {peakes, 2. Pet.1.19. 
20.21. Ifthereforea multitude of men (how learned, 
wife, or holy foeuer they bee) should ioyne again 
the Scripture, their authority muft not carry it, for they 
all erre,and their interpretation is private , though their 
perfons, their places,their profeflions be publique. 
Andoneora few men expounding with the Scrip- 
ture, doth not expound bya priuate fpirit (though his 
perfon perhaps bee priuate) but by the fpirit of Truth 
which direéted the holy Pen-men of the Scripture; and 
his opinion and interpretation is Catholique and or- 
thodoxe, whatfoeuer his perfon bee. Cyprian vvas a pub- 
lique teacher, yet interpreting fome Scriptures to prouc 
rebaptization, his interpretation therein vvas priuate, 
becaufe againft the geherall fenfe and {Cope of Scrip- 
ture. And Augustine vyas a Bishop,and fo a publike per- 
fon at whofe mouth we are to feeke wifedome, yet 
when hee brought Scripture interpreted by himf{elfe, 
: : 3 C con- 
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contrary to the generall (cope, to prooue Children 
should receiue the Lords Supper,his interpretation was 
worthliy reiected as of a private {pirit. All the founders 
of Herefies haue beene publike perfons, fuchas were 
Nonatus, Arrive, Eunomiw,and with thefe diuerfe Bishops 
of Rome haue ioyned cyther as authors of Herefies , or 
Seétators.of fuch; and heerein they were all led by pri- 
uate fpirits. Therefore Bellarmine contefleth , lib. 3. 
cap. 3. De verbo. That the Spirit of interpretation (which in 
S. Peters {enfe is publique) « often ginen to private men. 

So then the Scripture muft be expounded by the Scrip- 
ture , the darker place by the place morecleere, Man, 
muft not fecke a fortification in Scripture for his opini- 
on: but he muft be carefull to raife kis opinion and 
ludgement, out of the Scripture,cuidently confirmed & 
explaned by it felfe, and by conference and coherence 
of the fame with it felfe; and this is publique interpre- 
tation; whatfocuer is contrary, is from the fpirit of pri- 
uacy. Veritas docendo fuadet falfitas {uadendo docet. 

All this that | haue fpoken then , is not totally to ex- 
clude man from determining queftions and doubts in 
Diuinity, but to shew by what rule he ought to iudge; 
that is, by no other rule then by the Scriptures: for I 
gladlyacknowledge, that whereas there is an authen- 
ticke and fundamentall Iudge, Chrift himfelfe (the beft 
interpreter of the Law being the Law-maker) fo he 
hath placeda minifteriall Iudge , which is the Church,. 
which muft interpret Scripture by Scripture, and cuer 
be wary not to contradi@ the vvil of the Law-maker 
Chrift. Now the Romish Sinagogue confidering the 
Charch of Chrift ina threefold manner: 1. Firft,as it is 
Effentiall,z Secondly,as it is reprefeatarine: 2.-And thirdly, 
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as it is virtuall. They make the reprefewtatine pattto con- 
fift in the Miniftery;and this Miniftery to flow from the 
Pepe as from the head;and to this part that is to the Popes 
they attribute that power which God hath giuen to the 
whole Church. Now the Pope being thus invefted in 
abfolute power with an-opinion of infallibility , laying 
afide the Scriptures, iudgeth without them: nay, againit 
them; nay, iudgeththem, and yet muit notbe chalen- a 
ged of error. Hd 
This wee indge vnreafonable,that a Man should make \ 
his owne will the Churches lawe, and indge in hisowne 
caufe without examination. And therefore wee shew, Amor & 
that man who iudgeth by his fenfe or reafon, is not fuf- Om & 
ficiently qualified for {uch a bufines; or if he were natu- een 
rally fo adapted, yet is he vnfit to indge in this quefti- du faciune 
on which wholly concernes himfelfe, in regard of parti- *P* lud: 
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fore in queftions betwixt ys and the South-Charch, verum. 
Presbiter Iobannes isan vnfit Iudge; and in queftionsbe- it ee 
twixt vs and the Greciaws , the Patriarch of Con/lantinople mae 
isas vimeet : atid in controuerfies betwixt vsand Rome, 
the Popeis nota competent ludge. Ercle/usticus. 3. 14. 
Goe not to Law With a Indge,for they \willindge for him accor~ Hs 
ding to bis honor. WY 
Let vs therefore feeke a Indge who iudgeth not by il} 

the outward apparance , whofe fence and reafon cannot i} 
be deceiued, who is neither preiudiciall nor partiall; 
who fearcheth the reines and the heart; for yaine is the 
judgement of man, to whom this way feemes right, | 
when the ends thereof are the Y flues of death. And this | 
wee shall finde in the Oppofition, which wee come now i] 

: 10 handle. 
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The Oppofition, or Publique Indgement. 
1. The end thereof; or purpofe pretended. 

Wee had the way iudged before prima facie, by the 
outward apparance,by the beginning thereof, and foit 
feemed right. But heere wee finde fronti nulla fides, no 
credit to bee giuen to the countenance, but the end be- 
wrayes the truth of euery thing. The woman beheld 
the fruite which Sathan fo farre magnified; She faw the 
tree was good for foode, and pleafant to the eyes. Genefe 
3.6. fo she eate thereof and gaue part to the man. Thus 
they iudged by the outward apparance, by feeming, and 
were deceiued , euen then when their fenfe and reafon 
were at the perfecteft. But after they had eaten it is fayd, 
Their eyes were opened , and they knew that-they were naked, 
Genef. 3.7. Andthen likewife they knew, that the curfe 
of God, The day that thou eatef} thereof , thou shalt dye the 
death(Genef. 2.17) would furely light vpon them. So this 
way feemed the right way to them to attaine know- 
ledge & happines, but they fourid the end thereof to be 
the way of ignorance,of darknes, and of death. And as 
with them,{o with all their pofterity fince,this hath fuc- 
ceeded as ateftimony of their hereditary finne, ftill to 
be deceiued with the feeming of things; infomuch as 
that is true which the Poet long fince fung. 

Fallit enim vitium jpecie virtutes er umbra, 
Cum fit trifte habitu, vultug, & vefie fewcrutt. 
The face and habit ofan Amchorite, 

May be the couer of an Hypocrite. 

Therefore all wife men indge of things not by 
their shewes, but fubftances, and not by their be- 
ginnings, burends. Now the end ofa thing is either 
propofium, the purpole for which a thing is done;and fo 
che end of preachingis the faluation of foules , or Tere 
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minus, theiffue or determination ofathing, as death is 
ehe end ofa mans life; and fo it is heere properly taken, 
A ludge oftentimes faues atheefe, becaufe he hopes he 
may proue an honeft man, and doe good in the Com- 

‘mon-wealth: There is the firft end, The Indges purpofe: 
But the Theefe proceedes in histheeuery till he brings 
himfelfe to the gallowes, and thats the extreame end, 
the vitimum vale. Of both thefe we intend to fpeake 
briefly, though the laft only be proper to this Text,and 
the firft borrowed for illuftration. 

Firft,then remembring wee haue Religiow for our fub- 
ieét, let vs fee whatitis, together with the end thercof, 
towhatpurpofeittends. | 

This is Chriftian Religion, that one God, not many be worship- fe in 

ped: becanfe worhing makes the foule happy,but ouly one God,The Teach 29) 
infirme foule is not made happy in rhe participation of another cap. $4 
foule that us happy,but happy in the participation of God ; nor 
1s a holy foule happy in the participation of an Angel, but if an 
anfirme foule feckes to be happy, let it fecke from thence, whence 
aholy foule ishappy. For thew art not made bappy by an Angels, 
but from whence an Aagel hath happineffe,tian haf it alfo. 

Faith with a ferious feare of Gods the pure and true Religi- Polen. 
on; as Feare containes init felfe a voluntary reuerence, and car- Sy ntag,- 
ries with it a right worship of Ged , fuch as ts preferibed iu the 
Lave. 

Religio dicta eff co,quod per cam vnifoli Deo religannus ant- Vidor? lib. 
mas nofiras,ad cultum diuinum animo feruiendi. Religion then es Etymi 
being the band or tyall whereby wee are faftned and i 
bound to God asto the fouercigne good, confifteth. of 
chree twines, vz-of faith, of hope, of love ; and a threcfold 
corde ts not eafily broken. Now the proper or principall end 
of this Religion isthe glory of God, the fabordinate end is 
our faluation. . 
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That Religion therefore which moft direétly and 
cleerely tends to the principall end, muft needs effe& 
the fubordinate end moft certainely, and fo muft necef- 
farily bee the only true and dire& way to life ; and the 
other, what shew foeuer it makes, muft needs be the 
Way and U fue of Death. 

Againe, the glory of God is moft aduanced heere in 
this our Way or Religion, by two affections of feare and 
love,and by the true fruits and effects of them. Now that 
Religion which traines a man yp to feareGod,and to loue 
God, as God ought to be feared and Joued, giues God 
the trueft glory, and fomuft neceflarily be the truth. 

Laitly, this feare and this /ove is then moft rightly ge- 
nerated and cherished in the foule of Man, and fo Gods 

glory moft aduanced, when mans nature is truly fet 
foorth, andhe thereby humbled in himfelfe, and fo 
taught to feare; and when Gods power and mercy is fo 
expreft, as he hath beene pleafed to reueale it to mans 
comfort; That fo man feeing his owne wants and mi- 
fery, and Godsall.fufficient power and mercy, might 
feare and reuerence God asa good Mafer , might loue 
and delight in Ged as in a good Farher,and might whol- 
ly feeke to him, and cleaue to him as to the chiefe and 
fouercigue good, able to fupply and fatisfie all his defires a- 
boundantly. 

This being thus layd downe for a rule, let vs by this 
comparatiuely proceed to try fome points of Religion, 
controuerted , which are fundamentall, or lye next to 
ihe foundation, and iudge them right or wrong from 
the nature and quality of their do@rine: thatis, whether 
they ayme at theright end, The glory of God, or atan ob- 
ligne end, the gasue of this World, and the glory of Man that 
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propounds them, according to that direction which 
our Sauiour giues, Iohn. 7. 18. He that fpeakes of himfelfe 
fecketh bis owne glory : but he that feeketh his glory , that fent 
hina, the fame « true, and no vurichteoufnes ws in him. 

1. Firft, for Feith the foundation; Our Aduerfaries 
teach a faith which only beleeues the power of God to 
faue man: wee teach a faith which beleeues both his 
power and will. Theirs teacheth feare ; ours both feare 
and loue; Theirs cloudes-his mercy ;ours gives true glo~ 
ry both to his powerand mercy. 

e. Secondly for hope ; our Aduerfaries teach a hope Spes Bont 
which yncertainely expedts a good to come; whether "“"” 
they shalbe faued or nothey know not, but they hope 
well: whether there be a heasen prepared for them yea 
er no, they know not,but they hope well. Wee teach 
a bope which the Scripture teacheth: that is , an earneft 
out-looking, expeCation, and longing , for the accom- 
plishment of thofe gratious promifes which God hath 
made to vs in his Word.So our faith beleeues, that there: 

‘fsa heauen,and a heaven prepared for vs;our fope longs: 
for the time when this shalbe perfected ; and taught by 
patience and experience, ftayes the Lords leyfure , and

hope Prefumption , but wee know they are prefumptu- 
ous for calling it fo. 

3. Thirdly, for charity; They teach what Charity is Et stich eens

And this Charity they teach fo to: depend vpon Free- catonbus

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eens pon the mutable and vnconftant will of man. We on 
ics ‘the other fide teach,that our faluation wholly proceedes 
tari maie= from the charity and loue of God , and that all meanes 
ftarem Dei, conducing to that end, rife from the fame fountaine of 
ae g¢,loue; and fo our charity,as an effet of that charity of 
Accepiti God to vs,ferdes notas a caufe mooning God to faue,but 
Berne followes as acaufe declariug whom God will faue, And 
ar eutt] PO that.our Charity,as it is a fruite and effet of Gods Cha- 
Hieron: rity,is true charity; and the works proceeding from that 
aie charity of ours, good, but imperfe&; good, asdone by 
23. P+ aperfon accepted,imperfedt as done bya finner,as done 
by ababe which growes and labors towards perfection; 

which perfection is not wholly to bee atrayned, till this 
imperfection be wholly put away, and corruption hath 

put on incorruption. And therefore for merit, wee ate 

farre from it, as.a doctrine oppofite both to our charity, 

and to the charity of God. To our charity, becaufe cha- 

rity isafree worker, not refpeGiing the wages; ifshe 

thinkes to merit, she isnot Charity. To the Charity of 

God; becaufe if God gaue for the merit of our workes, 

heauen were not properly a gift, nor grace were nor 

erace;nor charity, charity: for charity is free. Thus cuen 

Adam himfelfe in his integrity could not merit, becaufe 

hee had nothing but what be receined, he was indebted 

for his daily bread, and for the grace he had to fee and 
acknowledge this loue of God : fo whilft we are giuing 

thankes for benefites receiued, wee are not paying our 

debts, but running farther in ; for euery grace that wee 

haue is a new obligation: To bim that hath shalbe ginen, 

and wee ate recejuing whilft we thinke our {clues gi- 

uing. | 

Againe, they teach, Thongh Chrift dyed for vs, and 

| | | though 
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though Gods grace guide and dire&t our actions and af- 
fe&ions,yet there are fome finnes left to be fatisfied and 
difcharged by our {elues, either in this life by workes of 
merit or pennance heere, or heereafter by punishment 
in Purgatory. Now this they doe teach, not euer perhaps 
becau(e they {fo beleeue, but becaufe it is a profitable er- 
ror,and they know they may eafily vndertake to pardon 
all that come into Purgatory. Befides, it is a great glory 
for their Hierarchy to be fticklers in fo large and {patious 
aroome as they fancy or faine itto bee; not only to 
haue all earth, but all Purgatory alfo within the verge 
of their Inquifition. Now vvee teach the contrary, be- 
caule we fee this doftrine derogatory to Gods infinite 
mercy and glory, and to the infinite merits of our Sa- 
wiour. Asif God had forgot to be gratious, or as if our Sa- 
uiours merits and actions were imperfect as our workes 
are ; or rather indeed as if our workes were perfe& to 
merit & fupererrogate, and his imperfe&, not able to do 
inough for all, yvhen our Sauiours death did fatisfie for 
all the faithfull, and vvas fufficient for many vvorlds 
more, and his merits yvere fuperaboundant for vs, and 
for all that beleeue and repent. 

Fiftly they fay, that after the vvords of confectation, 
the bread is changed into the body of Chrift, as he was 
borne,as he fuffered. This they doe to exalt the dignity 
of their Preifthood : vvee teach the contrary, that itis 
his body and truly eaten, but both by faith, after a {piri- 
tuall manner, asthe Angels eate Chrift in heauen by 
contemplation. And this vvee teach, both becaufe vvee 
haue good teftimony of Scripture, vvith the whole cho- 
herence thereof,and the Avalagze o ‘faith fo to exp ound 
it, asalfo becaufe it makes more for the glory of God, 
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andthe humiliation of man,when our Aduerfaries doe~ 
trine doth the contrary. For doth it not call in queftion 
the truth of Gods word,the truth of Chrifts body,when 
we are led to imagine fuch a body as might be borne of 
the Virgin,cor not born;might be crucified,or not.cruci- 
fied, being neither to be fele,nor feene,nor tafted, yet to 
be taken vvith the hand, eaten with the teeth, receiued 
into the ftomach ? And doth it not exalt man, vvhen it 
makes him able to make his Maker ? And with his word 
to make him fo, as it should be in his power according 
to his intention & willto have him prefent or not pre- 
fent? What is this elfe, butto fit in the feate of God,and 
to be exalted aboue all that is called God ? Like in fpiri- 
tuals, tothat ofthe great Earle of Warwickes in the time 
of H.6. in temporals., vvho chofe rather to be called 
Primus Comes Anglie, then Rex Anglie ; and thought ‘it 
more honorto make a King, then to bee one. 

Laftly they fay they humble man more then we, and 
exalt God more then wee: 1. They humble man more 
whilft they tell him his fGinnes are fuch as he muft not 
prefume to go to God, but by meanes of Saints or An- 
gels. 2. They exalt God more, whilft they exalt his 
feruants,and giue afmuch reuerence to the Saints as wee: 
to God.. To this wee anfwere, they arrogate to man, 
whilft they willfeeme wife aboue that which is writ: 
ten; they derogate from God whilft they make his fer 
nice Common to the Saints, and can only colour it with 
a diftin&ion; nay,whilft they make him and Chrift on- 
ly {cuere Zwdges, and the Saintsand Angels merciful,and 
fo their Medéators. They ought notto do euill that good 
might come of it; this is euill to lye of God, whilft they 
faine him to bee what he is not, and deny him to bee 
ae ~-¥vhat 
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what he is. And of thiskinde, andto this ende are all 
their fidtions in the Legend,to proue the Saints merciful, 
and God feuere;yea the blefled Virgin Mary to be mote 
pitifull then Ciri/ her Sonne and Sauiour,in whom she 
was blefled more a a childe, thena Mother. That they 
may do this the more fafely,they contend andfay, That 
befides the written word of God, there are many other 
decrees and dogmaticall points and traditions neceflarie 
to be beleeued to faluation, which the Church (thatis, 
themfelues alone) haue in cuftedy vpon truft and credit. 
Now wee teach the ‘contrary, afwell becaufe wee haue 
cleere teftimony of the Scriptures and Fathers general- 
ly, as of acloude of witneffes to proue the contrary, as 
alfo becaufe it makes more forthe glory of God in 
things of abfolute neceflity toward faluation,to goucrne 
by pofitine lawes ofhis owne, rather then by arbitrary. 
and changeable lawes of Man; and that he should re- 
ueale to vs his will by his owne Sonne Chrift lefus,who 
came to faue vs, rather then to Jeaue vs tothe vneer- 
taine relation of Man,who for ought wee know may ve 
Antichrist, and fo intendsto deceiue vs, though perhaps 
he comes in sheepes clothing, or may feeme an Angell 
of Light to bleare our eyes with apparance. 

Wee might ioyne in this iflue vvith them vpon ali 
the queftions controuerted, but thefe shalbe fufficient 
to giue light to {ee the reft at more leifure.In the meane 
time if wee caft our eyes truly vpon the end of their de- 
fignements , vvee shall eafily fee, that gaine and glory 
vnto themfelues are the only arguments which draw 
them to fight for the Popes Supremacy, the Maffe , Purgae 
gatory, Pilgrimages, and all the reft of their opinions, 


yvherein they are oppofite to vs andto the Screptures. 
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To this end they are called Marchants, Rewel: 18. 23° 
Becaufe for gaine and glory they fophifticate Relgiou, as 
Marchants their wares, andthus make marchandize of 
heauen and earth, andof God himfelfe. And asthe 
Marchants in London hauc foreigne commodities where- 
by they fucke the fweete fap of the Country to them- 
felues, and they in the Country have meanesagaine to 
recallit; as Norwich by ftuffes , Yorke by Cattell , fome 
places by vvooll and cloth, others by corne,, and others 
by Mettals: Oras Zagland vvith thefe commodities 
furnisheth other Countryes , and fupplies her owne 
wants from thence; and Fraamce with hey vvines buyes. 
her children vvooll, and Spasne , vvith Figges, Rayfons 
Limons , and Oranges for fauce, buyes herfelfe bread 
and meat : fo thefe fpirituall Marchants chop & change | 
commodities, and toffe to.and fro by that meanes the 
wealth,the pompe, the glory of the world,the fat of the 
Earth, the Crownes of Kings. To this end Walfinghans 
had a lady to bring fuiters and fees Eaftward,and Canter- 
bury had a Saint Becket to draw it Southward , The 
North had a Winiffid, Scatland a Saint Andrew and his 
arme,the Low-Countries a Lady of Hales,Fraunce a Saint 
Denis , Spaine a Saint lames , Italy a Lady of Loretto, and 
every Country vvas full of thefe Marts, where the 
Saints did feuerall cures and.feruices to the Church, and 
had continual! Votaries, and. thofe of the frankeft fort, 
as fuperftition is commonly a prodigall. And this vvas 
agolden yvorld, andaglorious Religion to the eye , fo 
that vvee heare old men and women talke of thefe 
things ftill; but vvee knew this wasnot found at the 
heart;the way might feeme good to aman butthe end 
thereof were the Yduesofdeath. : 
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2. The certaineill Quality; or Desermination. 
Is the Yfvues of Death} hauing {poken of the firft end, 
yvhich isthe purpofe and {cope of this vvay, vvee come 
to fpeake of the Yiluc of this end; thatis, The Terminus 
‘wltimus or determination of this purpofe and ayme,and 
that is, Death; They are the Vfiues of Death. Life was pro- 
mifed in their firft apparance, it feemed the right vvay, 
but vpon tryall wee finde Laset Anguis in herba,the end is 
the Yflues or wayes of death. A great diftance betwixt 
the promife and the performance , betwixt the pretence 
and the Yffue,the paflage and the port, the ftarting place 
and the end of the race; vvhen life is proclaimed in the 
beginning, and death meets vs at the concluding. 7 bane 
fought a good fizht (faith the Apottle Panle. 2. Tim. 4.7.8) 
I hane finished my cour{é, from beaceforth us laide up for me & 
Crowne of glory \which God that righteous Indze shall giue me, 
and not to me only but to all that lone bis appearing. Now the 
Apottlehath fought, and if he had deferued ex condigns., 
might chalenge this crowne asa debt due to his worth, 
but he doth not fo, he expetts it indeed out of grace, 
of free gifty he doth notdeferuc it by fighting, but he 
obtaines it fighting, iris giuen frecly by a righteous 
ludge vvho gaue him grace to fight, and premited him i 
both to Ouercomeand to triumph.

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Iefus Chrif?. To all that /ove, not toall that fghz; the af- 
fection, not the action, is refpeted;the perfon, northe 
paflion is accepted. But now if Pale had beene of the 
Romish faith , this fpeech of his would haue beene 
judged prefumption ; not prefumption to chalenge by 
merit, but prefumption to chalenge of gift, and refo- 
lutely to reft vpon the grace of the giuer, as to affure 
him{elfe and others of this crowne. Prefwmption is fairl 
with them,and true fawing faith is Prefimption. when they 
heare him fay, Rom.3. 38. Lam perfivaded , that neither 
dvath nor life, nor Angels, nor principalities, nor powers , nor 
things prefeat, nor things to come, nor height, nor depth , nor 
any other creature, shalbe able to fcperate vs from the loue of 
God , which sin Chrift Tefus our Lord; they would gladly 
make this only a probable perfwafion,no certaine faith: 
but others feeing this too groffe a dallying with the ma- 
nifelt {cope of the Text , fay, Saint Paule vvas affured of 
the certainty of his faluation, of the happy end of his 
right Yay by extraordinary revelation only. But letit 
be fo;was it reuealed to him for others that beleeue too? 
he faith fo; for he faith nothing shalbe able to feperate 
vs: Now then if itbe renealed to him for others, let vs 
beleeue the reuclation, and apply it with vnfained faith 
to our owne hearts in particular, as he did to his.And by 
the way, obferne what itis thar Saint Pale builds his 
faith vpon, fo that nothing cag prenaileagainftit. Isit 
vpon Peter that rocke? Is it ypon Indulgences or, Pardons 
of man? Is it vpon perfonall righteoufnes , inherentiu- 
ftice, or hisowne or other mens merits? No; It is vpon 
that rocke Christ Iefue;it is ypon the loueand Charity of 
God, in and through the merits of Chri/? Iefus our Lords 
which loue, nor death, nor life,nor Angell, nor power, 
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not heauen-nor hell can alter; for Gods loue is immuta- 
ble, he is not as man that he should repent : whom be loues, 
he loues to the end; ba Ywaye’ feeme hard, but the yflues of 
them are the Yayes of life. . 

Whereas therefore our Aduerfaries accufe vs of no- 
uel prefumption, for teaching a faith that may aflure vs 
of our faluation, and (to elude this cleere place of Saint 
Paul,and diuerfe other the like) fay, Fhis was reucaled to 
him by extraordinary fauour. Wee know and confefle, 
that hee as a worthy inftrument of Gods glory,as a Ma- 
fter builder,had many things revealed vnto him forthe 
edification of the Chureh, but for this particular it was 
no otherwife reuealed to him thenit is to euery faith- 
full Chriftian, in yyhom the Spirit of God dwels, as in 
a temple,and there teacheth them to offer Sacrifice, and 
tocry Abba Father with teares and gtones that cannot be 
exprefled. Well may there bee a difference in the mea- 
fure of the reuelation, not in the matter reuealed : Wee 
know (faith Saint Job. 1. Ep. 3, 14.) that Wee are tranflarea 

from death to life, ec. and after, verfez3. He that keepeth 
his conmmandement, dwelleth in him, andhe in him : and beere= 
by \vee know, that he abideth ia-vs , ewen-by that Spirit Which 
be hath given vs. So the perfons are Wee, notf, not Saint 
Tohv alone but Wee, 2 that beleeue, and lowe; for this faith 
and loue are infeperable: Againe, Wee are tranflated, not 
it is probable Wee shalbe, but wee are, vvhich makes it cer- 
taine by faith, as if it were done and accomplished: Laft- 
ly, we vow this, and wee know it by the Spirit which: 
God hath giuen vs, the fame Spirit thattanght Saine 
Pasle and Saint Iobv is Our tutor too. For other reuclati- 
ons Chrift himfelfe hath filenced all pretences and sha- 
dowes, and ginen abfolute authority to the Scripture o- 
| ig Bed pened: 
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pened and interpreted by the Spirit of God to refolne 


Luk 16.19 all {cruples in cafe of con{cience. And this wee may fee 


cleerely in the Parable of Dives and Lazarus,where Diues 
after he had failed of his perfonall fuite, and could not 
obtaine a drop of mercy for himfelfe, yet requefted 4- 
braham to fend one to his friends to forewarne them of 
the ftate he was in,not that they might pray for him for 
that vvas to no purpote, rhe tree Was falne, but that they 
might by repentance and amendment auoyde the dan- 
ger themfelues. To whom Abraham giues this anfwere, 
They haue Mofes and the Prophets, let them heare them; {o he 
turnes them to the Scriptures wherein the will of God 
is reucaled to euery man, what they should shun, what 
they should dce, what they should beleeue , and how 
they should liue. And when Dives perfitting in his fuite 
faith; Nay father Abraham, bus if one Yweut unto them from 
the dead they ‘will repent. Abraham replies definitiuely and 
refolutely, If they heare not Mofes and the Prophets , neither 
will they be perfwaded though ome rofe from the dead. Sowee 
fee, he that doubts the Scripture, or beleeues any thing 
againft it, vnder pretence of revelations from heauen, 
or hell, or Purgatory, or the like fictions of Ghofts and 
Spirits appearing, is ina wife cafe, and may be drawne 
into a fooles Paradife, but neuer into the true Paradife, 
and fo wander in this Way which /eemes right, but the end 
thereof are the Yf[ues of Death. 

To shut vp this point , obferue the certainty of this 
judgement, asthe Apoftle Saint Zobm before in the 1. 
Ep. 3. Chap: 14. verfe, fpeakes in the prefent-Tence, We 
know that Wee are tranflated , to note the certainty of 
their tranflation to glory;fo heere Salomon faith, It the 
Wray of Death, aud the end thereof isfo, to note the cere 
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tainty of the thing. And this is a plaine proofe of the Spi- 
rits affiftance to difcerne the end and determination of 
a thing before the end be come; when otherwife it were 
too late to doe it. For it istoo late for Dives to repent 
in hell, when the end is come;he should have attended 
better to Mofes and to the Prephets before, and belecued 
the word of God,not the foolish traditions of his fore- 
fathers againft the Word, or the idle old-wites tales of his 
feremothers , befides the Word: he should haue attended 
the admonition of the faithfull Pa/for aad Prophet, and 
not to the fained Legend of his flattering Parafites, 
trencher-fed Chaplaines. The perfection of all humane 
judgement, isto iudge by the end and iffue ; andeven 
heere wee often erre too: but ifman goes farther of 
himfelfe by nature, it is but conieture and prefumption 
arifing from long experience in obferuation of like cir- 
cumftances, asthe effect leades vs to the caufe; but yet 
even then wee cannot fay it is, or certainely it shall bee, 
but it may be fo, it may {0 fall out,it may be the ead of 
Death. But the Spirit of God fees the end before it 
comes;he fees the thoughts afarre off, and iudgeth, and 
warneth men aforehand inwardly by good and holy 
motions, outwardly by the Scriptures; and he that will 
not belecue the holy Spirst of Godin the Scriptures , itis 
but iuftice, if God giue hjm ouer toa reprobate minde, 
that he should be feduced and beleeue lies, who would 
not recejue the truth of God, but was tranfported with 
refpect of times, perfons, places, and other humane 
Motiues. 


And heere before wee part, I giue the intelligent . 


Hearer this one obfruation by the way, that ofall the 
controuerfies betwixt ys and our Romane Adver{arics, 
Eras we.are 
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we are not chalenged for doing any thing in the feruice 
of God which wee ought not to doe + for wee beleene 
with them all the Articles of the Creede: wee pray as 
Chrift himfelfe hath taught vs, wee liue (at leaft wee 
teach, that allmen should liue)as God hath commanded 


vsin the Decalogue. Only the exceptions they take at vs, 


are for omiffions, becaufe they fay’, wee do not fome- 
thing wee ought to dcoe;.and our exceptions are againft 
them. 1. Firft, for omitting fome things which God 
commandeth; 2. Secondly, for doing fomething that 
God commanderh; not after the patterne prefcribed, bute 
after another manner invented. 3. Thirdly, for doing 
many things which God hath dire@lly and exprefly pro- 
hibited, prohibiting in the meane time what God hath 
commanded. Now I defire youfo to obferue this paf- 
face, that you may take it yp rightly, and ynderftand 
what 1 meane. 

I fay therefore againe, the queftions and controuer- 
fies betwixt vs,are not for the things wee doe, butof the 
things that they doe. Asfor example, they dare not — 
finde fault with vs for praying as Chrift taught vs, Our 
father,crc. Butthe quettion is, whether or no they doe 
as they ought, whilft they pray to Saints and Angels. The 
queftion is not, whether wee may pray to God without 
Images or no, but whether wee may pray by, at,in to, or 
before Images, with any reference to them, as they doe. 
And fo for Latin Serwice,for the Communion in bothkinds,, 

the queftions are about the things titatthey do, not 
for the things wee do : fo the doubris vpon their fide; 
and {uch a doubtic is, that the Pepe would gladly have 
gtaunted Queene Elizabeth (of happy Memory) liberty 
for her and herpeople to do thefe things as wee now 
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“doe them; (as witneffeth the learned BB. of Z/y in his 
Tortura Torti, and Matter Camden in his Anvales) , if the 

ueene would haue taken licenfe from him , or would 
haue fubicted her Crowne to his Myter; for that was the 
marke he shot at; the gaine of his Peter-pence, and other 
fpirituall trading, and the glory ofa Kingdome fo obfe- 
quious, fo fruitful, fo helpefull as England had beene, 
and might bee. But shee was too honorable to kifle 
his foote for feare or hope, andtoo honeftto receive 
any courtefie from him: which Ladde the rather, to let 
them fee, who perhaps are not altogether vvell afrected 
toward vs, nor perfwaded of our truths, that there is no- 
thing practifed in our Church, but that which findsal- 
lowance and approbation from the modefteft and lear- 
nedelt of their fide. And therefore they may well be 
prefent at our feruice, and communicate with vs in out 

Sacraments, without {cruple of con{cience (volefle the The Popes 
Popes countermand bee their fcar-crow) although wee baba: i 
may not fafely communicate with them for fease of Ma-them from I 
nifeft Idolatry , knowing that howfocuer their Way Communi | 
feemes tight in theyr eyes, yet the J/wes thereof are the SN

Anddoubtles if any other of the Prophets or. Apoft- 
Hes should preffe him with arguments, he hath’ power to 
filence them,and to cry vp and downe,what. Scripture he 
eaferh ; to-make Casonicall Apocrypha , and Apocrypha 
Canonical, ad bené placitum. For who would beleeue the 
Scripture but for the Church? and who is the holy Catho« 
ligne Church but his Holines ? at leaft who isthe head 
thereof, who rules the roa there but: hee ? Now: if a- 
ny of them vree himvtoo farre, and make againft: him, 
he hath power to take order with them, either by bin 
ding or loofing; which iurifdi@ion in this cafe he ex- 
ercifeth after a toure fold manner: 

1. By prowouncing thems Apocrypha. 2. By elading their 
genuine meaning and fence, by a foraigne and forced inter. 
pretaton or expofition. 3. By warranting an errovious 
sranflation to be Authenticall, and the only true one. 
4 Laftly, by parging all bumors that offend his bumor. In 
which regard wee fee how the Auncient Fathers have 
beene shaved, clip, fcoured, washt, let blood, purged, 
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Belt, andmutilated: yeaand many of the Neotercks 0 |. fe 
theirowne Men and faction, haue beene dieted,and caft ei 
into a fweat, and hardly recouered with the application 
of their Catholicon. And all thefe ads of theirs iuttified 
and defended with afmuch eagernefle and shew of zeale 
and truth, asthe honefteft caufe. Well may wee there- 
fore feare and flee from hiscenfure ,as from a Indge full 
of preiudice, full of partiality; becaufe it is in his owne 
caufe, where he will not limit his Preregatine royall, but 
extend it beyond all degrees of comparifon. Yet though 
he be our Aduerfary, let vs heare him alittle, and{ee 
what notes and Land-markes he giues vs; to know and | 
diftinguish the true way from the falfe by, that wee may i 
follow them; ifthey both feeme and bee infallible;and 
‘that wee may beware of them, if they only feeme right, 
but leadeto the way of death, and then feeke out o- 
thers that wee may cleerely fee to be true. | 
Neitherwill the time permit’, nor is it needfull to I 
bring forth all the marks of the true way , which the icq 
Church of Rome hangs out. The principall only I will | 
briefly touch and point at. But before wee do it, I muft 
Jay downe this ground of their owne which they giue I 
to difcerne true notes by. } | 
True Notes of the Church must be fuch asave able t0 con/ti= 
tute the abjolute definition of the Church; fo farre , that being 
found, the Church ws founds and being lost, the Church 1 loft: 
Sofaith Stapleton, in his prom. /b.4. Againe , they i} 
muft bee fo proper to the Church, as they cannot be | 
found in any other fociety or company of Men befides; 
And fo worable,as they may bee more eminent and no- 
table then the Church it felfe ; and fo sufeperable, as | 
| the Church cannot fabfif without them. Such as thefe i} 
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Bellavmine vequites in his2. Chap: De Notu Ecclefia, A- 
gaine, they muft be fuch as Valentia aflignes. Tow: 3.40 
22. difp.1.q.1. de obiedt: fidet, puntl.7. In not requiritur 
wt Ecclefie vere conueniqnt, atg, etiam ut ili folt. 

This premifed, come wee now to bring the notes they 
giue to thefe rules, that thereby we may trie their 
truth. 

1. The fir note is, 4ntiquity ; but this is neither 

cleere, nor proper: for the malignant Church is neere as 

Mat. 1330 old; nay perhaps elder, then the rue Church militant ,o€ 
finite viral which we now fpeake, vvhich confifts of Men lapfed by 


crefcere vi- : ‘ 
gadmef- fin, and reftored by Grace. For the Church is called 


feme EnWANoia Wapa To exxareiv, Quod est, euocare. Becaule the e- 
le& are by the outward preaching of the Go/el, and the 
inward operation of the Spirit called out of the Mafle 
of corrupted mankind, mixed in a confufed lumpe, 
where they were firft enill, beforethe grace. of God 
wrought their wils to defire to bee good: therefore Que 
nafcentia mala unt, ea crefcentia petra, And {o Antiquitas 
fine veritate,est vetus error. Error and Antiquity may dwell 
rogether. 

2. Secondly, they brag of Multitude , asofa certaine 
note, Butthe moft paflengers trauaile (as our Sauiour 
faith) in the broade Way which leades to death: fo that 
heere it may be {ayd as Lizy fayd of old in his firftDecad: 
Fere fit maior pars, vincit meltorem. And therefore it is 
that our Sauiour comforts his Church heere with 

¥uk.12,32 thofe gratious words , Feare wot little Flocke, tt » your Fa- 
thers pleafure to zine you a Kingdowx : as if he should fay, 

You are but few, a handfull; yonr enemies many, a 
multitude, therefore you haue caufe to feare; yet feare 

wot, God s fironger then man or Sathan, your Father wfironger 
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Fhen your Aduerfary and hu Legions, Youare but litle and 
weake, you cannot conquer this Kingdome by force,no 
‘more then Abraham could; It shalbe given to your faizh, 
as it was to Abrahams: you cannot meritit; if you could 
chen you neede not feare; it shalbe given freely ; there- 
fore though in regard of yourfelues you have caufe to 
feare, yet feare notim regard of the Donor, God. Lalt- 
ly, you shall haue a Kingdome, you hauc it not heere, 
for then you neede not feare, no more thea Rome doth, 
but make all Kingdoms feare you rather; but it shalbe 
giuen heereafter, therefore feare not but be faithfnll. Hope 10.29.27 
well, and haue yvell. 
3. Thirdly, they bring forth Succefsiow. But euill men 
fucceede one an other in euill places : this note there- 
fore is defective. Succeffion of Perfons without fuccef- 
fion of Dodtrine is a dece/sion, a defection. The Preilts and 
Scribes condemned Chrift and his doctrine out of the 
visible chayre of Mofes , as _Awtichrifi may doc out of Pe-

aiher, or can fay againft vs. 

6. Sixtly, they bring vé/bility foranote. But this is 
not anote of the thing, but the thing it felfe which wee 
fecke: for could the true Church be -difcerned to be the 
true-Church by all,there were an end of this arguments 
and no farther vfe of thefe notes. But becaufe though 
her being be vifible,and her zrue being bee vifible, yet her 
being true, is not vifible to all; wee inquire for notes 
whereby wee may not only difcerne her srwe being , but 
the being of ber truth. 

Now all thefe notes (with diuerfe others of the 
fame kind) are not fuch as arerequired by their owne 
rules, as able to con/litute the being of the true Church :for 
a falfe Church may haue all thefe and more too; they 
are not proper , for other focieties haue them; And if 
thefe would carry it,then the South-Church might con« 
tend for fupremacy, and the Eaft-Church would doubt- 
les carry it againft all pretenders asthe Mother Church. 
For she before Romein time, she hath larger bounds , and 
multitudes of people; Almost all the Apoflolique feas , moft of 
the Patriarches, An Empire, Seaucn vuiver fall Counfels, The 

Syrian language wherein Chrift fpake, The Greeke, Wherein the 
Scriptures of the new Teflameut Was written; She hath Sue- 
cefsion cucn from the Apoftles them{clues lineally with- 
outinterruption, They are a#Vnity vnder one Chiefe, 
and they call themfelues Carheliques; And yet for all 
thefe, the Church of Rome (and that rightly) makes fuch, 
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| CAND YHE KING. ‘gi 
exceptions againft her, as wee doe againft the Church 
of Rome. 

Since therefore thefe notes are not e/fentiall, but accte 
dentall;not proper, but common;not erwmament but tranfient, 
wee ought to be wary how wee ecpties troft to their 
probable direction, fince all,cr the moft part of thefe are 
fuch notes as may accompany this Way which feemes 
right and is notfo, and fomay be made meaneés to in- 
{nare and intangle our affections with preiudice and 
parciality,and (0 to blinde our iudgements, that hauing 
thefe wee shalbe fatisfied with shew and appearance, 


though weewalke as Jofeph and Mary did three days iour- Luk.24g 


ney with the multitude of our friends, and never mifle 
Chrift, as if he were none of our Company. | 
And I pray obferue (to hold ysto our Allegory ofa 
Way) if there were doubt of two wayes, which were the 
right orthe wrong way , and one that would yndertake 
to dire you todinde out the right, should fay ; You 
shall know the right way by thet markes, Itisan old 
Way,a beaten Way, a Way Where Palfengers travel one after an- 
other, It us 4 Way by it felfe,or one Way, it is called the old Way, 
and itis vs/ble; what were a man the better for thefe di- 
rections? would henot thinke fucha guide out of his 
wits? Efpecially when he shall {ee both wayes alike o/d, 
alike beaten ; both vvayes to haue paflengers fucce/siuely, 
alike frequent, both wayes to beésntire and fingular’, both 
wayes to becalledold, and both -wayes to be vi/ble? Thus 
both wayes doubtleffe he would be wilde except he had 
betier direétions: And yet this is the cafe ofthe Church, 
which fome would thus marke out to the beleefe and o- 
bedience of all men. But to conclade , all thefe are no 
true maykes ; burthe Scrsptwre is the tiue and yetalite 
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ry THE HIGHW AYES OF GOD 
Euidetrce to bound the-Church-out;: to him -that-yvill 
be heedfull to obferue , and faithfull to beleeve, and 

humble to obay, as we hope to manifeft. Heere then it 

were meete, I should giue you fome infallible and infe- 

perable note of the true Way, having showne,or rather 

pointed atthe defe& ofthefe which the Church of Rome 
produceth. But then I should-offer violence: both to 

your patience,and to the Text;the time not permitting 

fo large a difcourfe,and my Text leading me to difcouer 

the falfe way With feemes right, bat giving nowarrant to 

proceéde farther. Only to conclude all, fince it is within 

my Commiffion to manifeft the fale Way ,.1 will giue 
youone note,a fure oneswhereby you may know wher 

you are ont of the right Way, that fo you may shun error 

and feeke truth, and‘enfueirtill death, thatin the end 

you may finde euerlafting lifes. pmol

Therefore the Apoftle 
2.Tim.3-16 cals all Scripture Somas@-, as a doctrine infpired by 
God to make men wife to faluation;. and fo: beleeving 
chiméelfe,:and teaching others: to beleeue , he:praifeth 
x Tim. 3.15Tamerhy for being froma childe brought vp in them) and he 
“id | €X- 
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LIND THE KING, ° $3 
éxhoits all nven to follow hin as he keepes in this Way, 
dnd vvalkes after Chrift Iefus and no’ othetwife. For fo 
long he is fure he goeth right, and they may follow him 
with feaurity. | 

Now thenI donot fay vvherefoeuer thou feeft the 
Scripture fet forth for a figne, thete Chrift is vvithin: 
there is the true Wway,the true Charch. But | fay wherefocuer 
thou cantt wor fee the Scripture, be aflured thou art out of 
the way: for the Scripture muft be euerin thy eye,being 
that fetled Land-marke by vvhich thou muft try and 
know , atidto yyhich thou muft ‘reduce and bring ‘all 
thy other coaft-marks andfea-marks. So itis thar 4vé#- 
quity vvhich agrees vvith the verity of the Scripture;that 
multitude yvhich vvorship God according to the rules of 
the Scripture; that Suce/sion vvhich fucceed in the truth of 
doftrine delittered in the Scripture; that vairy vvhich be- 
Jeeues the Trinity taught in the Scripture; that Catholique 
Church vvhich is' founded vpon, and yniuerfally agreeth 
vvith the truth of the Scripture; that visible congregation 
yvhich are feene to God, and vvhich fee God as he re- 
neales himfelfe in the Scripture , that become notes by 
vvhich thou mailftfafely tranaile in this doubrfull-vvay 
of mortality. So that the Scripture muft ewer be prefent ro 
make thefe tafalible, though perhaps it be not of ab/olute 
necefli y, thatall thefe be ener prefent vvith the Scrip- 
ture to make the Church true. The Heathens of old burnt 
the books of Nam, becaule he bewrayd therein the pro- 
phane mifteries of their Idolatries. The Turks at this day 
keepe their people in ignorance; no man muft {ce into, 
no man moft difpure or argue of their Sec. 

And thus our Adyerfaries of Rome deale vvith the 
Scriptures; & refembling heerin the Heathens & Turkes; 
. | Ps yvould 
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yvould yet make the vvorld beleeue, that they are the 
only Chriftians. And left they should feeme znfanire fine 
ratione,they haue a feeming reafon why they permit not 
the Scriprures to be in the mother-tongue of euery Na- 
tion publiquely to be read by them; left forfooth (4s 
the Rhemif?s fay in their preface) they should hurt them- 
felues , as vvith fire, or Water, or kuiues, or fwords, or the 
hike. And vvhy do they not. put out the Sunne becaufe 
it hurts the gazers eyes? or why put they not out their 
eyes topreuent hurting , efpecially fince they mif-leade 
many aman to luft andvanity 2 To argue from the a- 
bufe of things indifferent,to remoue the lawfull vie of 
them, is an abufeof fence andreafon; Butin things of 
this kinde, of abfolute neceffitie,it isanintolerable and 
prefumptuous foolery. Nature cannot bee fo. blinde as 
to fuffer any but naturals to belecue this their doctrine, 
and to vvalke in this their way: for Salomon (aith,The Way 
of the \icked is as darkunes: they know not at what they flumble: 
But the path of theiuft o as the shining light,that shineth more 
ana more unto the perfect day. 

True; but vvill fome fay, AZ Heretickes hang out this 
flagee, and all boatt of the Scriptures : how shall wee 
then know thetrue vvay from the falfe by that which is 
common to all vvayes, or vvhich all yvayes at leaft cha- 
lenge and make shew of? Obferue even from this ob- 
jection the force and authority of the Scriptures, vnder 
which,fal(ehood afwellas truth feeks.tosheiter herfelfe, 
becaufe falfehood by this glaile learnes to trimme her- 
felfe vp like zrwth. And looke as the Heathens by their

then to be a godleffe Atheift : foall Herefies and: falfe~ 
hoods beare witneffe for the truth and authority ofthe | 
Scriptures, vvhilft they flriue to iuftifie them/elues 
thereby; knowing, without the Scripture all other their 
arzuments, notes; and pretences, how plentifullor plau- 
fible foeuer they bee, are nothing to the purpole ; and 
therefore they labour to wreft the Scripture to their 
fancie. And-could the Church of Rome by this euidence: 
approue her prefent praétife and doGrine, lafluremy 
felfe she would looke no farther, but-vyould permit ¢- 
uery man to reade the fame at pleafure; nay, she would: 
command the reading thereof vnder the paine of her 


curfe, as now she forbids it vvith her Avathema, Ingenu- Math, Titee 


ous thereforeis this fpeech of a Frycr of her owne ; J#-fius, tutti, 
deos Scripturis tanguam quibu (dam cancels circumdedtt Deus, ap» 5¢ 
ne aliorum more Paganoram enanefcerent, at 4, si adinuentions- 

bus manuum [uarurm infolefcerent.God did impale the Iewes 

with the Scriptures as with certaine bounds or abuttals,, 

left after the manner of Pagans they should apoftate 

and perishthrough-the inuentions and deuifes of their 


owne hands. Therefore faith Cyril, Nece(carium nobes fe ile zp fj 


Dininas {equi Litera, Grin walle ab carum prafcripio difce- fide, 
dere. Itisneceflarie for vs to follow the Diuine Scrip- 
tures, and to depart or vary in nothing from that which 
they prefcribe. And:Iren.ws: Scriptares dinims, que certa 
co indubitata veritas et, in firma & valida petracf domuw 
fon adificare : hac vero derelicta , alys nitt quibufcunque dace 
trinis , incertam effufe arena, unde facilis fit enerfio, est rus 
nam firutre. To build vpon the divine Scriptures,which- 
isthe fure and indubitable truth, is to build vpon a 
firme and {trong rocke ; but-this being lett, torely v- 
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pon any other doctrines vvhatfoeuer, is to build to cer. 
taine tuine, vpon fleeting {and from yvhence the ouer: 
throw is eafie. 

Againe,they purfue this obiedtion farther, faying , If 
it should be graunted,that with much ftudy the learned 
might attaine the knowledge of the true vvay from the 
falfe by reading the Scriptures, yet how shall the fimple 
refolue themfelues by that rule, vvhen the principall 
queftions arife from the vatiable expofition of Scripture? 

I told you before, rhat I gaue not this note as an ab- 
folute infallible marke to know the srwe Way by (though 
being rightly taken, it is truly fuch a noteas is formerly’ 
required, Effentiall, Proper, Permanent, and the principall 
things whereby vvee are diftinguished and difcerned 
from Iewes, Turkes , and Pagans) bat | brought it to 
difcouer the falfe Way, as by a light in adarke place. And 
though the Ideot (as S. Paule cals him) be not able to 
jud#e of the Scripture, yet he hath an abridgement of 
the Scripture, that is, certaine short rules drawne out 
by the Apoftles or Apoftolique Men to guide his faith 
by, andtotrythe fpirits and the doftrine propounded; 
this abridgement is called the Apofiles Creede. Now 
none can bee fo fimple, atleaft in thefe dayes, (except 
they bee beg'd, or go abegging) but they can vwvith la- 
bor and fiudy (if they thinke: the faluation of their 
foules vvorth the vvhile) finde, vvhether the do@rine 
tavght,crofleth and eontradidteth either the Lord: Prayer, 
the Commandements, ox the Articles of our Creede ; all which 
they haue commonly by heart. Yea God is often {0 fa- 
uorable to thefe poore foules, vvho feeke him in true 
humility with a fight and acknowledgement of their 
Owne weaknefle, and vvith a hunger and thirft after 
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¢ighteoulnes, that he reueales to babes. and fucklings, 
yvhathe conceales. from great Doors and Rabbies: In- 
fomuch as though Balaam himfelfe (blinded by coue- 
toufnefie, and the defire of gaine and. glory) cannot fee 
vvhen his vvay is contrary to Gods vvay, and when the 


Angelis ready to fmite him,yet Balaams Afe can fee this. Numb, 25 
And they are worfe and more ftupide then Balaams 3* vi 


Affe, that will not both fee and confeffe thefe flat con- 
traditions , oppofing direatly the written and reuealed 
wvill of God. For it iseafier to. fee flat contradiGions 
and oppofitions, then things only diuerfe or diffenta- 
neous; as weake. eyes can difcerne what ftandsin the 
light, at leaft what ftops the light. To this end,whereas 
God to’ his owne glory hath fuffered Antichriféf mighti- 
ly to preuaile, and to feduce many by glorious shewes 
of uwity and Antiquity; and generall apparences and flou- 
wishes of truth, it hath pleafed his goodnes in that Sea: 
& Kingdome of Aztichrif? to leaue Such open & notori- 


ous markes of falfehood, as they which run dy may reade Abac. 23 


the Emnity betwixt the ferpent and the feede of the wo- 
‘man ftill continuing. & eppofing the truth of the Scrip- 
ture, by dodrines dire@ly contrary both to the out- 
ward Letter of the Text, andinward meaning of the 
Holy Ghoft. | | 

And that I may inftance briefely what I haue fo pe- 


remptorily.afirmed, If they heare,Chrift fay, When yee Mat. & 


pray, pray thus, Our Father, exc. And then,heare another 
fay; Nay rather when yee pray, pray thus, O Saizt Mary 
Lucene of heauen,O Saint Michael, Saint Peter ,Saiut Paule, 
exc. they vvill know this is not as itshould be, and thar 
there is fat contradi@ion betwixt thefe-two f{peeches, 


Thon shale wership thy Lord thy God, and hive only shalt thow wat. 4

Ifthou heareft God fay, Thow shalt make thee no graucn 
image, orc. and heareft others fay, Thow shalt make Images 
and Ysorship them. The Images of God and Chriét thou 
shalt adoresvith divine Worship, the Image of the Virgin 
Mary and other Sainds vvith the Had that due te the 
perfon it felfe;and to this end shalt fee them curtaile this 
“commandement out of their Catechifmes , that by this 

meanes, & at this-gap they may bring their Whore with 
all her abhominations in triumphinto the Church, as 
fometimes the Grecians did their horfe into Troy;though 
thou canft not perhaps well yaderftand their diftindi- 
ons,yet thou canft diftinguish thisfafehood from truth, 
and fee how this their do@rine and pradtife contradic- 
«eth the word of God:-and therefore howfoeuer it may 
feeme faire, & to be the right Way +0 life,yer it is fouleplay, 
and the end thereof mus uceds bee the Yifues of death, — 

Againe , when thou repeateft in thy Creede this Ar- 
ticle, beleeue in Iefus Chrift,évc. He afcended into heauen,and 
there fitteth atthe right band of God the Father almghty,and 
from thence shall come to indge the quicke and dead, Gc. And 

heareft a prefumtuous Prieft with blafphemous mouth 
fay, This Wafer or peece of bread 1 xill prefently make the bo 
dy of Tefws Chrift, the Sonne of God, and Saniour of the world, 
by crofsing it , aed ufig three or foure Words oner it. Thou 
mutt needs fee that this binds thee to beleeue two-con- 
trary things at once: for (ting at Gods right band, being 
{poken to our capacity after the manner of men , .beto- 
Kens a remaining and lecall refiding in heauen, touch- 
ing his bodily prefence; and consming from thence to indge-

ment affares thee, he will not-come before he come to 
judge the quicke and the dead. And thou maift afwell 
call his birth, his life, his death , and all the reft of his 
actions & paflionsin quettion,as this. Therefore learne 
to vnderftand the Do@rines that crofle and contradi& 
one another ; and whilft thou beleeuelt Chrift fying, 
This is wy body, beleeuc, fo as thou maift not crofle the 
Articles of thy Faith; but know, it is his body afier ne 
carnalland fleshly maner, (for the flesh profits nothing. Iob:6.) 
but aftera fpiriruall anddiuine manner. Not foodfor 
thy ftomacke,thy teeth, thy belly;but food for thy foule, 
thy vnderftanding, thy faith. And fo hee cals the bread 
his body heere; as himfelfe adore, and a vine, and a rocke; 
and Peter affone.in other places of Scripture. And there- 
fore confider,after Chrift afcended , he neuer appeared 
to his Apoftles in body againe, as he vfed todo often 


before: Burin heauen he appeared perfonally to Stephen A&.7. 55. 


to confirme his faith. And when before his afcenfion 


he appeared to the twelue with whome Thomas Didimus toh 20» 


was; he did not vrge Thomas to beleene any thing con- 
trary to his fenfe of fecing, hearing, and feeling, but ra- 
ther willed him to confirme his faith by {eeing and fee- 
ling, what before he doubted. And then hee addes, Hap. 
py are thofe which fee not , and yet beleewe; he doth not fay, 
Happy are they Who beleeue contrary things to that they fee, (as 
they muft. do who beleeue the bread to be changed into 
his naturall body , which they fee and feele to be true 
bread ftill) but Aappy are chofe Who beleeue When they fee no- 
thing to the contrary; baning the Yord of God (which cannot 
contradict it felfe) for theer warrant. As wee do beleeue 
his Refurrection and A{cenfion which wee faw not, and 
his comming to ludgement in glory, which we hopeto 
{ce. G Thus 
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4,Cor,1z, Thuswhen thou shale heare Chrift command thee 
to take Breadand Wie in the Sacrament; and a -Prieft 
countermand this, and willtheeto take bread only. Saint 
'4+ Paule commanding thee from Godto pray With under 
flanding ; and a Romane Pricft willing thee to pray in a 
range tongue. God himfelfe ble (sing Matrimony 5 and per- 
mitting all men to marry; and the Apoftle Paslefaying, 
Martace 1 honorable vith al men,and in {peciall tearmes, a’ 
Bishop or Deacon ought to be che husband of ene wife,crc. and 
hearett a Romave Prieft {ay the contrarie ; nay, inioyne 
thee to dothe contrary, and tobinde thee by an othe 
to do it: Then thou that haft cares to beare,heare what S. 
2. Toh, 10. foha faith to thee ,. If any come vate you and brings not this 
ie doctrine, (that is, brings any contrary do@rine to: Chrifts) 
veceiue htne not to houfe , neither bid hin good fpeed. And 
lreare what God gaue his people in charge of oldin the 
Dent, 3.1, like cafe, [fthere arife among you a Prophet, ora dreamer of 
2, 3: dreames, and gineth thee afigue or 4wonder : And. the figne or 
the wonder couse to pafse , whereof he fpake unto thee , faying, 
Let vs goe after other Gods (which thou hath not knowne) and — 
let us ferue them: Thou shalt not hearken unto the werdes of 
that Prophet, or that dreamer of dreames: for the Lord your 
God proucth you, toknow whether you loue the Lord-your God 
with all your heart,, and with allyour foule. 

So thou art not to beleeue him: thought he con firmes 
his Do&trine by weracles; nay,. fufpea& him. the more and 
the rather for that :for miracles are the principall shelters 
and pretences of Astichrifi, asthou maitt fee. Math. 24, 
24. 2.Thef: 2.9. So then beleeue nothing which con- 
tradi&s the Scripture ; for the Scripture cannot be con+ 
trary to it felfe; becaufe it proceeds from the Spirit of

And to shut vp all this with a familiar example which 

the weakeft apprehenfion may conceaue, the fleighteft 
memory retaine : Not long fince there vvas atryall be- 
fore the Iudges of Affize at Therford betwixt two townes Oxbe- 
for a Common, in which both claymed intereft : The rough. 
otic towne chalenged by prefcription,and pretended v/e, rene 
and proued the vfé by them & their forefathers time out 
of minde. The other parties produced an awnceent Compo- 
{ition in writing under the hand and [eale of the Lords and Te- 

nants on both fides. The ludge then determined , that a- 
eaintt a writing there could be no prefertptionsthou gh, with- 

out a writing , prefcription would be currant. Becaufe the 
writing controuled their prefent cuftome, and shewed, 

Ab initio non fuit fic; there was a time when their old vie 

was not, & therefore their claime was falfe. In prouing - 
their vfeagainft this compofition, they proued them: 
feliies intruders, incrochers, trefpaflers, euill neighbors: 
It'was fo farre from doing them good, as it might haue 
donethem hurt, laying them open to euery mans acti 

on, whom they had offended. So heere, wheere the 

word is lent, there heare Antiquity, heare the Church, ho- 

nor tradition; preferte pre[cription ; cuflome, vfe. If thou 
doeft not, then thou'shewelt thy felfe a felfe-wild S¢4z/- 
maticke, oran obftinate Hereticke, But where the Scripture 

cakes; where thou haft that writing vader hand and 

feale, that old compo/ition betwixt God and Man, appointing 

Man his limits; there let not’ man prefume to inter- 
comtnune with God; but Jer the tongues of men and 
Angels be filent. And whatfoener doctrine croffeth 
that, croffe thou it out of thy Creed, or God will croffe 
thee out of the booke of life. Heare Saint Panle adui- 
fing the Collofsians, Ler wo'man beare -rele-ouer you haa 
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Cola. 18: shew of a voluntary humility and worshipping of Angels, imtrm= 


ding wato thafe things which.he hath not feene, vainely puft up 
by hus fleshly miade, So whatfoeuer humble shew or pre- 
tence he hath, he is puft vp, who prefumes to croffe the

which you can: by no meanes put them; as a Hare flat- 
ted etre Greyhounds , will haue her accuftomed way 
and mufe,.or die for it; fo thefe. nord | 
And thusa man isnot faydto be in his vvay whens 
hee finneth of frailtys he then hath flipt out of his vvay,. 
and leaues not till he rerurne into his vvay by repen~ 
tance: but vvhen he fins by cuftome: then he isin his. 
vuay. Andanotorious finner is not fayd to be in his: 
vvay ifnow and then hee comes to Church, prayes, re- 
ceiues the Sacraments, and forebeares grofle finnes, or 
does fome fingular and folitary good: for he is not well, 
till he be out of this vvay againe, and like 2 dog returues 
to his vomite. Therefore aman is indged wile or foolish, 
Byod or bad, and tobe in, or out of his vay, by his or- 
dinary aGtions, not by’a fpeciall fingle fact.

Purgatory; if all thefe (I fay) be condemned, when 
their wayesfeeme good tothemelues,hauing probable 
reafons to perfwade them that they are (o; what shall 
become of the irreligious Asieift, vvho like a foole 
faych ta bos heart there isno God, and yet by naturall feare 
is often taught to giuc his heart the lie for fo faying,and 
knowes his way is the way of death, yet vvalkes in it ? 
what shall become of the prophane Naturalift and 
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Neuteralitt, vvho is of a!l religions, or noteligion; who 
goes to an Alchoufe vvith better deuotion then to a 
Church; and to a Play with greater delight and love, 
then toa Sermom Whar s hall become of the Murtherer, 
Thiefe, Adulierer, Drunkard , Sodomite, and of the 
reft of thofe impudent fianers vvho offend againft ma- 
tnre,and yet outface the light of the Gofpel , life of 
the Law, and laugh Religion and Gouvernement to 
fcorne? Thefe men fee their vvayes are naught,yet they 
fit in the feate of (corners, and uvalke in the wvay of the un= 
godly, vvithout feare either of God or man. And their 
eltate may be refembled to fouldiarsin a battell, who 
feeing their fellowes die before , behinde, on the right 
and left hand, and know their turne to be next, areyet 
fo tranfported vvith the prefent hurry and fury of the 
fight , and their fences fo dam’d vpwith the hoyfe of 
drums and trumpets, the neighing of horfes, the clash- 
ing of vveapons,the thunder and lightning of the inter- 
changed artillery,as they cannot heare the heauy shrikes 
and grones of theirdying companions, bufdefperately 
goe on, and fceme fenfeleffe of danger, tillindeed their 
bodies be made fenfelefle,and their foules more fenfible 
by death. So faresit vvith thefe, vvhilft they are fin- 
ning, and theit foules ready to bee flaine by finne, they 
heare fuch a thunder of othes, lyes, and lafciuious iefts 
and fongs, fuch drumming and toffing of pots and 
cannes,f{uclymufiqué vvhich the Diuell makes them,or 
they rather make the Diuelt, as they can neither looke 
vp toattend the admonitions of God or man, of their 
friends or foes, nor fee the defperate condition, mifery; 
and‘énds of their dying companions , fome flaine {o- 
dainely , others lining miferably beggarly, bafely, full 
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(AND THE RING. so 
ef rotténneffe and fores,deformed, filthy, lothfome to 
the eye, tothe eare , to the nofe; andthe reft of thefe, 
and the beft of thefe , going (as they fay) to hea- 
ven in a halter, if euer they come there. If the righ- 
teous {carce be faued, Where shall the ungedly , and fmners ape 
peare? O Lord open their harts, that as they fee their 
Wayes are euill , fo they may leaue their enill cuftoms. 
and turne to thee with forrow andrepentance, that if 
itbe poffible,they may be fqued froma the pit of deftru- 
ction. 

But leaue wee thefe vagrants, vvho either vvalke in 
no vvay, or like rogues, and vagabonds trauaile vvith- 
Out pafport, & come to fpeake of fuch as feeme to hauc 
warrant for their vvayes , though vpon tryall wee shall 
finde them forged and countertcite. 

Wayes are either 2. Virinales. 2. Or Priwate. g. Or 
Publica. | 

1. Vicinales vie. Or vvayes of vicinity or neighbor- 
hood, are betwixt ftreete and fireete, neighbor and 
neighbor, houfe and houfe, in Cities or townes. And 
thefe may be compared firft vvith thefe opinions in our 
Religion , or conditions: and manners in our liues, 
which vvee' take vp by imitation of our Parents, Tu- 
tors, Predeceffors or the like. Thus by imitation and ex- 
ample of others vyhome vyee reverence for knowledge 
‘or denotion, by the cuftome and confent of times and 
places, wee are ledas it were blindfold, to take vp-vpon 
tiuftall matters of faith without examination cf their 
principles or grounds; vvhen if vvee vvere not kept 
backe from fearch by ignorant fuperftition , yve should 
finde, that, Asman waturally begets mamto fin according to 
his depraned Image, and man ts apter to follow man. to is 
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shen in good; fo both in Faith and manners wee are often mif-led 
and corrupted by our waturall parents and fuperstitious prede- 
cefsors: by whrich reafonjas the tares ouergrow the wheat, 
fo the foolish ouergrovethe wile, the fuperftitious ouer- 
grow the traly religious; and the godlefle,the godly;and. 
{0 fultorum infinitus numerus , the vvhole Earth: is reple- 
nished vvith fuch. people. 

For inftance, wee fend our children beyond the Seas. 
into Fraunce, Italy, Spasne,Germany 3 they rcturne not En- 
glishmen from thence, but Frenchoten, Italians , Spa- 
niards, Germans; They donot anly bring home the 
Langnage,which vvas the pretence of their travell, but 
their religions , manners, cuftomes, diets, geftures, 
exinges , vices, difeafes: fo that nothing heere now 
feemes good to them, but all that they bring home 
that feemes right in theireyes, they hate 10 be refor- 
med, prejudice hath fo taken vp their affections and. 
jude-ementsatorehand.. yo 3 

Thus young men: tafte according to the company: 
which firft entersand feafons then. By which meanes 
fome {mell of Rome,fome of Conftantinople, and the grea~ 
teft number becomelike falt vvithout fanour. | 

2. Secondly, {ome vices by their propinquity and 
neighborhood to vertues,do fo refemble them, that they 
can hardly be difttinguisht from them:and fo deceiue ma- 
nya foule, who-takes afpetious vice for a wholefome: 
yertue, and refteth: fatisfied with: the shadow in ftead 
of the fubftance, as children are pleafed: afwell with 
counters and counterfeit-coyne, as.vvith:puregold and: 
currant mony. 

So prodigality isotien taken for-liberality, ox for chari- 
ty. Spiritual pride is taken for Humility: Single incoutio 
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wenci? ov impotence , is taken for chaffitie ; Temertize is ta~ 
ken forfortind: : Securitieistaken for peace of. confcience t- 
Prefimption is taken for faith: vatneglory for Piety and de-’ 


aotion : chelericke folly, for xeale : And deadues of heart, ane 
dulneffe of ajection, for Contentment. , 


3. Thirdly, (ome waturall verzues, for acighborhoods: 


fake, and for fome refemblance betwist them, are often: 


miftaken, for Theologicall vertues ; And this point would 
bee vvell obferued; for it deceiues many both in judg- 
ing of others , and in iudging themfelues too, vvhift 
either they confider northe difference, or marke not 
the proper concurrants to both , or diftin guish. not be- 
twixt Nafwveand Grace. : | 
Thus moral or ciuill honesie vwhich a Turke may 
haue,lookes like rrue fandiisie, V vhich the true Chriftian’ 
onely hath. So Lifforicall Faith, which yvicked men may: 


haue, and the diuels haue, lookes at firft blush, to fome- 


that haue eyes to fee no farther, like inflifying Faith, 


vvhich the Ele@ onely haue: So watural louc, which. 


Ethnickes haue, ismiftaken for Chrsflean Charitie:tor than 
avvorke be good, that ts, accepted of God, it mutt proceede: 
out of Faith, andbeé done in obedience to his commande~ 
swent, and to the end zo glorife him. Now this cannot be 
yvithout kwowledge, that is the ground of all: for bow 
shall they beleewe on bins, of whom they Lane not beard? Rome’ 
IO. 14. Boma opera dicuatur opera Ethuicorum , aut fecundsar 
apparentiaw tantinm, aut quod {ubflanita operis in fe bona fitsli- 
cet fubiecto, obiccto, fine, ald(que circumflantys fit walum. Lhe 
wvorkes of Ethnickes are called good , either by reafon 
of their apparence onely, of that the fubftance-of the: 
yrorke is in it felfe good, although in refpea of the fub- 
jet obie&, end, aiid other circumftances it bee evil. 


Andagaine , Opera Esbuicorum non idciveo mala dicuntur, 
i qu08 
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qued fiant fanpliciter, fed quod won fant bent. The vyorkes 
of Ethnickes are not therefore faid to bee euill, as they 
are fimply done, but for that they are not done well as 
they ought to be. 

For that a vaturall vertue be chriftened, (as I may fay) 
vvithout vvhich it cannot be acteptable to God, there 
muft concurre thefe circumftances: 

1. Firft, that irbe done ina tight vvay, a right faith,, 
anght religion , whichis onely in the faith of Chritt : 
other foundation canno man lays1. Cot. 3.11. 

2. Secondly, that it be warranted by a (peciall faith; 
that is, firft, a certaine knowledge out of Gods word, 
thatit isa worke pleafing to him, and not contradictoriec 
tohis will: fecondly, vvith a full perfwafion that his 
perfon, vvho performes it, is reconciled to God, in and 
through Chrift Iefus; and fo his worke,yea all his woiks 
accepted, as the perfon and factifice of bel was accep- 
ted of God, Gen. 4. 

3. Thirdly, that it be done to a good end, that is, to 
glotifie God, to teflifie our lone and thankfulue(fe to him, for 
his infinite loue to vs; and to make our owneeleion ure. 
And all workesdone otherwife, how great foeuer they 
be, how glorious a shew fOeuer they make, either in our 
owace eyes, or in the eyes of the world, are thofe appa- 
rances vvhich often beguile good men, {I meane, men 
of good natures, of good naturall difpofitions and affe- 
ctions) aud vvhich S. Augustine cals /pleudida peccata, gli- 
itering finnes; promifing life, but leading to death: 
Their wayes feeme right in their owne eyes, but the yifues ther- 
of are the Wayes of death. 

: Via private. 
. Inthe fecond place we haue primate vvayes,vyhich are 
vyayes 


(AND THE KING. 63 
wvayes of cafe for a mans perfon, or the priuate vfe of 
his family, as garden alleys, vvalkes, back-wayes and by- 
wayes. And thefe haue their refemblances in our gence 
rall callings as Chriftians, and in oar particular callings, as 
we are Minifters, Magiftrates, Lawyers, Merchants, or 
the like. : 
1. Inour generall callings, wee have priuate Wayes, 
vvhereby vvith Nowatws, vve thinke to goe to heauen 
alone by our felues : As for inftance, amonft our Ro- 
mish Aduerfaries the infinite Orders and vvayes of perfe- 
&ion, (as they call them) doe plaincly manifeft ; and 
vvith ys, that auerfenefle and fingularitie of humour 
wvhich preuailes fo farre with fome, as it caufeth vvhat- 
foeuer is commaunded by the lawfull Magiftrate in 
Church affaires, tobe by them and their followers vt+ 
terly mifliked; if for no other reafon, yet for this, that it 
is commanded, and in obaying they should commit, as 
they fay , three grietous faults. 1. Sinne againft 
their confciences. 2. Giue offence and fcandall to their 
weake brethren. 3. Infringe their Chriftian liberty. 
2, In our particular calling, wee haue our private 
walkes alfo, euery one negleGing the maine end at 
which they should driue, and ayming obliquely, either 
at priaate gaine, at vaineglory, or the fatisfaction of 
fome bafe humorand paffion. Andto begin with the 
Diuine, becaufe he should: leade others right: The end 
of his vocation is, by preaching to acquaint men witlr 
the will of God , by praying to turne the wrath of God 
from the people, and to obtaine a -bleffing vpor his la- 
bors, and by praddife to confitme fuch in the true faith 
by vyorkes,ashe hath waonne by words to beleeue and 
inybrace it: But doth he tend this errand ? alas nothing 
| ‘ 5? eae ~— lefles 
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Jeffe, for affoone ashe is fligge , and comes fresh out of | 


the Vniverfitie, if he bee croft in his firft preferment, 
then he growes refractary to the State and prefent.go. 
vernment of the Church eftablished; neither makes he 
confcience tq. mifleade others , fo he may be head of a 
faction, and be thought fomebody. Bus if in his firf 
yceres he meetes rio checke, but gets preferment , his 
fiudy then is to grow with the time; and then he cannog 
diftingyish the warts,moles,(carres, and corruptions o£ 
the Church, from perfections and graces : his ftudy is 
mot to difchargeone Cure well, but to procure and 
charge himfelfe with many; to heape fteeple vpon 
fteeple,as.if he ment.to climbe vp to heauen that way. 
And after allto retire himfelfe to a Prebendary out of 
the vvay, where like a bird ina cage he may be fed far, 
and prouide to purfchace fome new and higher prefer- 
ment, but-neuer fing more. 

This his way feemes.good;to himfelfe (for I will not 
ynchazitably iudge him to fin againft his con{cience) 
and yet he finds the ¢/fue thereof tobe the vuayes of death. 
But we muftlet him alone, heis in his Way, it is in vaine 
to moue him todeaue it, forhe laughes both at the mo- 
tion and the man that makes it: he abounds in his 
owne fenfe , and will not-be taught, but by fence, by 
feeling punishment when it is roo late to shun it. 

The Lawyer is prefented next, the end of whofe vo- 
£ation isto do iuftice,and determine controuerfies tru- 
ly forthe procuring and preferuing of peace: But doth 
he hold himéfelfe ftri@ly in his courle to accomplish 
this end of his calling and profefion? Alasno. But he 
Aemeanes himfelfe for the moft part, as a man placed a- 
boue the Lawe; And what he doth is either againft the 
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Lawe, or withouta Lawe, asit were by his princely 


prerogative, on cff inflo lex pofita, orc. There u no Lawe for tTire.1 9. 


4 Lawyer. Thus he may take what caufe he lift in hand, 
though he know it be vniuft: for his office (he faith) 
is not to Iudge, bur to pleade; and he {peakes therefore 
with more affeGtion and earneftnes againft the trath, 
then for it : Becaufe a good caufe will {peake for it 
felfe, but he deferues praife that maintaices an ill caufe 
well; and for this he shallebe famous, and get Clyants, 
and fo get wealth which is that he aymes at. 

Againe, he may take what fees he will, though the 
Law limits his takings , andcals the exceffe, extortion. 
He is the expounder of the Lawe, he is Lex loquens , the 
tongue of the Law, and faith, That the intention of the 
Lawe was to limit men that they should take no leffe, 
and it limits fuch ascan get no more. 

Againe, other Trades muft do their worke, if they 
wil haue wages;and mutt acknowledge the benefit they 
_ Feceiue, andthe Benefactor: but heere the Mafter is 
the feruant ; and whereas in all other vocations.there 
lies an Action in the Cafe againft fuch, as hauing taken a 
valuable confideration for their paines, will not per- 
forme their worke ; He, nothwithftanding his fee, may 
{peake or hold his peace as he pleafeth : forthough he 
hath two handes to take fees on both fides, yer he can- 
not be attwo-Barresat once,and Demofthenes,we know, 
had as much for holding his peace, as 4E (chines for plea. 
ding. The Dodrine of Reftitution he likes nor, it isa 
popish point; in all other things he can be content to 


be Catholique, to be yniuerfall, to be foreuery man: . 


To be fora man inone cafe, againft -him in another, 
though the cafes xefemble : nay, perhaps to be both for 
bo ee Pasi at ] the

the plaintife and defendant in one cafe; and though he 
cannot pleade for both, becaufe: he ‘hath but ‘one 
tongue, yet he maygiue counfell to both, forthat'one 
tongue is double; and takes fees of both, for that’s the 
end of all. His Wayes feeme good and tight; for can 
he walke wrong who hath the Law; the rule of Equity 
in his hand, and whofe office it is to guide others right in 
the way?’ Yes doubtleffe, the end shewes, that Male par- 
ta, male dilabuntur, the ifjucs of all are the Wwayes of death and 
defiruction. 

Next Jooke vpon the Marchant as it were the Gene- 
rafl,and all. Mechanicks as vnder-Officers of commerce, 
the end of their Profeffions is, or should be, by com- 
mutatiue Iuftice to. fupply the neceffities of each other, 
and fo of the State. But fee how they propound priuate 
gaine to themfelues,as the only maineend and {cope of 
all cheir labours. And vnder thiscouer what ome can 
cheate or coofen his neighbor of, either by fophiftica- 
eed wares, or falfe waights and meafures, or by any o- 
ther clofe deuife or conveyance , he thinkes it tolerable, 
nay laudable; apart of his trade, a'miftery (as he cals it) 
of his profeffion.without which he could not be a good 
husband, or thought fit to deale in'the world, orfet yp 
for himfelfe. 

Thus perhaps he wilf be curious inthe duties ofthe 
firft’ Table which touch not the’ corruptions of his pro- 
feflion; but'for workes of mercy commanded in the fe- 


cond Table, he knowes not what they meane, or per- 


haps they are fuperftitious and popish workes, though 
he heare God himfelte (ay, 1 Will hane mercy, and not fae 
srifice. He will not fweare perhaps;for that is too open 
3 fin for his purpofe; in this point perhaps he wilibe an 
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Anabaptift: bur if lyes will fell his’ euill-conditioned 
commodities, he will let none lye by him, nor no man 
lye beyond him. He will not breake the Sabaoth, no 
not to cate, no not to feed others, not to doe good , he 
is a ftridt Sabbatarian, a Jew in opinion; but that day 
or any other he will nct fticke to coofen his credulous 
brother, and afwellmay you truft a lew as truft him. 
Thus he growes rich, and treafures vp wrath for him- 
felfe,and in his whole dealing she wes him{elfe a wrong 
Marchant,buta right Jades,who wil gaine’by the fayned 
shew of godlinefle,or by any other courte. He Way 


feemes right to bimfelfe, though rhe end thereof be the Ufues of 


death. 
Vie Puplice, vel Pretorie. 

In the'third'place wee hatie Publique Wayes, common 
toads, the’ Kings high-Way; which refembles publique 
judgement, publique authority , and the Common 
Lawes ofthe Land. For becaufe all menthinke their 
owne wayes good, bee they wayes of priuacie, or wayes 
of neighborhood, therefore God hath appointed Kings 
and -Iudges to bee fife:rénants‘and Deputies “in his 
fteade, to.defend weake truzl from ftrong falfehood and 
oppreffion, and to decide every controverfie-accordin 
tothe right rule of reafon and’Equity contained and 
éexprefled in the Lawes'where they goueme. ~Othet- 
wife yndoubtedly} if enety man might be his owde 
ludge, the Thiefe,the Murtherer, all would be quit,and 
the ludge and Iewry should fmart for it; the Plaintife 
and Defendant, all vvould be fauers, and the Lawyet 
should pay for allwho now is like ro’gerall. To auoyd 
therefore thiseofifufion ,; God hathifer Cafar 10 arbi- 
trate indifferciitly betwixt patty and ‘party, and ae 
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him. Laweand dire& rule how todoc it, and that he 
might do this freely without partiality, without feare or 
any other thing that might mif-leade his indgement, 
God hath fet hin aboue all, exempted him from all o- 
ther Judges but himfelfe, and the Lawes which are his 
rule andiadge. Now to the end he'might be fully and. . 
compleately furnished, God. puts an other :fpirit into. 
him, as wee fee in Mofes, and after in the 70. Affiftants, 
and in Saule, David, Salomon and.others who were extra- 
ordinarily indued.from above with: Graces: fitting their. 
imployments;.and this. Spirit vvhilf it continues yvith 
them, doth neuer contradi&t the publique voice,that is,. 
the Lawe of the State, but ioynes- with it and {peakes 
the fame language,from: whence perhaps that common: 
fpeech arofe, that the voice of she people isthe vaice of God, 
if it bee ioyned. vvith the voice of the King; and this 
voice is to be heard and. obayed for confcience fake, 
being heere oppofed to the Spirit of privacie,which will 
rule,though. vvithout.reafon; and the more weake it is, 
is for that the more yvilfull.. Serle 
Now this Spirit of priuacie (whofe vvifedome'con- 
fifts in vvilfulnes) may be in.a publique Perfon, wher 
for his owne or peoples finne he hath loft the publike 
{pirit vwherewith God indues Princes. So the publique

Thus ‘Kings though they bee 
in fome fort aboue the: Law, becauile they are difpenfers 
ofit; are not yet without a Lawe, becaufe they muft 
rule themfelues and others by it. And thus much the 
crowne that'a King weares teftifieth, which isa typeof 
the loue,;and acknowledcenient, and confent. of the 
peopicimhis gouernement; andJets him fee, that there 
is a verge, a hoope, a compaffe for the heades of Kings, 
afwell as of fubic@s, and thatwee cometo manifeit in 
tiefecond confideration. " ; 

2 Secondly , Gods. Lawe is oCefars verge , which 
Cefar mufoneither tranfgrefle , nor fufferto bee tranf- 
greft. Where God hath fet no Lawe:, there Cz/ars 
Lawe. (I meane the Lawe of the Land, Which w the 
hedge'to this high-Sway of the King) muft ftand. And this:

shee right “and thou artnorxo! doc what iscomarane 
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ded by man J though he fpeakes humane Lawe , but 


yet thou art to futter: vvhat isinioyned bys him, fo 
fpeaking with the Law, or foi doemgeas * Executor 
of the Lawe : and both thefe wayes thou obayett 
God and Cefar too ; God adtiuely, doing vvhat ke vvits; 

and Czar: paffiuely 5 fubmitting thy will to Gods 

Goly ordinance ; andsobaying the Magiftrate for con- 
Kcience fake. But if thy confcience tels thee this or that, 

and cannot proue what it telsthee, but by shifts and 
shadowes ; then it is not truly thy confcience, at leaft 

no true buta lying confcience that fo mifleads thee; nay 

rather, it isthy phantafie, thyimagination,thy peeuish, 

preiudiciall, and froward conceit; And thou art bound 

to refift, and breake thine owne crooked and peruerfe 

yvill, aud to fubieét it tothe will of God; who hath fub- 

seCted thee to Cefar.For Confticntia non eft contra fcientian, 

fed cum fisentia; Confcience is ioyned with knowledge; 
thats the ground, otherwife thou fetft ypan Idolin thy 
qwne heart, and worshippeft it, vvhilft thou obayeft an 
erring andignorant confcience. For an Idof (faith Saing 
Paule\ ws nothing inthe world; and fuchis thy con(cience,a 

bug-beare, a Scar-crow, a Chimera of thine owne me* 

lancholly imagination;or maleuolent invention : And 
howfoeuer it may feeme right to thy felfe & thy Secta- 

tors,or Sectma ters, rhe Yfues thereof are she wayes of death. 
“ge Thirdly,asthe Lawes of God muft guide our cont 

{ciences in our religious duties, fo the pofitiue® Lawes of 
the Kingdome thutt be the high Way wherein every one 

muft vvalke in a&tiue obedience. And Kings and ludges 

are the difpenfers and difpofers of thefe Lawes accor- 
ding to reafon. Neither ‘shall they need in the execu 

tion to fatisfic guery-priuate, curious, and contentious 
J head, 
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head, which pretending conf{cience ; vvill difobey, ot 
to (atisie cuery delinquent with arguments, for then 
his worke were in finite;bur ftri@ly and.direQly to open 
the booke, and to execute the Lawe of the Land, and 
euery liege-man is to acquiefle therein. For the ludge is, 
or ought truly to bee; Lex loguens, and doth but tell.vs 
the Lawe,and shew vs the high-way in which wee muft 
walke; andif wee lift not to walke in it, wee muft be 
content to {uffer for our willful folly, or walke.out of 
the vvay, outofthe reach of the Lawe. And there is 
great zealon for this, for Ged hath fet Kings as his De- 
puties to execute Inftice and Indgement, he expects it at 
their hands; and where any euill fals out for lacke of ex. 
ecution, the fault is the Magiftrates, ifthere be Law to 
preuent it; of him shall the foule berequired which pe- 
risheth for lacke of gouernment;as the foule shalbe re- 
quired at the Paftors, hands, which perisheth for lacke 
of inftru€tion in thetmth, Great reafon is it therefore 
he should haue power ouer fuch as he muft anfwere {fo 
firiatly for, that he may punish them, or compel! thena 
fo.comein, or keepé them for drawing othersout of his 
folde. Speers. 

So wee fee, Jude. 17. Micha fetsvp an Idol contrary to 
Go is Lawe, he will hauea parlor-worship, a religion 
by himfelfe: The reafon of this error of knowledge and 
con{cience is giuen there; Then. there was no King in Ifracl, 
but euery man gid what feemed good in bis owne eyes. So the 
King ts to fee to: Religion, and if Idolatry increaféth, or 
fedis, or fchifmes arife, it is counted the Kings faulr, 
ifthere bee a King; the fault arifing heere for Jacke of 
aking : that is, ofa fit perfon to execute the Lawe a- 
gain Idolatry, Likewile in. she. 19..Chap. of Indges, the 
: c's , Lenites

Leuites wife is defiled after an vnfatiable & biutish ma- 
nex: The reafon of this villaine,this iniuftice , this error 
in practife,is giuen as before, Then there Was no King, Cre. 
Soalldiforders of life are for lacke of exécution of Iustices 
for God gauethe People a Lawe in thiscafe; fo they 
lacked nota law,but a Magiftrate 10 execute it. Againe, 
in the 21. Chap. of Jedg: There are two barbarous fats 
mentioned; the firft,the bloudy defiruGiion of Labes Ge- 
lead;the other, the rape of certaine virgins by fraude and 
force, who came out, withour feare of trechery, (ecurely 
trufting to their owne innocence, and the peace of the 
State. The reafon of thefe difordersis giuen as before; 
Then there Yas wo King in Ifracl, but ewery man did What 
feemed good in his owne eyes: There vvas a Lawe, but there 
yvas none defigned to execute it. } 
Prayfed be God, vvee haue both King , Lawes, 
Priefts, and Iudges; how haps itthen, that there are ({ 
do not fay finnes, for there vyill be finnes.as long as 
there are men,) but fuchcommon,open, crying finnes, 
fuch raigning , roaring, raging finnes,fuch beaten roads, 
common high-vvayes of finnes and finning , as if there 
vvere no King, no Lawe,no Prieft, no ludge in Eaglanas 
Ifpeake not of them, vvhich may pretend their excufe 
from the fray!ty of ournatores, and cur procliuencs to 
fin, but of fuch as are committed with a high hand, ftan- 
ding like theeues by the high-vvayes fide at nooneday, 
and robbing God of his glory, the Common-wealth of 
their honor, and that vvith violence, vvith applaufe, 
shaddowing their vniawfull ations vader the pretence 
of Laweitfelfe, vvhich should reforme them. And 
fome of thefe for the manifeftation of this point , I in- 
tend to.bring to the barre to an{were for themfelues.

But fee I shafl not needes forimpudent Sacriledgeap- 
peares of him(elfe to confront the Pulpir and the bench 
too; Itis not a fcarler gowne that can fright Dives; for 
he vvent in purple euery day. Ifiuftice helpe not, he 
vvill ftrangle Devotion: for vvho vvill giue to God, if 
the Dioell enioyes vyhat is giuen ? Or vvho wvill giue 
tothe Clergic, to the poore, to charitable vies,if the A. 
thicft, the prophane perfon, the yncharitable vvretch; 
the Politician, may ceize vpon it & fell it, or the title to 
it,as he doth. It lyes only in the hands of Power and Ay- 
thority \o ftop his mouth; for he hath got fuck counte- 
nance and fupportance as he fits in judgement,and hath 
given. fentemce (like the Man of finne)againft the Cler- 
egy, that tithes are not due to them Iwre Dinino; and 
therefore he and his may ceize ypon them wvith Pres 
fcriptions, Impropriations, Probabitions, like an other three- 
headed Cerberus , [ure diabolico, Fhe Country-people like 
well,and vvill foone learne this leffon, they thonght be- 
fore it vvas no confcience to pay tithes, butall being 
due by almes,it vvas no theft, no factiledge , but vvife- 
dome and good hufbandry to keepe afmuch ‘backe as 
they might; vvee expeCed reformation, anda reftoring 
ofthe oyle to the lampes, as God had lent thefe times. 
more light then others: But-now there is canfe to doubt 
rather fubftraQion, then to hope for reftitution; much: 

lefle ro expect addition : Simony, Sacriledge , all are let 
loofe and.armed, and /vda hath fafficient colour to 
faue like atheefe his oyntment from Chrifts members 
and Métniflers, vader pretence of charity , and releeuing- 
the poore; though Chritt es the thiefe in: Iudzs heart, 
and though Salomon knowes howfoeuer. this Wap may 
feemse right to themfelues, yet the end thereof is deflruttion to

rhe Church, and death to many a poore foule. But they arein 
their yvay,rather wvilling to pay tenths to Sathan, then 
to God; Itis therefore ten to one, ifone of ten, haue 
grace to returne andto reftore. Godis iuft,who, whilft 
they withdraw their hands and hearts from good, with- 
drawes his grace from their hearts ; they may heare, but 
they profit not to obedience and pradtile ; He will not 
faffer fach to gaine grace by the preaching of the Word, 
yvho for their owne priuate gaine vvould flaruc the 
Preachers of the Word. 
The Vfurer comes next as a brother in euill to Sacri~ 
ledge. This muft not now be called a finne, it is jufti- 
fied out of the Pulpit to be none; and itis growne to 
be a profeffion too , and the Viurer is a free-man of c- 
wery company, but not free in any good caufe or com- 
pany. Itwasa fin fo vgly heeretofore, as none durft 
practifeit, {carce durft name it, but vvich the figne of 
the croffe,as if they had {poken of a Diuell: butit is now 
fo common, ashe is {carce thought an honeft man that 
is not one: for he cannot be honeftthatisnot rich,and 
he cannot be rich yvithout this trade. This is the gulph 
wvith Gnks and {wallowes our Marchants , Clothyers, 


Farmers, Owners, all.Men complaine of the Law,cand | 


that vvorthily) but this, this is the rocke that Ship- 
wracks all, and fpoiles all trading and commerce,whilft 
the venter and hazard is the buyers and the fellers, but 
the certaine gaine fals betwixt both to the ufurer. This 
Man payes neither duty to God nor the Kings for his 
trade bath no warrant from either. God forbids it, the 
King tolerates it, as fome States doe the prattife of the 
Stewes, oras our Saniour faid of Diuorces, Mofes for the 
bardnes of your hearts, fufered you to put avay your Wines, but

from the beginning it Yvas wot fa; the time hath, not beent 
tong, fince this finne came in requeft for'avertue; nor 
will it bee long ere the praétifers shall fee, that how 
focuer the Way feemes good in their owne eyes , yet-the Y{fues 
thereof are the Wwayes of death: | 

Next,the ufurer and-the Sacrilegious perfon,.who-are 
coupled like dogges, comesthree togetherin a.clufter: 
1. The Foreflaller, 2, The Ingroffer, 3, Lhe Depopulator;as 
feuerall recites of one Genws;birds of a feather,who han g 
together of a flring; and itis pitty they should not eucr 
fo hang. - 

The Forefaller (1 meane: notithe petty foreftaller of a 
Fayre or Market, but the foreftallerof Commodities in 
a vvhole Country) bites cloferthen a Goofe ;.for the 
Goofe eates all aboue the earth, but this beaft eates 
vp all commodities before they fpring, affoone as they 
are fowne inthe Earth , and therefore is aright. earth. 
worne 

2. Neither when I fpeake of Ingroffers, do I intend’ 
peity perfons, who.ingroffe vp this or that commodity; 
but the Ingroffer of Farmes ,who like another Caiz takes: 
poficiion.cfall, and will not indute, any. man to thrive 
or line by him. Eucry Farme,euery trade,cuery Sheepes= 
courle is his. Nothing fatts him but a deere yeare, no- 
thing drownes him.bat a deepe and long fnow: for if 
that melts not the fooner,hee melts. He hath-in- his. 
hands perhaps whatwou!d imploy and mainotaine ten 
houfeholds, and:he {carce keepes ore. Thus he beggars 
himfeife, whilft he is-norable to-tocke all his-Farmes,. 
nor giue them that compafle,which.4raforle faith:is the 
belt; namely,to compaffe the ground about often Yith the 
swners fecte hee beggars his Landlord, whilft oncein 
— featlen. 
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(AND THE KING. 7 
fauen yeercs he hangs his Leafe on the hedge, and quod agro 
trutts to his heeles; he beggars the poore, whilft he wilFe* opti- 
affoord: thea no abiding place in the Eartlt, nor’tio G03, Doe 
imployment to: prefcrue them: from Idleneffe ; and he mini,” 
begears the whole State, whilft he breeds beggars , and 
makes the grourid vafertile for lacke of tending; which 
if it were in the hands of more) that could manure and’ 
follow euery patt ; would yeeld more increafe to the 
Occupier, to the Mafer, andto the State of the Common 
Wealth. 

3. The laftofthefe is the Depopulator,wlio to inhanfe 
his Rents, puls downe all the petty ‘Tenemetits and’ 
Farmes, and will have none dwell neere- him. Affoone’ 
as this is done, he lackes neighbors; thus the iuftice of 
God vvhips him by his owne hand. Then he hyes to’ 
the City, vvhere the Dising-houfe vpon the right hand, 
andthe Drinking-houfe ypon the left hand,and the Drab- 
bing-howfe before him, fends aH thatis left; orifany be 
left, the ¢yre-Wwoman,and the ¢aylor, dogsand- hawkes,and@ | 
Coach-horfes diuide it; and amongtt thefe he wattes’ 
allthat; wherewith his'predeceffors feafted them{elues, 
and: their poore neighbowrs. There are’ Lawes againtt’ 
thefe , but often itconcernes the Iury , the Iuffices; nay, 
the Iudges themfelues, and‘therefore the Lawes mult be’ j 
Gilent in-this cafe; for thefe Wayes are good in: their omne’ 
eves, though the Vues of them be the wayes of deatl.. | 

There come next to hand three others, who depend’ 
of thofe thit went befote,and whofe profeflion'is practi 
fed with a kinde of warrantable deceite; namely, the 
Malfler, the Brewer,the Aleboufe-keeper;thefe drinke yp the 
State, asthe otherdideate ievp ; and fortheir fakes, 
drunkennefle is thoughta tollerable, nay;-a neceflary 
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euill, Their pretences are the prouifion for the poore, 
or the raifing.of the price of corne, that the husband- 
man may live, and that the rackt Rent may not yndoe 
him ; but what he gets of thefe at the Barne-dore , he 
leaues at the Buttery-hatch. Mothes areno worfe in 
cloth, ruftin yron, nor whales in Maule, then rhefe in 
the Commonwealth. For fince thefe were fet vp, and 
manly exercifes cryed downe,our bodies are weakened 
and corrupted, our {pirits dulled, and made effeminate, 
and we fitted for flauery, being euery day ouer-maftered 
and made flaues by drunkennes and excefle. -And yet 
there are fome vvhofuppofe this trading to beas necef- 
fary for the State, as Tobacce or the trade of the Ea 
Indies;and for my, part 1am eafily induced to beleeue 
them, vvhilft-1 know the equall difcommodity ofall; 
and (ce, that shough tbeir Wayes fecuse good torhemfelues, yet 
the Ufues thereof are the Wwayes of death. 

Next thefe, the bribing Oftcer appeares, asoin.a 
clowde; for his wayes are darke and paft fearching outs 
except to him that can hold a candle before the Diuell. 
Mammon brought hin in, Mammon kéepes him.in, and 
the excefle of his wife, child, feruants., giues notice to 
all eyes, that fuch brauery is not to be maintained with- 
out bribes. And therefore yvhen poore men come to 
paffe any thing how iuft {oeuer, they are warned too- 
pen their purfes vvide; and fo whatfoeuer the caufe bee; 
their wcedles eye shalbe made bigge enough for the Cuble 
or the Camell to enter. luftly may God complaine of ys 
as of Ifrael. Thy Princes are rebellious , and campanions of 
theeues : eucry one loueth gifts, and followeth after rewards 
theyiudge ngt the fatherlefee, neither doth the cafe of the 
Seedow conse nto them. And ler, 5.26. among my people 

Aare 


KING. 
are found Wicked meas they lay Ywaite, as be that fetteth 
faares, they fot a trap; they catch men, As acage u ful of birds, 
— foare their boufes full of deceite ; therefore they are become 
great, and waxen vith, They are waxen fat, they shine; yea, 
they ouer-palf2 the deeds of the wicked : they indge not the 
cane, the caufe of the fatherleffe, yet they profper,and tae richt 
of the needie doe they not indge. Shall I not vifite for thefe 
things, faith the Lord? shall not my foule be anenged on fuch 
@ Nation as this? 

God himfelfe mutt vifit for thefe finnes , the Magi- 
ftrate will mot; it is he that muft be vifited;it muft be an 
omnipotent power that muft therefore reforme this: 
generall corruption, that fpreads fo wide, and climbes fo 
high: for thefe wayes feense 200d to the eyes of great men, yeu 
to fome of the greateft, (who should correct it) though 
the Ufises there of be the wayes of death. | 

Now I haue proceeded fo farre I yyill. conclude 
with him that is the caufe of all this, and that’s the 
Courtly Thiefe ; who begges a Patent, that all thefe be- 
fore fpoken of, and more too, may rob, as it were, with: 
vvarrant vnder his feale. But 1 dee him wrong perhaps: 
to call him thiefe, he is rather a Beggar; not a beggar by 
the Kings high-way, but a Beggar of the Kings Ligh- 
Yay; fo that no man may paffe vp and downe in: courfe 
of. Lawe and Iuftice but hee takes cuftome. Surely he 
hath bege’d fo long, that he hath almof made vs all’ 
beggars, and therefore itis pitty there is no whipping 
pot for him. Butaffure himfelfe, though he be of the 
number of the fturdy and incorrigible perfons heere im 
this vvorld, yet there is a vvhipping poft for him in an- 
other world, and he sliall fee , that though his wicked 
Wayes feemed cood in bis owne eyes, 'andin the eyes of hu fel-

lowes; of hes fooles , of his flatserers, yet the Yfneof shew Ave 


the wayes of death and destruction. 


But vvhat should I need to dwell longer vpon par- 


ticulars,when not onlythis orthat member,this or that 


finger.or.toe, but the whole body is corrupted 2 Looke 
vpon Religéan, are not our aduerfaries on all fides in- 
creafed? Do not all places fwarme with (chifmes, feats, 


herefies, and private f{pirits? Looke vpon -our lives; 


was there euer fuch defect of charity, as if indeed it 


‘were true which fome flander vs withall, that wee teach 


a folitary faith would faue, and that works. were need- 
lefle; nay finfull? was there euer generally fuch an itch 


of priuate wealth which ever forerunnes and.effedts the 


ruine of the Common-wealth ? Looke ypon all our 
Protects , of draining furrounded grounds. or what- 
foeuer other profitable pretercethey carry, e if they: 
ayme.notatthe draining of the publique purfe, at the 
milking of the flare by priuate Momopokes; asif England 
swere.a hard ftep.dame,and.no indulgent Mother to-her 
prodigal! and vngratefull children, Looke vpon our af- 
fe€tions; was there euler {uch a deade luke-warme indifs 
ferencie, a daw,baked .zeale, as if we.cared not which 
way the world went, all wayes werealike to ys? Looke 
vpon man and wife, the Epitome of the Common- 
wealth ; wasthere euer {uch jarres, folittle loue, fuch 
chopping and chaunging.of wiues and hufbands, fuch 
Nullities, fuch playing faft: & loofe with the facred con- 
ingall knot, fuch houfes ouerthrowne by bufie,pragma- 
ticall, and difobedient Evahs, and.effeminate , Nauish, 
and pafline Adams ? Lookein the ftreete, if you.can di- 
#inguish men and women afunder by their apparel), or 
behauiour; if culery Succuba {eemes not an gacubus; fo 
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that you had need ofa Iury to inquire of their Sexes? 
Confider wellif there be fuch a thing as modefly and 


chaftity or. shamefaftnefle, left amongft women, or 


courage, manhood , andhonour left amongft men. 
Looke vpon the higheft, if they make any. cther ac. 
count of the poore then of their tame cattell (1 except 
their dogs and horfes, and perhaps their sheepe, deere, 
hogges ; for thefe muft all be fed before them:) Looke 
vpon the Commons, if their teeth grinde not with in- 
dignation, as if they had ftomach enough both to eate 
the beaftsand their more beaftly mafters. Looke vpon 
allmen, if finnes ofall kinds doe not abound: See if 
you can diftinguish the man from the Mafter, but that 
perhaps the man goes braner, fweares lowder, and 
wilbe drunke fooner.. And if his Mafter keepe from 
Church for confcience fake, he will keepe from thence 
becaufe he hath no confcience. Looke euery way if it 
be not ashame to feeme good, much more to bee fo: 
If it be not a glory to regard neither God nor King, Re- 
ligion nor Lawe. Ifthey be not the only braue fellowes 
who dare doe the bafeft aéts moft boldly,and inad:un- 
ken defperate moode, iuftle fober and filent luitice 
from the wallinto the Channell. Behold if Want hath 
not made a violent ceizure of ysall; want of wealth, 
want of ftrength, want of courage, want of wit, watt 
of conicience, want of grace; fo that wee refemble the 
people of Laish fpoken of in the 18. Chap. of the 
Iudges, 7. 10. verfes, andfoarea carelefle, fecure, ittc- 
gular Nation, a fit prey forany Conqueror. 

This is alltrue, all men {ee it and confefle i; but 
where isthe. caufe of this? Our finnes; they are both the 
caufe & the effeQ;for finne is punished with finne: And 
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we that are euill Cuftomers to defraud God of his due, 
mutt looke to haue ftrid & feucre Searchers, and Con- 
trollers, and watchers fet ouer vs. But vvhere is that 
cau(a proxima of finne ? Sinne is acaufe indeed of finne, 
butitis can/a remota, fothat euery eye cannot difcerne 
that caufe. Why, the next caufe of finne which euery 
eye may fee, isthe lacke of Execution of good Lawes; wee 
haue them, but thy lie as Henry the fifts Bowes and Ar- 
rowes at Pomfret Cale, with which he wan the battaile 
of Agincourt ; ot Edwardthe thirds (word in Wefminiter,, 
which he vfed in the Conquett of Fraunce, and tels. vs 
now what braue fellowes our forefathers haue beene: 
Heere ocly is the difference, that {word is cuer drawne,. 
bur the (word of Iuftice is euer in the Sheath. 

Now my honorable Lords, you haue the fword in 
your hands, though not the {cepter; draw it foorth, and: 
ftrike with it the eneniies of Truth andTuftice, who 
wander out of the Kivgs bigh-way, in their Wayes of - 
neighborhood and Wayes of privacy. You heare Nehewjah: 
fay, Cap. 6.11. Should fuch a manas I feare? Ie were 
shame. Should fuch as you either feare, or fauour, or 
re(pedt canfes of pcrfons? I cannot fulpe& fucha cloud, 
where there appeares fuch a shining Sun of graces , and: 
gifts of knowledge and profeffion. I dare not admo: 
nish you ofany thing, I any fo confident of your inte. 
grity. Yet becaufe 1 know as you are the eyes of the: 
State, the eyesof his Maicftie, fo you muft {ee by other- 
miens eyes, and heare by other mens eares , I turne me 
therefore to them. | 

Honorable Gentlemen, the King hath made you Iu- 
ftices, to affift thefe Iudges in prefence, to fupply by 
your authority their abfence : Shew your feluesas your 

Pree.

Predeceffors haue done,vvorthy of your places; reforme 
what you can, inform where you canot,that the higher 
power may. I know you know, you were not made lu- 
ftices of peace, to the end to be filent, but to {peake. He 
is vnworthy of his place , vvho attaines it onely for his 
owne grace, to hurt his enemies; profit his followers, to 
vphold his fa@tion and partie ; and therefore attends his 
profit or pleafure rather then his calling , vvherewithall 
he thinkes his confcience is not charged ; but that itis 
enough for him to fiton the Bench, totell the Clecke, 
andkeepe his Cushion warme, You know, and therc- 
fore doe the contrarie; the Church, the Common- 
wealth expects more from you , and I excite you to this 
in their names. 

And you Gentlemen of the Grand-Enqueft, and of 
other luries, with chiefe Conftables , and pety Contta- 
bles, Iturne me to you: Confider you are the eyes and 
eares wherewithal fu/fice fees and heares ; without you 
shee is blind and deafe: let not preiudice or partialitie 
take vp your affe€tions therefore aforchand. Be not like 
Band-dogs muzled for feare of biting : remember the di- 
gnitie, authority and vie of your places, and dilgrace 
them not by your vnworthy cariage. The pooreft Con- 
{table isan eye to the richelt and wifeft Magiftrare : but 
few of them | feare haue eyesto (ee itsand that their Cer- 
tificates would witnefle, if they were ftri@ly examined, 


which commonly are nothing but matter of forme, and ©

The termes are cleare enongh; wee all vnderftand 
vvhat is meant by Iv/fice and Honor,and Sinne and Shame. 
Iufiice is either effentiall, or virtual. 

Effentiall Instice is God himfelfe, euery attribute of 
God being God. | | 

Virtual Inflice isa beame of that Sunne. For though it 
be true, that onely diuine Iuftice of it felfe, ablolutely 
and immediatly guilds all perfons and places it reflects 
vpon vvith fanouri yet it is alfo true, that God by virmu- 
all Luftice, (a fparke of the fame celeftiall fire ) as by an 
inftrumentall caufe, ispleafed to adorne and beautifie 
the humane nature, yea and to accept of honoar inten- 
ded by man to the diuine Nature: For hee that bonoureth 1.52.2, 30, 
me (faith God) Iwillbonour: Asif God were pleated to 
exchange (as it were) commodities with man , aud {o to 
prize the feruice of man, as to returne a reward for 
Bz mans 
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mans worke : not (I muft confefle) either out of cendig- 
nitie Or congruitie, as if man did métit it ; but out of a- 
bundant Justice, fince God hath out of Mercie promi- 
fed it. 

This luftice then here {poken of, is vértuall Instice, the 
iuftice of man communicated to him by Gods fpirit. 

And this is either vmiwerfal, or particular. 

1 Vuiuerfall Iuflice is that holineffe and fan@itie, 
whereby we giue vnto God vvhat belongs ynto him in 
our religious yvorship and fervice, as Faith, Feare, Loue; 
Honour, and the effets of thefe; yvhich muft bee per- 
formed according to the expreffe letter ofthe Law, his 
vvill deliuered in the Scripture , vvhich is the infallible: 
Word of truth, otherwife it cannot be iuft, if it contra- 
dicts that wordof God which is the rule of truth and 
iuftice. 

2 Particular Iuflice is that, vvhereby wee giue ynto 
man vvhat belongs vnto man, as fidelitie in promifes 
and contracts, obedience to fuperiours,loue to inferiors, 
equality to all: and therefore One faith, Zwfficia ef vir- 
tus adequans vnum cum altero, uttice is a vertue vvhich 
makes thingsiuft. And Ambrofe, Insticia et virtus que v- 
nicuique quod {uum eft, tribuit, alienum non vendicat, vtilita- 
tem propriam necligit , vt communem aqualitatem cuftodiat. 
luftice isa vertue vvhich giues euery man his owne, 
claimes not that which is another mans, negleés pri- 
uate gaine, that it may obferue common equality.

He robs not himfelfe to leaueto others , hee knowes 
not towhom, asthe rich foole doth, who hath uo power Eccl. 6,2, 


zo eate: neither doth he rob others for his owne private 
_ wealth, eating vp all, and not fuffering the poore te eate 
at all: He robs not the whole world, and allother mens 
children for hisowne, by deceipt or violence; neither 
doth he rob his owne children by excefle and prodiga- 


litie. He is not Cardline-like, alieni avidus, {ui profufus ; but salut; - 


he vieth the world as if he vied it not , knowing hee is 
but a pilgrime, a foiourner here. He loues his wife, and 
giues her all due: benevolence; yet makes her nor th 


head to gouerne all, nor the foote to bee Jowett of all; 
butas theeye in his head, the apple in hiseye, the heart: 


in his body, giues-her al] due refpe& and honour, which 
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may ftand with his owne honour, and not deftrey bothe 

His children he makes as feruamts, obedient ; his fer- 
vants as children, loving ; z#treating his forvants as 
fonnes, and fo efteeming them ; and commanding his 
fonnes as feruants, and {o nurturing them. If his fonne 
hath the inheritance, his feruant hath the Leafe; his fer. 
vant shall ferue his fonne, but his fonne shall keepe his 
(cruant. And this is a iuft man to himéeélfe and his at 
home, without which he can neuer bee truly fo abroad 
to others. 

2 Publike infice is that which hee doth exercife to o- 
thers in the Commion-wealth ia his particular calling, 
ashe isa Magiftrate, Minifter, Lawyer, Phifitian, Mer- 
chant, Mechanicke,or the like. Hee makes a con{cience 
ofhiscalling, and knowes he muft gine an accompt for 
the imployment of his talents; and therefore vfeth him- 
felfe in his place, notasif the ead of his vocation were 
onely to gather wealth, and enrich himfelfe and his po- 
fteritie, but to doe God fervice, and other men good, 
knowing that Heathens could fay , Non folum nobis nati 
fumus, fed partim patria, partion parentibues, evc. and there-

doe well, your good workes, and good éxamples doe 
better. Salomon the Preacher \yas King in lerufalem, Eecl.1.1. 
As therefore he gaue good charges like a Preacher, hee | 
looked that his Officers should difcharge and execute 
his Lawes and Canonslike a King. Corpora calefita calefa- 
eiunt, non in quantum calida, {ed in quantuns fant velocis mo- 
tus CF luminofa. Shine therefore as you had wont in the 
eyes of all, as glorious examples of grace ; and firlt fee, 
examine, fearch out truth and falshood,vice and vertue, 
right and wrong ; for therein confifteth the glory ofa 
Magiftrate; the aduantage of place giues you meanes to 
do it,as the Sunne furvayes all things in his circuit. And 
then by fwift motion , by fwift execution, heate the 
coldneffe of our Climate, ftirre yp our zeale, ripen our 
late fruites, dry vp our drunken finne, whofe inundas 
tion makes vs barren, vnfruitfull, and like water powred 
foorth, vveake to euery good worke. Oratio glorie um- 
bra. The people will {peake as they finde and feele; and 
either praife or difgrace,. followes good or euill defert 
like ashadow. Therefore the shame of euill gouerne- 
ment befals the Gouernours: For zs the Tudge of the people 
ws himafelfe, (faith Siracides, cap.10. 2.).fuch are his Officers = 
and What manner of man the Ruler of the Citie ws; fuch are all 
they that dwell therein. The people are the Magiftrates 
shadow, but much more his Officers. Cuius ef potefias, 
cius fiatiw. \ndges therefore oughtto beware,that not 
onely themfelues be innocent, but that their Aiourites, 
(O fatre be that name from a Iudge, let Vertue and lus 
itice be oncly his Fanourites) their Shadowes, their Fol- 
Jowers I meane, be cleane-hearted, and cleane-handed 
too; and euer remember, that the glory or dishonour 
wot onely of themfelues, but of the whole State lies in

their hands; Zor Iwitice exalteth a Nation,but finue wa shame 
$0 any people. 

Before | part from this party, I muft {peake to the Jz- 
Htice of Peace, who isan Appendix to this large Patent of 
Iuftice, though fomewhat abridged of late. I defire him 
to receiue this plaine, but free and wholefome admoni- 
tion: Firft, that he be carefull to binde his wife to the 
Peace, his children to the good behauiour, that they in- 
termeddle not with affaires of the Commonwealth vn- 
called, and vnfworne, left they make the husband, the 
father ashamed, as they haue done many husbands, and 
many fathers of late in this Land. 

Secondly, that he fuffer not a notorious tranfgreflor 
of the Lawin any kinde to be a Retayner of his, and to 
vvalke free from the cenfure of Iuftice ,. vnder the sha~ 
dow and protection of his Liuerie.. 


Thirdly and laftly, fince Protectors haue eafed him im. 


his Office, and fet vp Alehoutes (thofe {chooles of mif- 
rule) vnder the authoritie of the broad Seale, and fo left 
him little todo : shat he vvould purfue carefally , what 
he hath begunne profitably, and-binde out youths to 
Trades,atid binde Tradefmen, to their yvorkes,that they 
may not (as now they doe ) learneto trade to the Ale- 
houfe ,and from thence to the Gallowes ; bur by the 
vvay take in the Houfe of corre@tion. And thus much 
of the firtt perfon, the Iudge. 

The fecond perfon.is the Plaintife ; the third perfon is. 
the Defendant : both thefe we vvill ioyne together vpon 
one yflue, fortherefore they comehither, 

Here firft, I wish that wranglers and malicious per- 
fons, vvho fecke and hunt after occafions of faite and 
contention, might not onely bee reftrained , but by fe- 
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were cenfures made examples to-warne others to bewaré 
of vncharitablenefle. As Danid prayed to God , Lord bee 
not wsercifull to them that finne of wsalicious Wickedueffe; fo do 
I to you, my Lords. Doubilefle whilft Dawid prayes that 
God vvould not be mercifull to {uch, hee intended to 
shew no mercie towardsthem himfelfe : for vvhere ma- 
lice isthe purfter of the quarrell , it is pitie but iuftice 
with (eucritie should meet with the purfuite. a 

As forall others I aduife them, that (where they can) 
they should charitably compound theirowne differen. 


ces, or fuffer themfelues(for their owne geod) to be go- 


verned by the Iuftices of peace, or their next difcreetett 
neighbours, who areready to doe for them without 
charge,what mutt be here done perhaps by Tweiue lefle 
fufficient men after all their expences. 

But in vaine fpeakeI to them, (hot-headed fellowes 
as they are) I muft therefore turne me to their Paffors,by 
whom perhaps they will bee governed. Alas no, the 
Suit for the moft part is betwixt him and them; hee by 
his example learnes them to wrangle, and onely in that 
they will be his followers. But if hee bee fuch a man as 
rather attends vpon the preaching of the Gofpel-of 
Chrift, then the practife of the Lawes of the Kingdom, 
(i meane in forbearing to commence actions) and fo 
out of confcience will rather fuffer fome wrong, then 

ight himfelfe too hattily by the Lawe, euill men will 
efteeme him the Jeffe, and gine him the lefle ; nay, they 
will give him nothing, and care nothing for him. They 
fay of fach, that they are Ged Almighties fooles , and they 
meane to make them their foo/es too. Or _Jaitly, if hee 
be (as too often he is) a gocd-feliow Parfon, (as they ftyle 
him) that is, a Hze iz enery cup, a Flea in enery site it 
hag oi 
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skipping from the pot tothe pulpit: then out of baf* 
fellowship and familiarity with him in finne, they wor" 
thily contemne him, He may leade them perhaps to the 
Alchoufe, there to drinke theméfelues friends, and then 
foes againe when they are drunke or fober, but from 
the alehoufe he will not, and from contention he can- 
not otherwife leade them; hauing shamed and ftayned, 
and dishonored the dignity of his Préc/fhoode, and {fo 
worthily loft all refpe& and reuerence duc to his perfon 
and calling. Therefore (hopeles heere of remedy for this 
mifcheefe) I muft turne me to their learned Covu(ed/ at 
lawe , by whofe aduife perhaps they wilbe ruled; fox 
thefe ftand both for the Plaintife and Defendant,and the 
acts and words of the one are taken for the acts and 
words of the other. : 
You learned Gentlemen are the eldeft fonnes of the 
Lawe, the profeft followers and feruants of Iuftice. Is it 


not therefore a shame that in this Coxstry where you Norfolfe:

fes and did not take care to cure them 2 Giue me leaue,. | 


I befeech you, all free.and generous minds amongft 
you,to fcoure off the ruft which canker-frets your noble 
profeffion , that fo no fpots may be feene to blemish 
yout honors; Where the guilty meets reprehenfion , there the 
wvertuotws meet commendation: The fallofthe one, is the 
raife of the other. The good mount vp with Justice, the

I know the workeman 1s Worthy of bis hire; know what 
an honorable agea well fpent youth deferues to haue, 
Buris not this a shame/(I appeale to the beft of you)thae 
4 man should fell himfelfe fora Fee (as Achab fold hime 
feife to worke Yviskednes) or let himlelfe out for an hower

or two to boulfter out an vniuftt a@tion,and to outface a 
juft ation , and that for a perfon that is knowne to be 
malitious, again{t a widdow, oran orphane, ora poore 
fimple man,at leaft afluredly againft an innocent? Nay, 
is it not ashame to be feen to havea hand in fuch caufes, 
much more to giue counfel & countenace to fuch perfds 
for the aduantage of fuch caufes? to yfe all arr’, and skill, 
and authority, to peruert iudgement, to feduce the Iu- 
ry,to preiudice and confound the true witnefle, andto 
dire& and animate the falfe : as if God had giuen ys all 
thofe talents of Eloquence, learning;judgement,memo- 
ry,fatiour, credit, authority, wealth, and wit,only to do 
wrong?O! | befeech you, fincelu/lice makes you fo great, 
as you rifeto build the greateft families of this Land, 
lay a Jawfull foundation vpon good ground, that it 
may not totter afloone as you are dead, and rot before 
your bodyes be rotten. Let not an ill-gotten Wedge be 
found in your coffers, tocorrupt and confume all the 
reft. O gather not your Oakes to build your honfes v- 
pon that day which God hath fet apart for himfelfe,

Exod.s6.26 ply their neceflities, and Mauna (Angels food, a Sacra- 


ment of Chrift)might not be gathered on that day;then 
how shall they efcapesnay how shall they be punished; 
(for efcape they shal not)who negle& Gods feruice,who 
negle& the workes of iuftice,charity,and piety,to them- 
felues, totheir neighbours, and to God, and make a 
couenant, yea fell themfelues that day to do vnjufily, 
vncharitably, and impioufly to defend vniuft caufes, to 
oppofe charitable a@ions, to ouerthrow pious works, 
and to gather wealth for the maintenance of ryot, ex- 
cefte, and all manner of fin?

practife inthe Lawes of the Land, take the reuerend 
Iudges for a prefident, and be fonnes vvorthy of fach 
fathers, vvho being moued by the vveake oratory of 
fimple man, but the powerfull operation of Gods holy 
Spirit,) haue left an old corrupt cuftome,fubmitted thé. 
felues to the holy ordinance of God, & forborne to tra- 
uell vpon that day, becaufe they would doe iultice,and 


not rob God, vvhilft they vvere feruing Cefar: for they - 


knew well, That Iuflice exalteth a Nation,but finne vs a shame 
to any people. Aion. | | 

And thus much for the fecond and third perfon, the 
Plaintifeand Defendaut,& theit learned Countlelat Law. 

The fourth perfon required neceflarily in euery ordi- 
nary judgement, is the vvitnefle. And this is not only 
hee vvhich is brought in by Sub-peva in fome fpeciall ac- 
tion, but enery lury-Man, euery Officer, vvho ought 
to informe the Court of truth , & to prefent fuch crimes 
as are vvithin the compafie of their inquirie. 

Thefe yvould be looked after,my Lords; for thefe are 
the principall caufe that juftice isnot executed: vvhilft 
for feare or fauour, or Come other finifter refpe& , they 
conceale vvhat they knovy,or are packt and made afore- 
hand fit for the matter. And I haue heard fome of the 
vvifett fort fay, that if your Honors yvould bee pleated 
to takean exad roule andaccom pt of fuch prefentments 
as are brought and found before you this Aflies , and 
xevievy it againe at yourreturme the next Allies, ane 
| | : 
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fo continue it by a fetled courfe, you shouid finde fome 
Yacks faulty, and fome cogges mifling , vvhereby the 
wheele of Iuftice is hindered in his circular courfe: yea 
doubtles, you should finde fome faints names wiped 
out of the Calender,which you had fet there perhaps in 
red letters. 

And now vvorthy Countrymen, I turne me to yous; 
Confider I befeech you thefe three things aduifedly: 
1. Firft the danger of lying , much more of fwearing 
falfely , vvhilft thereby you offend againft foure per- 
fons. : 

1. Firft againft your owne confcience , vvhich you 
wound ; and though now youbee not fenfible of the 
fore, it will fefter,and you shall then feele it moft when 
there vvilbe found no plaifter to cure it. 2. Secondly, 
you Offend againft the innocent, whom you hurt and 
ouerthrow. 3. Thirdly, you offend againft the ludge 
whom you mifleade to do iniuftice.4. Fourthly, you 
offend againft God, whom you contemne, taking his 
blefled Name in vaine , and he hath fworne, and vvill 
performe it (for he cannot lye, much leffe forfweare 
himfelte) that be Wil not bold you guiltleffe. ) 

z. Secondly, con fider the danger of concealing finne: 
although you thinke itnothing, buta caft of your Of- 
fice, a curtefy, a fauour, that you may doea friend in a 
comer vofeene and ynshent: yet affure your felues 
yvhilft you palliaie finne, you take vpon you the fin 
committed ; and whatfoener after the party may come 
mit for lacke of cenfure or due punishment, it is your 
finne afwell as his ; though he bee the lawlefle father, 
yet you muft anfwere for the Baftard. 

3» Thirdly and laftly , confider the dignity of your

imployment, and the honour or shame which fueceeds 
it. What a dignitie is it to bee eyes and cares to thefe 
great Officers ? nay, to bee (as it were) ioyned in com- 
miffion vvith them to punish finne, to execute iuftice ¢ 
As therefore you thinke it a shame in any of them, 
vvhere you fee, or doe but fafped an vniuft conniuence 
at finne : fo call home your thoughts, and confider, if 
among a few triviall matters you will be found faultie, 
how they may be held excufed, if amongft a multitude 
of feuerall cafes their iudgements or affections be in- 


cangled by fome particular. And fince all crimes in the 


Country are in your owne hands to prefent to punish- 
ment, blame your felues if you bee ouer-cumbred with 
offenders. Deftroy idleneffe, and deftroy all other vi- 
ces: for all vices like vermine breed in that burrow. But if 
you negle& this, being flouthfull and idle your felues, 
and cuery one shifting off the worke from his owne 
shoulders, pofting it from oneto another , (as men Ta- 
ther defirous to pleafure an cuill neighbour, then to be- 
nefite the Commonwealth) aflure your felues, thefe vi- 
cious perfons shal be left to corrupt your children with 


their wicked contierfations; and fo in time not oncly to 


deftroy and wafte your priuate eftates, but to indanget 
the whole eftate of the Commonwealth ; and vnder- 
mine it with vice, asitisreported of a great Citic oner- 
throwne by Conies, and the like Vermine , {uffered to 
digge and harbour vnder the walles and houfes thereof. 
For Iuftice exalteth a Nation, but finne ts a shame to any people. 
And thus much of the lat perfon, the Witnefle. But 
now left all the reft that heare mee this day; should 
thinke thematter nothing concernes them , vvho are 
neithex Judges} nor Plaintifes, nor Defendants, nor wit- 
Tats baz ncfles, 
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ae THE PROTECTOR. 
nefies, Imuft before I conclude, fay fomething to all ia 
senerall. } 

Toall therefore in generall I giue thefe two obferua- 
tions : you haue heard how [ustice exalteth a Nation, and 
how fine us a shame to any people: \ pray therefore collec 
your fpirits, call home your thoughts,and make ferious 
and diligent inquirie of thefe two particulars : 

1. Firft, inquire and confider whether this Nation 
of ours ftands now in as honorable termes with other 
Nations in the eye of the world, as it had wont: if you 
finde it doth continue the wonted reputation , then 
iudge our Iuftice remaines ; but if you finde it begin to 
{tinke in the nofthrils of forraine Nations , then con- 
elude certainly, that our finne abounds, 

2. Secondly, begin at the otherend, and confides 
if there be any great finnes praétifed in the Land, and 
left vapunished; fuch as are blafphemic, the prophana- 
tion of the Lords day, drunkennefle, murther, and the 
like; or fome crying finnes committed with an high 
hand, asif they were vertues; fuch.as.are Vfurie, Extor- 
tion, Bribery, Oppreflion, and all manner of like cor- 
tuptions : Sigh, and pray, and weepe, and shew your 
felues no partners in the fame , but forrowfull for the 
shame that followeth. But if ypon examination you find 
this Nation cleere of thofe crimes ,. or that suffice is duly 
executed vpon the committers of fuch crimes,then con: 
clude ysa glorious people. For Juice and Honour haue 
relation cach to other, and fo hath Siese and Shame : i€ 
Wee be ius? we are glorious ; ifawee be gloriows,we are ius : 
If we be finfull, weare shamefull; if we be shamefull,we are 


foofull 


The pooreft and fimpleft man that is may thus indgs

ofhimfelfe, and fo preuent the ludge of all the world, 
that hebe not iudged. Nay,thus in execution of iuftice 
vpon himfelfe, he may helpe forward to aduance tlie 
glory ofa State. Butit (beingno publike perfon ) hee 
cannot by Zu/fice exalt a Nation , yet by abftaining from 
finne, hee may bee one of the ten to preferue a people 
from shame,as Lot had done Sodome, if there could hane Genef-18; 
beene-found nine more iuft like himfelfe in that Citic. 
For every inhabitant is either an C4cbaz to shame the 
place in which he dwels with finne, and to draw a gene- 
rall curfe vpon it, or elfea Lot to faue it from deflructi- 
on; like that poore man in Ecclefafles mentioned by Sa- Eccl,9} 
lomon; who with his iuftice and wifedome deliuered the 
Citie from the extremitie it ftood in. And therefore 
vvhatfoeuer thouart, be fober in thy felfe, in thy appa- 
xell, meate, drinke, defires ; bee iuft to thy felfe, andto 
thy housholdt gouerne thy wife, chaftife thy childe, 
cherish thy feruant, Looke then.abroad, defraude not 
othersfor thine owne advantage ;. fell not heauen for 
earth. Thinke when thou art weighing of commodi- 
ties, thou art weighing of thy foule ; the fcale of luftice: 
is in thy hand, and if thou addeft to thy /msue for zaine,.

~ thou addeft to thy shame for lofe. Thinke when thou art 


meafuring thy Wares, thou art meafuring thy luftice, Mat. 7. 23- 

and fo thy glory, Itis in thy hand to make the longi-

You-haue heard in the beginning of two marriages 
orconiundtions in this text of Scripture: the firft be- 
gwixt luficeand Honour; the fecond betwixt Sime and 
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Shame ; ard how vve muft not fewer what God hath toyned 
together. , ) ) 

“Where therefore we finde Vertue, let vs giue her the 
due reward, honour and reverence, or honour and matintee 
HAMCE. 

But haue we done thus? haue wee beene thus inft? 
alas no: for then vvhen Offices either jn the Church 
or Commonwealth vvere voyd, it would bee as hard a . 
natter to finde iuft & vertuous men fit to fupply them, 
as now it is hard for worthy naen to finde imployment, 
except they buy it from the vnworthy. 

The fecond marriage is betwixt Szane and Shame: 
where therefore yve finde Stanein yvhatfoeuer perfon, 
hich or low, rich or poore, let ys fend his wife Shame to 
beare him company; for better trouble one houfe then 
more. 

But haue we done thus? haue we bin thus iuft to gine 
every /mne his proper shame ? haue not, many frasbands 
amongft vs loft their prerogatiues with Adam, and fuf- 
fered their wives to ouer-rule them without shame 2 
Hath not Evsh ioyned with Sathan againft God to make 
her husband great? And hath not Jefabe// painted, and 
whored, and plotted , and witched , and waded through 
bloodto her owne wilfull ends, and all without shame? 
Hath not Noah difcouered his nakedness, & Lo¢ commit. 
ted inceftin their drunken fits ? Hath not the fonnes of 
Ely made marchandice of facred things? And the fonnes 
of Samuel {old luftice and judgementzand both exceeded 
in euill as their fathers in good, and all without shame ? 
Nay , hath not Gehezé fo traded in bribes, that he goes 
Brauer then his mafter , and all without shame? Ihaue 
no prefidents in the Scripture to expoftulate further 

: with

with this froward generation. Some finnes whith we pra- 
&ife are too abhord to find matches,and therfore I mutt 
{peake plainly. Are aien ashamed to relemble women 
both in their apparaile, & in their effeminate fooleries ¢ 
orate women ashamed to be like men in their clothes, 
or in their debosht {waggering and moft ruffian-like 
carriage ? Nay, is either fexe ashamed thus accoutred, to 
confront the Pulpit, which should better inftrua them, 
or outface the bench of Inftice,which should shame and 
correct them for thefe abhominations? Is any man a- 
shamed to bean vfurer oran oppreflor? Nay, is it not 
rather a shame that only for lackeof mony and meanes, 
not for lacke of good will , wee are not all fuch? Is any 
man ashamed to be factilegious? Nay, isthere any other 
factiledge knowne, but only to ftealea booke,or a Sur- 
plice, or the like,out of a Church? For fpirituall Linings 
impropriated,and Simonaicall Marts iuftified, thefeare 
warranted with double Vouchers. And Prefcriptions 
below, and Prohibitions aboue fweepe all from the 
Clergy by feight or by force, and fo muzzle the poore la- 1.Cor-g. a 
bouring Oxe, as they make an Affe of him. \s any man asha- 
med to bea blafphemer ora drunkard? Nay,is any man 
ashamed to force men firft to drinke drunke, and then 
by confequence to blafpheme; a the Sodomites would baue Gen.19:4, 
forced the Angels to fiane® Briefly, there is no a& that 4% 
know whereof to be ashamed, but this that 1 commitin 
telling men fo plainely of their finnes : for this perhaps 
may be cenfured by fome, but by none ( I hope) that 
can tell how to cenfure themfelucs. 
But all this while hauing fpoken of fae, wee haue 
mentioned shameas a condigne punishment following 
it, when now with ys shame is of fo fleight account, that 
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did not paige follow vnlawfull pleafure , few or none 
vvouldabftaine from any finnefor any shame. Indeed 
shame had vvont to befuch a punishment, as all other 
punishments vvere vailed vnder it, contained in it, and 
expreft by it, as the /Peczals by their genus. So wee reade 
Tudg. 18.7. thatthe men of Laésh yvere lazie, and‘cate- 
lefle, and fecure in finne,becauke there was no Magistrate. 
to put them to shame; that is,to punish them. And shame 


-in noble mindes did fo vvorke, as Dauéd rather chofe to 


falliato the hands of God, then to fie With shame and dishonor 
before men; yea Saul himfelfe, when ‘his Kiagdome was 
rent from him, defired Samuel, yet to honour him before the 
people, though he loft his Crowne, he cared not fo much 
forthat. ‘ 

This vvas then a fen(ible part, but now yve are infen- 
fible of shame and dishonor ; and being paft shame and 
paft grace, there isno hope of cure, vvhere there ap- 
peares fo much dead flesh in the heart. 

As vve had two coniunctions, fo wehad two feparations 
in this text; and as wee muft not feuer what God hath 
joyned, fo vve muff not ioyne What God hath feparated. 

God hath feuered lu/fice and Shame, and Sinne and Ho- 
sour, doe vve keepe them thus feuered ? O no! vvee 
haue found a way to make a nullity of this marriage be- 
twixt Iustice and Honour; and vee haue married Iu/fice to 
Siame,and Sinneto Honour, — 

For is itnota-shame to be fober, and iuft, and religi- 
ous‘ andif we fay, hecis a fober man, is it not vnder- 
ftood, as if vve called him arude, melancholy, and vn- 
fociable doit ? 1f vve fay, he isa iuft man like Jo), is it 
not intended as if vve had faid, Hee is a fimple filly fel- 
Jow, vnfitto deale inthe yvorld? And if we fay, Heis a 

| } pay holy 
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were nothing but to bee an Epicure. 
*. Againe, haue wee not married Stave and Howor toge- 
ther? Confider if Hoxer be not to be bought and fold; 
Nay, confider ifall honorable Offices either in Church 
or Common-wealth be not expofed to fale, and fet y- 
pon the Market-hill with this word of Ivdz in their 
Mouthes; wid dabitis? what will you giue me? what 
will you giue me and you shalbe a Knight), aLord, an 
Earle ? what will you give me, and you shalbe a Iuftice 
of peace, a Serjeant, aludge? Nay, what vvill you giue 
me, and you shalbe a Patfon, a Deane, a Bishop ? ‘This 
I thinke is finne: for the Law (if the Lawe wvhich is the 
tule of Iuftice, bee iuft) cals it finne,cals it bribery, ‘cor- 
ruption, Simony, abomination, though our praQife cals 
it, wifedome, policy, and Iuftice. Yet how hard is honor 
got without this hooke? and what preferment need that 
man defpayre of, who hath this baite,and knowes how 
to lay it? And muft not the buyer teil? Lappeale to your 
con{ciences whether it vvere not Injuftice to deny him 

that liberty. | 
Laftly as we had before two marriages,and two {-para- 
tions, fo wee haue in this text two oppofitions; the firit be- 
twixt Ju/fice and fine, the fecond, betwixt Shameand Ho- 
wor, as betwixt light and darkeneffe , truth and falte- 
hoode, white and blacke , God and Sathan , hell and 
heauen.

T hawe put emnity (faith God to Sathan\betwixt thee and 
the woman, and betwixt Her feed and thy feed: This enmity 
mutt continue.

But let nor Sa- 
than breake our heads, nonot with oyle; with applau- 
fes, with glibbe and fmooth finnes, petty-feeming 
(janes, finnes like vertues; Much leffe lethim/blind 
oureyes with giftes; for thats the way to breake otir 
heads indeed, when wee cannot fee to defend our felues; 
Nay,to breake our necks too from the Chayre of Mofes, 
with poore, old, weake, blinde decrepid Ely. 

To conclude all, this Nation ofours at this day, onts 
Ginnes all the Nations of the world,euen in their proper 
finnes for which they haue beene infamous: Wee oat- 
drab the Italias , out-drinke the Dutch, out-braue the 
Freachman, out-brag the Spaniard.

her felftoo forvvard ia alienating fuch from her, as defire 
nothing of her, but fatisfation of yvords. Further, it hath 
bin obferved for a particular of much note, hoyy the Mr.

| | - Spatious 
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fpatious Kingdomes,and therofframed an Em pite fo for- 
midable, that there is nora Prince in the vvorld, vvhich 
for fufpition of her hath not armed himfelfe. The Moe 
narchy of Spaynein comparifon of thofe of France, of Ene 
g¢land,and other ancient Monarchies, is young in age, bue 
of body farre bigger then any other vvhatfoeuer ;and ac- 
cording to the proportion of yeres she is of, of an ynmea- 
farable greatnes: vvhence it isargued, that if she continuc 
grovving vnto that terme, vvherein humane bodies are 
wont tocomete their full perfection, shewill become fo 
greata-Gyantefic,that she will arrive to thar vnmeafurable 
heightof the Vniverfall Monarchies, wherunto the Rom. 
Monarchy attained : but the accidents of matters of State af- 
firme for certain,that she wil neuer be bigger:aad that she 
awasas high in her tendreft yeres, ascuer she vyilbe in any 
time to come whatfoever. The which is plainly demoftra- 
ted by chis apparant argument, that in thele prefent times 
she hath grovven more flovvly halfe a fingers breadth, 
then she didtyyo handfulls in times paft. This mighty 
Lady is of coraplexion very ravvny, much inclyning to 
the Moore: therefore hercuftomes are rather proud, then 
graue; and inall her actions, hath more of the cruell,then 
the fevere: fo thatnot having beene able ,nor defirous 
40 learne that art(fo neceflary fora Prince}of pardoning, 
it is the firme opinion of many,that thereby her greatnes 
is the more impeached for placing her eftimmation vpon 
nothing more, then to be called the Mistr of Negtions , in 
the knovvledge of being moft refolute to trike off the 
heads of fuch odious Poppies, asin the gardens of her 
States overtop their fellovves, she reioyceth not alitle, 
that she is faid in that fortto haue gone beyond that Tar- 
guin ihe Great, yvho vvas the firtt inventos of fuch a fe- 
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cret. Being then fo fefolutein the execution of feuerities, 
she is much perplexed in conferring of graces ; vvhich ate 
feene to proceed very feldome from her and thofe too 
she doth, are granted vvith fo much authoritie, as they 
are not very acceptable : Hovvbeit in apparance, she‘is 
all: mildnes , anid vvholly diflolved into Complements: 
but he that vvith the politicall Spectacle knovveth hovy 
to penetrate into the invvard of the heart, shall difcover 
her to beall pride, all covetoufnefle, and cruelty; in 
fuch fort, thatthey ‘vvhich haue long negotiated yvyith 
ker, report; That there isnot any Princeflefrom vvhom. 
come {vveeter vvords, and bitterer deeds: vvhereby it 
happeneth, that as a friend she greatly allureth men, and 
asa Miftresexceedingly terrifieth them. Her handsbe out - 
of all proportion long, vvhich she extendeth cuery 
vvhere ,as may be moft for her ‘profit , vvithout: difcer- 
ning friend from foe , ora ftranger froma kinfiman : She 
hath the nailes ofan Harpy moft rapacious ; yvith fingers 
of fo hard and ftronga tenure , that she neuer letteth goe 
any thing, vvhich she once fafineth on. Her- eyes: be 
blacke, and ofa merveilous sharpe fight : She looketh a- 
fquint, fo that fixing hereye vpon one, she artentiuely 
beholdeth another .(a matter of much danger to Prin- 
ces) for of late yeares , having fet her face vpon Argier,be- 
foreany body vvas avvare, she faftned herlooke vpon 
Marfeilles.. And in thofe eyes is difcouered a world of 
greedines, becaufe she neuer beholdes any thing,that she 
doth not earneftly covet vvith her heart ; yvhereupon the 
Speculative affirme , That this Queene is enflamed vvith 
an im moderate thirftof others Eftares; and she never had 
‘freind, vvhom in a short time vvith fundry devifesshe 
@iade not a:fiaue. “All vyhich doe manifelt ynto ‘the 
91 vvorld, 
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yvorld, that she is fitter to governe flaues then free-men. 
She ftandeth fo much .ypon the puazo of State, that she 
yvill‘not-yvouchfafe to ftirre a foot for to, encounter good 
occafions, vvhich many tymes haue gone home even to 
her ovvne doores tofind her out. She goeth beyond all 
other Queenes vvhatfoever, either paft or prefent, in the 
knoyviedge hovy tocoyer vvith the cloake of hypocrifie 
any intereft of hers,though neuer fo diabolical: and albeit 
she is feene daily to enter into adtions that are none of the 
beft, yet she maketh oftentation ofnothing more, then 
ofher Confcience. Whence the French, fo often deceiued 
_ynder. colour of moft holy pretexts ; have at-length to 
thier coft learned.to arme themfelues, and get to horfe, 
afloone as.they once heare ber propound matters full of 
pretences of Religion , and bleffed Charitic tovvards her 
mott beloved Neighbor.She is fo excellent in the exercife 
of -horfemanship:, that she hath not only vyith good 
fortunetamed the generous Courfes of Naples , buralfo 
made gentle eyen thofe moft vitious mules of Spaywe,that 
by their naturall inftina are fo vvilde and vnruly. She is 
aboue all other Ladies moft fufpitious, infomuch thar, 
her ovyne, Nation excepted, she trufteth not any ofall 
thofe thatoare fubie@ vnto her, rhough vponall occaft- 
onsshe hath proved them moft faithfull : a matter of 
fach preiudice vnto her, that the ynderftanding part of 
the vvorld plainly fay,hovv for that only moft important 
defect, itisnot poflible she should ener grovy greater: 
And this happeneth’, becaufe, no; Prince living, careth 
leflethen she to be loved of her people, placing all her 
{tudy-hovy to make her felf to be feared. Whereupon the 
Polititians haue obferved itas akind of very great mad- 
nefle in her,to be fo confidently perfwaded as she is, that 
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she can dravv people to adore her by oppreffing then: 
Neverthelefle , with thefé {0 odious Cuftomes she allie 
rethall men ynto her ervice, for the infinite abundincé 
of her treafures is that calamitie, which vvith fach: yio« 
Jence haleth ynro her even thofe minds., that are bound 
to abhorre her: She ismoft accurate in petty things,but 
in great affaires no other Queene hath fuffered: hertelf'to 
be more eafily deceived. In difcourfing of, andvrefolying 
importat- matters, she slieweth admirable ynderfanding 
and prodence;but either by her naturall'floth,orthe cun- 
ning of her minifters, moft covetous. Marchants of great 
bufineffes ; or becaufe it feemeth vnto-ler-, that ne re-. 
folution. is made with Decorum, ifit be not a long time 
expected by the World ,. she execare’h her refoluiions 
vvith fo much delay, thar tlic face of affaires changing. 
vvith the-time, thofe refolutious which haue beene mot 
prudently deliberated, hawe- often proved.infortunate. 
And therefore itis the-epinion ef al men; tHat she is 
more able in laying of Plots, then. in .the- managing of 
Armes, wherein she hath great courage, exceeding con- 
fiancy, vnfpeakable patience ofall difcommodities > but 
fo litle refolution, that her extraordinary circumfpeaion 
hath many times the face of feare:- whereupon she fees 
meth more apt to-maintaine,then conquer States. There 
are many fingular men, that laugh ather , forruling all 
her ations by fuch folide.and mature counfels,. without 
ever venturing any in the hand of that Chance, and Fate 
vvhich haue fo-favoured , and made glorious tlie French , 
when as on occafions they haue bene carried more by 
valor, then difcretion :-And fome are of the minde, how 
that only proceedeth, from her being as {paring of her. 
ewae bloud, as she isthirfly after others ; Whence itis, 
that. 
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that the moft vnderfanding°Captaines. in the Ast-of | 


warré, deride her , fot afpiring to the Empire of the. 
World,andyet will newer fight: for this mighty Queene 

being refolved to make acquifition of gieat States by 
marriages, she abhorreh that dreadful cuftome of the 
French, to bi y ethers Kingdomes with the: price of their 
owne bloud. Eeing then: more advifed. them couragions, 
she is moredangerOus to hier friend in peace, then.to hes 
enemy.in-vvarre; whe refore the French, tat hitherto haue 


lined with her in adupine negligence, HaueatJength , af-- 
ter (o many calamities leaned io double barrethedoote: 
whenonce they have-coneluded a peace wath the: Spand:. 
adj, She is mot carelefle ofher owne , but greedy of 


others riches} that she careth notto wafte her owne patris 


moniai] eftates, {0 as.thereby-she may getanothers: She: 
is (0 cof, foreferved, thatibis not poflible for any cun:- 


ning-of mano find out her ends: buthe.thatwilliudge 
of the difpofition and.cufiomes offircha*Lady, muft be 
fully perfwaded , that imall the atfaires which either she 
manageth herfelfe,or others haueto negotiate with hes, 
she is within quite cont.a:y to that she appeareth-with- 
‘out’ And albeit that among fi the aforefaid vertues, she 
hath-fo notorious vices , yet by the greatnefle of her for- 
tune every thing in her is interpreted, .and admired for 
Vertue: {o thar many.wife Princes:hold it an hanor ro 
smitate her, eve in. vices. She is of conftitution. very 


ftiong : whereuponit ts concluded, that sheis long-liu’d,. 


only she (affereth in the indifpofition of ihe diftrattion 


ofhermembers ; a matter that dothinfinitely weaken o- 


greata Body : andaithough w:th the ayde of the hberty 
of Gznoa,and theabliance she hath with ihe Duke of Savey, 
she yfeih many devilesto ynirethem: yet by the dives- 
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fity-of the intérefts of thofe Potentates , she prevaileth 
litle. But fuch’a Princefleby nothing receiueth fo much 
preindice, ‘as by her principal minifters the. Spaniards, 
whofe {ervices alone she y{eth in the greatett Charges, exs 
ercifed by them with fo much infolency & odious pride, 
thar they:will not be honored.as men; but adoredasgods: 
av impertinence:, that hath made:'the Spanish Dominion 
diftafifull: notsonly: to the Italians and Fleemmings , but 
eucn tothe very Spasiards themafelves. 

This mighty Princefle then, appearing in the Royall 
Hall before the Maiefiy.of 4pollo, she canfed her fexuants 
townbinde her teftvarme, and shewing it;naked.ynto 
wApollo’, and to all the facred Colledge of the Learned, 
she {pake in this manner : Lord, and Father of good let- 
ters, this yvhich you fee,’ is that- fame ftinking Y fue of 
Flanders, vyhich the Fresch; the Gerwtanes, and fome Italian 
Princes, vvhich feeme:my friends , and that imbowelled 
beyond-Sea Renegada, made me fo many yeeres}fince, out 
of the fufpition they had of mee. I grant, that the Prin- 
ces I hauenamed,, had iuft caufe to bee iealousof my po- 
weryat fuchtime,asafter the death of Henry, the. fecond, 
they {aw France falne into the calamity of infant’ Kings; 
and thatin their minority , I fought to fow diffention.in 
that Kingdome : But now that thofe fufpitions are vyan- 
ting, and that in the great contention vyhich I had with 
the French , and particularly vvith that ame ynchayned 
Prince of Bearne, Lvvas:condemnedin:cofts,.1 doe beleech 
of your Maiefty, that fo fattidions an Yflue may be ftop- 
ped, fince every one feeth, that by the great abundance 
of humogs, vvhich are there concurring, it is. become fo 
raging a Canker, that I pray God,.it doth not end vyith 
theruine of the yvhole,:I did. not-pafleinto Jéaly through 
Muze 
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eiming owne ambition; nor had thatardeat defire topo 
fefle ny felfewholly.ofit,as mine enemies atirme: 
is vvell knowne, that 1 was-called, nay, foreibly haled 
thither by the Princes of Italy themfelues , t6 deliver 
them from.the great.feare they were in, of the domitia- 
on ofthe French. -And happy: had.it -beene for my 
Houle of.5 payne, vvhith, Lhad-coveredi with Starerof fil- 
ver,and:Tyies of maflie gold, if I never had had any 
thing to, doe with the saliaas; a, double- dealing Nation, 
full .of deceits;and interefts, and onely,goodtoimbarke 
_Menin. dangerous affayres vvithour Bisket, and then to 
-abandon them in the middeft of ereatelt perils, making 
profeflion of nothing more , then to fare well at-orher 
mens cofts: Anditfeemeth marueylous fitange to mee, 
that J¢aly, which.(as every man knowes) hath faffered her 
felfe 10 be towzed, by fo many ftrange Nations, should 
now make{uch profeffion of chaftity ro mée; that ifshee 
fee me never fo little to moue, shee entreth ftraightinto.a 
jealoufie, that f vvill depriue her of the honowrofher Li- 
berty.. Andalbeit the greatneffe, wherein the Kingdome 
Of France fiandcth arthisinftant, fecureth Italy» and alk 
the Princes which | haye.named, from thé feare they axe 
in of my power; yet vvhen ir.shail fo feeme good to, 
your Maieftie , 1am ready to give feenrity to eyery one, 
of not offending , fo that this fame: fattidious Yflue of 
miine may be ftopped. : Se 
By order.thenofhis Maieftie, the. Yffue then was-dili. 
gently confidered by the politicall Phyficians; and ha; 
ving made an exquifite confnltation thereupon, they de- 
livered, That in regard the Spanish Monarghy was trou. 
bled with an ardent thurlt of Domination, that Yflue was 
neceflary for her, whereby thofe groffe humors mighr be 
een oy B 4 purged 
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purged away; which from Perv dittilled downe into her 
fiomacke, and -caufed rhat vnquenchable thir. And 
thofe worthy Phyficians confidered, that if the fayd Moe 
narchy had not that Yflue,, there was manifeft danger, 
thar the pernicious humors of Pere; would-mount vp in- 
to the head of italy, with apparant ruine’of the principall 
members, which now remaine free in het; and that the

This refolution gteatly difpleafed the Spanish Monarchy, 
vvherevpon being much incenfed, she faid thus; Sir, if 
through the malice'of others | mutt fo foully confume 
awzy my felfe in minifiring oyntmentsto the Canker, 
vvhich my enemies calla divertiue Yflue, fome perad- 
venture , that litle dreameofit, shall haue their share in 
it: This v.as prefently apprehended by the English , the 
French, and Italians; who replied; That they cared nota 
rush forany thing she could doe: for they fent but the 
sefufe of their States into Flanders, whereas the Spaniards 
confumed Gold, and vitall bloud there : And rhat to fe- 
cure themfelues from the formidable power, and ambi- 
tion of the Spanish, yvhich appeared to haue no Horizon, 

the Exglish, French, Germans, and Italians, were for- 
ced conformable to the Aphorifme ofthe 
politicall Hipecrates, Tacitus: Confiljs & 
ofiu res externas moliri arma procul 
abere.

The Monarchy of Spaine Lamenteth, for that 


her Falshoods are difcouered. 


malice of fome French-men, or indeed (as many haue 
gtievoufly fufpeéted) by the plottings of that nation, 
which is fuch an implacable enemy to the French: but 
fo it was, that many yeares fince, the Royall Palace of 
the Monarchy ‘of France was fet on fire, and fo great 
was the Flame, and fo terribly didit burne, that the 
neighbouring Monarchies were in extreame feare, left 
that fire wold end with the ruine of their States; in fuch 
fort, that for the pr.f{crvation of their owne, euery one 
ranne to the extinguishing of the flame of anothers 
houfe. The Fvg/sh, though natural enemies to the French, 
brought thither the wateis of their Thames ; the Germans 
thofe of the Mofe,and of the Rhine; the Venetians emptied 
almoft all their Lakes. And in truth it was a mervailous 
thing to fee , thateven the Monarchy of Spaine her felf, 
(efteemed fo cruell an enemy to the French ) should Ja- 
bour amoneft the chiefeft friends , to extinguish that 
fire; whereas the common fame went, she would rathcr 
haue recioyced to hauc warmed herfelfe at it: wherevpon 
euery one remained much aftonished, when they faw, 
that with care, and vn{peakeable charitie , she not oniy 
brought thither her waters of Tagus, and Iberus,but even 
the boundleffe Ocean it felf; whereof, when the English, 
and Holland:rs will permit her, she is abfolnte Mittres. 
Howbeit, fome Pohsicians finifierly interpreting the cha- 
C fitie 
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titie of the Spaniards , publikely affirmed , that it wasa 
pernitious matterin the aceeSoas ofthe French to ad- 
mit the aiuitance of the Spaniards , who being eternal: 
and capitall enemies to. Frazce, wete rather to be rccoun= 
ted Architects of euery French ruine , them zealous of the 
ereatnefle of that Kingdome:as men , that meafuring 
all the actions. ofthofe,.which raignein the workes of 
Princes, with the only Compaffe oftheir intereft,many 
times. doe not admit even. pietic, cowards God , much 
leffe charitie towards men. Bur thefe Politicians were-fo 
much themore held in abhomination. with the world; 
by how much it was moft apparant.,that the Spaniards in 
their dligence,, and, charitie to. bring water ynto, that 
fire, not onely equalled, but. went beyond any friend. 
whatfoeuer-of the Freach : And thar which encreafed all 
mervaile ,.and brought high reputation to.the Monarchy. 
of Spaine with fimple men , was , that anders ,and As- 
fria, her ancientctt patrimonies , burning with the'cru- 
ell flames. of warre-, she had preferred the fafety of the 
French , before the care of her owne affaires. Now be- 
caufe neither humane labour ,nor any quantity of wa- 
ter was fufficient to extinguish the leaft {parke of fucha 
dreadfull fite, but rather the flames of thofe bloudy 
ciuill warres , notwithftanding all diligence, and re- 
medies,daily more and more encreafed;euen.good men, 
and the deuouteft Simplicities began to lend an eare vn- 
to the advile of the Politicians, and to fufpeé , that the 
charitie of the Spanish Monarchy was altogether: iatercff, 
which indeed is right Spanish charitie ; {0 that they re- 
folved no longer to giue credit to apparences , but to. 
looke into them , and fee what matter it was , that the 3 
Spamaras brought in their Barrels : and they found, that 
in 
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in ftead-of water , to quench the fire they ‘were’ filled 
with Pitch, Oyle, Rozin, and diabolical] diffentions, to 
encreafe it; which treachery alfo fome French Barons 
were difcovered to vfe, who more then others making 
profeffion of extraordinary charitie,, employed thofe 
Bafrels, and the matter in°them, lent them by the Spa- 
syards : Whereupon, vith iuft indignation they vvere 
SMlaine by the French Monarchy, and: burned in the very 
fame fire, vvhich vvith {uch fedition , ‘and infidelity

CHAP. 4, 
Philip the fecond King of Spaine , after 


| fome.conteftation about bis Title, entreth 
with ereat pompe into Pernaffus. 


2a. He mighty King of Spayne, Philip the fecond , whe 
(fome two months fince)arrived at this Courtswas 
not permitted before yefterday to make a publicke 
and folemne entry, becaufe that on cetraine Tiyumphall 
Arches, which with a Royall magnificence were ereéted 
vnto him by the. Spavish Nation , thefe »wordes were 
written : Philippo fecundo Hilpaniarum , vtrins(@ Sicilia, & 
Indiarum Regt Catholico’, italie paces Autiori falicifsimes 
Which diftafting the greater part of the Malian Princes, 
they required them to be cancelled; faying: That they 
would not at any hand acknowledge'from the Spantaras 
that peace of Italy, which with ready mony they bought 
of the Hollanders. This aromaticall matter was a long time 
difputed, and albeit the Z¢alian Princeshad concludingly 
provedin iudgement, thatthe prefent peace of Ytaly was 
not to be acknowledged from the good mindes of the 
Spaniards , who would haue feized on itall ,had ‘it not 
beene forthat great diverfion, but altogether from the 

| te walles 
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warresof Havders yet inthe greateft heate ofihis con- 
tention;the Queene of Jraly with her wonted prudence 
pacified the matter’; for hauing called ali her Princes to- 


gether, she advifed them toleaue oftentation, and:vain- 


glory to the Spamards,and applying theméelues to fubftan- 
tiall rhings to continue feeding them with breath. THe 
concourfe-both for number , and quality of Princes 
which affembied to grace, and ferve fo great a King , was 
the greareit, and the honorableft, that euer Pervaffus had 


feene. And fo powerful a Prince had place amongft thote. 


Monarchs, which ate famous in the world moré for pru- 


dence ,andadvifednes vfed in.peace, then for valor she-- 


wed ia warre : and greatly did the Learned marvaile at 
the Imprefe, which he carried painted in-his Standard: 
generall, of a writing-.penne, wherewithall, by the 
teftimony of Hiftorians it plainly appeared , that in the 
potent Kingdome of Frawe,and other places, where good 
occafion had beene prefented vnto him to.employ it, he 
had caufed greater batteries and raines,. then Charles the. 
fitt his Father had done,or could do with moft parrof the 
Cannons ofall Europe. An Jmprefe,that was mach com- 
mended by the facred Colledge of the Vertuous, it being. 
greatly tothe honor ofall V riters, that'a Penne in the 
hand ofa man, who knew. how to mannage it , could: 
worke fuch memorable effects. So mighty a King was- 
entreated in Pernaffus , alla grande ; for euen the chicfett- 
Monarchs of Chrittendome thought it agreat reputation: 
vnto them forto be-able to ferue him, infomuchthat the 
day after his entry, being vnder the Barbers hand, the fa- 
mous Queene of Egeland continually held the bafon vp: 
clofe to his beard; and the warlike King of France , Henry: 
the fourth , countedira great glory ynto him to wash his 
oe C 4. head, 
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head, the yvhich he performed vvith fuch excellentdex- 
teritie, as if he had beene borne forthe Trade, although 
fome malignants haue published, that it was without 
Soape, and onely with very ftrong and sharpe Lye, 
This great Monarch was prefented by all the Verzuous 
of Pernafjus with fundry Prefents of Poefie, and other 
moft elaborate Writings; the which he exchanged with 
much liberalitie: And toa learned perfonage, that pre- 
fented him with a moft worthy and honett Difcourfe, 
wherein he shewed the way, how the noble Parthenope, 
and the whole Kingdome of Naples, that by the rebbe- 
ries of Souldiers, corruption of ludges, oppreffions ef 
Great-men, and by the generall ranfackings of the raye- 
nous Vice-roys, which from Spayne are fent thither to 
be fatned,is now come to vtter defolation, may be made 
to returne vnto theancient greatnefle of his {plendour, 
he gaue twenty Ducats, and configned the Ditcourfe to 
his Confeflor; charging him to yeeld him a good ac. 
countofit, as ofa Worke, that was very holily written : 
But ynto a fufficient Politician, that prefented him with 
along Difcourfe,howbeit cleane contrary to the former, 
entreating of the meanes which was to bee yfed, for 
afflicting the fayd Kingdome of Naples more then pow it 
is; & how it might be reduced to fuch calamity and mife- 
rie, that the generous Steed, which without Bridle and 
Saddle, the Seate of State doth (with ill fortune)-cany 
for Imprefe, should patiently endure both Pack-faddle, 
and Burthens ; yea, and quietly draw in the Coach too: 
becan{e he held that to be vnderftandingly written, ac- 
cording to the true termes of good Policie, hee gaue 
twelue thoufand Crownes a yeere, and createdhim a 
Grande ot Spayue. ah 
CHAP. 5, 
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Moft of the Princes, Common-vveales, 
and States of Europe, are weighedin a payre 
of Scales by Lorenzo Medici. 


Eeing it isappatent, that the Remane Common- 
weale,after the acquifition it had made of the Em- 
pire of all Italy, couldin a short time arrive to that 
Yuinerfall Monarchy, which is yet fo famous to the World, 
and wherennto many ambitious Princes haue fince in 
yaine afpired , it hath beenc a generall receined Opinion, 
That that Potentate, who in State and Forces is luffered 
t0 grow vnto fuch greatnelle, that hee findeth no other 
Prince able to counterpoyze him, no more then the Re- 
mane Common-weale did, after it became Commander 
over Italy, cannot poflibly be impeached from obtaining 
the Vniverfall Monarchy. Whereupon thofe Empires and 
Kingdomes, which were afterwards framed out of the pic- 
ces of the Romane Monarchy, te avoyd thofe calamities and 
diffolutions, which fell vpon fuch Potentates as were 
opprefied by the Romane Forces, out of moft wholefome, 
andalmoft divine counfell agreed together, that every 
fifteenth yeere, all the Princes of Europe should aifemble 
into one place; where each ones Forces shouldbee feve- 
rally weighed; and thereupon fit counterpoyae, and due 
mortification be given vnto him, that was found to 
bé growen to any greatneffe, which might be odiousand 
dangerous to his Competitor. | 
Many sreat Wiis weie from time to time rreferred to 
shat honorable charge of governing the Scales;but foran

hondreth yeres paft or thereabout,they were managed by 
the Uluftrious Houle of Medité , and in particular by Le- 
renzo the Great. Which prerogatiue,although to many 
it feemed preiudiciall ynto the Maieftie of the Popes, and 
prudence of the Venetian Senate , who haue alwayes wat- 
ched ; if not more, at leaftwife equally with Lorenzo, and 
the Florentine Commonweale, to maintaine both ia Ttaly 
atid abroad , the Forces of the Potentates of Europe even- 
ballanced, yet witha marvailous confent of all the Hifto- 
rians the government of the Scales was given into the 
hauds of Signior Lorenzo. The firtt day of Auvgus#,then all 
the Princesand Potentates of Europe, aflembled in Phocus , 
not Only to meet with fo imporranta bufinefte as the 
pertec kn owledge of their owne affaires,burthat alfo of 
others, which in matter,of State im porteth. much more. 
Whereupon, by an-ancient and init prerogative, the firtt 
that came,to be weighed, was the Arifocraticall Monarchy 
ofthe Apostolicke Sea, whofe temporall State was putinto 
the Scale ; and becaufe the weight of the lait fifteenth 
yeere was but fixe Millions of. pounds, and new was 
found to amount vnto feven &an halfeveryone knew, 
thar the addition of the hoble Duchie of Ferrara had cau- 
fed that encreafe. The next that was putinto the Scale, 
was the State of the feuen Princes E/edfors of the Romane 
Empire, which by old Records appeareth to hane weigh. 
ed in times patt leveniy Millions of pounds; but fince, by 
the indifcreet governement and courfes of many Enipe- 
rours, that lufty complexion , which made it evermore 
redoubted, was fo fpoyled, that it fell ino thofe dange- 
rous and foule infiimities, which after along Quartane, 
found endin an HeG@icke Fever, that hath now fo con{u- 
medit, as our Age. beholdeth it.left with nothing bur 
yery 
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very skinne and bone. Howbeit, though it bee fomuch 
decreafed in ftate, yerthe great bulke it hath of body,ma- 


keth it inshew very goodly to looke vpon ; the rather, 


becaufe the intrinfecall imperfeGions are not difcouered: 
for many good perfons with the ancient Titles of the 
Empire, and maictticall Name of Cefar, have beautified 
it very excellently without, but when ir came to. bee 
weighed, it was found quite empty within ; a feather 
not being fo light, as the name of a Prince without au- 
thority is vayne : whence itis, that the Remane Empire 
proved fo weake, as it weighed but 480. pounds. Then 
the famous Peres of France brought ynto the Scale the 
flourishing and warlike Freach Monarchy, a {quare of fiue 
hundreth and fifty Miles every’ way, replenished with 
aninfinit Noblefle, armed: on horfebacke, which net 
onely maintaineth peace at home, but maketh fo greata 
King formidable toall-the’Nationsof the earth ; befides 
a worldiof learned men, which adorne it; Merchandife 
and Trades which ‘enrich it;, Tillage and Husbandry, 
which make it plentifull, and abounding with ‘every 
goodthing. Theancient weightiof fo famous a,Monar- 
chy was twenty Millionsof pounds’ but ia: the lat fif- 
teenih yeeres weight, by reafon of the horiible. calami: 
ties, whereinto (by the difloyalty of (ome of her Barons) 
she was throwen, it didnot arrive to: twelve Millions; 
howbeit now it norenely equalled, but went-farre be- 
yond the weight of the bef ancient times;toritcameto 
fine and twenty Millions; a matter.of uch marvaile to 
every one, that the Spaw: wyartl sot on their Spectacles,and 
very. natrowly.-obfervedi, whether: the s Weights were, 
right onno. 
Tothe ancient Kingdome of. Fraece was added the se 
D 2 qu ifition 
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quifition of Bre/fe given vp by the Duke of Savoy , which 
in regard it was to advantageeus to the City of Lyons, 
augmented the weight of ir above a Million. Nextwere 
the many Kingdomes of Spayae put into the Scale by the 
Spanish Grandes, and.to the great wonder of thole ancient 
men, that could remember, how an hundreth andtwenty 
yeies fince , they were held in a poore and vile account, 
the weight amounted to twenty Millions. The Spanyards 
remained exceeding well fatistied with this weight of 
their Spayae : and aflured themfelues , that with the addi- 
tion of fo many cther States, they had befides to put into 
the Scale, not onely to equail, but farre to exceed the 
fiue andtwenty Millions ofthe French Monarchy. V V here- 
fore inftanily they put into the Scale the flourishing 
Kingdome of Naples, which every one thinking would 
encreafe the weight at leaft ewo Millions more; it ap. 
peareth, that then it weighed leffe by one and an halfe ; 
at this ftrarige accident the Spanyards being much ama- 
zed, fayd: That either Lorexzo had vied fome fraud in 
the weighing, or that of neceffitie the Scales were not 
even ; becaufe it wasa monftrous thing , ehat the addi- 
tion of matter should abate of the weight. Whereunto 
Lorenzo coldly anfwered ; That his Scales were even ; 
but that neither the Jvdiaes yvoyd of inhabitants , 
nor the Neopolitans, and Milanefer, which were fo 
farre diftant from the Forces of Spayne ,and replenished 
with a people, which fo vawillingly fupported the com- 
mand of {trangers , weighed any thing at all: for itwas 
the loue and multitude of fubiedts, the fertility and y- 
nion of States, that gine'weight ,and turne the Scale. 
Hereupon the Spawiards added the Dutchy of Mé/a# in." 

to the Seale which in like mannet abated a Million of 
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the weight ; whereat alfo the Spanyards wete fo much 
attonied , that they would not put Flanders into the Scales 
fearing to receiue a greater diftafte and affront. How- 
beit ome fayd, that if they had put in the Iaasaes , they 
might haue wrought fome good effect, but not thofe 
miracles , which certaine lavish toungs have delivered ; 
who with the fame facility talke of Millions of Crownes 
that the furnace-men make of very bricke and tyle. 
Then came the English Lords, who put into the Scale 
their Kingdome, fo much redoubted for the firength of 
the wonderfull {cyruation thereof ; for the continued 
Mountaynes,which compaffe it about ferving for walles, 
made by the very powerfull hand of God in forme of 
bulwarks , and the Ocean for moft profound ditches, 
make ita Kingdom feared, in regard of the commodity 
it hath to affayle others; and the infuperable difficulties, 
which they shall finde, that offer to attempt it. The 
weight of this Kingdome was anfwerable to that of the 
aft fifteenth yeare , which amounted to fixteene Mil- 
lions. But the English to gine more weight to their 
Kingdome , would have put the Kingdome of Scotland 
into the Scale ; when the Scottish Nobilitie with drawen 
fwords in their hands oppofed themiclues ; freely pro- 
tefting , that they would never fuffer their Country to 
be annexed to the Kingdome of the Exglish ; for yet 
Gesh was the lamentable example of the mifcries of 
Flanders, who when she faw her Earles become Kings of 
Spayne,foolishly beleeved that shee should command o- 
ver the Spanyaras . whereas foone afier, not Spayne was 
facked by the Hemmings ; but Handers by the covetous. 
and cruell Spaniards ; and that which made vp their mi- 
ferie, Charles the ftth the Emperor, and King Philip his 
, D 3 fonnes 
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Newves from Pernafsus, : 
fonne, by their continual! refidence in Spayne, of Flems- 
mings became Spanyards. The ynfortunate Flemmines by 
Jofing their Prince, of natural] lubiects, grew to be eftee- 
med tlrangers, and men of little faith. And fo Flanders, 
the naturall Country of Charles the fifth, the Patrimony 
of King Philip, became (according to the termes of mo- 
derne Policie) a State of fiue States, and began to be go,- 
verned by flrangers; with thofe jealoufies, and with 
thofe oppreffions of Cuftomes, Taxes, C Ontributions, 
and Donatiues , as begat thofe bad humors, thofe ill fa- 
tisfaQions, from whence fince hath proceeded that ciuill 
warre, which after an yn{peakable profufion of Gold, an . 
infinite effufion of bloud, an incredible lofe ofhonour 
to the Flemmings , was Converted into a covyetous mer- 
chandife of the Spanjards. Therefore the Scots by fach 
Jamentable miferies haue learned, not to permit.their 
King vpon any termes whatfoever , to abandon the 
Royall Seate of his ancient Kingdome, for to place it in 
a greater, newly fallen vnto him : in which cafe the Scots 
should ynder their cruell enemies the English, be fure to 
{ufler all the calamities ,. which inferionr Nations are 
wont to endure at the hands of the fuperiour. 

_ Some that were prefent at_ this Adi report, how the 
Spanyards told the King of England, that thofe Scots which 
had {poken fo arrogantly in the prefence of his Majettie, 
were to be feuerely chaftifed; to. whom the King of Ex. 
gland anfwered, That the Spaniards ought not to give that 
counfell vato others, which had proved fo pernicious to 
them{lues : and thereupon hauing commanded the ftay 
of weighing their Kingdome, hee affured his Scots, thar 
cre long he would giue them all poffible fatisfaGion. 

A\fter this, the valt Oztoman Empire was put into the 
| oe 
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Scale ; which the laft fifteenth yeare arrived to the 
fumime of two and thirtie Millions, but now was found 


_ to be leffe then fixtecne ; the ftrangenefle whereof made 


all the Princes very much to marvaile ; and particularly 
the Venetians , who could not beleeue fuch a fall; where- 
upon they defired, that with more diligence it might be 
reweighed; and it appeared, how in that litle time run- 
ning beiweene the firft and this fecond weighing, it had 
fallen eight hundreth twenty and two pounds ; where- 
by it-was manifeft, that the Ottomas Empire , here:otore 
fo terrible to the world, now confumed with luxury,co- 
vetuousnefle , and idlenefle , runneth headlong to his 
ruine, which gaue great contentment to all thofe Prin. 
ces. Nevertheles, it was obferved by fome of the wifett 
there prefent , that the Spanyards were not fo glad ofit as 
the reft; our of a doubt they had, that the depreflion of 
the Zurke, would be the exaltation of the Veseriaw Siate. 
Then came the Polach Senators, and putinro the Scale 
their Kingdome, which in regard of the fall authori- 
tie the King hath there ,and the too much command , 

which the Pafatines arrogate ynto themfelues , made but 

a poore reckoning ; forit did not amount to fix Millioas 

of pounds , whereas in times patt it alwayes exceeded 

twelue. Afterthem ,the Signory of the Gouncell of 
Tena put into. the Scale the flourishing eftate of the Hene- 

tian Commonwealth, moft admirable for the greatneffe 

thereof , and oporttnitie of {citation fitting for all 

great enterprifes, which went beyond alfexpedation in 

the weight, for it came to eight Millions ; the caufe 

whereot was iayd to be the htige tiaffe of Gold , which 
thole wile Sesdfors in folovga time of peace had gathe- 
red togither into their Treatuty.. Next came the swirr- 
Die. zens, 
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atrs, the Grifous ,and other free people of Germsany anid 
brought their Comonweales to the Scale. Howbeit the 
Princes required , that they might be weighed each one 
feverally by it felfe, wherewith the Germsanes were well 
contented, fo that it might be done. But Loreazo haying 
put the Commonwealth of Ba/ff into the Scale,it appea= 
red, that the greater parr of the other Commonwealcs 
of Germany were all fo linked together, that it was im- 
poflible to feperate them one from another, which puta 
many of ambitious Princes there in afweate. Then the 
Duke of Savoy caufed his State to be put: into the Scale 
by his noble Knights of the Zmnonciata, which equalled 
the weight of the laft fifteenth yeare;but Lorenzo,having 
added into the Scale that moft noble prerogatiue of Ti- 
tle, which the fayd Duke Charles Emanuell enioyeth of the 
Prime Souldyer of Italy, it was feene to aggravate the 
weight a Million foure hundreih and twenty pounds: 
After this , with a pompe and Maieftie matchable to 
Kings, appeared the Duke of Lorraine ; whofe State, 
though lile,equalled the weight of great Kingdomes;and 
it was confidered that it. fell out to be fo by a certaine 
good fortune which that Prince had,to haue his States fo 
happily feared, that he could eafily put the Lowe-Countreys 
into grievous difficulties, by impeaching the paflage of 
thofe fuccors, which the Spaniards conduét thither out of 
Italy, whereby he hath growen into fuch reputation, that 
tothe moft offerer he felleih for ready Gold the mar- 
chandife of that his adhering ; in {uch fort, that afier he 
had dreyned the Spasyards , a{much as any the deyoutett 
French Lord of the Holy League whatloever, fyding after- 
wards with the Zvesch,he knew fo well how to change his 
coppy, that a King of Framce,fuch as was Hewry the fourth, 
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the great Duke of Tofcav,and the Duke of \Mantoua,wete 
glad of hisallyance. And fully to make vp the Spamyards 
jealousye,the famous Venetian Commonwealih drew in- 
to her pay a Prince of that Houte with {uch atlection,that 
if that great Lady had not made a vow of perpetual cha- 
ftity ,and her nature (according to the cuftome of fome 
Indians ,) had not bene ftytched vp the firlt day she was 
borne by the Venetian Stgnory » mot jelous of her honor, 
it was verily beleeved by many,that she would haue taken 
him to huf band. It was obferved, that the Duke of Savoy 
envyed much the felicity of this Prince ; becaufe he fin- 
ding himfelfe alfo feated betweene the French and the 
Spanyards of Milan, as the Duke of Loraine was be- 
tweene the Freach and the Spanyards of Handers,in ficad 
of (o many benefits, and fo many commodities , as fell 
vpon the Duke of Loraine , he had received moft cruell 
kickes, not onely. from the French then his enemics, 
but from the Spanyards his friends ; fo that it was c- 
vident , the Duke of Savoy did now plainly fee, how 
that practife of his with the Spanyard, was moft perni- 
cious for him. Then came the O¢7e di Baliga, and put into 
the Scale the flourishing State of the Great Dukes of Tos- 
can, which by reafon of the excellent wits of the inhabi- 
tants, perpetuall plenty,continuall peace,and quiet {ecu- 
rity it enioyeth, anfwered in weight to many King- 
domes. Lorenzo greatly reioyced, when he faw how vpor 
the foundations of thofe Churches and Hofpitals, which 
he and his Predeceflorsin the time of the Hlorentine liber- 
* tie had Jayedin their Countrey , their Succeflors , accot- 
ding to the modell left them by Cofame the Great, had af: 
terwards found meanes toered ftrong Cyttadels; whete- 
ypon Lerewze, to make a glorious shew of the worth and 
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wifedome of the Princes of his Houfe , added into the 
Scale the admirable vnderftanding of Ferdinand the 
Great, with the exceffiue weight whereof it was fo over- 
charged, that the huge chayne whereby it hung brake in 
two, fothatall wear to ground. This accident of the 
Scales fo broken, was an hinderance that other Mahan 
Princes, which remayned, could not be weighed; where- 
vpoa it was concluded, thar comming , according to the 
ancient cuftome, to lay.all the Princes and Potentates of 
Fraly in ballance againft the Monarchy of Spaizev, out of 
the vniveifall weight of the Izalias Princes,each ones per- 
ticular would cafily appeare. Into the midit of the great 
Mall then was brought an huge, and even payre of Bal- 
Jance, whereinto on the one part was purall the King- 
domes of the Monarchy of Spayne , and into the other all 
the principalities of [zaly;and it was feene,that they ftood. 
in cquall Ballance; a matter of great trouble to all the Z- 
taltan Princes : but whilft they continued in this agony, 
it was noted, how the mighty Freach Monarchy with one 
only loving looke , which she gaue to that Ballance, 
wherein the Jtalian Prin cipalities lay, made it fuddainly 
to turne on that fide. It may not be omitted , how the 
Spanyards feeing the Dukes of Savoy, who the aft fifteenth 
yeare refufed to be weighed with the Jalan Forces, now 
to be put into the Ballance , for to counterpoyfe theirs, 
threatned them by biting their thumbs atthem; where- 
of thofe Princes being aware , with a generofity worthy 
their vndaunted { pirits,they fay thus vnto them : Siguory 
of Spaywe, yee can no longer feed men with hopes, for 
now we are throughly poflefled of your courfes : Yee 
thought to haue brought the Dukes of Sevey by the cun- 


ning of your hopes to fuch amadneffe, as to forgoe that 
jidle 
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litle bread, which bey hadin the mouth of their State ; 
to reach at the shadow of thofe great inheritances of 
Spayne, which they faw in the bottome in the waier. And 
becaufe the Spanyards complayned for that the Dukes of 
Parma, Modena,Vrbin,the Lords of Miraadola and the fa- 

' mous Roman Barons, Gartani , Colonefi, and Orfint ; which 
haue the Fleece,and are in their pay, were weighed with 
the Itaijan Forces; whereasin regard of that Order, and 
the Penfions they receine, they were obliged to adhere 

ro their defeignes, and to be the minifters of their great- 
neffe. They were anfwered by thofe Lords, that they 
receiued the honors of the Fleece , and enioyed the pro, 
fits of thofe Penfions, as honorable Ladies accept _ 
of gifts from their Lovers, only in a pure 
way of curtefy,and not with an 
intent any way to for-

The Spanish Monarchy goeth to the Oracle 


at Delphos, for to kuow. Whether ever she 
shall attayae to the, Monarchy of the. 
World,and recerveth-a con- 
trary aufwere. 


. 7 Efterday morning two houres before day,,the 
m.« renowned Monarchy of Spaywe departed, with 
great fecrecy, in a Caroch of fixe hortes from 
Pernafjus, carrying along with her onely fome few Con- 
federates of her Court, which.begate a world of jealou- 
fic ; butin particular the Frevch Monarchy was fo mooved, 
that to be afcertained.of this voyage,she prefently tooke 
Pofte, and following the Afonarchy of Spayne , shee over- 
tooke her iuft as shee was entring into the Oracle of 
C4pollo at Delphes ; before whom prefenting herfelfe, by 
report of them that by chance were then: prefent, shee 
made this enfuing requeft : O eternall,and cleare Lampe 
of the world ; thou right Eye of Heaven, that not onely 
bringeft day , but every good elfe to mankind: Thou 
knoweft, that for a long time together, all my thoughts 
haue aymed at that Viverfall_ Monarchy , whereunto the 
Romane people onely arrived : Thou knowett what effu- 
fion of blond, what profufion of Treafure Lhaue made, 
to attaine vnto the end of my intent: To thee onely 
are knowen the watchings, the fweat , and thofe fo arti- 
ficiall endevours of mine which I have yvfed, to bring fo 
important a Defeigne to pafle : Thou knowett alfo, that 
by the valour of my Nation , by the dexterity of my 
wit, 
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wit, and by the power of my money, not many yeeres 
fince, at fuch time, as | had fowen thofe turbulencies of 
ciuill warres in Fraece , whereon Lhad grounded all my 
hopes, I was neere vnto the obtaining of my intent; no- 
thing remaining for me to overcome all impediments, 
but to vnite Naples with Milan a difficulty,w hich ifican 
once furmount, I may then fecurely boaft that I haue 
gotten the day: But fecing that cither by my fatall mif- 
fortune, or by the impoflibility of the affayre, or by the 
power of fo many cruell enemies , which declared them- 
{elues againft mee, the (candals of thofe revolutions, 
which with fuch devifes in the {pace of fo long atime, | 
had fowen amongft the French, over whom yet I could 
never prevaile, were in one onely day converted into 
fach peace and tranquilitie, as it breaketh my heart to 
behold it ; and that after the wafting of (o many of my 
people, whom in this enterprife , that Lhaue propoun- 
ded to my felfe, [haue almoft reduced to vtter defola- 
tion, lamin the end become cuen the fable of the 
‘world : Therefore doe I thus prefent my felfe before thy 
‘Majeftie, whom I moft humbly befeech , to let mee 
clearely vnderftand, whether that. Ywiver[all Monarchy, 
which is fo imprintedin my heart,and which is the only 
end ofall my actions, bee deftinated by the will of Hea- 
ven to me, and my Nation: and this I defire to know, 
that either by the impoflibility ofthe matter, Lmay bee 
conftrayned to give irover, or by the poffibility thereof, 
I may encourage my Spanyards to goe On cheerefully in 
their atrempts : for to coufefie the truth ynto thee, that 
knowett the fecrets of thoughts, in regard of fo many 
crofies, which both. by Seaand Land have endured; 1n 
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Newves from Pernafsusa 
by my implacable enemies have beene contrived, and 
now more then ever are contrived againft me, I beginne 
wholy to defpaire and faint. 

After this requeft, the Temple shooke, and the 
earth trembled, when from the mouth of Apollo's Mi- 
nifter came thefe words: The Vuiverfall Monarchy shall 
returne anew to thenoble /talian Nation, when it shall 
give over thofe inteftine difcords, which have madeita 
flave to Strangers. Vpon fo fad an anfwere, the Monar- 
shy of Spayne full of griefe departed out of the Temple, 
and much she marvailed, when shee faw the French Mo- 
warchy prefent her felfe before her ; withwhom having 
vied her wonted Complements, shee dsew her afide, and 
declaring vnto her, what an{were shee had received from 
the Oracle; shee informed her, thar if the Yniver/all Me- 
warchy should returne againe to the Italias Nation, France 
would quickly be as fure to feele a new Iubus Cafar, as 
esha fecond Sc#pio ; and therefore to fecure their af- 

aires, there was no fuch way,as to divide Italy betweene 
them. Shee alfo offered to teach herthe fame Receipt, 
which shee had 0 happily experimented in the Indiaes, 
wherewithall they might fo aflure themfelves of the Ira 
tran Nation, that there should remaine no more of that 
wicked race of men in the world, then the bare name 
Let me firft forget ( anfwered then the French Monarchy) 
that vnlucky devifion ofthe Kingdome of Naples, which 
my king Lema the twelfih made not long fince with yor, 
and then we will talke of this bufineffe : For itis not fo 
eafy a mattcr to wrong the French a fecond time, as per- 
ceiue you perfwade your felfe itis. As for the receipr, 
which(to be fecured of the fralians) you propound ¥nto 
me, | pray you vie ityour felfe; for to fpoyle the eats 
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people(as you haue done in the Jvdiaes)and to raign over 
naked Countreys voyd of inhabitants, is a certaine poli- 
tick Precept,which is not found in the French reafon of 
State ;for Lhaue learned to my cof to content my felfe 
with alitle,fo it be good;and therefore I place my great. 
nefle more in the multitude of Subie&s, then in the ex- 
tent of Kingdomes ; and fo as my Zrewch may line como- 
dioufly in chis world, 1am well pleafed that others shall 
docfotoo. Moreover, with that libertie, which is pro. 
per to my nature , I will freely tell you, that the fubduing 
ofall Italy , isnot an enterprife fo facile as you imagine ; 
for when I was of your humor, | know how pernicious 
 itproved to me; and therefore be warned by my 
experience, not to attempt that , which 
in the endwill bring you 
nothing but loffe, 
and difgrace.

Butifthou, O  dlmanfor , (fayd the Kingdome of 
Naples ) diddeft with thy Nation keepe the Kingdome of 
Granada, chayned fo many hundreth yeares, vyhat courfe 
tooke the Spanyards for to free him ¢ That Vnion of rhe 
Kingdomes of Caitile and dragon (te plyed A/manfor ) 
which followed ypon the marriage between Feraiwavdand 
Tfabella , occafioned the libertie of the Kingdome of Gra- 

ada: a moft yahappy Vnion, the which, no leffe then 
I haue done; andcontinually ftill doe, the greaseft Po- 
tentates of Eurvope,haue lamented, doe lament,and perpe- 
tually with vntained teares vvill lament ; as that , which 
is the true and onely roote , from vvhen¢e are {prung all 
thofe gteateft fubverfions of Srates, which ynto this day 
haue beene feene in many partes of Europe, but more re- 
markeably in Italy. And belecue me, Neapolitan King-

for after thou wert chaced out of Spayve by the ambitious 
Spanish Nation , the Popes vndervvent fuch miferies,that 
it may be truly faydi, how with ready mony they bought 
thofe extreame calamities, wherewithall afterwards they 
encountred ; for though the Sea Apoftolicall were well 
contented to fee the Moores driven out of Spaine , yet 
that fatisfaction was much diftafted with my fervitude , 
which followed prefently vpon it, the Popes haying ne- 
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Nevves from Pernaffins. 
ver had any thing in greater feare, then that I should fal! 
into the hands of a mighty Prince , ywho might make 
them liue in thofe perpewall jealoufies ,vvherein finding 
theafelues drowned even vp to the very eyes , many of 
them , and particularly thofe, that haue a greater know- 
ledge of things of the yvorld,do not alwayes make quiet 
fleepes. A cleare teftimony of the trath which I fpeake, 
was the lamentable and wicked facke of Rome,perpetrated 
by the Spanyards a litle after my fervitude; with which in- 
gratitude they payd the Apoflolicke Sea forall they were 
debtors vnto it, afwell for the remiffion of the Tribute 
of Naples , as for the other faccors , which they reccived 
in the vvarre of Granada. A calamitie , that having pat 
the termes of moft grievous miferies , hath in fuch man- 
net opened the eyes even of men of the drowfieft ynder- 
itanding, that everyone cOmeth clearely to know, what 
itis to vnchayne the Lyon out ofa zeale of pietie ; for 
the Spanyards no fooner faw themfelues freed-from the 
impediment of the Moores of Granada, but that through 
the ambition, which they shewed in defiring to comand 
over the whole Vniverfe,not onely in I¢aly,but through- 
out all Exrope , moft important jealoufies of State , and 
moit grievous interefts of Religion difcovered them.

with the fraud of a thoufand Turkish quarrels pickt of 


purpofe, which he well knew how to invent againtt the. 


Sferzi, he made himfelte abfolute Matter of that fo im- 
portant a Dutchy. Stay, Kingdome of Naples ; and ma- 
king a point here, (fayd Almanfor) fatisfie me in this : {ee- 
ing the noble State of AMi/an was fallen into the hands of 
the Spanyards, what hindred them from running preci- 
pitoufly to the acquifition of all Zraly ¢ and feeing thy 
fervitnde doth manifeft ynto the world, that the aydes. 
and faccours of Princes, ferue more for the benefite of’ 
him that giveth them , then for the profit of him that 
receiveth them,why would not the /ra/ian Princes rather:

ambitious Spavish Nation, which cannot extinguish the 
ardent thirft they have of commanding), neither with 
the Conqueft of all the new World difcovered by them, 
nor with fo great a part which they poffeffle in the old. 

Befides, the Zralzaz Princes, who know the great perill 
(wherein they finde they are) of a dangerous and. mife- 
rable fervitude, have fo vnited themfelyes together, that 
although they be many in number, yet make they but 
one Body; and the Spasiards, who haue vied, and doe vie 
all poffible devifes to dif-unite them, evidently perceive, 
that they wash a Black-Moore. donee 

But touching the State of M/az,thou muft know,how 
it was iudged more fecure for. the publike Liberty of 
Italy, that that Dutchy should fall into the power of the 
Spaniards, then that it should remaine in the hands of the 
French; who for that they were ioyning to Italy, when 
therein they should poffefic any little part , there would 
haue beene manifeft danger, that they world hane made 
themf{elves abfoiute Lordsof the whole : but in the 
Spanyards it would fall out cleane contrary; for their For- 
ces, albeit very great, are notwithftanding fo farre off, 
that by fo long a tra& of fea, they could with much diffi- 
culty tran{port out of Spayne into Italy Forces, that were 
able to maintaine the acquefts they had made, not that 
they could be fufficient to fubdue the whole.

“Efterday about eight ofthe clocke in the evening, 
the ordinary Poft ofGermany arrived.at thisCourt, 
and brought very ioyfull newes, how Sigifmund 
Battor,Prince of Tranflvania, was growen fo inamored of 
the gracefull Latine tongue , that to, his great glory he 
fpake, and wrote with the puritie and eloquence of the 
Cefarcan ftyle ; whereupon. all the Vertwows earneftly be- 
fought pollo, that for {uch good newes there might be 
made in Pernafjus all thofe demonftrations of ioy,which 
(to incourage Great-men to the lone of Learning)were 
wont to be made,when any Prince became learned : But 
his Maieftie, that feeth into the yttermoft fecret of all 
things,denied thofe Vertwaus their requeft,and told them, 
that then only there should be feafting in Persafus,when 
out of the freeneffe of anoble minde,and meere eleGtion 
of ftudies, not conftrayned by any neceffitie, Princes ap. 
plyed themfelves to Learning; and that they were to 
know , how Prince Battor had gotten the elegant Latine 
tongue, neither out of ambition to shew himfelfe to bee 
learned, nor out ofa vertuous curiofity to know ma- 
ny things , but onely out of neceflitie for his reputa- 

tions fake , to correé the foolish and childish abfurditie 
which he committed, in Gender, Namber and Cafe, at 

fiich time, as in the warre of Awxgary he tooke that fatall 

refolution to arme himfelfe againft the Turke , for toad- 

here ynto the Emperor of Germany , whom in regard of 
the ftrong and lively pretenfions , which he hath to the 

Principalicy of Zvan/flvania, he was to haue in more 


horror,then feyenty O¢toman Emperours. —

He illuftrious, and reuerend haat Cordova, 
Cardinall of Toledo, aperfonage of exemplaric 
life, an exquifite Divine, and excellent Philofo- 

pher; hee that in his owne perfon honoured the Word 
of God in the Pulpit more then any other Preacher 
whatfoever of his time , fome few dayes fince arrived at 
Pernaffis, having beene reccived vpon the confines of the 
State, by Alefaundro d’ Ales, and Cornelio Muff Bishop of 
Bitonto, and all the way entertayned at his Majetties 
charge. Thishonorable learned man prefented his Wri- 
tings vnto the venerable Colledge of the Vertuons ; and 
thofe of Philofophie were not only commended, butad- 
mired; as alfo the Commentaries compofed by him vpon 
the divine paflages ofall the facred Writers, were recel- 
ved with extraordinary applaufe, and shortly after they 
were catried in a precious Vine vnder a cloth of Eftate, 
into the Delphicke Library, and with the name of the Au- 
thor confecrated to Eternity. Onely his Swvma,although 
very learned, was not received by thofe Vertwous, who 
freely told him, that there were fo many Workes already 
of that kinde in his Majefties Library , as (ome of them 
feemed fuperfluous: for aninfinit many of great Divines 
had with fuch diligence handled matters appertayning 


to the confciences of private men, that they had put the 


{alvation of foules into comprimife, for the only regard 
of ashillings gaine ; And that the world yery much deti- 
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red. to fee a complete Summa , compofed ypon the confei 


ences of great Princes =’ ae moft neceflary for the: 
quiet of the whole V ‘niverte,, , and altogether omitted by 
Disines s; wherein thofe aGions.of Princes should be-ex- 
acly difcourted pon, withw] hich fe ofien they put the 
worldinto contufi mm, fillin ng it with robberies, aflafi..

wretch, being all battered in pieces, died incontinently. 
An accident that feemed the more ftrange, in regard 
the Phifitian was held by all the Court to be a man of 
extraordinary honeftie, and in the praétife of his profef- 
fion mot admirable. Sundry were the difcourfes, that 
were made ypon fo remarkeable a matter. But 4pols de- 
firing to know of the Spanish Monarchy hex felfe the true 
caufe of fo grievous a refentment, that mighty Queene 
told him, how abouc forty yeares fince, vpon occafion 
of fome accidents that befell her, and other fignes,which 
she had difcouered , she feared that in proceffe of time, 
she should catch (ome dangerous French difeafe from the 
Royall Honk of Burbon, and theretore,to provide for the 
inconvenience which shee forefaw, she had demanded

¢ringredients, whereby she had fpoiled her fto- 
mach, we \ied her ftreogth, and altogether loft her 

tie of Syrrupes, and 
iemany medicanes which she had taken with tuch an+ 
suish, had wrought no other effe@but the accelleration 
ofthe difeafe, whichavithout that vniucky and vnieafo- 
nable purgation peradventure she shold never haue had: 
Moreower, thatthe many Leaches which were applied 
to many parts of her body , had in fuch manner fucked 
the beit vitall bloud of the Gold of that Spaywe, that 
thorough the weaknefle of her complexion, she was not 
able to evacuate thofe evill humors of Flanders, which 
had held her, and doe hold her oppretled. By which dit 
orders , all-occafioned through the naughty counfell of 
that imprudent Phyfitian, she was fo exa(perated again tt 
him,that she had folemnely {worne to throw him out of 
the window, ifto free her from future infirmities , he 
euer after ordained her any purgation ; And that percei- 
ving, how the paine which she hath at this inflant in the 
shoulder of Holland, vvas ati apparent Lues Gallica, she had 
‘demanded countell of the fame Phyfitian for to cleare 
her felfe of it; who ynmindfull of his former errors,had 
foolishly ordayned the fecond purgation, wholly and 
altogether like the former, and that therefore being 
Quercome with paine, she had throwen him out of the 
Window; fo punishing him at once for both the faults he 
had committed : for it (¢emed ynto her,that he had well 
deferyed the misfortune of that refentment , feeing that 
by the accidents following, with fuch infelicitie of hes 
Spamar ds, 
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Spanyards, he had not learned to know, that purgations 
made before their time for difeafes that are feared, doc 
not worke thofe good effects, which either the Phygitian 
beleeveth, or the Patient defireih. 


CHAP. 12 


Moft of the States of the World are 


cenfured in Pernaflus for their errors. 


Pollo carefull of nothing mote, then to fee that 
the Princes of the World, should in the vprighe 
gouernment of their States,giue the people fuch 
fatisfaétion as they ought, introduced into Periaffus (ma- 
ny ages fince)this admirable Cuftome: That euerie 


yeare, the names of the chiefeft Porentates of the easth, 


written vpon litle fchedules,should be put into an Vrne, 
and then being drawen foorth one by one, the publicke 
Cenfor of Politicall matters should(in the prefence of 
the facred Colledge of the Learned)record the diforders, 


which he had obferued in the government of their Statess 


whereupon thofe Princes were bound either iaconti- 
nently with fatisfying reafonsto defend fuch things as 
were obje€ted againft them, or els within a Moneth to 
teforme them. 

Aninftitation no doubt very noble , and holy ; for it 


hath effedied, that in the progrefle of fo many ages, fince 


firft it was vfed, Princes haue corrected an infinitie of 
errors : befides, knowing that they are to be calied to fo 
ftrid an accomipt, it maketh them endeuour to line fo 
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vertuoufly,that in the prefence of fo many Princes they 
need not to blush. Vpon the day appointed then, moft 
of the Potentates of the World appeared before Zpo%: 
And Count Baldazar Castiglione the Political Cenfor , {aid- 
yoto the reuerend Ler td Giouanni dalla Cafa- , Nuatio for. 
he Sea Apottoli callin this State, whic! waste drawen 
out of the Vrne ; That it Bemed voto him amoft fcan- 
dalous matter, andindced vuworthy tre Greatnefle, and 
Maicitic ofthe Popes,that-in Rome should be feene fome. 
potent | Families, ynto whom it ferved in ftead ofa rich 
patrimony to be dependant on forraigne Princes, not ve- 
ry well atfected to the orcatnefie of : res Apotiqucke Sea, 
which in euery occa fion were apt with the power of theit 
Factions to.giue the Popes much trouble; And that he 
mighc truly fay, how in all his time he had norfeene a. 
more foule and execrable thing, then that: which the 
Emperor Carles the fith did , when with the noble 
Charge of the Kir odome of N, aples he rewarded the cru- 
ell fedi ions,and shamefi |] rreacheries, which the Cardi« 
nall. Pompeo Colonna vied againft the Hich Bishop Clement. 
the feuenth. Then the Lora Giouaniii. demanded of the 
Count , how long itwas, {ince he had conuerféd in the 
Romane Court; who an fwering,, Some feuenty yeares 
paft: che Nuntio replied, that retarning thither now , he 
should find, how by reafon of the abundance eivere 
juice, which the Pompe, Fabrity, Profperi , Afcany of the 
family of Colona, the Virging, and other more principall 
Barons of the Houfe of Orfma had eaten; the.teeth of 
their Nephewes,and Grand-children were fo fet-on edge, 
that they cou ld hardly chaw ther broth: forthe Pones 
which had tyed thofe exorbitances about their f fingers, 
Knew (0 excellently how to practife the Z: arquiniaa pre- 
cept;

cept, that they haue reduced thofe Poppies , which here- 


tofore were as high as Cedars, tothe humble ftamre of 


ridiculous dwarffes. 

This an{were fatisfied the Count, who turning to the 
Romane Empire, next drawen out of the Vrne, he faid vn- 
to him, That the prefent diforders, which were feene not 
only in the great patrinvony of the Houfe of Auria, but 
‘in all Germany, proceeded from the negligence of the pre- 
ferit Emperor Rodalphus , and-therefore he much defired, 
“thar that Maieftie would with more care embrace the go- 
vernment of his fo many States;remembring, that Prin- 
ces, rulers of mankinde, bore vpon their shoulders the 
Aeauieit weight, and hadintheir hands the moft labori= 
ous worke, that any the painefulleft day-labourer what- 
foeuer could exercife. The Ceufor vvas exceedingly than- 
‘ked by the Romane Empire for this aduife; whereunto 
with much grauitie he answered, That it was a'difgrace 
‘common with dli Princes, to be accufed of negligence, 
“when (candals arofe in their Siares, al:hough it novori- 
‘oufly appeared, ‘that in regard they were occafioned by 
-the praiifes of more mighty enemies, they could not 

»poflibly be avoyded by an vnderftanding Prince. 
Wherefore it was tobe confidered., That the mon- 
ftrousfelicitics, which the moft mighty Houfe of -4m- 
firia haue had by inheriting with their Matches , the 
: States of Handers, the Kingdomes of Spaine, of Naples, Si- 
‘cilia, Bohemia, Hungarie, and Portugal, haue ginen all the 
‘Princes of Germany, of Italy,and ot Europe {uch diabolical] 
jealoufies, that they have caufed both the paffed and pre- 
fent ruines,now beheld in their ancient patrimony: Whe- 
reunto the Emperors, which haue raigned fince Maxzt- 
| lian the firt of famous memory, albeit they were reputed

| vpon, how the firft that in /raly , and-abroad, difinheri. 
ted with all kind of irreuerence, and difrefpet the Maje- 
dtie of the Empire, were thofe their Coufins of Spayne, as 
clarely 
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clearely appeared by the vfurpation of Fivale , and othe? 
Imperiall feudes by them poffefied. All which thingss 
moouing dangerous humors without diffolving them 
afterwards, do caufe the Houfe of Auffriain Germany,to be 
cruelly (courged by moft powerfull enemies, whilft the 
Spaniards with their only menaces feeke 10 put the whole 
yyorldinto {ufpition and. diftafte. And for conclufion, 
he defired all the facred Colledge to confider, that to the’ 
mi(erable fterilitie of children, which is feene in the pre- 
fent Emperor, is adioyned a lamentable fertilitie of bre- 
thren ; one of whichincited by the moft violent fpurre of, 
ambition, hath not doubted at laft to goe about to ouer- 
throw his owne Houfe, vvhich is ready to fall. All acci- 
dents fo vnhappy , that they vvould make eucn Salomon 
himielfe feeme to the World a very foole. 

Thefe replies, which to all the Affiftants feemed very 
vveighty, fatisfied the Cenfor ; vvho turning him tothe 
yvatlike French cMonarchy , faid vnto her, How all the 
Vertuows of Pernafes much defired of her , that she vyould 
rule the furious, vnquiet , capricious , and exceeding im- 
petuous difpofitions of her French, reducing them to 
thofe termes of prudence, advifedneffe, and ftayednefie 
of minde,which are feene in the noble Izalian, and Spanisi 
Nations ; & how it much blemished her reputation,that 
the Kingdome of France ; which holdeth a firft place a- 
mongft the moft principal Monarchies of the World, 
should be inhabited by men fo infinitely rash. To this 
aduertifement the French Mon-rchy replied , That the Cen- 
for not well informed of the interefts of her Kingdome, 
had cenfured for defeéts the chiefett vertues, vvhich she 
Joued in her French. Folly, lightnefle, vnaduifedneffe,and 
a precipitous nature werethey, which had made her fo 
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feared, and formidable a Queene, becaufe her French 
with vn{peakeable alacritie and forwardnefle , would 
vpon the leaft nodde of hers,expofe themfelues to thofe 
perils, whereunto other Princes could not with the 
rope, the cudgell, and the cruelleft kinds of punishment 
compel] their-wife, aduifed, and circum{pe@ fubies: 
And that in the many warres, which she-had held with 


“mott valorous Nations , she had learned to know show 


an army framed.of fouldiers, which had litle braine, and 
much courage, forhat ihey are ledde by a valiant , and 
difcreet Generall., doth carry away the viGorie from 
thofe people, whe profefle more circum (peQion', and

wifedome. This aniwere of the Monarchy of France, 


“was fo much the more commended of Cuftigion:, by how 


much, regarding the qualitie ofa mighty Kingdome, he 


Knew that the Fresch pofiefled allethote euccowments’ 
Pp 


and veitues , vvhich vvere requifite ing Nation » forto 
found,am plify, ‘and maintayne a great Enspire. 
Then the Cexfer turning to*the powerfull M onarchy 

of Spayneslayd voto. her,how it-vyas evident,nothing eaue 
‘greaier fatistaction to ali people in-generall , bur more 
particularly ito thofe which were fubje& to firange Na- 
tions, then the humaznitie, and affable carlage of fuch as 
‘governed them whereas she fending to the governments 
of Naples, Milaz,and Sicilia, wene but her owne Spanyards, 
they with-their ordinary Cafiiian ftatelimefle, and infup- 
portable Spanish pride, without all comparifon farre ex: 
ceeding that, which the Kings of Spaynethemfelvescithet 
‘could, or would haue yfed in thofe States, did fo exafpee 


rate even their good and faithfull fubjects,that the Spanish- 


Dominion was growen infiniiely odious: And that fur- 
ther ,-both ia-yyeighty , and fleight affayres he defired 
a more 
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niore quicke expeditions from her, feeing that by her too: 
much delay, and perplexitie in the deliberation of im- 
portant matrers, shee had loft many fayre occafions that 
had prefenied them (elves vnto her , for the enlarging of 
her Empire. The Monarchy of Spayxe, very much than- 
‘Ked the Cenfor for the advettifements he had given her, 
and in her excufe anfwered,how that honorableGentle- 


man, which hada young vwvife, beyond all expresfion . 


fayre, butofa difpefinon enclyned to la{civioufnefie, 
should shew himfelfe very ditcreet, ifhedefired , thata 
proper handfome fervatit, whom he kept in his houle , 
should bee rather extreainely hated,then any whit affec- 
ted by his wife: and that ynto ‘he delay in the refolutiga 
of her affayres,which she knew to be vitious and prejudi- 


ciall,it lay net ia her power to give remedy: for almigh- -

of bufineffes were rather precipitous, then executive, she

_ The next:drawen out of the: Vrne.vvas the Monarchy 
of Poland; vnto vvhom Count Baldafar fayd, How all the 
Princes of Eurepev could haue vvished, that the prefent 
King Steifmond had vfed towards ihofe feditious Nobles, 


which latt rebelled againft him, fome feveritic worthy fo. 


grievous a fault; onely to the end, that by their example, 
other Lords might have beene deterred from commit- 
ting the like. Toth's the Polach Monarchy anfwered, 
That thofe chaftifemenis given to the Nobility , which 


in an hereditarie State would be commodious, haveal- . 


wayes prooyed in her clectiue Kingdome prejudiciall.:

And how that Kingdome, which another receiveth in 
gift from a Nobility, in whofe power is the eleGion of 
the King, cannot without evident perill of falling fiom 
his greatnefle, be governed with that rigour, vvhich in 
other hereditarie States is neceflary ; for that Senate, 
which out ofan election of love giveth another a King- 
dome, if it be provoked by the powerfull paflion of 
hate, knoweth alfo how to re-affume it, in regard well- 
advifed Senators are vvont to referve vnto themfelyes 
thofe neceflary inftruments, vvhereby vpon every occa~ 
fion of evill fatisfadion, they may recall their vied libe- 
salitie: And that the prefent King Sécifmond beeing the 
firft of his Houfe, vvhich had raigned in Polasd, he vyas 
to dire the ayme of all his thoughis to no other feope 
fo much , as by an extraordinary indulgence to yvinne 
the hearts of the Nobilitie of his State, that fo yvith a 
gratefull memorie of his clemency, he might perpemate 
the fucceflion of fuch a Kingdome in his Bloud. -An ad- 
verufement, moft neceflary for Sigifmond his King, by 
reafon the Polachs,although their King be eledtiue,do ne- 
ner defraud the Royall Blond of the fucceffion, ifhe that 
raigneth , can tell how to get the generall loue of the 
Nobilitic. For the Polonians being a Nation, that know 
not how to liue in an abfolute libertie, do fo abhorre all 
manner of fervitude, that that King among them (a 
matter common to all electine Princes) shalbe moft o- 
culatine, and vigilant in the matiers ofhis Siate, that 
Jeaft feemeth either to fee or know any thing. Not only 
the Cenfor, but the whole Colledge of the Vertnows, ad- 
mitted the juftification of the Polack Monarchy for ex- 
cellent. : | 
Ficreupon, the Count turning hemfelfe to the vatt 
Ottoman 
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Orteman Empire; id-vnto him, Tharthe crueltie which - 


hevied; oaely vpondight fufpitions, againft his chiefett 
munifters, was held by all the world to bee a bloudy 
courte ; it being areceived opinion, that men of extraor- 
dinary valourand merit, should not belayd hands on, 
burfor.great and prooved offences: And that when the 
Ottoman Princes did even juftly take away the Jives of 
their minilters, the cuftome of teizing vpon their Eftatcs 
to their owne vie, and thereof vererly depriving the chile 
dren; did feandalize all good yuftice, becaule it feemed, 
that withfucheruell rigour, the Efares:rather then the 
faulisiof the delingnuents,were hunted afters To this fo 
Openacorrection, the Ottoman Empire anfwered with 
admirable gravity, That hee was growen to. that great- 
nefle wherein. hee. was feene, by the onely two mokt 
poweérfull meanesiof reward without meafure ,.and pu- 
nishment vivithoutend : And that'the fole foundation 
of jhe quiet of every State;being placed in the fidelity of 
the mott important minitters ; Pridces were not to fecke 
any thing with more care, thenwith imment rewards 
toallurc chem vnto.faithtuineflc , and yvith infinite pu- 
nishments to terrific them: from trecheries : That thofe 
minifters vvhich have it their power the Forces, Com- 
mand, and Governments of States, not beeing able to 
erie , burin moltimportant matrers, it vvere the couns 
geil of a-foolishyPrince , vpon fatpitions ofthat nioment 
to airaigne, accufe;and heare the juftitications of the of 
fendor; butin fuchacafe, the Prince which will runne 
ho danger, ought to; isdevour to furpsfe his minitter 
vpon the fudden, and to deale fo fecurely’, that the exe- 
cition of the punishnient may:precede even the ‘accu- 
fation it {¢ le; That many times iw had failen out, thar 
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he with a fuddaine chaftifement had preuented the cof- 
fummation of mof foule treafons: Which tefolution, 
though he acknowledged to be moft feuere,yet he knew 
it had fowrought, that there vvere never feene in his 
State any Counts St Paw, Princes of Oramge , Dukes ‘of 
Guile, d' Aumale, dw Maine, de Mercure, and other foule 
montfters of difloyaltie, vvhich,vvith the shame of thofe 
Princes, that vvith halters, poynards, and axes knew not 
how to preuent fuch dangerous offences , haue beene 
feene otherwhere : Jt beinga rule in matters of State as 
common, as fecure, That that minifter, which giveth to 
his Prince the leaft shadow of fufpicion of his faith , in- 
curretha capitall paine, becaufe thofe Captaines which 
haue the care of Armies in their powet, are bound; like 
the wives of Honorable perfonages, to liue with fuch 
puritie of minde,that they be free not only from blame, 
but from the leaft {ufpicion of a blame:worthy thought. 
That touching the feazure of his Bafshaes eftates after 
their death, he thought he might truly fay, that the en- 
tertainements, gifts, and wealth , wherewithall other 
Princes rewarded their minifters, in comparifon of thofe 
inexhauftible riches which he beftowed on his well-de- 
{eruing Officers , were vile, and poore, as thofe Royall 
Treafures, which Ruften , Mahomet, Ibrabin, and infinite 
others left behinde them after theirdeceafe, haue fully 
teftified : That the greateit regard , whicha Prince ought. 
to haue in rewarding his minifters , confifteth in proui- 
ding,that the ynmeafurable riches,wherewith he bought 
of them infinite fidelitie, may not poffibly at any time 
be conuerted to the prejudice of him, that vfed the libe- 
ralitie: That from the gricuous diforders fallen out in 
the States of other Potentates he had found it to bea 
a hace 4s grattes 
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matter moft pernicious vnto Princes, that the extraor- 
dinary riches left by a deferuing minifier should paffe 
wnto his children, not hauing firft deferved it(by their 
vertue, valour, and fathers faid fidelitie)of the Prince: 
_ That he had not out of couctoufneffe , as many mif- 
judged,confifcated the great inheritances of. hisBa/shawes, 
but that by the c6moditic thereof, thofe fubje@s should 
not be idle, & confequently vicious,which being defcen- 
ded of fathers of notable valour, gaue the Prince affured 
hope they would imitate the vertues of their Progeni- 
tors: That the gate of his Treafure ftood perpetually 
open tothe heyres of his minifters, to reftore them their 
: fathers enheritances twice doubled, when they wiih 
their fidelitie, and valour should deferne them ; and how 
much the riches of men vicious, and fubje& to ambition 
wereaptto difturbe the peace ofany Kingdome how 
great foeuer, wellappeared by thefresh examples, which 
he had feene both in France and Flanders. 

Whilft the Ostoman Empire {pake in this manner, he 
obferued that the renowned French Monarchy with the 
shaking of her head, feemed to declare, that sheno way 
approued thofe reafons, whereupon fomewhat the more 
moued, he faid thus : Mighty Queene, my cuftome in fei- 
zing vpon the eftates of my Ba/shawes , is profitable for 
the greatnefie, and quict of my State; and in regard of 
the friendship that is betwixt vs, 1 would to God, the 
fatne courfe were obferned in your France; for you know 
fall well , to what vfe Henry the Duke of Guize conucrted 
the exceeding riches, wherewithall the liberall Kings 
Frances the firlt,and Henry the fecond rewarded the merits 
of Duke Francis his father. You, and [, and all thofe that 
saigne do know, how she {weeteft bayte that can allure

their ancient ignorance, and withall it had beene prohi- 
bited, that the pure minde of thefe Nations might-not 
haue beene contaminated with the plague of Grecke and 
Latin learning, without all doubt they had newer had 
the judgement, wich fuch a ruine of their old religion, 
and deftru@ion of many Princes, that beforeruled ouer 
thofe Prouinces, to know how to.frame thofe perfee 
formes of Commonwealés.in their Countries, where- 


vnto neither the yvit of Solan, the vvifedome of Plato,nor 


all the Philofophy of Aré/orle could euer arriue, 
This anfwere {0 mooued the Cex/or, and all the facred 
Colledgeof the Learned, that with threaining lookes 
they faid, how the.reafons alledged by the Great Dut- 
chy of Mofcouy, were open blafphemies 3 and it feemed 
the Learned were ready to make good their yvords with 
deeds, when the greater part. of the mightieft Monar- 
chies were feene to berake them{elues to their vveapons, 
fcr defence of the Mofcouite ; vwho growing more auda- 
cious vpon the forward affittance of fo many Potentates, 
boldly faid , Ifany one would deny, that Learning did 
Not infinitly difturbe the quiet, and good gonernment of 
States ; and that a Prince might not-with more facilitie 
sulea million of ignosants, then an hundreih seni 
at 
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that were made to command, and not to obey, he lied in 
his throate. The Vertvous vpon this daring defiance grew 
extremely incenfed, and ftoutly replied , That the c1Zof- 
covite had {poken with an infolence , worthy of an igno- 
rant, and how they couldalfo proue vnto him,that men 


‘without Learning were afles and calues with two legges. 


Now were they almoft ready to goe together by the 


eares, when the Cenfor cryed out; Forbeare,and carry due 


re{peat to this place , where we are aflembled to amend 


‘diforders, and not to commit fcandals; vyhereupon fucls 


vvas the reuerence every one bare to the Maieftie of the: 


Cenfor, that both the Princes, and the Learned, although: 


they were tranfported with anger and -difdaine, became: 
fuddainly pacified. 

All beeing quiet, then the Cenfor faid vnto the famous: 
Venetian Libertie , which next was diawen out of the 
Yrne, That the hardeft matter to be found in an Arifto- 
cracie, as she well knew, was to reftraine the young No- 
bilitie, who vvith their licentiousneffle diftafting the bet- 
ter fort of Citizens, had many times occafioned the ruine 
of mot famous Commonweales; And that he to his 
ereat griefe had heard , how the young Nobilitie of 
Venice vvith their proud demeanour had offended many 
honorable Citizens of that State; who exceedingly com- 
plained, shat yvhilft the infolency of the Nobilitie en- 
creafed, the chaftifements for it decreafed; And that 
therefore he remembred her, that it yyas a dangerous 

ointin an Ariftocracie, when thofe yvhich vvere to 
glory for that they were farre from thofe darigers, vyher- 
unto fuch are fubie@t, as are to obey the humor of a 
Prince, be heard to complaine, that they are opprefled 
by many Tyrants. Hereunto the Pevetian Libertic re 
| l 4 rea, 
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red, That the diforder, recounted by the Cenfor Nvastnte, 
and vvithall dangerous: but that the-autheritie ofcom- 
manding, yvas fo annexed 10 pride and infolencie, that 
they: feemed to be borne both at one bisth: And: that 
the licentioulnelle, vwhichahe Nobilitie of all .Arifto- 
cfacics vieth 1owards the Citizens, yvas by all the grea~

teftmen , that have difcourted of Commonweales; re- 


puted a defperate cure; for alihough it vvas mott necefla- 


ty, that infolencies shculd be reftrained yvith feucre 


-paines, yet on the other fide, an. Arifocricie vyas:to-ab= 


{laine as much 2s poffibly might be from publike. pu- 
nishments of Nob'e men, albeit {editions ; to the end 


‘that their shameful fuffering might not be an occafion 
to difinheric the vvhole Nobilitie it felfe of that refpect 


vvhich is due 1:0 them-from the people: for having the

gouctnmen: of the State in their hands, the interel of 
‘the pubhke confervation thereof requireth , shat they 
be held in higheft reputation : And although in her Ye 
mice, difobedient, and infolent Noblemen vvere not 
{eene to be fo often punished, betweene the two pillars 
inthe Piazza of St. Marke, as it feemeth many defired, 
yet by the great Councell the Pregaat, the Colledge, and 
other fupremer Magiftrates, that difpence the publike 
‘Charges thofe fedit:ous Nob'emen, vvhich vyere dif 
covered to carly a tyrannical, mind,were cruelly aflicted 
-yvith the rorment of shameful repulfes: And that, ma- - 
ny fubiedts of molt noble Hones. are feene In: Venice, 


vvhole ancicut reputation for their demerits yyas may- 
med by Arquebufes charged yyith bullets of paper; and 
that beeing firacken downe vvith fuch kinde of shot, 
they could neuer rife {ince to‘ honors and dignitiess 


things vvhercin confilicih the lite of the Noblemen of 


an 
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an Ariftocracie: And that to excruciate a body, a grea- 
ter torture could not be deviled,no not by Perillus him- 
felfe, then that which oncea Nobleman of Venice expe- 
rienced, vvhen in a concurrence of the Honorablett 
Charges, he faw one younger then himfelfe pafle before 
him, only becanfe he vvas knowen to the Senate to be 
mote deicruing. Caffig/ione did not only admit the juttifi- 
cation of the /exctian Libertie, but alfo did infinitely 
commend the circum{pection, and feveritie, which she 
vied in punishing her Nobilitie vpon occafion of any 
demerit,or defect. a 

Then the Ces/or {id ynto the Dutchy of Savoy, That 
his State beeing feared in the Contines of Fravce and 
Italy, he yvas neceflited with all carefulnefle to main- 
taine himfelfe neutrall betweene thofe Princes, vvith 
whom he confined ; but in thofe laft rumors of France, by 
dilcovering himfelfe openly to be wholly Spanish,he had 
put, not only his owne, but the States of all the Princes 
of taliein great trouble: And that whilft vvith the bel- 
lowes of his forces he blew the fire of the French vprores, 
kindled by the Spanyardrambition, he ought to beleeve, 
therthat fame vvasto burne vp friends and kinred, be- 
fore ever it could get 1o the, other Ialsan Pocentates that 
vvere enemics. The Dutchy of Savoy anfwered the Cer. 
for very readily, That the adherence of his laff! Duke to 
the Spaniards, yvastrue, but the faire occafion he had of 
three feuens in bis hand, euen forced hin to fet vp his 
reft, hoping to ¢ncounter the moft famous Primiera, that 
euer any other Prince vvhatloever had at Cards; to 
yvhich venture he yvas the tather carried, becanfe he 
vvas affured-he could lofe but that mosy, which ar that 
game he had wonne before : That ata UaEss though 3 
< his 
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his illluck the fourth Card, vvhich was dealt him, proued 
to b2a Conte of affront, vvherewith he had made the 
vvorit hit, tharcould 62 eacountred on the whole packe 
of Cicds, neusrthelefle- he knew, thit the brave ft mindas 
vvould coated, char albeit the refolution wis very daa: 
gerous, yet not to vvroaz the Cards, they vvould haue 
played no otherwife themfelues. The Czafor apprehen. 
ding the Metaphor, very much commended the mag. 
Nanimous refolution of that Duke; vvho, for thac he 
migh« from a tinall feaver haue received in gift the Em- 
pire of che greater part of the World, not only withoue 
any note of imprudence, but to his infinite glory, ag 
fach time as fo refolutely he eaft the Dye ofall the great: 
nefle of his fortune vpon the table of Chance, he mighe 
well eake thofe famous vvords anew, Or Cefar, or 10 
thing. 

Ten the Cenfor turned him to the noble Great Dut. 
chy of To/caz, and sharpely reprehending him, for going 


vvith his Galleys,at it vvere prouoking of Wafpes, he re- 


corded vnto him, the miferie and calamities, vvhich the 
King'ts of St. fobs faffered at Rods, at Tripoli, and the 
great danger, thar laftly they ranne at Mu/ta,only becaule 
they vvould inoradeatly hare tyed (qaibdes to the 
Balstaile; Andchareuery vvif2 Chrittian Prince oughe 
rather tofavoar te prefent carzle(nefe of the Furks then 
to wasen them with injuries of lide profit ; may, fachas 
brought others much damage, and n2cefie them to ap- 
ply their mindes anew vato maritime affaires , which ia 
thefe times they had eaea abandoned: Alfo he remen- 
bred him , how infinite people daily complained, for 
thar, by his hindering fay of the trad: of hz con modi- 
ics oftaz Levas, all Deugz2s, chat came from beyond

To this cor- 

rection the great Dutchy of To/can ontwered, That the 

power of a Prince could not be termed perf@, which 

with a number of armed Veticls had not fome Domuni- 
onon the Sea: And that his Gallies vvere not only vely 

neceflary for the Tofean greatnefle, butalfofor the fecu- 
ritie of the Libertie of a!l Jealy, as feruing for a Schoole 
of Mariners, fora Seminary of Captaines, and fouldiers 
at Sea : That he confefled the dammage, which they did 
to the trade of merchandile, but vvithali, he defired it 
might be confidered, thatthe myfterie of Warre, either 
by Land,or Sea, could not be lcarned by fouldiers, nor 
exercifed by Princes w'thout prejudice to others: And 
that 7ofcan breeding much fil.hineffe of fantafticall vn- 
quier biaine’, aud ex ravag nt humors, he had therefore 
great occafion for thofe Galles, that might ferve, as it 
were, to catry forth all the lth of his State, and thereby 
keepe it cleane, employing fuch only for gaily-flaues in 
them, ashad done euil! before, and that in regaid of 
cheir vnquiet nature, vveie like to doe worfe after. 

This excufe of the Grezt’ Dutchy of Tofran vvas ap- 
proved both by the Cenfor, and ali the facred Colledge. 
Whereupon the Count faid vnto the Libertie of Gevoua, 
yvho was laft drawen out of the Vrne, That the excefliue 
vfe of exchanges, which she permitted vnto her Nobi- 
Jitie, caufed rhat great diforder of enriching the priuate, 
and vvithall of empouerishing the publike , vvhofe 1e- 
yennues vvould haue rifen to huge fummes of Gold, if 
the reall riches of her Nobilitie had beencemployed ina 
juft trade of merchandife. |

conicience: This matter filled the vvhole Court yvirh 
matvaile, in regard euery one knew how litle that Pre- 
Jate*in the rebenedicioh of the moft Chriftian King 
Heary the 4. favoured the affaires of his Prince;for yyhich 
caufe no man could imagne the occafion, vvhercfore 
fo vvife a Queene in a bafinefle of fuch weight, should 
vfe the fervice of fo diffident a.fubie&.

The Spaniards attempt the acqui- 
JSition of Savoy, but doe not pre- 
vasle. 


S Feing that for to draw the Frevch naile out of the 
table of Avz/an, vvhere it vvas fixed, the ill-advifed 
Italian Princes had made vie of the Spanish pickaxe, 
which entred in {uch manner into the very table it felfe, 
that it was neuer poffible fince to draw it forth with any 
kinde of pincers whatfoever,all the Potentates of Europe, 
and efpecially the Italian Princes, which perceived, 0 
the Spanyards after the fervitude of the Milanefi, openly 
afpired to the abfolute Dominion of all Italy, tothe end 
they might fecure that remainder of libertie, which is 
yet refting in her, agreed amongtt themfelves, that eves 
ry five and twenticth yeare, the Chaine vvhich the 
Spanyards haue forged fe the Italian fervitude , should 
with exad diligence be meafured by perfons thereunto 
deputed. And comming (a few daies fince) accordingly 
to meafure it, the Italian Princes to their infinit amaze- 
ment found, that fo odious a Chaine vvas encreafed 
with fiue moft prejudiciall linkes; prefently whereupon 
the Politicall Smithes were called, who very carefully 
made an aflay of the yron added to the Chaine,and they 
found that the firit inke yvas forged at Piombino, “3 

other 
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other at Fivale, the third at Correggio, the fourth at Porte 
Langone, and the latt at Monaco. Greatly did the Princes 
maryaile at the flrangeneffe of this accident, and many 
of them were ashamed, that thorough their carelefle 
fimplicitie the Spanyards had encreafed the Chaine of the 
Italian tervitude, much more in peace, then they couid 
haue done in warre with foure Armies. With thefe 
{trange exorbitances,the Jta/tan Princes were {o incenfed 
again{t the Spazyards, that they told them fieely, how if 
they did norcontaine themfelues within the bounds of 
honeftie, and modettie; if the Italian files would not fuf- 
fife to reduce that miferable Chaineto his due meafure, 
they would make vfe ofthe French; and if with them 
neither they could obtaine their intent, they would pro- 
cure enouglr from Zrgland, and Germany; yea, and in cafe 
of defperation they wouldnot fticke to furnish them- 
felues with «thofe excellent damafked ones, that are 
made in Turlie. Whiltt the Italian Princes were in this 
conteftation, there arrived a Pofte, which in all haft had 
beene ¢ifpatched out of Italy vnro them with this cere 
taine aduertifement, That the Spaniards were forging 
another linke in Savoy, to be added ynto the Chaine of 
their rvitude: in regard of which newes, the renow- 
ned Venetian Libertie initantly opened her famous Arfe- 
nall, and all the Princes of Jta/y ranne to arme them+ 
felues ; the warlike Preach Monarchy cOmanded her No- 
bilitie to horfe, all Germany pat themfelves in order to 
paffe the mountaines, andthe numerous Fleetes of the 
English, and Holland:rs, fer faile towards the ftreights of 
Gibraltar ; when juft in the nicke, even as all the 
World was in Armes, a new Potte agzived, yvho pa-

to vanquish anenemy, more by patience, and att, then 
by open force; or valour; that durft hazard the fortune of 
Kingdomes vpon the donbifull chance of'a Battaile. But 
becaule Lodvvico Guicciardino , an vnderftanding Writer 
ofthe affaires of Flanders, had preferred a Complaint, 
how thar for certaine matters nor very pléafing, vvhich 
he had written of the Duke, he had beene ill entieated 
by him, therefore be ftayeda. long time to cleare him- 
felfe of fuch an imputation; for there wasan Edict of 
Apollo very rigoroufly obierved in Pernaffes, whereby that 
Prince, or private mau, was declared to be infamous, 
which durf offer any wrosgto any Hiftorian , or other 
Writer, for tlfings written by him not very honorable,but 
yet true: Howbeit, of fuch power were the Dukes friends 


“that Guivciardino was-contented to revoke his complaints. 
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Alfess. 
whereupon withall the greateft folemnitie he was ad- 
mitted into Pernafus, and hada place in his Majetties 
Company of men at Armes, which was commanded by 
that famous Quintus Fabius Maximus; who for the ex- 
cellencie of his well-aduifed warineffe, was (urnamed 
Cundator. And it happened, that amongft the other Prin- 
ces, and Captaines, which the faid Duke vifited, one was 
the moft excellent Lord Profpero Colonna, by whom he 
was receiued with all kind of honour; and {fo much the 
more, becaufe he vnderitood that the Duke madea pub. 
like profeffion of beeing the difciple, follower,-and 
imitator of his flow, but fure way of making warre. How- 
beit, a flrange and tro.blefome accident fell cut in this 
vifitation ; for at the firft meeting, the Duke having 
given the Lord Profperothe Title of your Hoyour, he was 
fo incenfed with didaine, that taking himfelfe to be 
highly wronged by fo vilea title, withan angry voyce he 
faid ; Duke, had thought chou wert come hither, to ho- 
nor one that is greater then thy felfe, not to vndervalew 
him ; but becaufe it is the fashion of the Celene, to ane 
{were the injuries of words with deedes, goe Out of this 
houé, and in the fireet(with my fwordin mine hand) I 
will prooue vnto thee, that all thofe, yvhich vfe fuch 
bafe termes to men of my ranke, deferve not to be ad- 
mitted into the Company of honourable perfons. The 
Duke remained much aftouished :o {ee that great Cap- 
taine take the matter fo hainoufly at his hands; and 
going to withftand the Lord Profpero, who offered to 
thruft him out of the chamber, they fell to grapple one 
with another: And becaufe the Spanyards, which were 
in company with che Duke, (ccing him ia fuch ernie 
vyit 
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with Colonna, entred into the chamber to affift him: the: 
Yralians which belonged vnto the Lord Pro/pero did the 
like, whereupon in regard of thenumber of perfons in 
fo ftreit a place, there ebfueda cruel] fiey ; the noyfe 
whereof comming into the ftreet, was.the canfe that the 
newes of fo dangerous an accident was fuddainly carried 
to Apollo; who in all haft difpatched thither the Regent 
of the Vicaria vvith the guard of Archers, who fieed the 
Duke out ofthe Lord Profperoes hands: and the vprore 


beeing quicted, hee commanded the Spanyards , that 


had beene very ijl handled, to retuine home to 
their houfes; Thereupon the Lord Profpero, to prevent 
any finifter information that might haue beene given a- 
gaint him, prefented himfelfe before Apollo, ynto whom 
(the fame goeth ) with a troubled countenance he vfed 
thefe vvords : Sit, it is well knowen, that men of the fa- 
mily of Colonna, of the qualitiel am of, hane alwaies 
enjoyed the title of Excellencie, aatequam Abraham fieret, 
atid ere the Spanyards were sn rerum natura; W herefore for 
that Nation to abufe aman ofmy ranke, asthe Duke 
d’ Alva did me but now, is moft infupportable ; for if the 
yilenefic of him that offendeth, doth infinitely aggra- 
vate the iujurie vvith him thatis offended, how is it pot 
fible, that an Iralian Baron of my qualitie, should con- 
saine himfelfe within the bounds of modettic, feeing 
himfclfe vndervalewed by that Nation, whofe miferies, 
not abone foure dayes agoe to {peake of, fo mooved the 
whole World to compaflion, that throughout all Chur- 
ches they were recommended to the charitie of well-dif- 

ofed Chriftians, ofwhom almes were gathered, to free 


them from the miferable fervitude , wherein they were 
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fo grievoufly oppreffled by the of Moores of Granada. The 
Spanyards enjoy the dominion of the greater part of Italy; 
where, by fuch as lam, notwithflanding that daily they 
threaten it vvith acruell, and vniveriall fervitade , they 
are loved, honoured,and even ferved. With their pro- 
digious avarice they haue deprived vs of our wealth; and 
in that lamentable facke of Rome vvith their vnexprefla- 
ble luft they violated the honour of our chafteft Ma- 
trons. And now,ia exchange of fo abjeét a patience, they 
would alfo take from ys this litle honour of breath wee 
enjoy, and thefe miferable Titles, the vnhappy, re- 
maines., and deplorable reliques of the Ita/anz reputation: 
Which is a matterfo hard to be digefted, that by every 
honourable /tazaa Baron it ought to be revenged, nor 
vvith complayning words, as 1 doe, but vvith daggers 
points. 
Iris reported by them that vvere then prefent, hoy 

all the while the Lord Profpero was {peaking, Apollo did 
nothing but fmile,.and that when vpon his conclufion 
he burft outinto thofe words, how the Spanyards abufes 
towards the Italtans vvere to be revenged with daggers 
points, he fel ro laughing.out-right,and (aid, Prefpere, thou 
att, and ever wert too much given over to choifer >and I 
am inforced to tel thee, how it infinicly miflikes me,that 
fucha one asthou, who haft alwaies madea particular 
profeffion of prudence, shouldeft marvaile, thatflaves, 
which for twentie yeares together have beene fedde in 
the Gallyes yvith courfe, and mouldy Bisker, when they 


light vpon a batch of new white Manchet, should lf - 


their bellies till they are ready to cracke againe: Where. 
as that raging appetite of theirs, and every other disho- 
“a aed 
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tieft a&t, vvhich they vic, to affwage their hunger, ougae 

to be fo farre from feeming odious vnto honeft men 

which behold-it, that it should rather moove them to 

pittie. Therefore do yee Italians likewife permit, that the 
Spanyards, men but new in this World, and lately got out 

of the fervitude of the Moores of Granada, may glut them- 

felves with meate fo delicate to their tafte, as are the ho- 
nourable Titles, vvhich they haue found in Jta/y: fork 

affure thee, that vvhen they shalbe cloyed vvith fuch va- 

nities they alfo vvill become, as the French are uch cur- 
teous Gallants, that they vvill yvillingly give the Title 
of Excellency even 10 their horfe-boyes, much more to 
fach as thou art. And! tell thee, that if thou had{t that 
prudence , and that perfect knowledge of the World, as i 
yvish thou haddeft, thou vvouldeft very well perceive, 
that thofe exorbirances, and that{o odious manner of 
proceeding, which the Spanyards vie in Italy, whereof 
thou fo complayneft, is even as fo much {weet fuger for 
you Italians, and bitter poyfon for the Spanyards; who if 
to theirwvalour, to their advifednefle , and vifpeakeable 
ambition which they haue to raigne, they had affable 
and curteous manners annexed, vviththe vtter deftructi- 
oniof thatremnant of Libertie, whichis yet out of the 
Lyons jawes, they wouldfoon become abfolute Maiters 
of the World: 2All which are infolencies, that vvith dag- 
gers. points, not by you Stalzans, but by the Monarchy of 
Spayne hericlfe, ought to be revenged vvith all kinde of 
crueitie on her Spanish Minifters, who with their vanitic 
diftafte the good fervants of fo great a Queene , and 
make her government nothing acceptable to her fub- 
jets A diforder that bringing much difficulrie to the 
fabftance of that Vnivertal Monarchy, wherunte it isnot 
M pofiible 
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90 Nevues from Pernaffus. 
pomible she can arrive vvith the publike hatred of all 
Italy, hath high need of remedie. | (3d 07 
With this anfwere Apolo returned the Lord Profpero 
exceeding well fatisfied to his houfe, after whom the 
Duke d’ Alva apppeared before his Ma jetty with allthis fa- 
mily wonderfull melancholyyvhich cat: fuch milkein 
their faces, that the Spaayards feemed norfo’ blacke, as 
Ordinarily thofe Moores that come out of Gravada vie to 
be. Then 4po%o interrupting the complaint vvhich the 
Duke was about to make againttthe Lord Colonna , faids 
Duke, Lam much difpleafed with the diforder, vvhich> I 
vaderitand hath happened, and fo much the more; by 
how much the caufe of fuch an vprore isnot very juft, 
nor wvithall very honourable on thy fide ; And vpon 
this occafion it pleafeth me to remember wwnto you 
Spanyards, hat to be not only niggards, as toall!-men ye 
are knowen, bur:not to vfe prodigalitic in giving vate 
others thofe Titles, vvhich are defired,is a manifewt figne 
of malignitie, becaufe the ingenuous nobilitie ofa Baron 
is knowen 5, by shewing lithe covetoufnefle in receiving 
Titles, and much liberalitie in giving them:Foreven by 
over much, not by due honour, doth greater reputation 
accrew to him that giveth, then to him that receivethit. 
And you Spanyards, that vfe fuch aufteritie. in defiring, 
great Titles. onely for your felves, are not ayyhit’ eacrea- 
{ed in reputation, but rather are become fo odious ,and 
ridiculous to all men, that the Iza/iags in their Comedies, 
haue defervedly introduced the perfonage of the Spanyard 
torreprefent vnto the World a perfeét Braggadochia.lwon- 
der yee should not preceive, that in thinking to arrive 
vato the Dominion of the eatth by abufing men, is the 
vyrong way to the wood; The mindes of men (Duke ) 
arc 
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are taken vvith the baite of humanitie , vvith the 
whiftle of gratitude, of courtefie, of gentleneffe ; and 
that Fowler would shew himfelfe very ignorant, that 
should goe with a drumme into a Dove-houfe for ta 
take Pigeons, asI fee you Spanyards,toolishly doe. More- 
over, I tell you , that ifever any Nation vvere 1o make 
a baite of dignities, for to allure the Italians to fall into 
the nets of your Dominions, and light vpon the Lime- 
bush of your fervitude, itis you Spanyards, for the ends 
vvhich yee haue vpon Jta/y : Withall yee are to confider, 
that the States, vvhich yee poflefle, of Naples, and Milan, 
are faftned ynto you with Waxe; for yee shail command 
over thofe two members no longer, then till the /taltans 
refolve to chafe you from thence; who if they could be 
affured, that after yourruine, they should nor fall into 
the power of the Freach, ye should quickly know , that 
only vvith a litle difturbance,which they could give you 
in the Port of Gevoua , they would put you into.a ihou- 
{and.intricate difficulties : all matters, that should admo- 
nish you to give fariftiction , at lealtwife in vvords, to 
them, whom in regard of your Interetts in /taly, yee are 
obliged to refpedt. As for the injurie, vvhich you fay you 
have received from the Lord Profpera, | tell you plainly, 
that whatioever affront shalbe done you vpon any fuch 
like Titular occafion, | vvill notonely be. infeatible of 
it, but 1 vvill thinke you haue defiroufly foughtit. Then 
the Duke would have excufed himfelfe vvith faying; 
that from his King he had inftru@tion how to cary him- 
felfe towards the Jaan Barons in the paricular of 
Titles, vvhen Apolo told him, that the Spanish abules to 
the Italians were not to extend but oaly to the Neapoi- 
tans, and Milanefi; andhis Majeftie allo added, That if 
, M 2 too 
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much paflion didnot blitid the Spanyards, they ‘might 
eafily fee, how their Grandes, whom Spayne it (elfe could 
hot containe, and thatin faly,would play the Gyants, 
compared with the Romane Barons ; and thofe of meatie 
ftature would prove but dwarffes. Herevpon a cloude,as 
white as fhow, beginning by lide and litle to cover thé 
perfon of Apo/, the Prietts that were about him percei- 
ved how his Maieftie would prophecie; fo that every 
one falling proftrate on the ground, and wvith the reff, 
the Duke and his followers; out of that hollow cloud 
proceeded the divine voyce of his Majeftie, which with a 
pleafing foand fpake in this fort: 1 fortell_vnto you, 
Spanyards, that vvith your rough and odious manner of 
proceeding , yee vvill one day compell the Italian Nobi- 
tie ; whichis the Miftres of the cruell stctlian Velpres, to 
plot fome bloudy Neapolitan Even-fong againit you; it 
beeing the proper cuftome of the Zrakans, with greater 
rage to revenge the abufes of words, then the offences 
of blowes; as they that having short patience, and long 
hands, are borne not only withan heart moft inclined 
to great refolutions, but that doe not vfe to revenge in- 
juries with all kind of crucltie,before they are quite for- 
gotten by thofe that didthem. And with your 
Owne ruine, you will then finde them, with 
{words in their hands, to be Paladjne 
Orlandocs, when ye shall per- 
{wade your {elves, they 
are become moft 
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The Pofte of Pernaffus 
tothe Reader.
